Notification No. 48A. — Marine . — With the previous sanction of the Governor-General 
in Council, the following rules for quarantine against plague have been made by the 
Lieutenant-Governor ot Bengal in exercise of the power conferred by section 1, Act 1 
of 1870. # 

These rules have effect as a temporary measure from the 3rd of July 1894 in the Port 
Of Calcutta, aud from the 5th of July in the Port of Chittagong : — 

I. Tho Commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other native c^aft arriving 
from Hong-Kong or a Chinese port, shall, on arrival at the Sandheads if bound for Calcutta, 
and at Norman’s Point i£ bound for Chittagong, hoist a yellow flag, and indicate by signal 
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the port from which she has come, and shall keep such flag and signal flying until permitted 
to take it down as hereinafter provided. The pilot on boarding a * vessel from Hong- Kong 
or a Chinese port shall direct the flag prescribed above to be hoisted if it has not already 
been done. 

II. Such Commander shall not, without first having obtained permission as hereinafter 
• s. Piiotago is compulsory for provided, allow any communication with the shore or any 

all vessels over loo tons in the Port of other vessel or boat excepting only with the boat supplying 
Calcutta. the pilots* from the pilot brig, and in that case communica- 

tion shall be limited to receiving on board the pilot, his leadsman, servant and baggage. 

III. The pilot shall not take such vessel higher up the river than MiUeeabrooj if 
bound for Calcutta, and Guptdkhali if bound for Chittagong, but shall anchor it there until 
the Health Officer of the Port of Calcutta or of Chittagong, as the case may be, has visited it 
and ascertained by enquiry from the Commander whether any person on board is suffering or 
has during the voyage suffered from plague. If the Health Officer is satisfied *by such 
enquiry that no person on board is suffering or hits suffered from plague, and if the, ship 
carries a qualified medical officer , or if the vessel has undergone quarantine for not less than seven 
dags at Singapore , the Health Officer shall, by writing under his hand, to be delivered to the 
Commander, permit such vessel to haul down the yellow flag and proceed upwards in the 
port and to hold free communication with the shore and with vessels and boats in port. 

If the ship does not carry a qualified medical officer , or if she has not undergone sev n days 
quarantine at Singapore , he shall direct the. Commander to take the vessel to the quarantine 
anchorage duly appointed by the Port Officer, and there to remain for a period of eight days 
from the date of arrival in harbour. The Health Officer shall also direct the Commander to* 
prohibit, during the period for which the vessel roraains at the quarantine anchorago as afore- 
said, all communication, except such as is hereinafter provided for, between such vessel and 
the shore, or other vessels and boats in the harbour. 

IV. If the Health Officer, as the result of the enquiry made under paragraph 3 above, 
shall have reason to believe, at the time when the vessel arrives in the harbour, that any 
person on board is suffering, or during the voyage has suffered, from plague, he shall direct 
the Commander to take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage as aforesaid, and there to 
remain for a period of fifteen days from the day of arrival in the harbour ; and shall further 
direct that during suoh fifteen days intercourse betwoen the said vessel and the shore or other 
vessels and boats in the harbour shall be prohibited as provided in Rule III. 

V. If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage aforesaid, any case or 
cases of plague should occur on board, the said vessel shall remain in quarantine for a period 
of fifteen days from the date of the last case occurring, and be subject to all the prohibitions 
provided for in Rules III and IV. 

VI. When any vessel has been placed in quarantine as aforesaid, the Health Officer 
may direct the removal of so many of the passengers and crew as may not be suffering from 
illness, and whose services may not be required on board the vessel, to such particular spots 
as may from time to time be selected by the Port Officer as places of quarantine, there to 
remain for a period of seven days, or if the vessel has been placed in quarantine for fifteen 
days, for a period of fifteen days. If a case of plague occurs among such passengers and 
crew during any such period, they shall remain in a place of quarantine for a period of 
fifteen days from the date of the occurrence of the last case of such illness. 

VII. Any mails or cargo which may he brought by any vessel so arriving shall be 
landed under .such precautions as the Health Officer may deem necessary to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

VIII. It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to all vessels 
in quarantine of such supplies of provisions, stores and other articles as may be required by 
those on board. Such supplies will be placed on the boats of the vessels iu quarantine, to be 
subsequently removed by members of their crews.

The Annual Report on tho Police Administration of the Town of Calcutta and its 
Suburbs for the year 1893. 

Read also — 

Tho Reports for tho two preceding yea's and tlxo Resolutions recorded by Government 
thereon. 

Sir John Lambert, k.c.i.e., was in cliargo of tho Police of tho Town of 
Calcutta and its Suburbs throughout the year except for the period from tho 
16th July to the 25th October, when Mr. A. II. Giles officiated for him. 
Mr. A. B. Barnard continued to hold tho olfico of Deputy Commissioner until 
the 22nd March 1893, from which dato he was granted furlough for one year. 
During his absence Mr. II. E. C. Fagot acted for him as Deputy Commis- 
sioner. 
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2. The total number of offences, cognizable and non-cognizable, reported 
in the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta during 1893 and the two preceding years, 
is shown in the.following tablo : —

Tho decrease of 11,213 offences reported in tho -Town is the most note- 
worthy featuro in the year’s report. In the Suburbs the decrease was only 
230 — a difference which does not require explanation. Tho numbor of cognizable 
offonces under tho Penal Code reported in tho Town and Suburbs together 
decreased by 935, and of non-cognizable offences under tho samo Code by 
964. There was a decrease of 6,648 in miscellaneous cognizablo offences, 
chiefly under the Hackney Carriage Act and- in street offences under the Police 
Act, and of 2,896 in miscellaneous non-cognizable offences, which occurred 
wholly in municipal prosecutions. The reasons for the docreaso under the 
various heads of crimo will bo more fully discussed horeafter in dealing with 
the cognizable and non-cognizablo offences reported as true in the Town aad 
Suburbs respectively. * 

3. Tho following table shows separately tho number of cognizable and 
non-cognizablo cases tried, dqring the past two years in the Town and 
Suburbs —

The total number of cases tried in the Town and Suburbs during the year 
was 35,447, of which 29,112 ended in conviction. The number of cognizable 
cases tried in the Town was 19,844, and of these 17,899 ended iri conviction 
in tho Magistrate’s Court, and 37 in the High Court. In tho Suburbs, out of 
6,G77 cognizablo cases tried, 6,299 resulted in conviction before Magistrates and 
14 before the Court of Sessions. These results are very satisfactory, and reflect 
credit on the work of the police during tho year.. The total number of arrests 
under all lioads in the Town and Suburbs fell from 46,731 to 35,981, and the 
ratio per cent, of convictions to ancsts from 93’92 to 91*26. The decreaso in 
arrests occurred wholly under minor heads, chief* among which are public and 
local nuisances under section 283, Indian Penal Code, miscellaneous offences 
undor tho Hackney Carriago Act and tho Ports Acts, and street offences. 

4. False cases. — Seventy-one false cases were brought in tho Town and 
28 in the Suburbs, against 62 and 27, the corresponding figures for 1892. 
Out of 19 prosecutions instituted in tho Town under tho Penal Code, 6 ended 
in conviction ; in 6 tho accused wero discharged, and 6 were struck off owing 
to the failure of the parties to appear. In the Suburbs prosecutions under the 
P&nal Code wero instituted, in 10 cases, in 5 of which the accused were fined 
and in 5 discharged. Rupeos 332 were awarded as compensation, under section 
552, Criminal Procedure Code, in 35 cases in the Town, and Rs. 74 in.8 cases 
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in the Suburbs. The average compensation awarded in each case thus amounted 
to hardly more than Rs. 9. 

5. Property stolen and recovered . — Tho value of property stolen in the 
Town and Suburbs during tho year was Its. 1,27,776, of which Rs. 92,938, 
or 72*73 per t cent., was recovered. The results of the year in this respect are 
remarkably good, and the percentage of property recovered is higher than it 
has been in any preceding year. 

6. Cognizable o fences m the Town . — Tho number of true cognizable cases 
reported within the Town fell from 28,472 to 21,232. The decrease of 7,240 
as compared with 1892 occurred chiefly in offences in class VI, under tho 
heads “ Other off oncos” and “Special and local laws,” tho falling off in theso 
being 3,407 and 3,969 respectively. Thero were 860 cases under tho Ilackney 
Carriage Act, being a decrease of 2,359 cases as compared with last year. 
The decrease is explained by tho change in tho law, undor which summary 
arrests are no longer malo for theso offences, the procedure by summons 
having lessoned the number of prosecutions. No corresponding increase, how- 
ever, is observed among the non-cogntzable cases in the returns. Tho number 
of offences under tho Police Act (street offonces and nuisances) fell from 10,037 
to 7,086, being a decrease of 2,951, which occurred chiefly in oases of 
“obstruction” and “leaving carriages without control.” No explanation of 
tho decrease . has been given in tho Report, but the Lieutenant-Go vendor has 
since been informed that it is due to tho issue of orders to tho police to use 
their power under the Act with greater discretion, as it was one of the alleged 
causes of tho hackney carriage strike which occurred on the 23rd January 
1893, that tho police were too ready to arrest drivers of carriages for petty 
street offonces. Tho results of the prosecutions in these cases are satisfactory, 
and out of 8,582 persons placed before the Magistrate, 8,479, or over 98 per 
cent., were convicted. Tho decrease of 233 offences under tho Shipping Act 
and of 340 under the Ports Acts has jiot been' explained in the Report, biit it 
is doubtless duo to the fact that thero were fower European sailbrs and fewer 
ships in tho port. Thero was a decrease of 456 in the number of cases and* 
of 775 in the number of persons arrested under tho Cruelty to Animals Act, 
which is said to be duo to the action of the Commissioner of Police, after the 
hackuey carriago strike of January 1893, in warning agents of the Society fgr 
Provontion of Cruelty to Animals to be more careful in making arrests under 
.the Act. Of tho 5,257 poisons arrested for cruelty to animals, 5,052, or over 
96 per cent., wei*e convicted. 

7. Tho Commissioner of Police has given detailed information in his 
report regarding tho various crimes committed during the year, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor does not considor it necessary to discuss them at any 
length. There were 11 cases- relating to coin against 5 in tho preceding year, 
but only ono of these was of any importance, and in this two Muhammadan 
accused, father and son, were sentenced by the High Court to two and five 
years’ rigorous imprisonment respectively for fraudulent delivery of counter- 
feit Queen’s coin aud boing in possession of instruments for coining. Out of 
nine cases of murder, in two the accused wero convicted, one of them boing 
sentenced to death and the other to transportation for life. In ono caso 
the Coroner’s jury roturnod a verdict of murder, but the Police Surgeon, 
after a careful enquiry, came to tho conclusion that the case was one of suicide. 
Thero were two cases of attempt at murder, ono of which ended in the conviction 
of the accused, who was sentenced to ten years’ rigorous imprisonment. Of the 
two cases of culpable homicide, in one the accused was sentenced to five years’ 
rigorous imprisonment, and in tho other he was discharged, as the Magistrate 
found that the death was due to heart disease, the condition of tho deceased being 
such that a very trifling injury would have proved fatal. Tho number of cases of 
grievous hurt rose from 31 to 35, and out of 44 persons placed on trial in theso 
cases, 24 were convicted. There wero 13 cases of kidnapping compared with 
14 in 1892 and an average of 17 in tho five preceding years. Ono important 
case under section 372, Indian Penal Code, was instituted, in which a woman 
and two men were charged, at the instance of tho leaders of the American 
Missionary Society in Calcutta, with soiling a minor for the purposes of prosti- 
tution. The defendants were, however, discharged in tho High Court, the 
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presiding Judge holding that to complete the offence punishable under 
section 372, Indian Penal Code, proof of a continuous letting or hiring for an 
unlawful or immoral purpose was required, and that the single act said to have 
been committed by the accused was not sufficient to warrant their being 
placed on trial. Fifteen persons, who were charged with abducting girls from 
7 to 14 years of age from the Midnapore district, wore arrested and transferred 
to that district for trial. All were convicted and sentenced to from two to 
eight years’ rigorous imprisonment. There was ono daring case of robbery, 
with hurt, in which two Madrasis were set upon by five up-countrymen anti 
woro robbed of Its. 1,7 .35. All the accused were convicted, four being • 
sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment each, and the fifth, a lad, to four years’ 
detention in a Reformatory. There was one case of highway robbery in 
which threo Eurasians were charged, two of them being sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment each, and one to imprisonment for ono year. The number 
of true cases of burglary and lurking house trespass rose from 106 to 135, and 
the number of persons convicted from 97 to 1 17. The percentage of property 
recovered to property stolen in these cases shows a satisfactoiy increase from 
60J3 in 1892, and an averngo of 51*63 in the four preceding years, to 73-24. 
The number of thefts reported as true was 1,578, and the number detected was 
918, being an increase of 196 and 75 respectively as compared with 1892. 
The increase occurred wholly in petty house-thefts, and is attributed to the 
unusually largo number of wandering thieves from the Upper Provinces who 
visited tho town. The number of persons convicted in these cases was 1,019, 
which is higher than in any previous year, and tho percentage of property 
recovered was 73-01 against 74*57 in } 892, and an average of 62 49 in the 
four precoding years. These results are very creditable to the Police. 

8. flon-coynizable o[f cnees — Town . — The total number of offences reported 
as truo. under tho Penal Code was 4,404, and under special and local laws 
10,804, being a decrease of 755 and 3,239 respectively as compared with 1892. 
There was a d( crease of 3,156 prosecutions under the Municipal Act, chiefly 

•under section 90, and tho falling off is said to be duo to the fact that a large 
number of prosecutions in license cases were withdrawn by tho Municipal 
authorities on the defaulters paying their fees. It is not, however, stated that 
any change took placo in the instructions under which tho municipal servants 
acted, and it is noticeable that in the Suburbs there was an increase of 458 in 
the number of prosecutions under soetion 90, and of 415 under all sections* 
of tlio' Municipal Act taken together. Prosecutions of this kind * are not a 
desirable way of collecting the taxes, and the deereaso noted in the town must 
be considered as satisfactory provided it is not due to laxity in collecting. 

. Most of the offences in which tho decrease has occurred arc fiscal, and they 
• ought to continue to diminish with good administration of tho municipal 
taxation, and if severe punishments are meted out to defaulters. 

9. Cof/nizalle offences , Suburbs . — The number of these offences fell from 
7,085 to 6,733, the decrease of 352 occurring chiefly in casos of house-breaking 
and theft, and in prosecutions under the Hackney Carrie go Act for the reasons 
already explained. There wore five cases relating to coin, in one of which two 
accused wore sentenced to seven and two years’ imprisonment respectively for 
being found in possession of instruments and materials for counterfeiting coin. 
There were seven cases of murder, in two of which tho defendants were 
discharged for want of evidence, and in a third the murderer committed suicide. 
In a fourth caso tho person suspected has so far managed to evade arrest, and in 
the threo remaining cases no traco of tho murderers can be found. There were 
two cases of attempt at murder, in one of which tho accused was sentenced to 
transportation for life,* and in the other, which was that of a life-eon vict who 
attempted to murdor a follow-prisoner in jail, tho accusod was sentenced to be 
hanged. In a case tried bofore the Sessions Judge of Alipore two women were 
charged with kidnapping and selling, and a third with buying or hiring, a girl 
of about 12 years of ago for an immoral purpose. All three accused were 
convictod and sentenced to seven years’ rigorous imprisonment each. While 
the number of true cases of burglary and lurking house-trespass reported fell 
from 91 to 7*6, which is lower than in any previous year, tho ratio of cases 
detected and of persons convicted is unusually high, the number having risen 
from 49 and 53 in 1892 to 54 and 67 respectively. The number of thelts fell 
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•from 446 to 417, but the number of oases detected and of persons convicted 
rose frbm 294 and 321 in 1892 to 312 artd 338 in 1893. As in the case of 
burglaries, theso figures are very satisfactory, and reflect credit on tho working 
of the Suburban Police 

10. Non-eognizdble offences, Suburbs. — There wero 4,481 cases against 4,368 
in 1892. There woro five cases of forgery and one of extortion, but these were 
all unimportant and call for no special remark. 

14. Suicides and accidental death*. — There were 69 cases of suicide in the 
Town and 33 in tho Suburbs, making a total of 102 cases as compared with 
87 in 1892. Of the total number of suicides during tho year, 34 per cent, 
were caused by hanging and 45 per cent, by opium-poisoning. Tho number 
of accidental deaths Was 349 as against 276 in 1802. Of these deaths, 32 were 
those of persons run over and killed by vehicles, but no easo occurred in which 
there was evidence of rashness or negligence. Thirty-oight persons were 
prosecuted for rash and furious driving, and of these 34 were convicted. 

12. European Vagrancy Act.~ Fifty vagrants woro admitted into the 
Government Work-house during the year, ono was received from Muzaffarpur 
under section 6, and 4 Were in the Work-houso at the dose of the preceding 
year, making a total of 55 admissions, or a decrease of 5 as compared with 1892. 
Of these, 16 wero discharged on obtaining employment, 9 were released under 
tho first clause of section 16 of the Act, and 5 Wero deported from British 
India. Four inmates of tho Work-house absconded and 6 were imprisoned, 
while 8 remained in tho Work -house at the close of tho year. 

13. Fire-Brigade Act. — -The steam fire-engines cf the Brigade wero in 
attendance at 28 fires compared with 34 in 1892. T here were 20 other petty 
fires also, at which assistance was rendered by the manual engines stationed at 
the out-stations. Tho total value of the property destroyed by theso fires is 
estimated at lls. 6,10,521 as compared with Its. 12,95,045 in 1 892, hut the 
latter figures do not include tho value of the cargo destroyed on the ship 
Dumbarton Rock, which was estimated at soveral lakhs. Six of* the fires, in 
which property to the value of Rs. 4,53,744 was destroyed, occurred in 
steamers or godowns in which jute was stored. No fire during the year was 
attended with the loss of human life. 

14. Constitution of the Police force. — Tho total strength of the force was 
2,873, or the samo as in 1891 and 1892. The number of casualties was 241 
and the percentage 8*38, tho figures being tho same as in the previous year. 
The number of deaths fell from 26 to 25, and the ratio per mille from 9'49 to 
8*70. The total cost of the force was Its. 6,18,681, being a decrease of 
Us. 12,086 as compared with 1892. 

Owing to the abnormal rainfall of the year and tho general unhealthiness 
of the season, the daily a ver&go number of men in hospital rose from 88’36 in 
1892 to 100. Tho Commissioner of Police reports that this, added to tho rise 
in the price of food-grains which induced many of the constables to stint 
themselves for the sake of their families, and thus injuriously affected their 
health, rendered it often difficult to maintain an effective night watch. Towards 
the close Of the year the Government sanctioned a batta allowance of lls. 1-8 
per mensem for tho men stationed in the most unhealthy Suburban tracts, and 
in some instances it was found necessary to recruit these tracts by the transfer 
to them of constables from, the town force. Considering the difficulties with 
which they had to contend, the good results of tho work done by the Calcutta 
Police during the year are all t be more ’creditable to there, and Sir Charles 
Elliott is glad to deceive the assurance of Sir John Lambert that their duties 
were carried out cheerfully and without complaint. 

16.. R&wtirds.^-R iipees 3,242-12 (of which Rs. 864 tvere paid by indi- 
viduals) wero disbursed as rewards in the Town and Suburbs during tho year. 
No details have been given 'in the report as ‘to who received these rewards and 
the number of persons rewarded, and the Lieutenant-Governor desires that in 
futuro reports this information may be supplied. It has been ascertained that 
the total number df persons rewarded in 1 893 was 449, of whom 258 were 
constables, 4 were special constables, I was a sowar, and 1 16 were informers, 
the 'remainder being officers of tho force. 

T6. Anthropometry : : — Tho anthropometrical system for the identification 
of habitual offenders was introduced into Calcutta at the commencement of tho

year, and before its close tbe measurements of 695 men were taken, of whom 
490 were known to the police as habitual offenders, and 205 were strangers who 
had been arrested on charges of offences against property. The number, of 
persons marked down on the registers for police surveillance at the close of 
the year was 595, and all of these should be measured. Sir Charles Elliott is 
glad to hear that the system has already proved of practical use, and that 
previous convictions against six men, who had been convicted in districts 
beyond Calcutta, were traced by its means. 

17. Judicial work. — Mr. Marsdon hold the office of Chief Presidency 
Magistrate throughout the year except for the period from the 1 9th September to 
the 14th December, during which Mr. Pearson officiated for him. ‘Nawab Syud 
Ameer Hossein, c.i.e., was in charge of the Magistracy of the Northern Division 
until the 17th May, when ho was appointed to officiate as Inspector-General of 
Registration. During his deputation the Hon’ble Maulvi Abdul Jubbar, Khan 
Bahadur, hold the office of Presidency Magistrate, Northern Division, until 
the 27th Decembor, when Nawab Syud Ameer Hossein again resumed charge. 

18. Court of the Chief Presidency Magistrate . — The number of cases 
instituted during the year in the Court of the Chief Presidency Magistrate was 
10,481 as compared with 13,107 in 1892, and in these 13,279 persons were 
concerned. Of this number, 12,289 persons were convicted, 30 were com- 
mitted to take their trial at the High Court, 928 were acquitted or discharged, 
and 22 remained under trial at the close of the year. The number of persons 
charged under the Penal Code fell from 5,983 to 4,658, and under the 
Merchants’ Shipping Act from 583 to 326. Out of 2,942 persons prosocuted 
for cruelty to animals, 2,779 were convicted. Tho percentage of convictions 
shows an improvement as compared with last year, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to notice that the complaint made by the Chief Magistrate 
in his report for 1892, that such prosecutions are often unnecessarily instituted, 
has not been repeated. The total amount of fines imposed was Rs. 21,599-0-3, 
of wliioh Rs. 21,138-8-3 were realized. Appeals were preferred to tho High 
Court against the order of the Chief Magistrate in 35 cases, with the excellent 
result that in every case the appeal was rejected. The High Court was moved 
to set aside the orders of the Magistrate in six cases, and in one of these tho 
conviction was reversed, and in another a fresh tiial was ordered. In 11 cases 
declared false by the Court, a sum of Rs. 125 was granted as compensation to 
the 12 persons accused. Fuller details should, however, have been given, and 
the number of cases in which compensation was ordered under section 560, 
Criminal Procedure Code, should have boen specified, and the amount so 
granted separately shown. 

19. Northern Division Court. — In this Court the number of cases instituted 
( during tho year fell from 17,545 to 12,660, and of persons put on trial 

from 21,121 to 14,602. Of this number, 13,542 were convicted, 33 were 
committed to the sessions, 1,017 wei’e acquitted, and 6 were pending trial at 
the close of tho year. Tho results of committals to the sessions were satis- 
factory, and out of tho 33 persons committed, 24 were convicted, 6 were 
discharged, and 3 were awaiting trial at the close of the year. Twenty cases 
against 26 persons wero declared by the Court as false. In 10 cases lis. 123 
were paid as compensation to the accused under section 552 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code, and Rs. 14 in two cases under section 560 of tho Criminal 
Procedure Code. Tho results of appeals preferred to the High Court are satis- 
factory, and out of 90 ordors appealod against 88 were upheld and only 2 
wero set aside. The High Court was moved in 26 casos, in 14 of which the 
rules were refused or discharged, in 3 the orders wero modified, in 6 
retrial was ordered, in 1 a sontenco of discharge against four persons was set 
aside and tho caso ordered to bo committed to the sessions, and ‘in the 
remaining 2 cases tho orders granting compensation were revorsed. The 
total value of tho fines imposed during the year was Rs. 21,281-12, of which 
Rs. 19,017-12 were realized. 


20. In his Resolution on last year’s Report, in reviewing the work of 
tho Northern Division Court, the Lieutenant-Governor remarked that the large 
f"- 1 of persons against whom processes wore issued, and the small number 

from 9i w ° d in. Court, seemed to indicate a want of sufficient care in issuing 
detected , ° 

from 49 
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such processes and in enquiring mto complaints beforehand. The Magistrate of 
the Northern Division explains that this is not necessarily the case, as in the 
majority of prosecutions of a petty nature the prosecutor either settles the mattor 
out of Court, or else he withdraws the case in the presence of the Court on the 
defendants undertaking not to repeat the offence with which they are charged. 
The Lieutenant-Governor recognizes the force of this contention, but he cannot 
accept it as an altogether satisfactory explanation of the large proportion of 

processes issued to persons appearing in 
tho Northern Division Court. From the 
figures noted in the margin, it would appear 
that there is a considerable amount of 
useless process-serving, and that this is 
especially the oase in tho Court of the 
Magistrate of the Northern Division. In 
this Court 189 processes were issued against 
persons charged with cheating under sec- 
tions 417 to 420 of the Penal Code, and 82 
persons actually appeared before the Court, 
of whom only two were convicted. The 
offences under these sections are not 
compoundable, and the figures seem to show that there is something wrong in 
connection with tho issue of processes in this Court. Tho Magistrate observes that 
he nearly always refuses applications for processes in cases of assault and hurt, 
unless the applicant is a respectable man or shows marks of violence. The 
Lieutenant-Governor notices, however, that not a single complaint under these or 
any other section is shown in the column provided for the purposo in tho 
statement annexed to tho report as having been dismissed under section 203, 
Criminal Procedure Code, and the same is the case with the Courts of the Chief 
Magistrate and the Bench Courts. It can hardly be that process was issued 
on every complaint lodged, and yet this would appear to have boon the case 
from the report now submitted to Government. No distinction also is made 
in the reports of the Presidency Magistrates between the results of cases sent 
up by tho police and of those of which cognizance is taken by the Courts 
‘ suo motu ’ or on complaint. For the former the Co mmiss ioner of Police is 
responsible, but in the latter tho responsibility rests with the Magistrates by 
whom process is issued, and His Honour desires that in future reports the results ' 
of those different classes of cases may be separately shown. 

21. The Lieutenant-Governor further observes that no information has been 
furnished regarding tho adjournment of cases and the detention of witnesses in 
the various Courts. The Chief Presidency Magistrate has given a table which 
shows that only 34 cases were adjourned by the Bench Courts, but no reference 
is made to the number of adjournments either in the Chief Magistrate’s Court 
or in that of tho Magistrate of tho Northern Division. From paragraph 35 of 
Sir John Lambert’s report it appears that the total numbor of cases adjourned 
before tho Northern Division Court has risen from 131 to 227, and before the 
Chiof Presidency Magistrate from 121 to 187, notwithstanding the fact that 
the number of cases triod by each Court has decreased. Some reference to 
these adjournments and to the reasons for the increase should have been given 
in tho Report. In regard to the detention of witnesses, the Lieutenant- 
Governor believes that the Presidency Magistrates are required to maintain a 
register of all witnesses examined, and to report the number, together with 
other statistics, to the High Court ; but in his opinion they should also bo 
required to keep up the Witness Register in the form prescribed by the High 
Court, which is maintained in all Subordinate Courts in the mufassal. This 
subject will be separately considered. 

22. Work of the Honorary Magistrates . — The number of cases other than 
municipal transferred to tho Bench of Magistrates was 1,060, and 852 were 
transferred to Honorary Magistrates sitting singly, making a total of 1,912 
as compared with 2,709 in the previous year. Of the total number of cases 
instituted, 1,582 as compared with 1,689 in 1892 wero under the Penal Code, 
35 as compared with 51 wero miscellaneous cases under the Criminal Procedure 
Codo, and 295 as against 969 wero offences against local laws. Of those casos, 
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156 were struck off without trial, and in the romaindcr 5,600 persons were 
implicated, of whom 1,204 were acquitted or discharged (including those in 
cases which wore compromised or in which the parties were absent), 1,392 were 
convicted, and 4 were awaiting trial at the close of the year. The total amount 
of lines imposed was Ks. 6.1*5-11, of which Rs. 5,176-8 wore realized. Eleven 
cases were declared false, frivolous or vexatious, and in those compensation to 
the extent of Rs. 106 was awarded. Out of 21 appeals preferred to the High 
Court, 12 were rejected, and in one case the conviction was upheld, although 
the sentence was reduced. Out of 5 cases in which the High Court was moved, 
iu one only was the order set aside. 

23. Tho Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate is once moro able to bear tribute to tho excellent work dono by the 
Honorary Magistrates during the year, and to tho great assistance rendered 
by them to tho administration of justice. The complaint that has repeatedly 
been made in former years; of irregularity of attendance, has not been repeated; 
but the Lieutenant-Governor notices that several Honorary Magistrates are still 
very negligent in this respect, and that some during the past year have failed 
to attend on repeated occasions whon invited to do so. In aggravated cases the 
Honorary Magistrates should be called upon for an explanation of their continued 
absence. The number of Magistrates who attended one or more sittings of the 
Bench roso from 86 to 94, and the averago number of sittings pet Magistrate 
was 11*6 as compared with 11*7 in the preceding year. 

24. Municipal jtrostcutions . — The total number of prosecutions was 10,121, 
as Against 13,253 in 1892, tho decreaso of 3,132 occurring chiefly in license 
prosecutions. The number of cases brought to trial was 5,707, and in these 
3,051 resulted in the acquittal or discharge of the accused; the number of 
persons convicted being 2,056. Tho total value of the fines imposed was 
Rs. 13,288-13, of which Rs. 10,659-3 were realized. 

25. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction the favourable 
mention made by Sir J olin Lambert of Mr. H. E. G. Paget, who ofliciated as 
Deputy Commissioner of Police during tho absence of Mr. A. B. Barnard otl 
furlough; and of the other officers named in paragraph 38 of tho report. To 
Sir John Lambert himself the thanks of Government are due for • his most effi- 
cient administration of the Department under his control, and to Mr. Marsden, 
Mr. Pearson, Nawab Syud Ameer Hossein, c.i.e., and tho Hon’ble Maulvi 
Abdul Jubbar for the good work done by them during tlio year. Tho names 
of tho subordinate officers favourably mentioned have been noted

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EXPENDITURE ON EDUCATION BY DISTRICT BOARDS. 

MUNICIPAL DEPARTMENT— LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

Darjeeling, the 28lk June 1894. 

■ Resolution— N o. sogt.m. 

Read again — 

Tho Resolutions on the workings of District Boards in Bengal for 1891-92 and 1892-93. 

In tho Resolutions cited above, tho Lieutenant-Governor reviewed, among 
other things, tho expenditure incurred by District Boards in cither year upon 
education generally, and upon that class of education which falls within tho 
category of primary instruction ; in the latter of the two ho commented at somo 
length upon tho comparative expenditure of tho various Boards throughout the 
province, and reiterated in paragraph 36 the principle that until full provision 
has been made for primary education in a district, no part of a Local Fund 
should bo diverted to the support of education of a higher kind, since this is 
beyond the needs of tho majority of tax-payers, and may well be paid for by 
those who desire it. Since tho issue of that Resolution the Lieutenant-Governor 
has again had under his consideration the whole question of tho educational 
expenditure of District Boards, and he desires to draw tho attention of all 
concerned to the following observations which arc tho outcome of his enquiries 
and reflections. 

2. •The figures given in paragraph 37 of the Resolution of tho 18th 
December 1893 were takon from thoso sot forth iu Form III appended to 
that Resolution, which shows tho expenditure of District Boards in 1892-93, 
supplemented by statistics drawn from the reports of Divisional Commissioners. 
•But it has been rightly pointed out by the Director of Public Instruction that 
tho sums entered under tho head of “ Primary Schools” in column 22 of that 
Form represent much less than tho amount actually expended on primary 
education by tho District Boards of Bengal, and that any calculations based 
upon thoso figures alone must necessarily bo misleading. Sir A. Croft has 
urged that, besides the sums actually expended upon the direct maintenance and 
aid of primary schools, eon Adorable expenditure is incurred every year by 
District Boards under the Ijpads of “ Inspection, ” “Scholarships,” “Buildings 
and furniture,” “ Charges on account of abolished schools,” “Examinations, 
prizes, and rewards,” and “Miscellaneous,” and that in somo cases all, in others a 
largo proportion, of this expenditure is incurred on account- of primary schools. 

3. The propriety of this contention tho Lieutenant-Governor unhesi- 
tatingly admits, and he has accordingly caused to be prepared, in consult- 
ation with the Director of Public Instruction, from tho figures supplied to tho 
Education Department from each district for tho preparation of General 
Table IV, attached to the Director’s Annual Report, a fresh series of statistics, 
showing what the real expenditure of each District Board was in 1 892-93 on 
primary education and on education generally, and also what ratio these bore 
to the ordinary income of the Board. Under one of the heads of account 
mentioned by the Diroctor of Public Instruction, viz. “ Scholarships,” tho 
expenditure was easily separable, and it has accordingly been separated : in other 
cases it was only possible to fix a. percentage which should represent a fair 
share of the expenditure, and accordingly llis Honour has boen pleased to 
docido that of tho actual expenditure of District Boards on education in 
1892-93, the following proportions under each head should be debited to 
primary instruction: — “Inspection,” 90 per cent. Buildings and furniture,” 
7' per cent.; “Charges for abolished schools” and “Cost of examinations, 
prizes and rewards,” the whole; and “Miscellaneous,” 50 percent. With these 
principles for a basis, the figures for 1892-93 have been recalculated as -well as 
those for 1888-89, that being the first year in which the system was in forco of 
allotments to District Boards to produce equilibrium between their receipts and 
their expenditure upon certain branches of the administration placed Under 
their control : a statement has been prepared, which is appendod to this Resolu- 
tion, comparing the educational expenditure in each of those years, whilo two 
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subsidiary ' statements give the details of the expenditure on primary education 
shown in the larger statement. The headings of these statements explain 
themselves, and it is only necessary to say that the difference between the 
figures in columns 2 and 8 of file general statement is due to the fact that the 
former exclude and the latter include grants for lower primary scholarships, 
the control over which, together with allotments to pay for them, was made 
over to District Boards in the year 1891-92, and also that the “ordinary 
income” in columns 3 and 9 has been calculated by deducting from the figures 
in column 73 of Dorm 11 of the District Board Resolution the total of columns 
63, 08 and 72 of the same form. 

4. The first point which cannot fail to suggest itsolf upon a perusal of 
these statements is that the expenditure on education, whctlior general or primary, 
has not kept pace with tho increase of ordinary income, for the difference 
between tho ordinary income of the District Boards in 1888-89 and 1892-93 
represents an advance of 15*7 per cent., wlioreas the general increase in expen- 
diture on education, even although a large annual obligation for lower primary 
scholarships had been accepted by District Boards in the meantime, is ouly 2‘3 
per cent., that on primary education being 3 3 per cent. As tho allotment 
(columns 2 and 8) was larger in 1892-93 than it was in 1888-89 by 2’9 per 
cent., it is clear that the expenditure on education generally has not advanced 
at all, and that tho measure of tho increase of that on primary education is 
only T per cent. Put in anothor way, it appears that tho addition of tho grant 
for lower primary scholarships has raised the sum directly available to District 
Boards for expenditure on education by Rs. 29,520, but tho aditional sum 
which they actually spent on education generally in 1892-93 was only Rs* 23,668, 
out of which the additional expenditure on primary education was represented 
by Rs. 23,238. Practically it may bo said of the provinco generally that out 
of tho increase in their income of 12‘8 per cent, (excluding the 2*9 per cent, 
represented by tho additional lower primary scholarship grant), tho District 
Boards havo spent nothing on education. 

5. But though this remark is truo of the provinco as a whole, ft is not 
true of all its parts. Taking first the percentages of total expenditure on education 
(columns, 6 and 12), it will be seen from tho figures below that the Presidency and 
Orissa Divisions havo an advance of 3%> and 3-6 per cent, respectively. These 
two Divisions also stand very high in respect of the proportion spent on 
education in 1892-93. The largest falling off is spoil in Dacca (8 - 2 per cent.) 
followed by Chittagong (4 ‘6 per cent.). Of tho thirty-eight districts in which the 
Local Self-Government Act is in force, there has been an increase in seventeen 
and a falling off in twenty, the proportion in Mymensingh remaining practically 
unaltered. In tho Presidency Division tho increase is universal, as is the decrease 
in those of Dacca (except Mymensingh) and Chittagong. In the Rajshalii and 
Bhagalpur Divisions tho districts are equally divided, while in the other Divisions 
tho proportions vary, tho Patna Division having an increase in two and a 
decrease in five, and tho Orissa Division showing an increase in two out of its 
throe districts. 

6. As regards tho proportionate expenditure, not on education generally, 

but on primary instruction, columns 7 and 13 of tho general statement supply 
tho figures required for a comparison of this nature between the expenditure of 
1888-89 and of 1892-93. The Divisional figures show that, as in the matter 
oi general educational expenditure, so too in expenditure on primary education, 
there has been a falling off in every Division except thoso of the Presidency 
and Orissa ; but the differences are not so great, ranging betwoen an increase 
of 3 per cent, in the Presidency Division and a decrease of 4*9 in Chittagong. 
The statistics for districts snow that in respect of expenditure on primary 
education the facts are veiy much what they have been noticed to be for 
educational expenditure generally, for twenty-one districts display a falling 
off and seventeen an increase, and with threo exceptions the districts in each 
caso are identical. These exceptions are Hooghly, which shows a decrease 
under primary education, but an increase in its proportionate expenditure on 
general education, while on the other hand Pabna and Chittagong with a 
smaller proportionate expenditure under the head of general education, show 
an advance under that of primary instruction. * 
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7. How tho variations in the proportionate expenditure of 1888-89 and 
1892-93 have occurred is shown clearly in tho following table, where the 
total difference in the proportionate expenditure in each of tho two years is 
dissectod so as to show tho variation under “ Primary” and under l( Other edu- 
cation,” and it will be seen that while thirteen districts have reduced their expen- 
diture under both heads, fourteen othors have increased it under both heads. 
Again, six — Murshidabad, Khulna, Pabna, Chittagong, Patna and Darbhanga — 
have increased their primary expenditure and decreased that under education 
other than primary; while in opposition to the known policy of Government, in 
six casos — Ilooglily, Rajshahi, Mymensingh, Backergunge, Noakhali, and 
Purnea — the primary expenditure has been starved for tho benefit of secondary 
or technical instruction or both. Shahabad and Monghyr have reduced their 
proportionate expenditure on primary instruction, but left untouched that on 
other education.

The most remarkable figures in the foregoing statement are those for (a) 
Burdwan with its total decrease of 20 - 3 per cent., three-fourths of which 
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liave occurred under education other than primary ; (fl) Bankura with a falling 
off of 26*6 per cent., occurring under both heads ; (<?) Hooghly with a consider- 
able rise under “ other” education, provided apparently by a reduction of expen- 
diture on primary education ; (H) Dacca with a largo reduction of 21 per cent, 
in education other than primary; (c) Faridpur with a decreaso of nearly 10 per 
cent., of which two-thirds is under primary education ; (/) Tippcra and 
(</) Chittagong with a largo shrinkage of 9 ‘3 and 8‘2 per cent, respectively in 
primary expenditure ; and, lastly ( h ) Gaya with a falling off of 5*3 por cent, 
under tho same head. 

8. Leaving, however, tho question of variations between' the expend- 
iture of tho two years, and turning to 
actual expenditure in 1892-93, the per- 
centages of expenditure on primary 
education in a few districts which have 
done conspicuously well or ill in that 
respect are. given in the margin; and it 
may be noted that the provincial average 
for primary expenditure was 1 1*9 per 
cent, of the ordinary income in 1892-93 
os .against 13*3 per cent, in 1888-89. 

9, In tho first list the Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to observe, as a sign of 
increasing activity in a provinco which 
has long beon considered backward, 
that threo out of the first four are Orissa districts. In his Local Self-Government 
Roport for 1892-93, the Commissioner of that Division refers to the matter, but 
as his figures take no account of all tho additional charges which have now been 
included as expenditure on primary education, he does not appe ar to have 
realised how large a proportion the expenditure on primary education really 
boro to tho ordinary income of these districts, which is comparatively small. 

In the same way very little is said in the Burdwan Commissioner’s report 
about the ^expenditure in Bankura, but the ordinary income of the Board 
(Rs. 91,141) is so small that a liberal allotment for education here, as in Orissa 
bulks very large. 

• 10. As regards the second list, the Lieutenant-Governor d ('.sires to draw the 
particular attention of tho District Boards concerned to tho excessively small 
proportion borne by their expenditure on primary education to their ordinary 
income. The district which spent the smallest proportion of its income on 
the elementary education of children is .Talpaiguri, and the next fivo are all in 
Bihar. The argument of the District Board in each case will doubtless be 
that the upkeep of their roads and bridges leaves them no margin for educational 
expenditure, but the District Board should hold tho scales evenly between the 
different objects to which the funds entrusted to them aro devoted. The 
shortcomings of most of the District Boards in this list were unfavourably 
noticed in paragraph 33 of the Resolution on District Boards for 1891-92, and 
tho Lieutenant-Governor is disappointed to find that they are still open to 
criticism. His Honour desires that the Board of each district shown in the 
foregoing list as spending less than 10 per cent, of its ordinary income on 
primary education will submit, through tho Commissioner, any representations 
which they may think proper in justification of what appears to have been in 
somo measuro a failure in their duty to the poor of tho district. 

11. It has also been urged by the Chairman of one of the District Boards 
in question that the obligations of the Board aro amply fulfilled so long as their * 
expenditure on education does not fall below tho figure given in column 8 of 
the appended statement as the amount of educational expenditure taken in 
fixing the grant from Government in 1887-88. This is a plea which the 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot accept. The sum in questiorf was fixed upon a 
consideration of the actual expenditure on education during the preceding year, 
and was not intended to represent a permanent standard which District 
Boards should be satisfied to attain. Were this view to be accepted, it is 
manifest that in the backward districts, .where the sum originally allotted was 
necessarily small, np advance would ever be made, and thoso areas' where

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progress is most desirable would always lag farthest behind. But tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor is not blind to the fact that in many of theso districts the want 
of funds seriously hampers the development of primary education, and ho 
is prepared, and is now arranging, upon the recommendation of the Director of 
Public Instruction, to inako grants to such backward districts out of the savings, 
effected year by year in the departmental allotment for primary schools in 
•excluded, districts and municipalities. 

12. For tho future it is hoped that, instead of figures obtained by estima- 
tion, it will bo possible to show for every district tho actual expenditure upon 
each branch of primary education. The Director of Public Instruction has 
already by Circular No. 2T. of the 21th June 1894 called for a statement which 
in future years will bo used to amplify Subsidiary Table II (b) of his Annual 
Beport; and the Lieutenant-Governor now desires that the Deputy Inspector of 
Schools in oaoh district may be directed to supply to tho Chairman of the 
District Board a copy of tho figures submitted to tho head of the Educational 
Department in accordance with that circular, in order that those may be 
embodied in a statement in the accompanying form, which will bo added as 
Appendix C to tho Annual Report on the working of District Hoards for 
1803-94, and may, if necessary, be submitted to the Commissioner after the 
report itself has boon forwarded. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the attention which the com- 
pilation of theso statistics will cause to be given to this subject will bear fruit 
in a careful revision of the expenditure on primary education in each district, 
so that an adequate provision may everywhere be mado for the elementary 
education of tho children of the poor.

The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for the year 1893. 

Read again — 

The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for the year 1892, with the 
Resolution of Government reoorded thereon. 

The registration of vital statistics has been conducted during the year as 
previously by the ageney of the Police, both in urban and rural areas. The 
incompleteness of this registration in Bengal has for many years been noticed 
by the Supreme Government and by successive Lieutenant-Governors with 
dissatisfaction, but Sir Charles Elliott is glad to soe that a distinct, if slight, 
improvement is now visible, and this is tho view taken by the Government of 

India in a Resolution recently recorded on the 
subject. In tho year 1881, the registered birth- 
rate in Bengal was 25*52 per thousand in certain 
Municipal towns only, and tho death-rate was 20*97 : in 1893 tho* recorded birth- 
rate for tho whole province was 35*66, and for towns alone 26*27, while the 
general death-rate was returned as 28*21 per thousand without any suspicion 
existing that the riso is due to any real increase in mortality. Those figures will 
bo further discussod in the paragraphs below, but they speak for themselves, 
and justify tho Lieutenant-Governor in congratulating the Sanitary Department 
on having anticipated the desire of the Government of India tnat increased 
attention should be paid to the subject, and a greater accuracy of registration 
secured. 

2. Tho total number of births registered in tho whole province was 

2,534,859, giving a birth-rate of 35*66 per thousand, 
hs compared with one of 28*06 in 1 892. In last year’s 
Resolution the normal birth-rate for these Provinces was estimated at something 
between 45 and 47 per thousand, but Dr. Gregg contends that the normal rate 
is not over 40. In the face of Mr. Baines’ calculation (pagos 6 1 and 282 of his 
Report) that tho averago annual birth-rate for all India is 48 per mille, and that 
tho Bengal rato approaches 50, this estimate appears more than doubtful ; but 
even if it bo accepted, tho rate returned, viz., 35*66, is still below tho truth, 
though a large improvement was offected during the year under review %s 
compared with previous years. This is further apparent from the fact that 
there is now for the first time reported in every Division of Bengal an excess 
of births over deaths. Compared with the statistics elsewhere, the birth-rate in 
Bengal was lower than in the North-Western Provinces aiyl Central Provinces, 
as the following figures for 1893 will show : —

The number of births recorded was 90,743, giving a ratio of 26*27 per thousand 
of the population against 70,088 or a ratio of 25*31 per thousand in the previous 
year. Thte statistics supplied in tho report show on the face of them how 
unreliable the registration of births in certain urban areas still continues 
to be. The highest figures were returned by tho towns of Mohespur (49*2)j 
Meherpur (47*25), Chanduria (45*5), Lohardaga (43*17 , Jamalpur (42*34). 
Rosera (42*06), Kushtea (41*43), and Jamui (40*02), in all of which the recorded 
birth-rate exceeded 40 per thousand. In twenty-five other towns it was between 
35 and 40 ; in thirty -one between 30 and 35 ; and in seventeen it was unde

20 per thousand. Seventeen town areas show a birth-rate of less than 20 per 
thousand. It is obvious that in largo towns and cantonments the birth-rate is 
generally smaller than in rural areas with the same population, since the former 
contain a smaller proportion of women, and it is not surprising therefore to find 

among the seventeen places at the bottom of the list, 
Calcutta 19*79), Darjeeling (19*44), Dum-Dum 
(19*23 \ and Howrah (19*1 G) ; this exjdanation does 
not always servo, however, and the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor must conclude that such figures as those in 
the margin can hardly represent the actual facts, 
but must in most .cases denote indifferent registra- 
tion, to which more attention should be paid in the current year. 

4. The total number of births recorded in rural areas, of which there aro 
Eegietratioa of birth*. Bural 558 with a population of 67,616,178, was 2,444,116 

««“• . against 1,91 1,872 births in a population, of 67,61 9,702 

in the previous year. The birth-rate in rural areas was 36*14 per thousand 
against 28*27 in 1892. The highest rates for the rural areas in a district are 
reported from Nadia (50*66), Murshidabad (17*87), Noakhali, (44*58), Dinajpur 
(43*73), Rajshahi (43*54), Malda (42 65), while five others have a birth-rate of 
40 and more. The lowest rates are recorded in Darjeeling (20*25), the 
Sonthal Parganas (26*84), Manbhum (28*61), and Shahabad (29*66;. Before the 
1st of January 1892 births were recorded in urban areas only, and the Lieute- 
nant-Governor considers that it is creditable that the registration should have 
been as high as 28*27 per thousand in the first year of the system with an 
improvement of 7*8 per rnille in the second twelve months. 

5. Taking both town and rural areas together, the male births numbered 

, .. t 1,314,459, and the female births 1,220,400, giving a 

ir accor mg sex. proportion of 107 male births to every 100 female 

births. In the Report now under review, Dr. Gregg demurs to tne conclusion 
stated in the Resolution on the Report for 1 892, that the registration of female 
Births is still very imperfect, and he urges that more male than female infants 
are bom, citing in support of his contention the fact that a larger number of male 
deaths is reported among children up to fivo years of ago. But the Lieutenant- 
Governor cannot accept this reasoning. Tho statistics furnished in Form I, 
Appendix 1, show that in not a single district was the number of femalo births 
reported greater than that of male births, and it seems to His Honour much 
more reasonable to assume that this disparity is in some measure due to tho fact 
that the birth of a son is moro carefully reported than that of a daughter, and 
that the same feeling — the greater value and importance of male infants — accounts 
for the greater number of deaths of male infants reported. It was clearly 
shown at the Census of 1891 that among the infants living under one year of 
age, the females outnumbered the males : tho sentiment already referred to 
would certainly tend to the more careful preservation of male infants, and it is 
therefore difficult to. avoid the conclusion that the excess in the number of births 
and deaths of male infants reported is due to a comparative disregard for female 
infants.

Deaths in towns. f r0 m 63*02 in Notrakona to 13*84 in Maniktola. 

Bliadrossur and Ivotrung in the Ilooghly district also return rates of more than 
60 per thousand, while in Puri, Malda, and Buxar the death-rate cxceods 50 
in the same number; twenty moro towns have death-rates of 40 or upwards: 
the cause of the excessive mortality is said to have been fever aggravated in the 
worst places by cholera. Forty-four out of one hundred and forty-seven towns 
returned a death-rato in excess of 34 per thousand, which was calculated by 
Mr. Bourdillon in his report on tho Census of 1881 to be the probable average 
death-rato in Bengal. Mr. Bairies, however, in his report on the Census of 1891 
(page 61), reckons tho average death-rato for all India to bo 41 per millo and it 
is hardly probable that tho mortality in Bengal is so much lower than in the rest 
of the Empiro. It is discreditable to tho municipal administration of Maniktola 
that it should return so obviously untrue a death-rato as 13*84. The next 
lowest rate is claimed by Darjeeling with 14*20, a figure which (if corroct) 
speaks volumes for the health of tho locality. Thirteen other towns, in which 
the climate has no special reputation for salubrity, roturn rates of less 
than 20 per thousand : in all of these tho registration of vital statistics demands 
the attention of the local officials. Tho death-rato in Calcutta, whore deaths are 
very carefully registered, was 29*51 against a rate of 30*16 in the other towns of 
Bengal: it isstrango that the difference should not bo more in favour of Calcutta, 
tho population of which contains an unusually largo proportion of porsons in the 
primo of life, and whero the sanitary arrangements including a pure water-supply 
are suporior to those of most other towns in the province. 

8. For rural areas, seven out of forty-six districts return a death-rate in 

_ , , excess of 34 per thousand. Theso aro Rajshahi 

eat s ia rura areas. (43*05), Darjeeling (42*10), Malda (40*23), Jessore 

(39*04), Murshidabad (38*99), Nadia ; 37*33), and Backorguugo (36*01). Fover was 
very fatal in Rajshahi, Jessore, Malda, and Murshidabad, while tho well known 

characteristics of the Terai account for 
the high rate of mortality in tho Dar- 
jeeling district. Among units smaller 
than tho district tho highest figures 
are reported from the circles in tho 
margin, the reason for the excessive 
mortality boing given in tho Report 
in each case. Further enquiries should 
now be instituted by the Sanitaiy Commissioner with the object of ascertaining 
how far, by tho removal of local causes of disease, the recurrence of such 
visitations may bo prevented. In fifty-seven rural areas the rato is returned at 
less than 20 per thousand, tho lowest of all being tho rural area of Dumka 
in tho Sonthal Rarganas, from which tho absurd figure is returned of 9*74, The 
attention of all District Officers and Civil Surgeons is called to annual Form 
No. II in Appendix I to the Report, which, under the orders of the Government 
of India, has been enlarged and improved. 

9. It is remarked at page 15 of the Report that from the third year of 

Deaths according to sex. J*® to the twenty-fifth there is very little difference 

between the mortality or males and females, but that 
after tho later ago females die loss rapidly than males, tho difference in their 
favour increasing with age. If this were really so, and the births wore divided 
pretty equally betwcon tho sexes, such a preponderance in the male death-rate as 
is shown in the table would soon produce a great deficiency of males. The 
Infant mortality more correct solution would seem to be that, as 

suggested in paragraph 5 abovo, the deaths of male 
infants are more carefully reported, tho parents feeling a greater loss. The 
mortuary statistics according to ago give a mortality of 187*38 por thousand for 
infants under one year of age, and of 36*56 for children botwoon the ages of 1 
and 5 years. • 

10. Appendix II gives a list of the number of porsons convicted of neglect 
to register births and deaths in each registering circle, the amoilnt of fines 
inflicted, and the number of persons warned. An analysis of these figures 
sliows that 1,000 persons were convicted of failure to report : tho fines inflicted

It is romarkablo 
that m the districts of Khulna, Rajshahi, Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Puri and 
Hazanbagh, not a single individual was warned or punished for failure to report 
while no reason is assigned for the total omission ofinformation under this head 
from Shaliabad, IJarbhariga and Pumoa.

With tho oxccption of fever and small-pox, diseases usually produce a 
higher death-rate in towns than in rural areas, the reason assigned by Ur. Gregg 
being the crowding of persous together in towns, and tbo consequent violation 
of sanitary conditions. 

12. Tbo mortality from cholera during 1893 w r as less than half that of 

the previous year; for 120,97(1 deaths wove recorded 
1 loUra * against 201,417 in 1892, whilo for the five years 

1888 — 92 the average was 185,0-31 deaths. The disease visited every district and 
att acked altogether 22,444 villages. The most remarkable features in the cholera 
history of tho year were the excessive mortality in the Dacca and Chittagong 
Divisions, which arc usually comparatively free from this disease, and the im- 
munity of tho districts of tlie Orissa Division, which have of late years frequently 
suffered severely. Another interesting circumstance which supports the conclu- 
sions stated in paragraph 11 of the Resolution of last year was that, owing to 
tho copious rainfall of the iirst three months of 1893, and the consequent ample 
supply of drinking-water, there was little or no cholera in the hot months of the 
year, while on the othor hand the unusual prevalence of the disease during the 
months of October, November, and December is attributed to the excessive 
rainfall during the monsoon. The Civil Surgeon of Dacca attributes the great • 
mortality, which is tho highest on record for that district, to the cause just 
mentioned, and the same cause is held accountable for the excessive mortality 
in Tipper a. In Noakhali tho salt-water inundation, which accompanied the 
cyclone of tho 22nd October, caused the pollution of tho drinking-water by 
destroying all tho animal and vegetable life that it contained : a similar result 
followed tho great storm- wave of 1876. In the Orissa Division the highest, 
mortality occurred in the month of August after the Car festival at Puri, which 
was attended by 200,000 pilgrims : considering the outbreak at Puri itself 
and all along the road, and what tho Lieutenant-Governor lias read and 
heard of tho deaths among the returning pilgrims at Cuttack and along tho canal, 
it is very remarkable that instead of the epidemic spreading through the whole 
of Orissa, tho mortality was only about one-eighth of what it was in 1892. 
Cholera was conspicuous by its absonco from fairs and festivals during the year, 
partly owing to tho general sufficiency of drinking water, and partly, no doubt, 
to the observation of strict sanitary precautions, which are now almost 
everywhere enforced, and are accepted with a better grace than before. 
The quotations made by tho Sanitary Commissioner from the reports of the local 
officers afford further testimony to tlio important part played by water in the 
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, trusts that the power of closing 


becomes law. t 

13. The total number of deaths from small-pox during * the year was 
14,531 against 22,380 in 1892, representing a ratio of 2 in 10,000 of the 

gjua]1 ox population against 3*1. As in the previous year, 

ma * pox ‘ the diseaso was most prevalent in Puri and Cuttack. 

Dr. Gregg’s observations in connection with tho difficulty experienced in 
carrying on the work of vaccination in Orissa will bo dealt with at tho time tho 
Vaccination Report of tho Province is considered. Tho high rates of mortality 
in the towns of Ragliunatlipur, Chaibassa, Bhagalpur, Puri, and Bhabhua, where 
tho ratio ranged from 9 to 1'4G per thousand of tho population, call for strict 
attention on the part of the local officers concerned. As the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner remarks, the excuse that the high rate of mortality was due to importation 
cannot bo accepted, as vaccination is compulsory in towns, and if these five 
towns had been thoroughly protected by vaccination, as they might well have 
been, the importation of small-pox could not have dono much mischief. It is 
hardly too much to say that the local authorities in these towns are directly 
responsible for tho deaths from small-pox which occurred in thorn. 

14. The deaths from fever as usual supply a very largo proportion of tlie 

total mortality, of the year, amounting to 73 per 
e ' ! ' r ' cent, of the whole. Although tho deaths from 

this cause were fewer in 1893 than in the previous year, viz., 1,477,288 or 2078 
per thousand, against 1,015,334 or 22*72 per thousand in 1892, they were largely 
in excess of the average of the last five years, which was 1,204,352 or 17*79 
per thousand. This increase Dr. Gregg attributes partly to improved registration 
and partly to greater saturation of the soil caused by the heavier rains of 1893 
falling on a country with defective drainage. As usual the greatest mortality 
was recorded in the mouths of October, November and December. Tho dis- 
tricts in which the mortality was highest are Rajshahi (35*43), Jessore (33*73), 
Malda (33*28), Murshidabad (30*85), Dinajpur (29*41), Nadia (28*99), and 
Jalpaiguri (28*11). All thoso districts, with the exception of Murshidabad, 
were tho most fever-stricken districts in 1892 also. The figures for some of 
registering circles give evidence of a terrible mortality as the statistics below 
will show : —

The mortality was lowest in Puri (7*70), Balasore (11*35), Calcutta (11*87), 
Lohardaga (12*20), Sarjrn (12*21), Singhbhum (12*35), and Cuttack (1 2*38). The 
Sanitary Comndssionersthas not brought out in tho present Report the facts 
connected with the fever mortality in tho Jalpaiguri and Darjeeling Terai, but it 
is necessary that the subject should bo specially noticed in each year’s report, 
find tho statistics for 1893 should now be submitted to Government, together 
with the Civil Surgeon’s report on the subject.

15. It was in order to place within roacli of the peoplo everywhere tho 
medicine most effectual in affording protection from fover that tho Lioutonant- 
Governor started at the end of tho year 1892 the scheme for tho moro extended 

Sale Of quinine in pice packets. “PP 1 / ™ . of . Government quinine made up 

into packets containing five-grains each for sale at 
one pice tho packet. As a first step a beginning was mado through the 
agency of the Postal Department, and the first issues were mado about tho 
29th November 1892. 13y tho end of January 1893 all the post offices in tho 

Bengal, Bihar, and Eastern Bengal Circles were supplied with a stock, of quinine, 
and the quantity distributed up to tho 31st December 1893 was 1,07 7^ lbs, 
tho total number of five-grain packets sold in all districts being 1,313,410. 
Those districts in which fever is usually most prevalent were supplied first, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor hoped that it would be in them that tho fullest 
advantage would bo taken of the scheme : this hopo has only been partially 
roalisod, for although Jessoro and Nadia absorbed largo quantities of the drug, 
tho other five districts mentioned in tho preceding paragraph took a comparatively 
’small supply. The following figures show the number of quinine packets 
sold, in each of tho most feverish districts, and the order in which each district 
stands in respect both of tho prevalence of fover and also of sales of the

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It is satisfactory to note an increase of expenditure under Drainage 
« Wator-supply.” Tlio most important schemes in progress during the y 
were the construction of water- works at Arrah and Maniktala, the^ improve- 
ments in thoso at Burdwan and tho introduction of better drainage m latia. 
But a good deal of attention was directed to sanitary improvement in other 
towns such as Howrah, whoro it is proposed to reorganise tho conservancy 
establishment, and Puri, where an attempt has beon made to cleanse the 
Swetganga, the filthiest of its tanks, and to iutroduco better sanitary arrange- 
ments in its numerous lodging-houses. Somo progross was made also m the 
scheme for supplying with pure water the municipalities on* tho left bank 
of the Hooglily abovo Calcutta. Tho town in which the largest proportion 
of municipal income was devotod to origiual sanitary works .was Maniktala 
(SO’Sl), while on the other hand in 47 municipalities nothing at all was spent 
under this lioad. This year, as in 1802, the town in which the highest 
proportion of municipal income was dovoted to sanitary works of an annually 
recurring nature was Nasirabad, where an expensive waterworks establishment 
is maintained. 


18. Appendix V furnishes a list of the sanitary works executed in tpwns 
and rural areas by District Boards and Municipalities and 'by private individuals. 
Tho total cost of tho works undertaken and completed by k tho several local 
bodies during 1803 is said to have been Us. 2,17,720, against Rs. 3,34,658 in 
1892, while that of those in progross in ‘ towns is estimated at Rs. 3,79,196 
against Re. 02,874. Tho total amount spent by private individuals on sanitary 
works during the year was Rs. 3,00,1380 against Rs. 3,19,460. These works 
were tanks and wells for the most part, and large sums have been contributed 
on this account in various districts by the wealthy nobility and gentry of the 
locality. These donations have in most cases been suitably acknowledged 
already, but the Lieutenant-Governor again takes tho opportunity of thanking 
tho donors and of reminding other wealthy gentlemen of tho great benefits 
which such works confer upon their poorer countrymen. Dr. Gregg reiterates 
the despondent opinions ho has expressed on previous occasions of rural 
sanitation in Bengal, where the people continue to disregard the most demon-

tary rules of hygiene. It is unfortunately the 
case that these rules are neither believed nor 


followed by the mass of the people, but tho Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion 
that, tedious though the process may bo, reform must bo left to spontaneous 
development. No widespread revolution of this character can tako place 
with any prospect of stability unless it derives its impulse from the people 
themselves, or at any rate commands their sympathy. At present they are not 
prepared for any measure of sanitary compulsion} especially if such a moasuro 
would necessitate additional taxation, but a considerable section of the more 


enlightened members of the nativo community recognise the merits of well-con- 
sidered schemes of drainage, and there has been a general awakening to the 
importance of a pure water-su'pply : and though the day is doubtless far distant 
when tho sanitation of Bengal shall be placed on a sound footing, Sir Charles 
Elliott is satisfied that progress has been made, and that the attention which 
has been drawn to the subject during the year 1803, one outcome of which is 
the Sanitary Drainage Bill now boforo the Legislative Council, and another 
tho arrangements made for the analysis of drinking water by an experienced 
chemist, will certainly not fail to produce useful results. 

10. Tho most important work undertaken by tho Sanitary Board was 

The Sanitary Board. tho preparation of the scheme for supplying filtorod 

water to tho municipality of llowrah. Tho 
scheme as first designed contemplated an intake at Bollore, two miles north 
of tho town, but arrangements have since been made which will enablo tho water 


to be taken at a point much higher up the river, where it is less contaminated. 
A survey for the drainage and possible sewering of the town of Howrah is 
still in progress. The Engineer to the Board -and tho Officiating Sanitary 
Commissioner were occupied on a Committee to enquire into tho purity of the 
Darjeeling water-supply ; this matter is still engaging the Board’s attention. 
Besides these projects, tho Sanitary Board gavo thoir advice to municipalities on 
various projects, notably on the seworing and drainage of Dacca, the improve- 
ment of the drainage of *Jcssore, and tho eondition of the river Bljyrub noar 
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that place. The Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that their work for the year 
has been useful and important. 

20. The number of municipalities inspected by the Sanitary Commis- 

inspections. ? ione f was ag^ust 35 in the previous year, 

but tlio period during- which he, as well as the 
Deputy Sanitary Commissioners under him, were on tour has not been statod, 
although in the Resolution on the Report for 1891 the Lieutenant-Governor 
directed that this should be mentioned in future reports. The Sanitary 
Commissioner is now requested to carry out these instructions. Tho Officiating 
Sanitary Commissioner, Dr. Dy&on, wrote useful inspection reports on five and 
Dr. Gregg on four of the Municipalities they visited. The work of the Depait- 
rnqjit was much hampered by frequent changes in the posts of Deputy Sanitary 
Commissioner, but Dr. D. M. Moir, during- the five months that he remained in 
tho Department, rendered important services, fur which tho acknowledgments 
of the Lieutenant-Governor arc due. 11 is Honour is glad to receive 
once more an assurance of the good work dono by Mr. G. C. Stawcll, tho 
Engineer to the Sanitary Board, and other officers subordinate to the Sanitary 
Commissioner. Dr. Gregg himself, whose place was filled to tho Lieutenant- 
Governor’s entire satisfaction by Surgeon-Captain Dyson from the Punjab, 
was on leave for six months during the year, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts tliat he has returned to his duties with restored health and increased vigour.

Tlio lleporfc of tlio Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, oji Inland Emigration for 
the year 189d. 

Thb Report on Inland Emigration lor the yoar 1893 is submitted by 
l)r. 11. Macleod, who acted as Superintendent of Emigration throughout tlio year, 
with the exception oi‘ a short period during which ho was absent on leave and 
Dr. W. Forsyth acted for him. The arrangement of tho Report follows the 
simplified lines laid down by the Lieutenant-Governor in dealing with the 

Report for tho year 1891, and enables the history of tho various classes of 

emigrants to ho traced, so far as tho circumstances admit, from the' recruiting 
districts i: i Bengal along the different routes adopted to the conclusion 
of the river journey in Assam, Cachar or Sylliot. 

2* During tlio year the Act, formerly known as the Inland Emigration 

Act, 1882, was amended by Act VII of 1893, 

and the title of the consolidated Act was changed 
to the Assam Labour and Emigration Act, 1882. The principal changes 
introduced were the revision of the procedure for dealing with unhealthy 
gardens, tho reduction of the maximum period of labour contracts from five 
years to four years, and tho legalization of labour contracts executed at Dhubri. 
A revised edition of tlio Rules under the Act, rendered necessary by its amend- 
ment, was prepared during the year, and lias since been issued. 

In (September last the Inland Emigrants Health Act I (B.C.) of 1889 
was extended to the Sonthul 1 ’organ as, where it was not previously in force. 
The revised rules under this Act, to which reference was made in the Resolution 
issued last year, still remain under the consideration of the Government of 
India. 

* 3. Thero wore six licensed contractors, two of whom closed their depOts 

Contractors' emigrants Call > r in lhc y car » loavin g four at tho closa with OnO 

Conti actors enu^nnts. subcontractor. Tho staff employed consisted of 

24 licensed recruiters, who registered 4,484 intending emigrants, of whom 3,634 
were labourers and 850 dependants, against 4,712 registered by 31 recruiters 
in 1892. In that year 305 emigrants were recruited in Madras, whereas in 
1893 no recruiting was effected in that province by any licensed contractor. The 
average number registered by each recruiter was 186 against 152 in the preced- 
ing year. This high average, coupled with the fact tiiat of the total number. 
4,123 were registered in tho 24-Parganas, leads to the conclusion that emigrants 
were largely recruited from tho depots for free emigrants established in Calcutta 
and its neighbourhood by contractors working outside tho provisions of the 
Assam Labour and Emigration Act. Some of the emigrants were rojeoted or 
deserted after registration, the aggregate number accommodated in tho Calcutta 
depots being 4,610, including 218 left over from the previous year. Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor has read with pleasuro the satisfactory account’ which 
Dr. McConnell, the Medical Inspector of Emigrants, is able to give of tho condition 
of tho dop6ts and the attention paid to sanitation. In the result the year was a 
remarkably healthy one, tho total number of admissions into hospital being 47, 
or one per cent, of the depOt population, against 2*3 and 2'6 per cent, in the two 
preceding years. There wore three deaths against 27 in 1892, tlio percentages 
being O'OO and 0*53 respectively. Though not so marked, an improvement is 
also noticeable in the number of emigrants rejected on medical grounds or dis- 
cliarged, which was 306 against 410 in the preceding year, and also in the 
number of deserters, 151 against 201. Four thousand and ninety-four emigrants 
wore despatched to Goalundo, the port invariably chosen for contractors’ emi- 
grants, leaving a balance of 92 in tho depots at tho close of the, year. Two 
emigrants deserted on tho way to Goalundo, and eleven wero releasod after 
arrival. The remainder, numbering 4,081, wero embarked in river steamers — 
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* Tlioso are, in order of import- 
ance, Manbkum, Lohardaga, 
Utizaribagb, Midnapore, Bankura, 
Bouthal Bargan&s, Burdwan. 


2.921 proceeding to Assam and 1,160 to 'Cachar and Sylhot. No casualties of 
any kind occurred bn tho journey to Assam, and ono child was born ; so that 

2.922 emigrants disembarked at the final landing stations/ Of tho emigrants 
whoso destination was Cachar and Sylhet, 3 died on tho way, and °1, 157 
were finally landed. No deaths from cholera occurred among emigrants of this 
class at any stage of the journey. 

4. The sardari emigrants are recruited by certificated garden sardars and 

8«rtUri .migrants. sarfa ( r,lil ‘’ Kenoraliy under tho »upervi»io.. .of local 

• agents, and by special local agents. Of tho latter, 

there were fivo during the year who registered 3,500 emigrants, chiefly obtained, 
it is supposed, with tho help of tho free emigration system of collecting labour. 
In tho preceding year 7 special local agents registered 3,217 emigrants. Tho 
number of garden sardars employed was 4,702, which is largely in excess of tho 
number in preceding years; tho emigrants registered by them numbered 10,057, 
being an averago of a little over two emigrants to each sardar. Adding 100 
emigrants registered by 104 sardarnis, the total amounts to 10,700 against 
10,191 registered by this agency in 1802. Inclusive of those registered by 
“special local agents” without tho intervention of garden sardars, who should be 
shown separately in future, the total number of so-called surdari emigrants regis- 
tered was 14,266 against 13,408. It is worthy of note that more than the 

entire increase was drawn from the recruiting 
districts* of Bengal, which supplied 12,887 emigrants, 
against 11,238 in the previous year, while the 
number recruited in Bihar foil from 2,170 in 1802 
to 1,379 in 1893. Including emigrants registered but not despatched in the 
pi’evious year, 13,082 left the recruiting districts for Goalundo and 1,570 for 
JDliubri. 

5. During tho journey to, and tho stay at, Goalundo, 44 emigrants were 

left behind or were released or deserted, against 
Sardari emigrant* travelling to ]o(; £ u the previous year, and fivo emigrants died, 

three from cholera, against 17 deaths in the previous 
year, of which 16 were from cholera. Of tho remainder, 8,005 embarked for 
Assam, 3,092 for Cachar, and 1,635 for Sylhot, ono emigrant remaining 
at Goalundo at tho closo of tho year. Similarly, in regard to the Dhubri 
emigrants, two deaths from cholera occurred prior to embarkation, against 
12 doaths (11 from cholera) in tho previous year. The number finally embarked 
was 1,563, tho balance being variously accounted for. The total number of 
sardari emigrants embarked at Goaluudo and Dhubri for Assam was therefore 
10,465. During tho river journey there wero three desertions undone death, due 
to cholera, against 58 deaths, of which 50 wero duo to cholera, and 7 left behind 
in the year before, so that, inclusive of one child born on the way, 10,465 
emigrants were disembarked at tho final landing stations. The emigrants 
bound to Cachar lost four of their number by desertion and ono death occurred 
from cholera, whilo two children were horn. There were no casualties among 
those whoso destination was Sylhet. Tho Dumber finally landed was 3,089 in 
Cachar Mid 1,635 in Sylhet, making a total of 4,724. 

C. No rocord is kept in tho recruiting districts of the number of free 

emigrants actually despatched to Goalundo or 
Frt-o emigrants. Dhubri, but the Emigration Agents stationed at these 

places have this year been able to furnish statistics which may be accepted as 
approximating to the truth. 2 *J654 emigrants are said to have left the recruiting 
districts for Goaluudo and 8,061 for. Dhubri, making a total of 31,715. This 
does not, however, include those who may havo been transported, from up-country 
by boat to Sylhet or Cachar, regarding whom the Superintendent of Emigration 
received no information. Ono death occurred at Goalundo from cholera ; and 
prior to arrival at l)hubri throe deaths occurred. Further deductions bavo to bo 
made on account of emigrants who deserted, or wero released, or left behind; 
and wbilo only 11 emigrants wero left behind during the journey to Goalundo, 
270 emigrants, or 3*34 per cent, of thoso who travelled by this route, Avere left 
behind bofore arrival at Dhubri. The corresponding figures in the case of 
sardari emigrants are 12 and 3 respectively. The Lieutenant-Governor desires 
that in futuro reports somo indication may be given as to A\diat becomes of 
the emigrants left behind in the course of tho railway journey to Goaluudo and 
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Dlmbri, to whatever class they may belong. The number of free emigrants 
finally embarked at Goalundo amounted to 23,597, of "whom 13,008 woro 
destined for Assam, 4,110 for Cacliar, and 0,473 for Sylhct. Of the emigrants 
bound for Cachar and Sylhet, 602 were embarked on country boats and the 
remainder on steamers. So far as could be ascertained, no casualties occurred 
among the former. Among the latter only two deaths occurred — both due to 
cholera. The number of emigrants disembarked was therefore 10,587 against 
10,080 in the preceding year. Of the Assam emigrants (all of whom travelled 
by steamer), four died of cholera before reaching Dhubri, against 17 (15 from 
cholera) in 1892, while 12,773 were landed at Dhubri to execute labour contracts, 
thus augmenting the number of freo emigrants accommodated during the year 
at Dhubri to 20,574. 

7. As quarterly statistics are now received from the recruiting districts, 
Offences connected ' with omi- and a quarterly Resolution is issued by this Govorn- 
f> ration - ment regarding all complaints made to the Police 

or Magistrates, and all cases judicially tried by the latter, the subject-matter of 
which is kidnapping or illegal restraint or confinement by recruiters or other 
offenco connected with emigration, it is unnecessary to mention tho subjoct 
in tho Annual Report on Inland Emigration or in the Government Resolution 
thereon.

These figures show that, while there lias been a slight decrease in tho 
number of contractors’ emigrants, and a considerable decrease in that of freo 
emigrants, the number of emigrants recr vital under th'e sardari system has 
increased. The total number of emigrants registered under tho Act increased 
from 18,120 in 1892 to 18,750, tho number embarked from 18,285 to 19,276, and 
the number disembarked from 18,181 to 19,268. Taking all classes, howover, the , 
•year shows a diminution in the volume of emigration, tho total number of 
emigrants landed in the labour districts being 52,224 in 1892 and 49,8&1 in 
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• , 

1893. The incroaso in the number of garden sardars employod, and the 
small numbor of emigrants recruited by each sardar, have been noticed above, 
and it is probable that emigrants recruited personally by trustworthy sardars 
deputed from the tea gardens for this purposo are found to bo more satisfac- 
tory, and porhaps in the long run cheaper than the emigrants supplied by 
contractors, whether licensed under tho Act or not. 

9. The differences between the numbers despatched from tho recruiting 

Casualties districts and the numbers embarked and disem- 

barked have been explained in somo detail in 

tho preceding paragraphs, and columns 10 to 21 of table (1) above give 
the total number of casualties under each head, subsequent to the emigrants 
leaving tho recruiting districts. It is of course desirable that intending 
emigrants should bo allowed evory opportunity of reconsidering their position 
on their way to tho labour districts, and that, if unfit or unwilling to 
proceed, they should bo sent back or permitted to return to their homos in 
accordance with the rules in force or the conditions under which they agreed to 
emigrate. Nevertheless it is clearly beneficial both to the emigrants concerned, 
and to those who aro engaged in the . supply of labour, that the proportion of 
those who desert or whom it is found necessary to release or discharge after 
tho journey has begun should be reduced so far as possible, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor will bo glad if, with the co-operation of contractors and others, some 
attempt bo made to effect an improvement in this, respect. Tho proportion is 
considerably tho largest in tho case of contractors’ emigrants, but it is also 
appreciable iu the caso of freo emigrants. In both cases much might be done 
by insisting on more careful recruiting in the first instance, thereby saving 
many labourers from much unnecessary harassment, and obviating the necessity 
for spending largo sums in returning them to their homes.* With these remarks, 
however, llis Honour must express himself well satisfied with tho results of tho 
year, and especially with the remarkablo immunity from cholera enjoyod by 
emigrants of . all classes. The total mortality caused by this diseaso in the 
course of tho journey to the labour districts fell from 260 in 1892 to 17 in 
1893, and the mortality from other causes was also much diminished. 

10. The Lieutonant-Govornor desiros to acknowledge the efficient manner 

in which Hr. If. Macleod, Superintendent of Emigration, and Surgeon-Lieutcn- 
ant-Coloncl .T. F. P. McConnell, Medical Inspector of Emigrants, performed 
theif duties. *

I itave the honour to report on the working of the licensed warehouses 
in this Municipality for the year 1893-94.

2. The income from lioenso fees on these warehouses amounted to Rs. 5,592. 
In accordance with Municipal Department, Municipal No. 29T.M., dated the 
30th of August 1893, the foes for the first quarter of the year were levied 
under tho old Act IV (11. C.) of 1883, and for the remaining three quarters 
under tlio now Act 1 (B.C.) of 1893. A classified list of tlio licensed cotton 
and jute warehouses iff given in Appendix A, these being tlio most important, 
whilo for the other numerous warehouses no list is given. One new jute Avaro- 
house Avas added to the old list, together with ten now cotton warehouses, 
making a total of eleven additional juto and cotton Avareliouses established 
during tho year. 

3. In addition to the jute and cotton warehouses licensed during tho year 
under tho old and the new Acts, there were 21G Avareliouses other than 
jute and cotton, such as those for the storage of Avood, straw, hay and rags. 
These Avareliouses, pvcvioug to the year 1893-94, avci o licensed under section 
201 of Act III (B.C. I of 1884, but in July 1893 were brought undor the provi- 
sions of Act I of 1893. 

4. The amount of fines from prosecutions instituted under section 14 of 
the now Act was Rs. G8. 

5. The expenditure incurred in assessing and collecting the license fees, 
in supervising the Department in which this work Avas done, and for contin- 
gencies and repairs to a Municipal Fire-engine, amounted to Rs. 1,389, 
particulars in detail being given below : —

6. A further sum of Rs. 110 was paid to tho Port Commissioners as 
rent of a tiled hut for sheltering a hand-pump belonging to tho llowrah Branch 
of the Calcutta Fire-brigade. 

7. Payments on account of rofund of excess collections made during the 
early part of tile year amounted to Rs. 467. 

8. Tlio total expenditure therefore amounted to Rs. 5,634. 

9. The Fire-brigade establishment has hitherto remained under the con- 
trol of the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta. Tho Fire-brigade Station in 
llowrah is most centrally situated, standing next to tho Municipal Market, and 
so located as to admit of the watch overlooking tho whole town and detecting 
all fires occurring. There wore ten fires during the yoar. A statement in Ap- 
pendix B shows the particulars of each fire with the destruction of property in 
each individual instance. 

10. The total amount remitted to the Commissioner of Police during the 
year was Rs. 3,668 as required by Municipal Department, Municipal No. 29T.M., 
felted the 20th August 1893.

First forecast of the jute crop in Bengal for season 1894 ( to the 

middle of June). 

1. 'Explanatory. — The number of jute-growing districts 
from which forecasts have been received this year is 26, and 
includes for the first tipie the districts of Burdwan, Murshid- 
abad, Backergunge, Noakhali, and Bhagalpur. 

2. Season. — A moderate amount of rain fell in April 
throughout the entire jute-growing area, and is believed to 
have proved favourable to the preliminary operations of 
cultivation. The rainfall during May was abundant and 
well distributed in East and North Bengal, which comprise 
the most important jute-growing districts in Bengal; but 
in the districts of South-West Bengal, East Bihar and Orissa 
was generally short of the normal, and the want of rain was 
•Seriously felt in those districts during the latter part of the 
month. In the first half of June, fcopious showers have 
fallen everywhere with the general advance of the monsoon 
current. The season has so far proved favourable to the 
jute crop, except in the Central and Western districts, viz., 
Burdwan, TIooghly, Midnapore, Murshidabad, 24-Parganas, 
.Khulna, Malda, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, and Balasore, where the 
prospects of the crop wore injured by deficiency of rainfall 
during May ; those districts are, however, comparatively 
unimportant as jute-producing districts. 

3. Area cultivated. — The total* area sown in jute during 
the current year appears from the district returns to be 
2,228,500 acres, against 2,220,700 acres in the preceding • 
season. The increase in area is inappreciable. The high 
prices of jute that have prevailed since 1801-92 have again 
led to an expansion of the area cultivated with jute in 
East and North Bengal. On the other hand, the scarcity of 
rain in May has led to a contraction of jute cultivation in the 
districts of the Burdwan, Presidency, and Orissa Divisions. In 
fact, owing to the latoncss of the season, the entire area re- 
served for jute in Midnapore, Cuttack, and Bhagalpur had not 
been sown by the middle of Juno, when the district returns 
were prepared. In the Brahmanbaria and iSadar subdivisions 
of Tippera and in parts of the Sirajganj subdivision of 
Pabna, the high prieo of rico is reported to have led to a 
diminution of the area sown with jute, and in the Narail sub- 
division of Jossorc, a larger area than usual having 'been 
sown with til , tho area thrown under jute has fallen below 
the normal. 

4. Character of the crop . — Tho prospects of tho crop, 
as reported up«to the middlo of June, are favourable. . In 
North and East Bengal, which are tho chief seats of. jute 
cultivation, tho present condition of the crop gives promise of 
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an average outturn. In eight districts only,* all of which are

crop is expected to be below 
12 annas, or threo-fourths of the average, in consequence of 
tho injury caused by scanty rainfall during May. 

Taking all the juto* growing districts together, and 
bearing in mind tho tendency on tho part of local reporting. # 
officers to under-estimate tho outturns of crops, it is believed 
that the jute crop of this year will be at least an avorage or 
16-anna crop, provided that the season continues to be 
favourable during the next two ’months, and that tho crop be 
not injured by early floods. Up to tho middle of June tho 
local reports indicate on tho wholo a slightly better crop than 
that of 1892. 

5. Estimated exports . — As remarked above, tho standing 
crop appears to promise a slightly better outturn than the 
crop of 1892. If tho crop fulfils its present promise, the 
exports of jute, including cuttings and' rejeotions during the 
jute season of 1894-95 may amount to 81 lakhs of bales, 
which was the quantity exported in the year 1892-93. 

6. Tho second note on the juto crop will be published 
by this Department about tho 1st September.

The mean pressure, temperature, &c., are deduced from the traces of the Barograph and Thermograph, 
and from observations made at 6h., 10h., 16h. and 22h. 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self- registering thermometers. All the 
thermometers are verified and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides and are suspended four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard, Newman's No. 86, 
formerly at the Surveyor-General's Office. 

The hygrometric elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed iu 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Regnault's modifications of August's formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley's anemograph.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 30th OF JUNE 1894. 

Towards the end of the previous week a barometric depression had formed in the 
north of the Bay, which had advanced in a west-north-westerly direction, and had 
crossed the coast on the night of the 21st, the centre passing not very far from Balasore, 
and on the 23rd or the last day of that week it was to the west of Chota Nagpur. The 
small storm continued its north-westerly advanoe tilb its centre was not far from Allahabad, 
where it remained stationary for several days, certainly up to the 27th, and afterwards again 
moved away in a westerly direction. As usual in suph cases there was a strong inrush 
of monsoon winds towards the depression, which flowed steadily over Bengal up till the 27th. 
Hence for the whole of this period weather in Bengal was of ordinary monsoon character 
with heavily clouded skies and with frequent and rather heavy rain. On the 28th of June, 
however, a slight change took place in the conditions. Pressure distribution became rather 
abnormal, very considerable defects being registered over the Bay and the south-eastern dis- 
tricts of Bengal, while excess pressure was recorded in Bihar and parts of West Bengal. Winds 
also fell off rapidly in force at the head of the Bay, and became irregular in direction at the 
southern stations of Bengal, pointing to a partial cessation or diminution in force of the 
monsoon current. On the 29th of June a very feeble barometric depression had formed iu the 
north-west angle of the Bay, and winds showed a very distinct tendency to circulate cycloni- 
cally round it, though the circulation did not extond over a very large area. The rainfall 
bearing current by the indraught towards this feeble depression was partially prevented 
from reaching Bengal, and on the 29th a good many stations reported no rain. It also 
appeared that the feeble depression was moving iij a west-north-westerly direction, and on 
the morning of the 30th its centre was close to Balasore, and a little to the east of it. The 
depression had not, however, intensified to any extent, and it was a very feeble disturbance, 
though it was accompanied with a very distinct cyclonic circulation of winds, but at the 
laud stations winds were decidedly feeble in force. The rainfall reported on the morning 
of the 30th was again rather local iu Bihar and North Bengal, but with the advance of the 
depression towards and partially over the land, conditions on the 30th had again become 
favourable for general and rather heavy rain in Bengal. Practically, therefore, for almost 
the whole of the week, the monsoon conditions in Bengal have been strongly developed, 
and bonce general and decidedly heavy rainfall has been received for the greater part of the 
period and also in all districts. 

Pressure . — The variations of pressure from day to day have been small and do not call 
for any comment. The mean pressure for the week has been below the normal at the majority 
of stations by about 0 02* to 0 04*, and the defects have been generally largest at the 
southern and south-eastern stations. 

Temperature . — Owing to the heavy rainfall during the week the mean average tempera- 
ture has been below the normal, the defect for the whole of Bengal equalling about 0 8°, while 
in Assam the defect has been 0*6°. The largest defects in Bengal have been equal to about 
two degrees in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. 

j Rainfall has been in considerable excess in South-West, North and East Bengal and in 
Bihar, and about normal in amount in Orissa and Chota Nagpui. The average falls have 
equalled nearly seven inches iu North Bengal, between four and five inches in East Bengal 
and Bihar, about three and a half inches in Orissa, and between two and three inches in 
South-West Bengal and Chota Nagpur. Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall 
the actual falls during the week have equalled the following amounts: — South-West Bengal 
121 per oont., North Bengal 165 per cent., East Bengal 131 per cent., Bihar 196 per cent., 
Orissa 106 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 102 per cent. % Considering each division to have an 
equal value in the calculation, the Tainfall of Bengal for the week has oqualled 137 per cent. 

In Assam, Dhubri has received 8*41 inches of rain during the week, Silchar 8*08 inches, 
and Sibsagar 2*79 inches.

RULES FOR GR A N TS-IN-AID TO COLLEGES AND SCHOOLS. IN BENGAL. 

1. A grant from Provincial revenues is assigned annually by Government to be ex- 
ponded in grants-in-aid to schools not under Government management, provided they fulfil 
the condit ons prescribed in the following rules. 

2. Tho grant is distributed by tho Director of Public Instruction, on tho recommend- 
ation of the Circle Inspector, to schools which are certified to bo oligiblo under theso rules, 
roferenee being had to the requirements of eaoh looality as compared with others, and to the 
funds disposable. 

3. Any school to which aid is given, together with all its accounts, books and other 
records, sliah at all times bo open to inspection and examination by any officer appointed by 
rho Government for the purpose, and to this end the records and accounts shall be placed in 
tuch custody that they shall bo always accessible on the visit of any inspecting officer. Such 
snspoction and examination shall have no reference to religious instruction, but only to secular 
education. 

4. Inspecting officers will interfero as little as possible with the local management of 
schools, but are employed to see that the instruction is efficient, and that the conditions on 
wj|ich the grants were made are fulfilled; and aid will bo withdrawn from any school in 
whioh such conditions aro not fulfilled. 

5. Grants are given on the principle of strict religious neutrality, and no preference 
will be shown to any school on tho ground that any particular religious doctrines ate taught 
or not taught therein. 

6. Grants-in-aid will be made to such colleges and schools only (with the oxcoption 
of training schools, girls’ schools, night schools for adults, and schools for aborigines and low 
castos) as require some fee, however small, from all their scholars. Exemption from this rule 
may te allowod in exceptional cases by the Director of Public Instruction. 

7. I ho promoters or managers of any institution, by whom application for a grant 
is made, must appoint a Secretary to conduct their correspondence with tho Department, and 
they must record tho names of tho managers. 

8. The managers are responsible for the due expenditure o£ the school funds in accord- 
ance with tho conditions of the grant. 

9. In respect of any school for which application is made, full information must he 
supplied on the following points, and must be thrown into the shape given in Form A 
appended to those rules : — 

(tf) Tho pecuniary resources, permanent and temporary, on which the school will 
depend f ; r support. 

(6) The proposed monthly expenditure in detail. 

(c) Tlie average number of pupils to be instructed. 

(tf') Tho persons who will form tho committee of management. 

(e) The class of school and courso of instruction. 

(/) The number and salaries of the teachers. 

(g) The fees to be charged in each class. 

(h) Tho amount of aid sought. 

( i ) The treasury at which the grant, if sanctioned, is to be payable. 

(j) The exist onco of other schools of all classes within a distance of four miles. 

10. An application for a grant is made either directly to the Circle Inspector or to tho 
District Deputy Inspector, who forwards it with his remarks to tho Inspector. Tho Inspector, 
after taking the opinion of the Magistrate upon his proposals, forwards the application to the 
Director for sanction. If the Magistrate and the Inspector differ, the decision rests with 
the Director. 

11. Grants shall not exceed in amount tho sums to be expended from private sources, 
except in special oases, under special orders of Government. Municipal contributions will be 
reckoned for this piuposo as receipts from public sources. 

12. Aided places of instruction are divide! into tho following classes : — 

Colleges . — In which students who have passed the Univoisity Entrance Examination 
aro educated in the University Course or any part of it. 

High Schools . — In which students are educated up to the standard of the Entrance 
Examination. 

Middle Schools . -In which the scholars aro oducated up to the Middle English or 
Middle Vcrnaoular Scholarship standard. 

Primary Schools. — in which the scholars aro educated up to the Upper or Lower 
Primary Scholarship standard. 

Sc /tools. — Including agencios for zanana instruction. • 

Training Schools. — For the training of masters and mistresses. 

Special Schools. — For instruction in special subjects. 

Giants ore also given in certain cases in a»4 of boarding establishments. 

13. Ghauts are of two kinds, — annual grants and special grants.

14. For colleges the grants shall not exceed one-half of the income guaranteed from 
private souroos, and in Calcutta they shall not excoed one-third of such incomo.

16. For middle schools, in which the expenditure is more than Rs. 40 a month, the 
grants shall not oxeood two-thirds of the income guaranteed from private sources, except in 
the districts mentioned in tho last rule, in which the grants may equal the incomo so 
guaranteed. 

17. For primary schools, and for middle schools in which the expenditure does not 
exceed Rs. 40 a month, as well as for girls’ schools, training schools, and special schools, the 
grant shall not exceed a sum equal to tho full amount of tho incomo guaranteed. 

18. Tho amounts above laid down aro maximum amounts, and it* must be understood 
that the maximum grant, will not in all cases, and as a matter of course, be sanctioned. 

19. Grants will be sanctioned ordinarily for a term of three years; but the Inspector 
may at any time during its currency recommend the revision of any grant. A grant should 
ordinarily be roducod on renewal, when this can be done without serious loss of efficiency. 
Notice of any proposed reduction shall in all cases be given to the managers, who shall be 
allowed an opportunity of stating any objection that they may have to the reduction. 

20. Wnen a grant is sanctioned, the managers shall sign an agreement on stamped 
paper, to the effect that they will conduct the school in accordance witli the conditions of the 
grant. 

21. The sanction of a grant is conveyed in the following form* : — 


Office Memorandum of the Director of Public Instruction . 

(1) A grant of Rs. a month is sanctioned from tho 189 

for the school at in the district of , on the following 

conditions : — 

(a) That Rs. a month at least be regularly contributed from private 

sources. 

(b) That the following scale of expenditure bo maintained, subject to any alteration 

that may bo sanctioned by the Inspector : —

Contingencies J schools only. 

(2) The grant is payable every month. 

(3) Tho monthly hill (in Form D annexed) must be sent to the Inspector for counter- 
signature, and must bo aocompanied by an account (in Form B) of the actual receipts and 
disbursements for the month preceding that for which the bill is drawn. 

After countersignature the bill will bo paid at the treasury. 

(4) Tho monthly bill and the certificate must be signed by the Secretary of the 
school. 

(5) The bill is countersigned on tho distinct understanding that tho salaries and other 
charges certified by the Secretary* to have been paid have actually been paid. 

(6) Salaries for service in any month bocomo due on the first day of the following 
month. 

(7) The appointment and dismissal of every teacher shall bo notified to the Depart- 
ment. No appointment shall be contirmod until it has rocoived tho sanction of tho Depart- 
ment; and the Department shall have power to enquire into any case of tho dismissal of a 
toachor. 

(8) Tho grant is liable to be reduced or withdrawn if the payment of any teacher’s 
salary is delayed for more than two months after it has become duo. 

(9) The grant is liable to bo reduced or withdrawn if the sc hool is unfavourably reported 
on as regards the attendance or profioienoy of tho scholars. 

(10) . The grant is liable to bo roducod or withdrawn if the managers keep their accounts 
in a negligent and untrustworthy manner, or if they send up incorrect accounts, or if they 
fail to transmit punctually tho periodical returns requirod bv the Department, or if the 
sohool-houso is unfit for the purposes of tho school or is untidy or dirty, or if tho Department 

is otherwise dissatisfied witl the management of tho school. 

------- ■ - a — 

• In the eoso of colleges tho form is modified. 
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(11) The grant is liable to be reduoed or 'Withdrawn if the teachers are inefficient, or if 
they are absent from duty, otherwise than in aooordanoe with the rules of the Department, or 
if tney keep the school registers in a negligent or untrustworthy manner. 

(12) Holidays are not to exceed 60 days in the year, exclusive of Sundays, except under 
peculiar circumstances and with the sanction of the Inspector. 

(13) Every new election to the Committee of Management must be notified to the 
Inspector under the signatures of the Secretary and of the member or members elected. 

(14) Every change of Secretary must be notified to the Inspector under the signatures- 
of tho new Secretary and the members of the Committee of Management. 

(15) All receipts, from whatever sources or for whatever purposes oollected, must be 
entered in the account book of the school, which shall be open to inspecHon and examination 
by any officer appointed by Government for that purposo. 

(16) No part of the previous balance of the sohool shall be spent without the sanotion of 
the Inspector, except for payment of the sanctioned establishment, in order to make up any 
defioit in the private contributions in any particular month. 

(17) No new building shall be constructed for the sohool until the plan and estimates 
have been approved by the Inspector. 

(18) Government may claim a fair share of any balanco at the credit of a sohool at the 
time of its abolition, as well as of the Balo proceeds of any sohool-house or furniture towards 
the eroction or purchase of which a grant may have been made by Government. 

Special Grants. 

22. Grants may he given to managers of schools in aid — 

(а) of erecting, enlarging, or furnishing school buildings ; 

(б) of executing extensive repairs ; 

Ip) in special cases, of paying off debts incurred in erecting or enlarging school 
buildings. 

NOTE (1) — Expenditure* in the purchase of buildings may be treated as oxpondituro in tho erection of buildings. 

Note (‘2). — The sum to be allotted annually for building grants to schools will be fixed provisionally for a term of 
years. The amount wjll bo notified. It will not in ordinary circumstancoa bo reduced, though it may bo increased, for any 
year during that term. 

Note (3). — Every application for a grant must bo submitted to tho department not lator than tho 31st December, if 
the grant is to bo admissible for sanction during the following financial year. If found to bo in accordance with tho rules, 
and in other respects deserving of support, it will bo included in the list of 1 approved applications.’ If not so included, tho 
roasons shall bo notified to the managers. 

Note (4). -—Tho total sum allottod for the year will bo divided ljetween schools for difleront sections of tho community 
(Europeans, Hindus, Muhammadans, Native Christians, Ac.), in somo proportion to tho requirements of oach community, as 
indicated by the amount of the 1 approved applications ’ recoivud from each ; regard being also paid to preferential claims 
an explained in Noto (6). 

Grants not required by ono section of the community may, towards the close of the year, be ro-appropriated to meot tho 
wants of another section. 

Note (5). — When an approved application is sanctioned, the managers shall bo informed wliothor tho grant will bo 
payable in full from the allotment for tho year, or if not, in what years ami by what instalments. 

Note (6). — In selecting approved applications for sanction, tnoso projects that involve tho education or boarding of 
an increased number of pupils, will ordinarily be preferred to those that merely sook to improvo tho accommodation for 
existing pupils. 

Note (7). — Tn tho caso of an application for a repair grant under this rule (6), the managers will bo required to show 
that tho necessity for Buch a grant has not arisen from the neglect of current repairs in previous years. 

23. Except in the case provided in tho foregoing rule, no grant shall bo made in consi- 
deration of former expenditure on school buildings. 

24. In general, the proportion of tho Government contribution made under rule 22 
diall not exceea the proportion laid down in rules 14 to 17 for a school of the same class. 

Not*— T ho Bum of Ra. 10,000 (ten thousand) is fixed aa ordinarily tho maximum grant for any undertaking or project. 

25. Before a building grant is sanctioned, the site, plans, estimates, specifications, title 
and trust doed must bo approved by the Director of Public Instruction. If the school 
receive no monthly grant, the managers must also satisfy the Department that it is likely to 
be maintained in cfhcienoy, and that it will be open to inspection. 

26. The trust deed must declare the building to be granted in trust for school purposes 
only. It must also provide for tho legal ownership of the premises, for the proper mainte- 
nance of tho building, and for the inspection and management of the sohool. 

Note. — This rule does not preclude the managers from using the building for other purposes when not required for the 
purposes of the school. 

27. No graut is finally sanctioned until a certificate is received from the managers 
Getting forth that tho funds in their hands will, when added to. the grant, he sufficient to meet 
all claims and to close the account. 

28. Advances may be made from time to timo out of the sanctioned grant on reoeipt of 
a report from the Public Works Department that the work is proceeding satisfactorily. 

29. The grant is not paid in full until — 

(1) a report is received from the Publio Works Department or other sufficient 

authority that the building is satisfactorily completed; 

(2) the trust deed is duly registered, and a copy lodged with the Department. 

30. Loans may also bo made to managers of schools for tho erection of sohool buildings. 
The amount of such loan shall generally be limited to the amount of any grant elaimable 
under rule 24. The building shall be mortgaged to the Government as a guarantee fo* the 
repayment of the loan, and a term shall bo fixed within which tho loan is to be repaid. 
Interest at a rate not exceeding 4i per cent, znay, if necessary, bo charged.

The Oth July 1894. — It is lioroby notified for general information that the Licutenant- 
Govornor has been pleased to make the following additions to, and alterations in, the Code of 
Regulations for European Schools in Bengal : — 

( 1 ) For article 33 substitute — 

u Article 33. — In substitution of the grants which may be drawn under the preceding 
articles of this section and under all the articlos of the two following sections of this chapter, 
except article 33, grants independent of examination rosults may bo given to schools working 
i 14 conformity with tao rules of this Code, conditionally upon the Inspector certifying to -the 
continued effioionoy of suoh schools. Exoopt in the case of special grants (tlio amount, and 
the time and manner of payment of which will be determined by tho Local Government for 
each particular caso) , grants given under this article are to he aunual, to bo payable at a fixed 
date in each year, and to bo determined in amount by rulos specially framed by the Local 
Government for that purpose.” 

Note — 

( 0 ) Schools receiving grants-in-aid undor reticle 33 of tho Code shall bo classified 
by tho Department as primary, middlo, of high, after consideration of — 

( 1 ) Tho standard [primary, middlo, or high — as determined by the require- 

ments of tho primary scholarship, middlo scholarship, and hi/jh-school 
(or Entrance) examination respectively] up to which there is a real, 
and likely to bo a permanent, demand for instruction in the school. 

( 2 ) The competence of the school staff to teach the more advanced work and 
its sufficiency for tho number of classes in tho sohooi. 
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(6) Scholars in the various schools shall bo arranged in groups or divisions for grant 
jmrposos as follows: — m 

In any school the scholars bolow Standard X shall form the Infant Division 
of that school; scholars studying in Standards I to IV Bhall form the 
Primary Division ; scholars studying in Standards V to VII shall 
form the Middle Division; scholars studying beyond Standard VII 
for tho lligh-Sehool Examination, or such other examination as may be 
specially recognised for this purpose by the Department, shall form the 
High Division. 

(r) Schools ranked as primary shall, ordinarily, only be entitled to teach scholars in 
the infant and primary divisions; schools rankod as middle shall, ordinarily, 
only be entitled to teach scholars in tho infant, primary, ;and middle divisions ; 
schools ranked as high shall bo entitlocl to teach scholars in tho infant, 
primary, middle, and high divisions. 

If under special circumstances, a primary or middle school should bo 
permitted to teach one or more scholars belonging to a higher division 
than tho rank of the school would otherwise warrant, such scholar or 
scholars shall count, for grant purposes, as belonging to tho highest* 
division in which, by tho rank of tho school, scholars aro ordinarily 
entitled to be taught. 

(i d ) Grants-in-aid may bo of threo kinds : — 

(1) Ordinary grants , given to every school. 

(2) Free-scholar grants , given to those schools only into which free scholars 

aro admitted. 

(3) Special grants , only given under exceptional circumstances to those 

schools which, in the opinion of Government, require such exceptional 

Help. 

(e) Tho ordinary and free-scholar grants to ho paid annually for tho year beginning 
on the 1st of April; to bo duo in advance on the 1st of April of eaoh such 
year ; and to be calculated, according to tho scales given below, upon attend- 
ances made during the calendar year (January to December) last completed. 
Spocial grants to be of whatever amount, and payable at whatever time and 
in whatever manner, may appear to Government to best rneot the circum- 
stances of each particular case. * 

(/) The following aro tho scales for calculating ordinary and free-scholar grants : —

1. “Wild Birds” for the purposes of the rules shall include all jungle fowl, pheasants, 
partridges, plover, teal (which breed in India), jays, doves, egrets, golden oriel, green fly- 
catchers and non-domesticated peafowl. 

2. The Local Government harilng by notification No. 1238H., dated the 12th March 
1894, declared that the provisions of section 3, Act XX of 18S7, shall apply to bares the 
following rules will apply to that animal as well as to wild birds. 

3. The “ breeding season ” for the purposes of these rules shall extend from 15th 
March to the 1st October. 

4. Whoever during the breeding season has in bis possession, within the limits of the 
Municipality of Motihari, any wild bird or hare recently killed or taken, or exposes for sale 
any such bird or animal, living or dead, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 5 for each 
such bird or animal. 

5. Whoever during the breeding season imports into the town the plumage of any 
kind of wild birds recently killed or taken, or the fur or skin of any hare recently killed or 
taken, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 5 for the plumage of every such bird or 
the fur or skin of every such haro. In the case of a second conviction, the fine may extend 
to Rs. 10 for each such bird or animal. 

6. A reward, not exceeding half the fine imposed and roalized under rules 4 and 5, 
may be granted by the adjudioating Magistrate to any person who bas afforded information 
leading to a conviction for a breach of any of the above rules.

Tho Hon’ble Mr. W. C. Bonnerjee asked — 

Whether the Government will reconsidor tho decision . . «• 

letter No. TS8J., dated Cth February, 1894, addressed to tho Commissioner ot 
tho Patna Division, disallowing tho prayor of the Shias of Gaya to carry an alam 
with viashlc and tir in their processions and allow them *to carry these emblems in 
the next Muharram and Chehloom processions, directing tho local officers to tako 
proper safeguards for the preservation of the peace ? 


Tho Hon’blo Me. Cotton replied : — 

“In tho town of Gaya the Shias number only 150 to 200 souls, tfhilo the 
number of Sunnis is about 10,000. The Sunni community entertain a deop- 
rooted aversion from the uso of symbols in any form, and especially to the 
exhibition of tho symbols of the mas/c/t and tir with the alam in the Muharram 
procession. It is’unneccssary to consider the grounds of this aversion : it exists, 
and tho fact remains that in 1882, whon tho procession with these omblems was 
permitted, a disturbance took place which was only quelled by the interference 
of a large body of police. Since that year «tho executive authorities in tho 
exercise of their legal powers have prohibited the carrying of these emblems 
in public procession, and this prohibition has been annually enforced. During 
the past two or three years there has been an active agitation on the part of 
the Shias to rescind tho prohibition, and the whole subject has been fully 
reported on by the local officers and has been carefully considered by Govern- 
ment. The final orders of the Lieutenant-Governor were contained in my letter 
No. 798J., dated 6th February, 1894, to tho address of the Commissioner of Patna, 
in which it was laid down that no chango in the established procodure could bo 
allowed in Gaya or elsowhore. The Lieutenant-Governor is convinced that tho 
principle of withstanding innovations must be maintained. Moreover, tho om« 
bloms, if allowed at all, would have (as is admitted in the terms of the Hon’blo 
Member’s question) to bo conducted under a special guard appointed for tho 
purpose. This tho Lieutenant-Governor cannot permit, and the Government 
adhores to tho principJo laid down in my letter quoted that no community has a 
right to carry out religious observances in public which are not sanctioned by 
continuous usage, which offend another community, and which would lead to 
riot if not protected by tho strong arm of the polico. 

“For these reasons tho Lieutenant-Governor declines to reconsider tho 
orders prohibiting tho carrying of theso emblems in public procession in tho 
town of Gaya.” 

EXCHANGE COMPENSATION ALLOWANCE TO EURASIAN 

CLERKS. 


Tho Hon’blo Balsu Surendkanatii Banekjee asked — 

Will tho Government state if it is a fact, as stated in ono of the news- 
papers, that in tho returns which are prepared from time to timo showing tho 
respective number of Europeans and Natives in Government sorvice, it is tho 
usual practice to includo Eurasian clerks under tho head of “ Natives ?” Whether, 
as stated in tho sumo newspaper, among tho Eurasian clorks who arc shown as 
“Natives” in the returns referred to above, thoro aro not somo who have been 
drawing exchango compensation allowance ? 

The Hon’blo Mit. Bourdillon replied:— 

“ Tho Lieutenant-Governor has not scon the newspaper statement to which 
the Ilon’blo M ember alludes, and cannot therefore say to what returns 
• reference is made ; no returns answering to the description given are prepared 
by or under the orders of the Government of Bengal. The figures given by 
tho Chief Secretary in reply to a question by the Hon’blo Member on tho 
9th February last referred only to superior officers, and did not include clerks. 
The Hon’ble Member may, however, rest assured that no official is granted 
exchange compensation allowance who has not established the fact that he has a 
European domicile.” 
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RESETTLEMENT OF LAND REVENUE AND AMENDMENT OF 
BENGAL TENANCY ACT, VIII OF 1885. 

The Ilon’blo Mr. Buckland said : — u It will be in the recollection of tlio 
Council that on the 28th of April last I introduced into Council a little Bill to 
removo doubts which have arisen in connection with the resettlement of land 
revenue in temporarily-settled aroas, and to amend the Bengal Tenancy Act, 
VIII of 1885. On that occasion 1 said that nothing further would be done at 
that moment than to read the Bill in Council and to circulate it for opinion, 
and that later on it might be necessary to appoint a Select Committee to deal 
with any opinions and criticisms which might be received, and to consider any 
suggestions which might be made. The Bill was read without discussion, but 
a number of reports have since been received from Associations and others 
interested in the measuro, and it is now my duty to refer the Bill to a Select 
Committee for the consideration of those reports. I therefore move that the 
Bill to removo doubts which have arisen in connection with the resettlement of 
land revenue in temporarily- settled areas, and to amend the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, VIJI of 1885, be referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon’blo 
Messrs. Bourdillon, Wilkins and Giiosk, the Hon’ble Matjlvi Skbajul I si. am 
Khan Bahadur, the Hon’ble Maharaja Jagadindra Nath Roy or Nator, and 
the Mover. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’blo the President said: — “jThere is no other business before the 
Council to-day, but I may mention now that I hope the members qf the Select 
Committee will be able to arrange to meet at a very early date for the purposo 
of considering the Bill. As far as I pm aware, the Bill contains no contentious 
provisions or matters to which objection is likoly to be taken on principle. Tlio 
only question, as far as I know, which is likoly to arise would be possiblo 
emendations of language, which may be suggested by the ’Legislative Depart- 
ment or by our legal experts in Council. In that case, if our anticipations are 
fulfilled, 1 hope the Report of the Select Committee will be at onco laid before 
the Council, and that the Council will moet again on Saturday next to consider 
and pass the Bill. If no objection is taken to the Bill, I presume it will bo 
convenient for hon’blo members to pass this Bill at once next Saturday, and in 
that case I do not think it will bo necessary to summon tlio Council again for 
any further business during this summer session.” 

The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 14th instant.

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously eomp.irable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park Street Observatory). The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, ami, other things being equal, reads therefore *003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipoiv, and the mean temperature apparently about 0*5 higher; and, 
finally, the thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Surveyor-Generals Office 
during 20 years and upwards is found to read 0*6 higher than the Kcw standard thermometer, which 
is the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL ANO RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR. 
DAY, THE 7th OF JULY 1894. 

At tbe close of the previous week a very feeble barometric depression had formed in the 
north of the Bay, and on Saturday, the 23rd, or tbe last day of tuat week, it had advauced 
into the north-west angle and its centre was close to Balasore, and a little to the east of it. 
With the advance of the small depression monsoon winds were again beginning to blow freely 
over tho Province, and hence general rain was being reoeived. C-- tho 1st of July, or the 
first day of the week under review, the depression had to a great extern advanced inland, while 
it remained extremely feeble, and the lowest pressure was reported at Calcutta, while there was 
also a badly defined cyclonic circulation of winds over South-West Bengal. Ou the 2nd the 
lowest pressure was reported from Rampur-Boalia, and round this as a centre winds were 
again circulating feebly in a cyclonic form, but there was scarcely suflici-nt evidence to say 
that any barometric depression existed ovor this area oil this day. On the 3rd again pressure 
was relatively low over the cast of Bihar and part of North Bengal, and a moderate 
fall of pressure had occurred, while winds showed a tendeucy to circulate round a centre 
probably near Malda, so that a very feeble, but not veiy definite, barometric depression appears 
to have existed over the east of Bibar on this day. On«the 4th the lowest pressures were 
reported at Patna and Arrah, where pressure was nearly a tenth of an inch in defeot, and the 
feeble depression had apparently moved in a west-north-wesierly direction, and hence 
pressure was falling in the western districts, while it was rising modorately to rapidly at the 
central and eastern stations. The circulation of winds accompanying the feeble depression 
was, however, by no means definite. On the 5th the feeble low pressure area had apparently 
passed away from the Province, and pressure was rising briskly at all stations, though it was 
still in slight defect iu the west and centre of the Provinoe. No true circulation of winds, 
however, was recorded ou this day. Ou the 6th a further slow increase of pressure occurred, 
and pressure became in slight excess iu all districts, while on the 7th pressure had again 
generally increased, though a fall was commencing at the wes^/.n stations, but still pressure 
was in excess in practically all districts. Hence during tM' last two days of the week the 
depression hud quite disappeared, and conditions as to pressure were becoming decidedly 
loss favourable for the freo advance of the monsoon winds over the Province, and hence less 
favourable also for heavy rainfall. 

It will therefore be seen that at the beginning of the week a feoble barometric depression 
passed into South-West Bengal, where apparently it filled up, and that two or three days later 
another very feeble depression formed more in the centre of the Province. Hence with 
the monsoon current brought up by. these depressions and by the indraught towards them, a 
rather strong monsoou has been blowing over Bengal almost up to the close of the week,* 
and conditions have again been very favourable for rainfall. Indeed, in all divisions except 
Orissa, the falls for the week have been largely in excess — the falls iu such divisions as South- 
West Bengal, East Bengal, and Chota Nagpur being about double as large as usual. 

Pi •estsiii'c . — The variations of the average pressure for the week from the normal have not 
been large, and at all stations except one or two in Orissa defects have been recorded. The 
usual defects range from 0 , 0I5 ,/ to 0*033", and they have beeu usually largest at the 
south-western aud central stations. Iu Assam the average defoot has been 0*025". 

Temperature has been comparatively low throughout the week, aud for the whole of 
Bengal a defect of practically one degree has been registered. In Assam the average defect 
iu the mean temperature has equalled 0*9°. 

Rainfall . — The heavy average fall of nearly eight inches has been reported from 
East Bengal, while falls of between five and six inches have been recorded in South- 
West and North Bengal and Quota Nagpur, in Bihar the falls have averaged nearly 
four inches, while the falls have been comparatively scanty in Orissa, where the average 
amount of only I *90 inches has been registered. Expressed as percentages of the normal 
raiufall, the actual falls during the week have equalled tho following amounts: — Sout i-We>t 
Bengal 200 per oent., North Bengal 137 per cent., East Bengal 217 per ceQt., Bihar 118 per 
cent., Orissa 79 per cent., and Quota Nagpur 190 per oent. Considering each division to have 
an equal value in the calculation the rainfall of Beugal for tho week has equalled 157 
per ceut. 

Iu Assam, Dhubri has received 2 53 inches of raia during the week, Silchar 7*14 inches, 
and Sibsagar 1*65 inches.

Supplementary Rules issued under Rule No . 1, dated the 1st February 1893, regarding the destruc- 
tion of records of Civil suits and proceedings decided before 1st January 1891. 

1. These rules must be read as supplementing and modifying the rules in force before 
the rules of 1890 came into operation iu respect of the destruction of records of Civil suits 
and cases decided before 1st January 1891. The object of the rules is to authorise the 
destruction of certain records or portions of records which, under the old rules, were to be 
preserved for ever. 

2. Under the old rules the papers in the trial record had to be sorted and separated 
into two distinct nuthees y of which one was to be preserved for ever aud the other destroyed 
after a certain period, having regard to tho nature of the case or proceeding. These rules 
will deal first (A) with those records that have been so re-arranged and separated ; and 
secondly (B) with those records that have not yet been sorted. 

(^4) Records that have been sorted and re-arranged under the old rules . 

3. Iu respect of these reoords thero will be no fresh assortment or re-arrangement 
of the papers. 
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4 . The portion of the trial record that has been separated for preservation in perpetuity 
under the old rules will be preserved for ever in the following classes of suits and cases : 

(a) Suits for or affecting immoveble property, including suits for foreclosure, redemp- 

tion or sale. 

(b) Suits in respect of the succession to an office, or to establish or set aside an adop- 

tion, or otherwise determine the status of an individual. 

(r) Suits relating to public trusts, charities or endowments, 

(d) Suits between landlord and tenant to determine the rate of rent, or in which a 

question of right to enhance or vary the rent of a tenant gr any question 
relating to a title to land or to some interest in land as between parties having 
conflicting claims thereto is in issue. 

(e) Cases under section 158 of Act VIII of 1885, to determine the incidents of a 

tenancy. 

(/) Contested and uncontested suits and cases for probate and letters of administra- 
tion and for the revocation of the same. 

( g ) Suits and proceedings under the Indian Succession Act and Hindu Wills 
Act. 

(//) Casos under the Land Acquisition Act, Part IV. 

5. The portion of the trial record that has been separated for preservation in per- 
petuity under the old rules may be destroyed on the expiration of twenty-five years from the 
date of the final decree or order (which in cases appealed will be that of the Appellate Court) 
in the following classes of suits and cases: — 

(t) Suits for rent under the law of landlord and tenant for the time being in force, 
which do not come under clause (d). 

(j) Cases under Act XL of 1858 and Act IX of 1861, relating to the guardianship 
of minors and the administration of their property. 

(A) Cases under Act XXXV of 1858 relating to the guardianship of lunatics and 
the care of their estates. 

6. The portion of the trial record that * has been separated for preservation in 
perpetuity under the old rules may be destroyed on the expiration of twelve years from the 
date of the final decree or order (which in cases appealed will be that of the Appellate Court) 
in the following classes of suits and cases 

(/) All suits which are not provided for by rules 4 and 5 of these rules. 

(m) Cases under Act XIX of 1841. 

„ Act XXVII of 1860 (Collection of Debts). 

„ Act X of 1870 (Land Acquisition Act), Part III. 

„ Act XVIII of 1879 (Legal Practitioners' Act). 

„ Act VIII of 1885 ( Hengal Tenancy Act), sections 91 to 93. 

„ Civil Procedure Code for a declaration of insolvency. 

„ Civil Procedure Code to transfer a decree when no application for 

execution is pending. 

„ Regulation V of 1799, section 7, regarding the property of intestates 

in which a claimant appears. 

Applications to sue informd pauperis , if rejected. 

7 . Proceedings in execution of decree . — The portion of the execution record separated 
for preservation under the old rules will be preserved for ever, destroyed after 25 years, or 
destroyed after 12 years, according as the suits or cases out of which they arise (all under 
Kules 4, 5 or 6 of these rules.

the trial record to he separately dealt with. 

10. Records of suits and cases falling under clauses (t), (J) and (A) in respect of 
which 25 years have elapsed since the date of the final decree or order (which in eases 
appealed will be that of the Appellato Court) may be destroyed at once without being sorted, 
with the exception of documents filed by the parties which under the old rules were to be 
removed from the trial record to be separately dealt with. 

11. All other records that have not yet been sorted must be sorted and re-arranged 
under the old rules, aud will then be dealt with under those rules read with these supple- 
mentary rules. 

12. Records of which the immediate destruction is authorised by these •rules may be 
destroyed at once on these rules coming into force ; and thereafter the records liable to 
destruction under these rules shall be destroyed at intervals of three years until the whole 
of the records of suits aud cases decided before 1st January 1891, which are liable to destruc- 
tion have been destroyed. 
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Destruction of Documents. 

13. Documents filed iu cases the records of which are liable to destruction under 
these rales may be destroyed after the expiration of six mouths from the date of publication 
of a general notioe intimating that unless such documents are taken back within three 
months they will be destroyed. Such notice shall specify the class of suit or proceeding 
in which the documents were filed and the year in which the case was decided, and shall be 
published by affixing a copy at the Court-house of the District J udge and of every Sub- 
ordinate Judge and Munsif in the district.

WATER-WORKS AT IIOWRAIL 
The Hon’blo Mr. Ghose asked — 

1. Whether the site of the intake of the proposod Howrah Water-Works 
is net within a distanoe of about 60 yards from a largely-frequented public 
ghat, and whether, within a distance of 400 yards from the intako, thero are not 
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sovoral other ghats, and whether it is the fact that within that distanco from the 
intake some 3,000 coolies employed in the India Mill are m the habit of batlnng 

^2. Whether for three miles above the proposed intake the shorois not lined 
with ft succession of bathing gh&ts at which the inhabitants of the towns of 
liaidyabati, Sheorapholi, Cliattra, and Serampore, amounting to 30,000 persons 
or thereabouts, bathe daily, and whether it is the fact that there arc no public 
ghftts for a considerable distance above and below the intake of tlio Calcutta 
Water- Works at Fu^ta? 

3. Whether complaints as to tho insanitary state of the fordsliore within 
400 yards of the intake have been recently made to the Soramporo Munici- 
pality ; and whether, if cholera breaks out among the persons bathing, there is 
not a reasonable probability of the germs being transmitted to llowrah ; and 
whether it is tho fact that Dr. Simpson, the Health Officer of the Calcutta 
Corporation, has advised against the scheme on sanitary grounds, and suggested 
a site higher up the river, and whether the Government proposes to take any, 
and if so what, stops in the matter ? 


The Hon’blo Mu. Bourdiixon replied: — 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor is informed that there is a largely-frequented 
bathing gliftt about GO yards above the intake of the proposed Water-Works at 
Serampore, and that there are three or four other ghats within some 400 yards 
of tho spot. 

‘ ‘ Tho facts stated in the socond paragraph of the Ilon’ble Momber’s question 
aro substantially correct; but although it is believed that there are no bathing 
gliftts in the immediate vicinity of the Fulta Water- Works, there are man}' of 
them within three miles above and below tho intake at that place. 

“ As regards the third question, it has been ascertained that an objection was 
made in January last by the Civil Medical Officer of Serampore to the effect 
that tho river bank was being polluted: tbo nuisanco was immediately put a 
stop to. Government is not aware of any other complaints of this character. 
Whether cholera is likely to bo conveyed from Seramporo to Howrah through 
the Water-Works, the Lieutenant-Governor cannot pretend to say. It is not 
the fact that tho Health Officer of Calcutta has advised on sanitary grounds 
against tho scheme of an intake at Serampore, or suggested a site higher up 
the river. 

“ The Government docs not propose to interfere with tho arrangements 
already in progress. I may inform the Hon’ble Member that tbo mouth of the 
pipe through which the water is drawn is 100 feet away from the river bank 
and 10 feet below the surface at low water. The water at this point has been 
analysed and shown to be a sufficiently good potable water, and it will pass 
through settling and filtering tanks before transmission to Howrah. Lastly, if 
Serampore were abandoned as tho site of the water-works, they would have to 
he moved some six miles up the river, and the additional cost would be* fatal to 
the whole project.” 

DACOITY AT KIIURDA. 

Tho Ilon’blc Babu Sijrendranath Banerjee asked — 

Has tho attention of Government been called to the disturbed state of 
the villages lying within the jurisdiction of the Khurda thanain the sub-division 
of Barrackpore, to tho case of dacoity at Patali, and to the cases of theft and 
burglary which are of froquont occurrence in the neighbourhood ? 

Whether any representations have been made in this connection to tho 
District Magistrate, and what action, if any, has been taken upon those represen- 
tations? 


Tho Hon’ble Mr. Cotton replied: — 

“On receipt of tho Ilon’ble Member’s question the Lieutenant-Governor 
caused enquiries to bo made and has ascertained that a dacoity occurred last 
month at Patali, and is still under enquiry. There has been a slight increase 
in the number of thofts and burglaries reported in the Kburda thana during 
the first six months of tho current year, the number being 41 against 35 
during the corresponding period of 1893. 
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“The District Magistrate has received various representations on this 
subject, and proposals for the improvement of police arrangements in Khurda 
are under his consideration . In the meantime, extra constables have been 
deputed to that thana for patrol duty.” 

MUHARRAM PROCESSION AT CALCUTTA. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. G hose asked — 

Whether on Monday last, the 9th instant, between 9 and 10 p.m., some 
of the streets of Calcutta, including Circular Road, from the corner of Harrison 
Road to the junction of Theatre Road, were not occupied by successive groups 
of Muhart am ak haras, not being processions passing along the streets, but station- 
ary crowds occupying the entire width of the road and forming a ring, in the 
centre of which performances were going on with lalhi.es and lighted torches, 
entirely blocking the traffic to the great inconvenience of passengers and causing 
imminent danger to persons driving along the road ? 

Whether a certain number of constables were in attendance upon each 
of these a/charas without taking any steps to make them pass on, and whether 
the permission given by the Police authorities referred only to processions 
passing along the road, or whether such permission actually sanctioned the 
occupation of the road at various points by the different akharas for the purpose 
of the said performance? 

Whether, having regard to the fact that a sufficient number of suitable 
places, such as squares and waste lands besides the maidav, are available for the 
purpose of such performances, the Government will consider the desirability of 
prohibiting such performances taking place in the public thoroughfares ? 

The Ilon’hlc Mu. Cotton replied : — 

“ 13y notification dated tlio 5tli July, 1894, issued under the provisions of 
section 02 of Act 4 V (13. C.) of 1800, and section 89 of Act II (13. C.) of 1800, the 
Commissioner of Police granted licenses for processions with music on account 
of the celebration of the Muharram in the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta on 
Monday, the 9th instant, between the hours of 9 p.m. and 10 p.m. The ale haras 
referred to by the Ilon’ble Member formed part of the procession and passed 
along the routes prescribed. Such processions are allowed to halt at intervals 
for the purpose of mimic warfare. About 450 licenses have been issued to take 
out processions during the present Muharram. 

“ The practice is to tell off a certain number of policemen to accompany 
each akliara , but the orders issued to the Police forbid interference except to 
maintain order and to ensure that the route and hours prescribed are duly 
observed. 

“It has been established by long etistom that these processions shall pro- 
ceed by certain routes to enable them to visit shrines and other places held in 
veneration. It would not he possible therefore to restrict such processions to 
squares and waste lands or to the maidan. The above usage applies not only 
to Muharram processions, but to other assemblies and processions, which take 
place annually in tiro Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, and on such occasions the 
temporary obstruction of ordinary traffic in certain public thoroughfares is 
unavoidable: but intimation is always given to the public by notifications 
previously issued.” 

RE-SETTLEMENT OF LAND REVENUE AND AMENDMENT OF 
BENGAL TENANCY ACT, VIII OF 1885. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Buckland, in presenting the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to remove doubts which have arisen in connection with the re- 
settlement of land revenue in temporarily-settled areas, and to amend the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, VIII of 1885, said : — “ A very few words of explanation are neoded. 
I may say at once that the meeting of the Select Committee appointed at our 
last sitting was not a long one, but wo discussed the Bill thoroughly, and 
removed what might have been considered to ho the only contentious matter. 
I think I may say that the Bill as it now stands is free from any possible 
objection. We havo made a few verbal amendments with tlio intention of 
making the object of the Bill more clear. In the preamble we have introduced 
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gome words so as to make it plain that the Bill applies to Government estates* 
as the expression ‘ temporarily-settled areas ’ has nitherto been held, in Bengal 
Revenue literature, as not necessarily including Government estates. There is 
really no alteration of principle by tho introduction of these words. In the 
second section we have made a slight alteration in tho language so as to show 
that new rents settled shall not take effect until the date upon which the now 
settlement of land revenue comes into force. The change was made to meet a 
criticism offered By one of the Associations to whom tho Bill was sent for the 
favour of their opinion. A material change has been made in what now stands 
as tho second proviso in tho second section of the Bill. The Bill *as originally 
presented to the Council on tho 28th April last contained a proviso that Govern- 
ment might direct a revision of rents under certain circumstances. Tho words 
‘under certain circumstances’ did not appear; but, as I explained at tho time, 
tho intention was that Government could apply for revision of rents when mistakes 
had been made, either by fixing notoriously low rents or oppressively high rents, 
by inoxporicnced Settlement Officers. It cauio to the notice of Government 
that, by somo extraordinary misconception, abjection was taken to this proviso, and 
at the instance of Government the Select Committee have, on my suggestion, with- 
drawn tho words which stood in tho original Bill. Tho object of the Government 
may bo stated briefly to have boon as follows. It was iiitondod that power should 

i.„ ii,„ 1. -L- l- — a - • i • ’ •« " ~ 
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subordinate officers came to light aftbr the right of appeal had lapsed. It was 
intonded by tlieso moans to rectify tho mistakes of inexperionced officers, and the 
phrase used that such revision should bo fair and equitable was intended to 
imply tho exercise of judicial procedure on the part of the revising Revenue 
Officer. There was never aiiy intention on tho part of Government to 
interfere by tho exerciso of final executive authority to revise rents which had been 
settled judicially. But as this strango misunderstanding has come to light, 
these words have been withdrawn. Tlio intention of Government is now that 
such mistakes shall not bo allowed to occur; by a careful seloetion of Settlement. 
Officers, and their Assistants, by adequate supervision of the Settlement Officer 
over his subordinates, and by exorcise of tho right of appeal within tho 30 days 
allowed, it is hoped to obviate tho necessity for any such provision. It is quite 
possiblo that it may bo hereafter found necessary to make somo such provision 
for the rectification of mistakes. Tho result will be for the present that when 
mistakes have been made there will bo no legal power for getting rents reduced 
or otherwise altered, but the omission of these few words removes, as I have 
said, all contentious matter from the Bill. The intention of the Government, 
that tho rovision of rents shall bo by judicial procedure in tho cases when 
it is to be allowed on the application of landlord or tenant under . special 
circumstances, has been made more clear by tho addition of a few words to 
tho cad of section 2, to tho effect that the provisions of Chapter X of 
the Bengal 'Tenancy Act shall apply in this connection, and an explanation 
has been added to show that the settlement of land revenue includes the settle- 
ment of rents in Government estates. I ought to mention that in Select Committee 
a littlo poiut was raised which led to some little discussion. It was suggested 
that as power had been given to revise rents on tho application of landlords and 
tenants under special circumstances, such as tho occurrence of cyclones, diluvion, 
or other convulsions of naturo, wo ought to tako power at tho same timo to 
provide for tho rovision of the land revenuo which would follow nocossarily on the 
rovision of rents. Wo discussed tho matter and camo to the conclusion that, as 
this littlo Bill only deals with tho settlement of rents, and not with tho settle- 
ment of land revenuo, and as it is perfectly certain that tho Revenue 
Settlement Offieors will tako cognizance of such revision of rents as are effected 
under such circumstances, it would bo out of placo in this Bill to introduce 
any provision in regard to the revision of revenuo settlements entailed by the 
rovision of rents in these particular circumstances. I promised tho Select Com- 
mittee that I would mention the matter in order that it might be placed on 
record, and 1 have fulfilled my pledge accordingly.” 

The Ilon’blo Mr. Buckland also moved that the Report of tho Select Com- 
mittee on the above Bill be taken into consideration by tho Council, and that tho 
clauses of the Bill bo considered for settlement in the form recommended by tho 
Select Committee. 
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Tlio Hon’blo Mu. Auckland, in moving that the Bill, as amended by the 
Select Committee, bo passed, said : — u I think the Council will hardly desire any 
recapitulation of the main objects of the Bill — certainly not at any length, and 
l do not propose to detain the Council more than a minute. The principal 
object of the Bill has b *on met by section 1, t> which I have not adverted 
this morning, because no change has boon marie in it by tlio Select (Committee. 
The Council will remember that the necessity for legislation arose in conse- 
quence of the opinion given by our legal advisers that under the existing law 
the settlement of rents could not be undertaken previously to tho expiration 
of a land ro venue settlement. The few words which have been introduced by 
this Bill into the Bengal Tenancy Act have been considered sufficient by 
our legal advisers to meet the requirements of the law, so that now the Govern- 
ment will be able to undertake tho settlement of rents at any time — two, 
three, or more yeais if necessary bo fore the expiry of the land revenue 
settlement. But by a later section the new rents will not come into force 
until the new land revenue settlement takes place. The other provisions of 
the Bill are merely ancillary to this main object. Tho last section is an 
indemnifying section, as it were, to validate what had been previously dono 
on a possibly erroneous understanding of the law. 1 now beg to move that the 
Bill, as amended, bo passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

ADJOURNMENT* OF COUNCIL. 

Tho Ilon’blo tub President said : — u There will be no further business to 
lay before tho Council in tho prosent autumn session, but I conceive that we 
shall have some important business to discuss when we meet again in the winter 
time.” 

The Council adjourned sine die.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF Til K METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JUNE 1894. 

At tli© end of May the pressure distribution over Bengal had been a little abnormal, 
and pressure bad become slightly low in the Bay, but in the early part of June this abnormal 
distribution passed away, and the scat of lowest pressure was transferred to the north- 
western stations of the province, and ordinary hot weather conditions set in. Owing to 
the pressure changes of the first five days of June, pressure became decidedly low at the 
western stations, and on the 5th a very distinct low pressure area existed over the west 
of Bihar, while elsewhere pressure was nearly normal. With the occurrence of this feeble 
depression the local storms with rain which had been previously confined to the eastern 
half of the province exte nded in a westerly direction, and from the 5th numerous rain- 
showers were reported in all divisions except parts of Bihar. The depression m the west 
of Bihar, however, quickly filled up, bur. left pressure iu a rather disturbed state, and hence 
these rain-showers continued numerous up till the 9th, though comparatively few were 
reported on the 10th instant. 

During this period certain changes were taking place over the sea area, and feeble mon- 
soon winds, due to the Arabian Sea current, made their appearance on the Malabar coast on the 
4th and 5tli of June, and then slowly advanced northward along the Bombay coast, and 
also penetrated partly into the interior. This advance on the whole appears to have been 
decidedly weaker than usual. In the extreme south of the Bay the first rather strong 
advance of monsoon winds duo to the Bay current occurred on the 1st of June, on which 
date winds became strong, and light to moderate rain fell at the Ceylon stations. From 
this date this branch of the monsoou currout continued to blow with moderate strength 
only at the Ceylon stations and at the stations on the South Coromandel Coast, and again ou 
the whole the strength of these winds appears to have been rathor smaller thau usual. 
From about the 7th to the 9th of the Juno this current appeared to be creeping up the 
east and centre of the Bay, and had probably reached Burma. Ou about the 9th instant 
it was approaching the north of the Bay. It had not apparently passed over the south- 
eastern portions of Bengal to any appreciable extent up to the 9th instant, and the 
rainfall oecuiring iu the central and western parts of Bengal was practically confined to 
local showers, though these were decidedly numerous, and the general and heavy rain accom- 
panying the first burst of the monsoon had not occurred. 

Ou the 10th iustant the changes were comparatively small. A slight low pressure area 
existed to the west of Orissa, and this gave rather disturbed weather to Orissa and the 
surrounding districts on the 10th, so that on the llth, in addition to the fairly general rain 
which was falling in the east and north-east of the province, there was also rather general 
and in some cases decidedly heavy rain in the western and south-western districts. Pressure 
on the llth was still abnormal, as it was low in Orissa and probably over the north of the 
Bay, but from the 12th certain pressure changes brought about the commencement of a small 
storm, which advanced over Bengal and caused the setting in of the monsoon rains. 

On the 12th iustant pressure fell rapidly over the whole province, the fall usually 
equalling an eighth of au inch, and a distinct low-pressure area commenced to develop in 
South-East Bengal and over the neighbouring parts of the Bay. At the same time the 
monsoon current in the Bay begau to strengthen, and squally weather was reported iu the 
north-east of the Bay. During the next 24 hours this depression concentrated and inten- 
sified very rapidly, and became a small cyclonic storm with a centre iu the north-east angle 
of the Bay, not far from Chittagong. Pressure on the 13th had fallen at Chittagong by no 
less than 0*218", and the reading was only 2J*353", or nearly a quarter of au inch below 
the normal. With the formation of the small storm weather became very squally over 
the noith of the Bay, and rather strong winds set in from Akyab northwards, and 
unsettled rainy weather also immediately commenced over practically the whole province. 
The small storm did not, however, remain stationary after its formation, but during the 
evening of the 13th it began to move in a north-westerly direction, filling up partially in 
its advance. On the morning of the 14th it was very clearly defined between Jessore 
and Faridpur, and nearer the latter station thau the former ; but pressure on this day 
was only 0*15" below the normal at Jessore and 0*212" below it at Faridpur, so the 
small storm had filled up to a certain extent. Xu its advance inland it brought up with 
it a heavy wave of monsoon winds, and hence on the 14th rain was reported from 
practically all the statious in the province. On the 15th the small storm had moved away 
from the centre of the province, and a low-pressure area with au irregular cyclonic 
circulation of winds was indicated in the south of Chota Nagpur close to Ohaibassa. This 
was clearly the same storm that had been near Faridpur on the 14th, and hence its line 
of advance must have been distinctly to the west of south, or almost west-south-westerly from 
the 14th to tho 15th. This is a most unusual direction, and there are only a few cases ou 
record where storms in the rains in India have moved in a decidedly southerly direction. In 
its movement across Bengal the storm gave moderate to heavy general rain. On the 
16th the small storm had again rooveu away in a westerly direction, and had* ceased to 
affect the province, and in its rear pressure was rising very rapidly over the whole of 
Bengal. A moderate monsoon flowed in over the province after the storm, and again general 
pain was reported on the 16th ; hence this storm initiated the monsoon rains in both Bengal 
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and Bihar, aud they may be said to have set in over the whole province on the 13th and 14th 
instants. A noticeable feature was the extremely rapid extension of the monsoon rains 
over the whole province after they had commenced in the southern districts, and hence, while 
the rains were only a day or two earlier than usual in setting in over South-West Bengal and 
Central Bengal, they were at least a week earlier than usual in setting in over Chota Nagpur 
and Bihar. 

The inrush of monsoon winds, however, began to fall off from the 17th, when pressure 
rose briskly at all except a few of the north-eastern stations, and became rather largely above 
the normal, the excess usually ranging from 0*09" to C‘05", and hence the pressure distribu- 
tion was rather unfavourable for the continued free advance of tko current. The rainfall 
reported on the 17th was decidedly local iu character, and where fall? occurred they were 
usually rather light. Pressure began to fall moderately on tin* 18th, but it was still in excess 
over the western half of the province, and the monsoon current continued light, and only 
local rainfall was reported in all districts except parts of North Bengal, where it was general 
and rather heavy. Pressure again fell slowly on the 19th, and the distribution became a 
little abnormal, an exoess of 0*02* being registered in the west of Bihar and Chota Nagpur, 
while in East Bengal and Assam defects were re gistered amounting to 0*07 7/ at Chittagong 
aud 0*09" at Silchar. lienee the differences of pressure over the proviuce were much smaller 
than usual, and the western stations reported little or no rain, though fairly general ram was 
being received at the eastorn stations. On the 20th pressure had again fallen over the whole 
province, the fall being largest in Orissa and over the north of the Bay, and smallest in 
Assam and Central Bengal, and pressure became below the normal by amounts ranging up 
to 013" on the Orissa and South Bengal coasts. A distinct cyclonic circulation of winds 
also set up at the stations round the north of the Bay, and lienee it was clear that a 
barometiic depression had formed over this area. On the 20tli, as usually happens iu such 
cases, rainfall was again not very general. On the 21st pressure had fallen slowly in Orissa, 
South Bengal, Chota Nagpur and the west of Bihar, while it had risen elsewhere, the 
increase being very rapid in liurma, and winds were still cyclonic iu direction in the north 
of the Bay. On this day the feeble barometric depression had developed very slightly only, 
and it was also advancing towards the north-west angle of the Bay, the centre being probably 
to the east of Kalse Point. With the advance of the depression conditions became rather 
more favourable for rainfall, and on the 21st rainfall was almost general, hut at the majority 
of stations it was not heavy. On the 22nd the depression had again advanced slowly iu a 
west-north-westerly direction, and the centre was between Chaihassa and Balasorc, but it 
was still very feeble, and the cyclonic circulation of winds accompanying it was only light 
to moderate iu force. On the 23rd the depression had again moved iu a west-north-westerly 
direction, and was probably to the west of Chota Nagpur, and pressure had continued to fall 
at the Western stations, while a very rapid increase of pressure was taking place o\ er the 
remainder of the province. The depression had lieneo practically ceased to affect the 
proviuce on this day, but it as usual brought up a moderate wave of monsoon winds, 
which continued to flow over the province in its rear, and hence from the 22nd, general 
and rather heavy rainfall was again reported in all districts. The small storm continued 
its north-westerly advance till its centre was not far from Allahabad, where it remained 
stationary for several d*ys, certainly up to the 27th, and afterwards again moved away 
in a westerly direction. As usual in such oases there was a strong inrush ‘of monsoon winds 
towards the depression, aud the monsoon flowed steadily over Bengal up till the 27th. 
Hence for the whole of this period weather iu Bengal was of ordinary monsoon character 
with heavily clouded skies and with frequent and rather heavy rain. 

On the 28th of June, however, a slight change took place in the conditions. Pressure 
distribution became rather abnormal, very considerable defects being registered over the Bay 
aud the south-eastern districts of Bengal, while excess pressure was recorded iu Bihar and 
parts of West Bengal. Winds also fell off rapidly in force at the head of the Bay, and 
became irregular in direction at tke southern stations of Bengal, pointing to a partial 
cessation or diminution in force of the monsoon current. On the 29th of June a very 
feeble barometiic depression had formed in the north-west angle of tbs Bay, aud winds 
showed a very distinct tendency to circulate cyelonically round it, though the circulatiou 
did not extend over a very large area. The rainfall bearing current by the indiaught 
towards this feeble depression was partially prevented from reaching Bengal, and on 
the 29th a good many stations reported no rain. ;lt also appeared that the feeble 
depression was moving in a west-north-westerly direction, and on the morning of the 
30th its centre was close to Balasore, and a little to the east of it. The depression had 
not, however, intensified to any extent, and it was a very feebledisturbance, though it 
was accompanied with a very distinct cyclonic circulation of winds, but at the land stations 
winds were dtoidedly feeble iu force. The rainfall reported on the morning of the 30th 
was again rather local iu Bihar and North Bengal, but with the advance of the depression 
towards and partially over the land, conditions on the 30th had again become favourable 
for general and rather heavy rain in Bengal. Practically, therefore, for almost the whole 
of the second half of the month, the monsoon conditions iu Bengal were fairly strongly 
developed, aud hence geueral and decidedly heavy rainfall was received for the greater 
part of the period and also in all districts. 

Pressure . — The pressure distribution in the early part of June was a little irregular, and 
while defective pressnre was usually recorded in the west of the province, slight excess 
pret&urea were recorded in the south-eastern districts. With the changes which occurred 
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during the formation of the small storm whose advance brought up the monsoon rains to 
Bengal, the conditions became almost reversed, aUd thus in the week ending the 16th of June, 
Chittagong showed a defect of 0*03," while the northern stations were usually in excess, and 
in such cases as Dhubri and Purnea the excess also equalled about O'QS''. Again, in the 
week ending the 23rd of June, the distribution of pressure was considerably modified by the 
passage of the depression through the south-westeru districts of the province, whioh showed 
defects ranging up to 0*06* and 0*07*, while over the greater part of the province the pressure 
was almost normal. In the last week of the month the variations of the pressure from the 
normal were small, but slight defects of 0*02* to 0*04* were usually registered. . 

For the whole month therefore the mean pressure was in slight defect only, the 
extreme variations being defects of about 0*03" at the stations in Chota Nagpur on the one 
hand, and in parts of South-East Bengal on the other, while at the central and north** u 
stations pre ssure was below the normal, usually only by a few thousandths of an inch, ard at 
many stations the variation was smaller than a hundredth of an iuck. In Assam the defect 
has averaged 0*013" only. 

Temperature . — At the beginning of tho month the mean temperature was dcciiedly 
bolow the normal in the east of the province, though considerable exoess temperature* were 
registered at the central, northern and western stations. Iu the week ending tliv 16th 
instant, temperature was generally in slight to moderate defect, the mean Variation bdng a 
deficiency of 1*5°. 

In the third week, that is after the commencement of tho rains, excess temperature* were 
registered in North and East Bengal, where the rainfall was less than usual, while molerate 
defects were registered elsewhere; and in the fourth week of the month, owing to the heavy 
rainfall, the mean average temperature was nearly a degree below the normal. 

Eoi.‘ the whole month the variations of the mean temperature from the normal ha'e been 
small, and slight excess temperatures have been registered at the north-eastern stations 
and slight defects elsewhere. The variations are, however, particularly small, and at the 
great majority of stations they are less than a degree, and iu a fow cases only they equal 
a degree and a half. 

This variation has to a great extent been spread over both day and night temperatures, 
for both maximum and minimum temperatures have been in excess at the northeastern 
stations in the province, while defects have boen registered elsewhere. Again, in io case 
does the variation of either day or night temperatures at any station in the province equal 
as much as two degrees, and they are generally less than a degree; but on the wJolc the 
variations of the minimum temperatures from tile normal are slightly smaller tian the 
variations of the maximum temperatures. 

Rainfall \ — The actual rainfall during Juno has varied from between 20 and 30 
inches in and near the hills in North Bengal, and also over considerable parts J South- 
East Bengal to falls of between 3 and 5 inches in parts of the Muzaffarpur and Jarbhanga 
districts, but the greater part of the province has received between 10 and 15 inches. 
Compared with the normal fall for June, the actual falls have been decidedl’ below the 
normal over the eastern half of the province, and also in the greater part of the northern 
districts. In the majority of cases where defects are recorded they are snnl, usually up to 
5 inches, but over a considerable area in North Bengal the defect vares from 5 to 10 
inches, while at Buxa in the Darjeeling district the defect is no less than 6T6 inches. On 
the other hand the whole of Western Bengal, Chota Nagpur, Orissa, ud the south of 
Bihar has received a rainfall above the normal, the excess amounts in some *yx/ts of Chota. 
Nagpur ranging from 6 to 8 inches. Speaking generally of the rainfall of Bengal, ’it has 
varied from an average amount of about 1(> inches in East Bengal and 14 inches in North 
Bengal, in both of which districts it has been in rather large defect, to about 10 inches in 
South-West Bengal and 9 inches in Bihar, in which district excess falls on the average have 
been registered. 

The following table gives a condensed view of the rainfall of the various divisions of 
Bengal in June, and in each of the previous mouths of the present year, as compared with 
the normal values for the same period. The figures given represent the actual fails express- 
ed as a percentage of the normal falls, and it will be seen that the rainfall has been below 
the normal for four out of six months of the year, and that for the six months the percent- 
age varies from 82 and 83 per cent, in South-West and North Bengal to 107 in Chota 
Nagpur : —

It will be soon also 
that the principal excess falls occurred in Orissa and Chota Nagpur, while the principal defect 
has been in North Bengal.

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Statement of Rainfall in Bengal for the week ending Saturday (8 a.m.)> the 14oh of July 1894— conoid. 
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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 14th OF JULY 1894. 

At the close of the previous week weather was of ordinary monsoon character over 
Bengal, and fairly heavy rain was falling. On the 8th, or the first day of the present week, 
pressure was rising at the northern stations and falling over the southorn half of the 
province, the fall increasing in amount towards the south-eastern districts, and being largest 
over the Bay. • At the same time wind directions at a few of the south-eastern stations 
began to show indraught towards the sea area. It was hence evident that a barometric 
depression was forming in the east of the Bay, Oteer Bengal rain had fallen rather 
abundantly from the 7th to the 8th, the rain all being particularly heavy in the west of 
the province. On the 9th the depression over the Bay was developing slowly, and pressure 
had fallen in all districts, but owing to the indraught towards the depression, the monsoon 
winds were being drawn away from Bengal, and on the 9th the rainfall reported was light and 
local. On the 10th a further slow development of the depression in the Bay to< k place, and 
the small storm was probably nearly in the centre of the Bay aud to the south-west of Akyab. 
Winds showed a strong indraught towards the small storm, and therefore again little rain 
was reported in Bengal on this day. It is probable also that on the 10th the small storm 
was beginning to move in a wostcily direction, for on the mornirig of the 11th the centre had 
become much nearer to the South Orissa Coast, and was probably to the south-east of False 
Point. Hence on the 11th pressure was falling slowly to moderately in Orissa and in the 
south-western districts, while it had risen briskly ov<*r the remainder of the province. The 
centre of the small storm crossed the Orissa coast a little to the south of liaise Point shortly 
before 2 a.m. of the 12th, and at 8 a.m. of that day was some little distance to the south of 
Sambalpur. Th* storm was therefore moving rapidly in a westerly or west-north-westerly 
direction. It was not, however, a storm of much intensity, nor was t lie pressure at its oentre 
very low, but it was accompanied by a most perfect cyclonic circulation of winds which 
particularly to the south of the storm, were decidedly strong. The storm having thus passed, 
inland, conditions became rather more favourable for rainfall in Bengal, and on the morning 
of the 12th the majority of stations reporto 1 rain. The storm, however, oontinued to advance 
in an almost westerly direction at an extremely rapid rate, the average speed being about 25 
miles an hour for the 24 hours from 8 a.m. of the Pith to 8 a.m. of the 13th, and on the 
latter date it was in Central Inuia. By the indraught towards the retroating storm, the 
mousoon current was to a great exrent deflected from Bengal, and hence much less rain 
was received than is usually the case after the passage of a storm through Orissa. On the 
13th, also, in the rear of the storm, pressure had risen very rapidly over the whole of the west 
of the province, the increase equalling nearly a quarter of an inch in Orissa. On the other 
hand pressure had begun to fall moderately to rapidly in Burma, and there was a slight 
tendency for winds to set up a circulation along the Burma coasr, and conditions were there* 
fore again favourable for the commencement of another barometric depression over the 
east of the Bay. On the 14th, or the la*t day of the week, pressure continued to fall 
rapidly at the eastern stations and in the oast of the Bay, while a smaller fall was reported 
over the remainder of the proviuo^, though pressure was still in considerable excess generally. 
Winds at the eastern stations, however, showed very distinct indraught towards the Bay, 
indicating the continued existence and probable slight intensification of the depression over 
that area. With the formation of this second small storm, and by tho indraught towards 
it, again the monsoon current blowing over Bengal h^gan to fall off in farce, and hence for 
the last two days of the week conditions were not very favourable for rainfall. It will be seen 
therefore for a considerable part of the week the monsoon current has been more or less 
deflected from Bengal, aud hence the rainfall for the period ha?s been decidedly smaller than 
usual. 

Pressure . — The mean pressure for the week has been unusually high, and has been in 
excess by about a tenth of an inch. Iudeed at several of the stations in Bihfft*, etc., the 
excess has averaged O il". Owing to the passage of the small storm through Orissa, the 
excess over this area has been comparatively small, and at Cuttack it has only equalled O‘03". 
Iu Assam the average pressure has been 0 074" above the normal. 

Temperature . — The general mean temperature of Bengal for the week has been below 
the normal by half a degree, but the defoct has been mainly confined to South-West Bengal 
and Ghota Nagpur. Indeed in North and East Bengal slight excess temperatures have been 
registered, lu Assam the average mean temperature has been nearly normal. 

Rainfall . — The general falls in Orissa and Chota Nagpur have equalled about threo 
inches, and those in Bihar, East Bengal and South-West Bengal about two inches. The 
smallest falls have occurred in North Bengal, where they have averaged less than an inch and 
a half. The falls in Orissa and Chota Nagpur have been slightly in excess and in Bihar 
slightly in defect. On the other hand tho defoct has been large in South-West Bengal and 
very large in East and North Bengal. Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall, the 
actual falls duriug the week have equalled the following amounts : — South-West Bengal 77 
per cent., North Bengal 49 per cent., East Bengal 6G per cent., Bihar 90 per cent., Orissa 
187 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 102 per cent. 
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Taking each Division to have an equal value in the calculation, the rainfall of heugal 
for the week has equalled only 87 per cent, of the normal. 

In A*-sam the rainfall has also been vory small during the week. Silchar has received 
0*78 inch, SibsagarO*/0 inch and Dhubri 0*54 inch.

51. Tho Master shall afford such information in regard to the occurrence of tho disease 
as the Health Officer may require, and shall carry out such responsible instructions regarding 
tho cleaning and disinfection of the vessel, and the disposal of polluted clothing, bedding, &o., 
as that O Hirer may consider it necessary to givo. 

55. Jf, by reason of tho prevalence of any dangerously communicable disease on board 
any ship, the Health Officor and one other Medical Officer in tho service of tho Oovernmont at 
Calcutta jointly consider it absolutely necessary for the snfoty of tho crows of other vessels 
that such vessel should he segregated, tho Health Officer shall furnish the Al aster with a 
certificate to that effect. Tho Master shall on rocoipt of such certificate, forthwith givo notice 
accordingly to tho Harbour Master, and tho vessel shall bo removed to Motoabrooj, or such 
other place as the Commissioners may direct.

Rules for licensing and regulating cargo boats and flats. 

67. No cargo boat cr flat of any description shall ply for hire within the Port unless 
lioensed and registered by tho Commissioners. No licensed and registered cargo boat or flat 
shall he allowed to ply within the Port except under tho direction of u muujeo, licensed and 
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registered by the Commissioners. The registration of cargo boats or flats which do not plv for 
hire is optional. 

58. Each application for the licensing and registration of cargo boats or flats shall bo 
made in writing to the Commissioners, and shall contain particulars of the Owner’s name 
and rosideneo, and the tonnage of the boat ; and in the event of the Owner not residing in 
Calcutta, the name and address of the Agent duly authorized to act for him. 

59. Every license granted under these Rules shall continue in force for one year from tho 
date on which such lieenso was issued, unless it shall have been revoked under the provisions 
of theso Rules. The lieenso is not transferable, and if tho ownership of the boat or flat is 
changed, notice of the trausfer must be givon to the Commissioners before it again plies in 
the Port. 

60. No license shall bo granted to any cargo boat or flat until such boat or flat has been 
surveyed by tho 13oat Surveyor of the Commissioners, and he shall have granted a certificate 
staling— 

(a) that tho boat or flat is in good order and suited for tho conveyance of cargo 

within tho Port ; 

(b) the tonnage of such boat or flat, that is the quantity of cargo she is authorized to 

carry as ascertained by the following Rules ; and 

(c) the number of crew required for the safe navigation of such boat or flat according 

to tho annexed scalo : — 

(d) tho lights to bo oxhibiied between dark and daybreak. 

Rules for ascertaining tonnage of boats . 

Length . — Measure the length from tho inside stem to inside stern post. 

Breadth . — Measure tho breadth from side to side inside ceiling plank, undor the deck 
beams amidships. 

Depth. — Measure the depth from underside of deck beam amidships to uppersido or floor 
ceiling plank. 

Then multiply tho length, breadth, and depth together, and tho product — ■ 

by *009 for flush* decked, squaro-built, and open cargo boats ; 

by *007 for bazar boats ; 

by *0064 for open country boats such as pansways, bhurs, dingheos, and bhowleahs ; 

by *0086 for open country boats known as hollahs ; 

by *0063 for open country boats known as chotes. 

Tho result will be tho tonnage of tho boat or flat. 

The foregoing formula shall bo used in measuring boats of class 1 up to a burden of 
50 tons, but the measurement of boats or flats of that class exceeding 50 tons shall bo made under 
the Rules of tho Merchant Shipping Act, provided that tho Boat Surveyor of tho Commissioners 
shall bo authorized to moasuro boats of class I of any size under tho Rules of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, when tho Owners show that the measurements mado according to tho above 
formula are inaccurato or oppressive. 

Ilaving ascertained the tonnage of a boat, that is, tho quantity of cargo she is authorised 
to carry in accordance with the foregoing Rules, the Boat Surveyor of the Commissioners shall, 
by a conspicuous mark on the boat’s side, indicate for over y boat exceeding 10 tons the depth to 
which she will be immersed when carrying tho quantity of cargo for which she is licensed.

61. The number of overy licensed boat or flat shall be branded by tho Boat Surveyor 
of tho Commissioners on tho boat or flat and shall also be painted in red figures not 
less than six inches long on both sidos of the boat or flat. 

62. The Owner or his Agent, or tho manjee in ehargo of any licensed boat or flat shall 
not permit any quantity of cargo, more than that for which such boat or flat has been licensed, 
to be carried in such boat or flat at one time, and shall not permit such boat or flat to ply 
unless provided with the number of crew stated iu tho license. Tho boat or flat must be kept 
thoroughly clean, and shall always bear the numbers brandod and painted on it under tho 

f irovisions of the provious Rule and bo provided with a pump, lights, ground tackle, and 
ittings in working order as specified in tho license. 
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63. The license granted for any cargo boat or flat may bo revokod whenever such boat 
or flat is, in the opinion of the Commissioners, unfitted for the oonveyanoe of cargo, 
or when any breach of the conditions of the license or the Port Rules has been committed by 
the Owner or his Agent, or the manjee in -charge of the boat or flat. 

64. No cargo boat or flat shall lie at the Inland Vessels Wharves, unless when receiving 
or discharging cargo, and all cargo boats or flats shall cast off from the mooring posts anu 
move from one placo to another when required by an Officer duly authorised by the 
Commissioners. 

65. No cargo boat or flat shall obstruct the free navigation of the Port, or tho approaches 
to wharves, jetties, or landing-stages, and no oargo boat or fiat shall be moored, or land,, or ship 
goods at any bathing ghat. 

66. Oargo l>oat9 or flats when under weigh within the Port shall bo under oars or sail or 
in tow of a steamer to enable them to keep clear of moving steannrs or ships. 

07. Cargo boats or flats moving up or down in Port when proceeding to or from vessels 
occupying fixed moorings shall keep as close as possible to the lino of fixed moorings. Other 
oargo boats or flats moving up or down shall keop to tho west of tho line of swinging moorings. 

68. Not more than threo cargo boats or flats shall make fast to one mooring buoy at the 
same time, and any cargo boat or flat which lias made fast to a mooring buoy shall cast off 
when required by an Oilicer duly authorized by tho Commissioners. 

09. Every cargo boat or flat shall be provided with an iron caboose or fireplace, to bo 
kept on deck or in such other part of the boat or flat as the Beat Survoyer of the Commis- 
sioners may direct, and no fire shall bo permitted in any other part of tho boat or flat. Evory 
cargo boat or flat shall carry a light in a lantern in th<) forepart of tho boat or flat, where it 
can bo distinctly seen when under weigh after dark. 

70. The Commissioners may, if they think fit, at any time order any licensed 
cargo boat or flat to be re-survoyed without any chargo to tho Owners, and thoy may also revoke 
at any time any license granted to any Owner or manjee, and it shall be competent to tho 
Commissioners to refuse any application for the issue of a liccnso. 

71. Whenever any accident shall occur to a licensed cargo boat or flat, tho manjee in 
chargo, or the Owner of the boat or flat shall at once proceed to tho nearest river police station 
and report the circumstances connected with the accident to the Oilicer in chaigo. 

72. The Owner or Agent or manjee of a licensed cargo boat shall not, without good 
reason, refuse to earry cargo in such boat. 

73. Evtry lieonsed cargo boat or flat whon plying shall havo its license on board, and it 
shall be produced whon required. 

74. Every registered manjee shall bo provided with a metal license ticket, upon which 
shall bo legibly painted the number of the manjeo's lioense, and every snob manjee when in 
cl large of a licensed cargo boat or flat shall woar his ticket exposed to view. No manjeo 
without sueli ticket shall bo in charge of any licensed cargo boat or Hat. 

75. Whenever tho number of any manjee’s license ticket shall becomo obliterated or 
defaced, so that the same shall not be distinctly legible, and also when any nmnjee’s license 
ticket shall have been lost or mislaid, tho man joe shall apply <o the Commissioners for 
a renewal thereof, and the Commissioners shall, upon tho payment of the foe mentioned in 
tho scale, of charges framed under section 106 of Act 111 of i890, deliver to the manjee a 
now liccnso ticket. 

76. On the expiration or other determination of tho liccnso, tho manjee shall deliver his 
metal ticket to the Boat Surveyor of the Commissioners. 

77. No manjeo shall lend or transfer his ticket to any other person, and no such ticket 
shall he used by any such person. 

78. No person in charge of any licensed cargo boat or flat plying within the limits of the 
port shall use, or wear, or havo any ticket resembling the ’ metal ticket granted under tho 
authority of the Rules. 

79. The manjeo of every licensed cargo boat plying for Jiiro within the Port shall, 
when waiting for hire at tho wharves, have a hiring note showing tho rate at which such boat 
can he hired by the day. 

80. Every Owner or Agent of a licensed cargo boot or flat shall, on the 1st August and 1st 
December in each year, submit a return to the Commissioners, showing tho number of 
licensed boats or flats belonging to him plying on tho last day of tho previous month. 

filths for licensing and regulating passenger boats and flats . 

81. No catamaran, flat, passenger or other boat shall ply for hire, whether regularly or 
only occasionally in, or \ artly within and partly without, tho limits of the Port, unless 
license d and registered by tho Commissioners . No such vessel shall bo allowed to ply as 
aforesaid except under tho direction of a porson licensed by the Commissioners. 

82. Every application for the licensing and the registration of a catamaran, flat, pas- 
senger or other boat shall ho made in writing to tho Commissioners, and contain parti- 
culars of tho Owner’s name and residonco, or in the event of the Owner not residing in 
Calcutta, the name and residonco of the Agent duly authorized to act for him, a description of 
the vessel, and the number of passengers which it is intended to carry. 

83. Every liccnso granted under theso Rules shall continue in foroe for one yoar from 
bo date on which such license was issued, unless it shall have been revoked under the pro- 
visions of these Rules. The lieonse is net transferable, and if the ownership of the boat is 
changed, notico of the transfer shall be given to the Commsssioners before the boat again 
plies in tho Port. 
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84. No license shall be granted to any oataraaran, flat, passenger or other boat, until 
suoh vessel shall have been surveyed by a Surveyor duly appointed for the purpose, and he 
shall have granted a certificate stating the following particulars : — 

(al That suoh vessel is in good order and suited for the accommodation of passengers, 
(i) The number of passengers which may be carried. 

(c) The number of crew required for the navigation of suoh vessel, and the number of 

such crew who should be required to remain on board at night or when the 
vessel is lying at anchor at other times is according to the following scales : 

(d) The lights to bo exhibited between dark and daybreak.

Rule for ascertaining the number of passengers catamarans, flats, passenger, and other boats are to 

carry. 

Divide the superficial area in square feet of the floor space available for the accommoda- 
tion of passengers by 6, and the result will bo the number of passengers the vessels may be 
licensed to carry. 

A passenger license entitles a vessel to cany cargo without a cargo liconso having been 
taken out. 

85. The number of evory licensed boat or fiat shall bo branded by the Boat Surveyor of 
the Commissioners on tlio boat or flat, and Shall also be painted in rod figures not less than 
six inches long on both sides of the boat or flat. 

80. The Owner or bis Agent, or the manjee in charge of any licensed boat or flat shall 
not permit any number of persons more than that for which such boat or flat has been licensed, 
to bo carried in such boat or flat at one time, and shall not pormit such boat or flat to ply 
unless provided with the number of crow stated in the license. The boat or flat must bo 
kept thoroughly cloan, and shall always bear the numbers branded and painted on it under tbo 
provisions of tbo previous Rulo, and be provided with a pump, lights, ground tackle, and 
fittings in working order as specified in the license. 

87. In the computation of tho nurnbor of porsons in addition to the crow carried in any 
vessol, two children below the age of 12 years shall bo counted as one person ; and every two 
maunds weight of luggage shall bo counted as equivalent to ono porson. 

88. Tho liconse granted for any catamaran, flat, passenger or other boat may be revoked 
by the Commissioners whenever such vessel is, in the opinion of the Commissioners, 
unfitted for the oonvoynneo of passengers, or when any broach of the conditions of the lioenso 
or the Port Rules has been committed by tho Owner, or his Agent, or the porson in charge. 

89. No catamaran, flat, passenger or other boat shall obstruct tho free navigation of tho 
Port or the approaches to wharves, jetties, landing-stages, or occupy the portions of tho bank 
set asido for bathing ghats. 

90. Tho Commissioners may, if they think fit, at any time order any catamaran, 
flat, passenger or other boat to be re-surveyed without any charge to tho Owners ; and they 
may also revoke at any time any license granted for any such vessel, or to tho person in 
charge thereof, and it shall bo competent to tho Commissioners to refuso any application for 
the issuo of a liconse. 

91. Whenever any accident shall oocur to a registered catamaran, flat, passenger or 
other boat, tho person in charge or tho Owner shall at onoe proceed to the nearest liver police 
station and report the circumstances connected with tho accident to the Officer in charge. 

92. When any property belonging to passengers or others is left in a catamaran, flat, 
passenger or other boat unclaimed, the property so left shall be at once sent by the person 
m charge to the Superintendent, Port Police, and a report of the circumstances connected 
with the property shall be entered in a book kept for that purpose by the police. 

• 93. No person in ohorge of a lioensed catamaran, flat, passenger or other boat plying 
for hire for passengers in the Port, shall, without good reason, refuse to carry a passenger 
in suoh vessel. 

94. Every lioensed catamaran, flat, paseengor or other boat whon plying shall havo its 
lioenss on board, whioh shall be produced when required by any passenger ^ the Port Polioe, or 
any other Offioer of- the Commissioners. 

95. Every person lioensed under Rule 81 shall be provided with a metal license tioket, 
upon whioh shall do legibly painted the number of his lioense ; and every such person when 
in charge of' a licensed' vessel shall wear his ticket exposed to view. No person without such 
tioket shall be in charge of any oataraaran, flat, passenger or othor boat. 
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96. Whenever the number of any lioense tioket shall beoome obliterated or defaoed so 
that the same shall not be distinctly legible, and also when any lioense tioket shall have been 
lost or mislaid, on application shall be made to the Commissioners for & renewal thereof, ana 
tho Commissioners shall, upon the payment of the fee mentioned _ in the soale of charges 
framed under section 106 of Aot 111 of 1890, supply a new lioense tioket. 

97. On the expiration or other determination of any lioense, the tiokot shall be returned 
to the Boat Surveyor of tho Commissioners. 

98. No manjee shall lend or transfer his ticket to any other person, and no suoh tioket 
shall be used by any such person. 

99. No person in charge of any registered catamaran, flat, passenger or other boat ply- 
ing for hire for passengor traffic within tho limits of the Port, shall use or wear, or have any 
ticket resembling the metal tiokot granted under the, authority of these Rulos.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


On the 26th July, 1888, the Government of India, in compliance with a despatch from 
the Secretary of State dated the 14th June, 1888, issued certain orders with a view of 
putting an end to the registration and compulsory examination of prostitutes in canton- 
ments. It has been discovered that these orders have not in all cases proved effectual 
for the purpose, and the Secretary of State in Council has directed that the Bill to which 
this Statement is annexed should be introduced in the Legislative Council for the purpose of 
prohibiting under penalties such examination for the future. The Bill is submitted accord- 
ingly in compliance with the directions of Her Majesty’s Government.

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Statement of Rainfall in Bang U for the week ending Saturday (8 a.m.), the 21s& of July 1894— eoncld. 
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SUMMARY OP THR METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 21st OF JULY 1894. 

At the close of the previous week a small storm was forming in the north of the Bay, 
and by the indraught towards it the monsoon current which had been flowing over Bengal 
began to fall off in force, and hence rainfall was becoming much lighter than it had becu. 
On the 15th, or the first day of the week under review, pressure had fallen over the whole 
province, the fall being largest in the north of the Bay and at the eastern stations. Winds 
also showed a very decided cyclonic circulation, which extended over the whole of the 
north of the Bay and the greater part of Bengal. The centre of this circulation was 

probably to the west of the centre of the Bay in the latitude of Puri. On the 16th 

pressure was falling rapidly in Orissa, particularly at False Point, which reported a 
fall exceeding a tcuth of an inch, while it was falling slowly in tho west of the province 
and rising at the eastern stations. The small storm had apparently advanced in a north- 
north-westerly direction, and was at 8 a.m. of the 16th some little distance to the south- 
east of False Point, while it was also probably intensifying to a considerable extent. 
On the 17th the storm had advanced again in a north-north-westerly direction, and was 
within the north-west angle of the Bay, the centre being a short distance only to the 
south-east of Balasore. The storm had increased rapidly in intensity, aud there had been a 
fall of pressure at Balasore of more than a fifth of an inch, while a decidedly rapid fall had 
occurred over the whole of the south-western districts of Bengal. A very strong evclonic 
circulation of winds accompanied the storm, aud it extended over the whole of Bengal and 
the northern half of the Bay. The centre of the small cyclonic storm then crossed the 
coast to the south of Balasore soon after noon of the 17th, and the exceedingly low pressure 
of 29-169 inches was recorded at that station at 1 f.m. This pressure is about a third of au 
inch below the normal of the day. Probably also, as the centre did not actually touch 

Balasore, at the actual centre of the storm a pressure of only about 29 inches existed. The 

pressure recorded at Balasore even is ati unusually low pressure for a cyclonic storm of the 
rains. The storm gave very strong winds and stormy and very squally weather over a large 
part of the Bay, and particularly in the north-west angle, aud from Balasore it is reported 
that during the early pirt of the storm the flag-staff with the storm signals hoisted on it was 
blown down, and hence the signals could no longer be hoisted there. 

Either immediately before crossing the coast, or as the storm advanced inland it began to 
change its line of advance, aud instead of moving in a north-north-westerly direction it advanc- 
ed almost due west. Hence at 8 a.m. on the 18th the centre of the storm was a little to the 
south-east of Sainbalpur in the Central Provinces, having thus advanced about 200 miles since 
the previous day in almost a due westerly direction. On the 19th the centre of the storm was 
to the south-east of Seoni, or about 2*10 miles to the west of its position on the 18th, while 
on the 20th the centre was near Paclimarhi, and on this day it had advanced in a west by north 
direction through about 120 miles. On the 21st, or the last day of the week under review, 
the centre of the storm was a little to the north-west of Indore, and had thus advanced 
about 200 miles in a west-north-westerly direction. Throughout its passage across the 
Peninsula it gave rather strong winds, and as it approached the western aide of the Peninsula 
it oroated a strong indraught of monsoon winds from the Arabian Sea towards it. It hence 
has caused very heavy weather in the western districts of India, and probably also in the 
Arabian Sea. 

The storm therefore has beon a very important one, as it gave heavy weather 
from about the 14th or 15th up till certainly the 21st, in both the Bay of Bengal and 
Arabian Sea and over the head of the Peninsula $s well. During the passage of the storm 
inland through the north of Orissa, iu addition to the stormy weather with very strong 
winds and the very low pressures which were recorded, some very heavy falls of rain were 
reported. Thus from 8 a.m. of the 16th to the 18th Chandbali received 12 3 inches of rain, 
and Bhadrak also in the Balasore district 7*7 inches. A heavy wave of mousoon winds 
advanced in the rear of the storm, but owing to the westerly dircotion taken by it, the monsoon 
current was mainly deflected towards the Central Provinces, and therefore away from Bengal. 
Hence the monsoon current affecting Bengal during the week has again beeu rather feeble, 
except in the south-western districts and Orissa, which wore more or less affected by the 
storm. The rainfall for the week has therefore been in very large defect in North and 
East Bengal and Bihar ; the defect has been much smaller in South-West Bengal and 
Chota Nagpur, while on the other hand the fall in Orissa has been nearly twice as large as usual. 

Pressure. — The distribution of pressure during the week has been to a great extent 
governed by the storm, and while the mean pressure recorded in Orissa and at tho neighbouring 
stations in Bengal shows a decided defect, over the remainder of tho province decided excess 
pressures have been registered. Hence Cuttack and False Point show defects of between 0 05 
and 0*06", while on the other hand excess pressures of 0 # 03" to 0 05" have becu recorded in 

Bihar and North Bengal. . _ „ . . 

Temperature. — Owing to the rather scanty rainfall, the mean average temperature in 
North and East Bengal and Bihar has been nearly a degree higher than tbo normal, while on 
the other hand very slight defects have been registered over the remainder of Bengal, ior

the whole Province, however, the variation has been only an excess of about a fifth of a degree 
In Assam the small excess of 0’3° has been recorded* 

Rainfall . — An average fall of nearly five inches has been registered in Orissa or 
nearly two inches in excess of the normal. In South-West Bengal, East Bengal and 
Chota Nagpur the falls have averaged between one and two inches only, or falls much smaller 
than usual, while in North Bengal and Bihar the amounts recorded have only averaged 
between half an inch and an inch. These amounts are about two inches in defect of the 
normal in North and East Bengal, about an inch and a half in defect in Bihar, and nearly an 
inch less than the normal in South-West Bengal and Ohota Nagpur. 

Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall the actual falls during the tveek have 
equalled the following amounts : — South-West Bengal GG per cent., North Bengal 24 per cent.. 
East Bengal 4G per cent., Bihar 32 per cent., Orissa 163 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 63 

S ir cent. Taking each division to have an equal value in the calculation, the rainfall of 
engal for the week has equalled only 66 per cent, of the normal fall. 

In Assam the rainfall has also been generally light during the week'; Cachar has received 
4*77 inches, Sibsagar 1*18 inches, and Dhubri only 0"49 inch.

The 31s£ July 1894. —Under section 8 of the Calcutta Burial Board’s Act V (B.C.) of 
1881, and in supersession of all previous rules prescribed under ti*e same section, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to approve of the following Rules of the Burial Board for 
the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, which take effect from the date of this Notification. 
His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council has accorded his consent to 
the revised scale of fees and charges, in connection with the cemeteries under the control of 
the Board, included in the Rules. The scale hitherto iu force is thereby superseded. 

REVISED RULES OF THE BURIAL BOARD FOR THE TOWN AND SUBURBS 

OF CALCUTTA. 

1. — Jurisdiction. 

1. Under section 5 of Act V (B.C.) of 1881, tho general management of, and control 
over, the following oemeteries have been vested in, and are exercised by, the Board : — 

The North, South, and Mission Cemeteries iu Park Street. 

The Lower Circular Road Cemetery. 

The Ekbalpur C emetery at Kidderpore. 

II. — Meet mgs of the Board. 

1. A meoting of the Board shall ordinarily he held on the first Monday in each month. 
Three members of the Board (exclusive of the Chairman) shall hs a quorum. 

2. The Chairman may summon a special meeting when he thinks fit, and shall do so 
when required by throe m tubers of the Board. 

3. in the absence of the Chairman at any meeting of the Board, the members present 
(being a quorum) shall choose one of their number to preside. 

4. All questions shall be decided by a majority of votes. The Chairman of the meeting 
shall have a second or casting vote. 

5. Minutes of the proceedings of all meetings of the Board shall be kept and shall be 
signed by the Chairman. 

G. Matters of emergency and matters not provided for by the Rules shall he referred by 
the Superintendent for the orders of the Chairman. All such references, with the orders 
passed thereon, shall be laid before the next monthly meeting for confirmation. 

III. — Graves and monuments. 

1. All applications for the erection of monuments aud alterations of the same shall he 
made in duplicate to the Chairman of the Board, and shall show the proposed design and 
inscription and cost of the same. 

Note. — In those rules the term monument includes head-stones, slabs, and all other 
memorials of the dead, aud grave enclosures. 

2. The size of graves is limited to 8' X 4', and the area of ground to be enclosed must 
not exceed 10' x 6' by external measurement. No monument must exceed 8' x 4' at the 
base. 

3. No monument (except a simple head-stone or cross not exceeding 34 feet in height) 
shall be placed over a grave not constructed of masonry, unless adequate masonry foundations 
arc laid. The foundations in this case shall be not less than 5 feet in depth. 

4. The use of masonry or of wood or other perishable material for monuments is not 
allowed. This does not apply to crosses which may be made of wood. 

5. The enclosure round a grave must be by a metal railing, or by chains, or bars of 
metal supported on iron or masonry pillars. Wooden or masonry enclosures arc not 
permitted. 

6. All non-masonry graves must be at least 5 feet in depth from the ordinary level of 
the ground. 

7. All masonry graves must he at least six feet in depth from the ordinary level of the 
ground, and no masonry grave constructed after the 1st January 1888 shall be used for a 
second interment therein unless there is room to place at least five feet of earth between the 
top of the coffin and the surface of the ground at its ordinary level. 

8. No burial shall be allowed in any masonry vault or family grave constructed before 

tho 1st January 1888, unless there is room to place at least three feet of earth between the 
top of the coffin aud the surface of the ground at its ordinary level. • 

9. Awll masonry graves shall be constructed in accordance with plans and specifications* 
and with materials approved by the Board, aud shall be arched in after the interment to the 
satisfaction of the Board. 
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10. The land used for a.non-masonry grave may be re-used after a period of 10 years. 

11. In the case of a non-masonry grave, no right is acquired to the exclusive use of the 
ground. But after the lapse of one year, and within a period of 10 years, a non-masonry 
grave may be converted into a masonry grave on a written application to the Board, aud on 
payment of the difference between the fee paid for tne original grave and the fee leviable 
under the roles for a masonry grave. 

12. The Commissioner of Police shall have power to order the exhumation of corpses 
whenever such exhumation is deemed necessary by him for police purposes, informing the 
Burial Board when the disinterment is in any cemetery under their control. 

13. In all other cases the sanctiou shall be given by the Burial Board, who, before 
giving such sanction, shall obtain the concurrent permission of the Archdeacon of Calcutta 
in cases arising within a Church of England cemetery or portion of a cemetery, and of 
the Archbishop of Calcutta in cases arising within a Roman Catholic oemetery, or portion 
of a cemetery. In regard to the Nonconformist portion of a cemetery, the Chairman 
of the Burial Board shall obtain, if possible, the sanction of the head of the denomination 
concerned. 

In urgent cases the Superintendent may give leave for exhumation within 12 hours of 
the burial, notifying the fact at once to the Chairmau. 

14. The Board alone, save as they may otherwise appoint, will construct or dig graves 
within the cemeteries under their care. 

15. No person shall construct or dig, or cause to be constructed or dug, a grave in any 
burial-ground at a less distance than two feet from any other grave, nor in any other line 
than that marked out by the Superintendent. 

16. If any monument or masonry grave falls into a ruinous condition, the Board may 
call upon the friends of the deceased to repair it, and if they neglect to do so, or if they 
cannot be traoed, the Board may deal with such monument or grave at their discretion. % 

Provided that, if any monument or masonry grave falls into a ruinous condition within 
five years of its construction, such condition being due to defective foundations or to the 
defective materials of which sueh monument or grave is constructed, the Board may call 
upon the undertaker who was employed on the construction to repair it. 

17. The Board will undertake to keep in repair any mouument, for the repair of which 
the friends of the deceased may deposit with the Board such sum as the Board shall consider 
to be sufficient. 

18. A correct plan of each cemetery under the care of the Board shall be kept at the 
Board’s Office.

IV. — Fees and charges. 

1. The following fees shall be payable to the Board in respect of any burial in a non- 
masonry grave in any cemetery under the care of the Board 


For a funeral in which the coffin is carried on men’s 
shouldors 

Where a hearse is employed and there are no mourn- 
ing coaches ... 

Where a hearse aud coach, or coaches are employed 

The charge for a pauper funeral is ... 

The poverty of the deceased must be certified to by a 
minister of religion, medical practitioner, Magis- 
trate, or other public officer, in cases not coming 
through the police.

3. Monuments and additions to monuments will be charged for at 20 per cent, of their 
cost under rule V (4), subject to a minimum ol Rs. 25 for each monument (which minimum, 
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however, does not apply to mere additions). But the minimum fee for a head-stone is 
Rs. 15. 

4. A copy of the registration of burial under the signature of the Chairman shall be 
given on payment of Re. 1 as searching fee, and Re. 1 as copying fee, plus As. 8 for 
the stamp. 

5. Any person may acquire and appropriate for a grave for himself and his family a 
space of land not exceeding 10' X 6' by external measurement on payment of a fee of Rs. 60. 
Mo fee shall be charged on the placing of a border not exceeding 6 inches in height delimiting 
a grave space by the person acquiring the same. 

6. A certificate securing a right of interment shall, if required, be granted by the Board 
to the purchaser of a grave space or a masonry grave. 

7. All fees and charges not paid to the credit of the Board's account in the Bank of 
Bengal shall be payable to the Superintendent. 

8. The person or firm applying for permission for a burial or for the erection of any 
monument or addition to a monument shall he responsible for the payment of all fees con- 
nected therewith in advance. 

* V ’. — Undertakers . 

1. Every application for permission for a burial shall be made on a form supplied by 
the Board. On such form shall be furnished the particulars respecting the deceased required 
for record in the Burial Register with such other details as the Board may require. Such 
application &hall be signed by some person competent to answer for the accuracy of the 

information. 

2. In cases of burial in the cemeteries under the Board, a certificate of the cause of 
death shall be obtained by the undertaker or other person conducting the funeral, who will 
sign and (ioliver the said certificate to the Superintendent lor the person officiating at the 
funeral as an authority for the burial. 

In the event of no certificate of the cause of death being furnished, the Superintendent 
shall give notice to the nearest police-station. 

3. Only such undertakers shall be allowed to carry on anj r work in the cemeteries under 
the Board's charge as are licensed by the Board and engaged to conform to the B* ard's Rules. 
Undertakers' licenses shall run from the 1st of April in one year to the 81st of March in the 
year following. On the renewal of an undertaker's license, a fee of Rs. 10 must be paid to 
the Board. Licenses are renewable only at a meeting of the Board. Private individuals 
may have their graves or monuments repaired by their own men on application to the 
Superintendent. 

4. It shall be the duty of each licensed undertaker at the time of applying for 
permission to erect a monument in any of the cemeteries to lodge in the Board's office a 
conect copy of the estimate of the cost of the monument accepted by the person ordering the 
monument. 

5. Licensed undertakers shall attend personally at all funerals conducted by them, 
except in cases where they are represented by agents who have previously been authorized by 
the Board to act as such agents. 

6. A list of all such persons shall be kept at the Board’s Office, signed by the Chairman. 
Any undertaker or employe of an undertaker violating the terms of the Board's Rules, or 
misconducting himself in the performance of his duties, either within the cemetery or in his 
dealings with any person by whom he may be so employed, shall be held liable to have his 
licence suspended, revoked or cancelled, or to forfeiture of any sum fixed by the Board not 
exceeding Rs. 25 in any one particular case. Undertakers are liable to have their materials 
and their work inspected by the Public Works Department, and condemned if inferior. 

In such a case fresh materials will have to be used and the work re-executed. 

7. The Superintendent is authorised to delay any work in whicti he considers inferior 
materials are being used, pending a reference to the Board. 

8. Except for the purpose of fitting up, no stone is to be cut or chipped withiu the 
cemeteries. All rubbish to be cleared away immediately the work is completed. 

9. A period of four months is allowed for the completion of work connected with the 
ereetion of any mouument. 

10. Morning notices for evening funerals shall be sent in before noon; and evening 
notices for a funeral the following morning, not later than 9 p.m. 

VI , — Officers of the Board and their duties . 

1. The members of the Burial Board shall bo monthly visitors of the cemeteries in 
rotation, and shall record in a book any remarks on the state of the same. 'lhe Superintend- 
ent shall send a notice on the first day of each month to the member whose turn it is to 
visit, reminding him of the fact, and on the last day of each month the Remark book for 
auy entries. The visiting member's remarks shall be read at the monthly meetings of the 
Board. 

2. The Superintendent has the general charge of the cemeteries, anu he is directly 
responsible for the due observauce of the Rules and for the maintenance of the cemeteries 
in a proper condition. 

3. Officers drawing salaries of Rs. 20 and upwards per mensem shall be appointed by 
the Board at a meeting ; officers drawing salaries below Rs. 20 may be appointed by the 
Chairman. Any officer may be suspended or removed 0y the authority by which he was 
appointed. 
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4. The Superintendent may suspend or fine any of his subordinates for breach or neg- 
lect of duty, reporting his action for the approval of the Chairman. Any officer of the Board 
who shall aoccpt any fee, perquisite or gratuity other than authorised salary for the perform- 
ance of any duty under the Board shall be liable to immediate dismissal, 

5. The office of the Superintendent shall be at the Circular R.iad Cemetery, and his 
office hours 6 to 10 a.m. and 4 to 6-30 p.m., except on Sundays and public holidays. When 
absent on urgent business during these hours, he shall leave a notice with the Durwan as to 
where he has gone and when he will probably return. From -10 a.m. to 4 p.m. the assistant 
overseer will be present to attend to all work. 

6. All books and registers shall be kept at the office; they may be inspected by any 
member of the Board. 

7. The Superintendent shall keep the plans of the cemeteries, and shall mark on each 
at the time of intermeut, the grave so occupied, entering the particulars of names, &c., in a 
corresponding register. 

8 No monuments, materials for graves, &c., will be allowed to enter the cemetery 
without the sane* ion of the Superintendent. He should report the arrival of any materials 
which may seem to him defective to the Executive Engineer, who will inspect them. 

9. No work except the conduct of funerals will ordinarily be allowed on Sundays. 

10. All gates, except the main gate, shall bo kept locked, and shall be opened only for 
funerals and on special occasions. 

Jl. The main gate shall be shut at sunset. 

12. The Durwau shall be held responsible for auy irregularity or damage committed at 
night. 

13. Mallies are not permitted to sell or give away any of the fruits or flowers. „ Any 
complaint agaiu*t the neglect of or damage to graves or monuments shall be enquired into by 
the Superintendent and attended to. He shall keep a register of such complaints, and bring 
them to the notice of the Board. 

14. The Durwau is authorised to keep all idlerB out of the cemetery. 

15. No hearse, coach Or other vehicle, except carts employed on work, or horse or other 
quadruped, shall be allowed within the cemeteries. No noise or other disturbance, and no 
riotous or improper conduct, will be permitted within the cemeteries. 

VII — Accounts . 

1. The Board shall submit to the Government annually, in the month of March, a 
budget statement of the estimated receipts and expenditure for the ensuing financial year. 

2. The Board shall also submit to Government annually, before the end of tbe month of 
June, an account of the receipts und expenditure of the last financial year. 

3. Tde Superintendent shall submit at the monthly meeting of the Board a statement 
of the receipts and expenditure of the preceding month. He shall use vouchers with countar- 
foils in granting receipts for money received and keep a register in the form prescribed at 
the cemetery. 

# 4. The Superintendent shall open an account of all moneys paid to him by private 
individuals for the employment of extra mallies or for providing flowers, shrubs, &c., either 
for the graveyard generally or for the graves of deceased frituds. 

A sepai ate account shall also be kept of expenditure incurred on repairs of monuments 
under Chapter III, rule 17. 

5. The Standing Auditor shall supervise all the Board's accounts. 

VIII . — Miscellaneous. 

1. A Notice Board shall be put up at the main gate of each cemetery, on which shall 
be given such information as to names of officers, office hours, fees, &c., likely to be wanted 
by the public. 

2. It shall be competent to the Board to make special arrangements for the honorary 
supervision of any of the cemeteries under their charge, and the Superintendent will be for 
the time being relieved of his duties in these, so far as the general care of them is concerned. 
In the case of funerals, however, or of any infringement of the Board's rules beiug brought 
to his notice, the Superintendent will act as iu the case of the other cemeteries. 

3. All persons committing suicide who are Roman Catholics by denomination, shall iu 
future be buried in the unconsecrated portion of the cemetery allotted to that deuomiuatu>n : 
unless the funeral is attended by a priest, or unless a priest gives a written certificate that 
the interment may be made in the consecrated ground.

the date of arrival in harbour. The Health Officer shall also direct tho Commander to 
prohibit, during the period for which tho vessel remains at the quarantine auchorago as 
aforesaid, all communication, except such as is hereinafter provided for between such vessel 
and the shore, or other vessels and b<»ats in tho li arbour.

X. If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage aforesaid, any case or 
oases of plague should occur on board, the said vessel shall remain in quarantine for a period 
of fifteen days from the date of the last case occurrring, and be subject to all the prohibitions 
provided for in Pule IX. 

XI. 'When any vessel has been placed ill quarantine as aforesaid, tho Health Officer 
may direct tho removal of so many of the passengois and crew as may not bo suffering from 
illness, and whoso services may not bo required on board tho vessel, to such particular spots 
as may from time to time be selected by tho Port Officer as places of quarantine, there to 
remain for a period of eight days if under Pule VII 1, or if the vessel has been placed in 
quarantine for fifteen days, for a period of fifteen days. If a case of plague occurs among 
such passengers and crew during any such period, they shall remain in a place of quarantine 
for a period of fifteen days from tho date of the occurrence of the last case of such illness.

The detailed Report on the administration of tho Charitable Dispensaries 
in Bengal, which is propai’ed by tho Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals onee in 
three years, was submitted last year, and he has therefore on this occasion merely 
forwarded with brief notes tho usual annual returns showing tho working of those 
institutions during 1893. An important question connected with the medical 
administration of the Province engogod tho attention of Government during the 
year, viz., the propriety and tho possibility of improving the pay and prospects 
of the Civil Hospital Assistant class, so as to attract better men into tho service, 
and thus enable Government to insist on higher qualifications in candidates for 
employment as Civil Hospital Assistants. The wholo question was referred 
to the consideration of a Committee, who wore appointed in the month of 
December: their report had not been received when tho year closed. Earlier in

the year, however, as a first step towards tho improvement of thoir position, 
the Lieu tenant- Governor, on the recommendation of the Inspector- General of 
Civil Hospital*, allowed supernumerary Civil Hospital Assistants when un- 
employed to draw tlicir full grade pay of Its. 20 or Jis. 25 instead of a reduced 
salury of Us. 10, as was formerly the case. 

2. Number of dispensaries . — The number of dispensaries open at the close 
of tho year 1893, from which statistics were received for incorporation in the 
Provincial Returns, was 339, against 299 in tho previous year. Of this increase 
of 40 in the number of dispensaries, 21 were now institutions opened during the 
year, the remainder being dispensaries of older standing, such as those maintain- 
ed by the Irrigation Department and the Court of Wards, and also the Dufferin 
Hospitals for women, the statistics of which have now for the first time been 
included in tho annual returns. 

3. Two Local Fund dispensaries were sanctioned at Samnstipur and 
Shevghati, but not opened. Orders also were passed for bringing three more 
private dispensaries on the Government list, but two of these were not oponed 
during tho year, and no returns were received from the third. Besides these, 
there are 13 dispensaries already in existence, maintained or aided by the Court 
of Wards and tho Lady Dufferin Fund, the statistics of which have not been 
included in tho present returns, though they will be included in future. The 
Lieutenant-Governor commonds tho action of Dr. Harvey in arranging for the 
inclusion of these institutions, without which the returns aid not show the true 
measure of charitable medical relief afforded in Bengal. Since tho close of the 
year instructions have been issued to the Board of Revenue to require tho 
managers of all dispensaries in Wards’ estates to bring them under Government 
supervision and to make thorn conform to tho rules of the Dispensary Manual. 
Similarly, it was decided, in communication with tho Committee of the Countess 
of Dufferin Fund, that all their dispensaries aud hospitals in these Provinces 
should bo brought under tho same supervision. 

4. Number of patients treated . — Tho total number of patients treated during 
the year was 1 ,920,528, against 1,613,771 of tho previous year, showing an 
increase of 312,757. Excluding the number of patients (62,129) treated in those 
hospitals which have now for tho first time been included in the Provincial 
Returns, the real increase was 250,628, against an increase of 117,717 in 1892 
over the figures for 1891 The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice this steady 
advance in tho figures of attendance, sinco it affords the best testimony to 
the good management and popularity of the charitable disponsaries in the 
mufassal. Tho daily averago attendance of patients rose from 12,320 in 1892 
to 15,426 in 1893. In 14 dispensaries tho increase in tho number of patients 
was over 3,000 in cadi case, the most marked among them being Laheria Serai 
(Darbhanga) and Gopalganj (Faridpur), where the increaso respectively was 14,506 
and 7,149 ; on the other hand, there was a docroaso of 2,009 and upwards in six 
cast's, tho lai’gest being in Madhubani, whero tho number fell off by 7,849. 
The increase is generally attributed either to the growing popularity of the 
institution, or to tho greater unhealthiuoss of tho year, or to both causes; but 
those explanations are not always either convincing or consistent. For instance, 
an increase of nearly 7,000 in the Darbhanga Dispensary has been ascribed 
to the “ excessive prevalence of malarial fevers,” whilst the falling off of 7,849 
at Madhubani in the same district is said to be duo to tho “ healthiness of the 
year.” Tho falling off of 2,102 patients at Chanchal in the Malda district is 
reported to have boon occasioned by the temporary “absence of tho permanent 
incumbent (medical subordinate in charge) on privilege leave,” a reason which, 
in tho opinion of tho Lieutenant-Governor, is most insufficient. 

5. In-door patients — One hundred and sixty-three dispensaries received both 
in-door and out-door patients, as against 148 in the previous year, the total 
number of in-patients treated being 40,589, against 37,845 in 1892, thus showing 
an increase of 2,744 persons. Tho total number of beds available rose from 
2,357 in 1892 to 2,511, but the daily average of attendance was 1,693 only, 
which shows that full advantago is not yot taken of the accommodation 
provided for in-patients at hospitals. The attention of tho managing bodies 
of these charitable institutions is again drawn to tho remarks in the Resolution 
of last year pointing out the advisability of providing suitable accommodation 
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(1) for the relatives of patients near the dispensaries, and (2) for moribund 
cases and paupor patients. It is gratifying to notice that with a larger 
number of in-patients treated (luring tho year, viz. 40,580, against 37,845 of the 
previous yoar, tho number of deaths in hospitals foil off from 5,107 to 5,059, 
tho death-rate of inmates being thus reduced from 13*49 to 12*46 per cent. The 
percentago of mortality was as usual largest in tho hospitals along the pilgrim 
route to Puri, tho proportion rising in one case as high as 49 per cent, of the 
patients treated. Evidently a largo proportion of the sufferers were in a moribund 
condition when received into tho hospital. 

6. Out-door patients . — The table in tho margin shows that, with tlio excep- 
tion of a single year (1885', the number of out-door 
patients lias gone on increasing every year during tho 
last decade, the number having almost doubled during 
that period. It is satisfactory to notice that twenty- 
two dispensaries had an average daily attendance of 
100 and upwards in 1«93 as against sixteen which 
reached this standard in tho previous year. The 
largest average daily attendance (207) was at the 
Municipal dispensary at Chapra. 

7. Diseases treated.— -ha usual, u malarial 
fevers” contributed the largest number of eases 
treated at the dispensaries, forming no less than 21*1 
per cent, of the total number of cases treated both 
in-door and out-door, against a percentage of 19*2

in the previous year. The number of fever cases rose from 320,113 in 1892 
to 408.043 during 1893, and oven allowing for the figures returned from the 
new dispensaries, it is clear that there was a very huge ineroaso in the number 
of fever patients, and that in the year 1893 fever was very common. Cases 
of bowel-complaints (dysentery and diarrhcea) roso from 71,781 to 87,243. 
The Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals attributes tho unusual prevalence of 
theso diseases to the prolonged and heavy rains of the year, and though tho 
Sanitary Commissioner’s vital statistics show that tho fever mortality was not 
high, tho ratio being only 20*78 per thousand as against 22*84 in 1892, it is 
dear that a larger proportion of fever patients came to the dispensaries for 
relief. Tho number of cases of cholera and small-pox fell off from 9,795 and 
191 in 1892 to 8,077 and 91 respectively ; and although it is well known that 
such cases aro only in rare instances brought to a hospital, it may bo inferred 
from a comparison of tho figures for the two years that theso diseases were 
on tho wholo less prevalent duiing the year 1893 than during 1892. The 
statistics in tho Sanitary Commissioner's Report fully corroborate this inference. 
The number of lepers who attended at the hospitals was 3,280, against 2,709 
in 1892 the largest number being treated at the Darblmnga and Lahcria Serai 
dispensaries, viz., 209 anti 138 respectively. 

8. Surgical operations . — The Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction 
that the total number of surgical operations, both major and minor, increased from 
80,915 in 1892 to 92,476 during the yoar under review, for it is on tho success 
’ of these operations that the fame and popularity of

Tho number of operations for cataract (extraction of the lens) fell off from 

2,333 in 1892 to 2,221 during 1893. The oflicers 
named in tho margin were responsible for the* 
largest number of these operations, whilst ten 
other oflicers carried out fifty operations and 
upwards. The number of lithotomies performed 
during the year as comparod with the previous 
year foil from 1 9 1 to 143. S urgeon- Major Whitwell 
(Gaya) operated in tho largest number of eases, 
viz. 21. Eight ovariotomies wore performed, and 
in fivo cases death occurred: this rosult is explained by the fact that* only tho 
very worst cases submit to operation. The Inspoctor-General of Civil 
Hospitals is requested in futuro, when mentioning tho names of oflicers who 
are conspicuous for activity in surgery, to state the names of tho hospitals 
to which they were attached. 

9. Sex of patient s . — Tho total number of females treated during the year, 
both as in-door and out-door patients, was 299,187, against 249,410, showing 
an increase of 49,777, or 19 per cent. Although this represents but an in- 
finitesimal fraction of the female population of theso provinces, tho advance is 
satisfactory, and it is expected that, with tho gradual increase in suitable 
accommodation provided by the construction of lJuffcrin Hospitals through- 
out the province, the number of female applicants for 4 medical help will 
increase, though the progress is necessarily slow. Tho average daily attendance 
of femalo in-patients was no more than 340, although 718 beds were available 
for them. 


10. Income ami expenditure . — The total income of the dispensaries during 
1893, inclusive of the opening balance of l»s. 25,289, was Its. 0,14,737, against 
Rs. 5,48,099 of tho previous year, which included a larger opening balance of 
Rs. 35,327. Tho net increase in tho income was Rs. 70,070, due to a large extent 
to the inclusion of the statistics of a number of dispensaries for tlio first time this 
year. The increase was contributed largely by Government (Rs. 13,45 7), by 
Local as distinguished from Municipal Funds (Rs. 2o,lG2), and by subscrip- 
tions from natives of India (Rs. 35,232). Tho latter appear chiefly under insti- 
tutions which had not been included in tho returns in previous years. 

1 1. The total expenditure of the year was Rs. 5,80,300 against Rs. 5,23,544, 
showing an increase of Rs. 02,821. This increase was due mainly to tho newly- 
included dispensaries, but there was also some additional expenditure on salaries 

of medical oflicers and subordinate establishment, bazar and European medi- 
cines, diet, and miscellaneous charges. Whilst reviewing this subject, it may 
bo noticed that future returns are expected to show a perceptible saving 
of expenditure on European medicines under tho scheme lately sanctioned 
by the Lieutenant-Governor, winch contemplates tho supply from England 
at wholesale prices of such drugs, instruments, and medical necessaries as 
cannot lie better obtained in India, and the supply of tinctures and other 
alcoholic preparations from a leading Calcutta house at a greatly reduced cost. 
Government have with this object made tho important concession of allowing 
the firm to obtain dnty-froo the amount of country spirit required for those 
preparations. Although the expenditure on diet on the whole shows an increase, 
as noticed above, the annual cost of maintenance of each patient was Rs. 39-7-2 
in 1893 as against Rs. 40-6-5 of the previous year. The Lioutennnt-G ovornor 
would ox poet to see the cost of diet of in-patients at dispensaries increase 
rather than decrease, as was the case in 1893. Towards tho total expenditure of 
Rs. 5,03,737 (excluding the amount invested during the year), Government con- 
tributed in cash Hs 41,434 or 7'35 percent. Hut besides this, in tho majority 
of instances Government supplied the medical officers, who aro tho mainstay and 
support of tho dispensaries all over tho province. No part of the salaries of Civil 
Surgeons is debited to the dispensaries situutod at. district head -quarters, which 
are daily visifo.l by them; and at subdivisional lioad -quarters Government pays 
the salary of tlio Assistant Surgeon or Civil Hospital Assistant for doing his regular 
work, whilst the local dispensary has only to pay Rs. 20 or Rs 10 a month, 
respectively, for the services of these highly-trained medical subordinates ; thus 
the ostensible contribution of 7*35 per cent, of tho expenditure represents only 
a small portion of the pecuniary assistance actually rendered by Government. 
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12. Inspections . — One hundred and fifty-four dispensaries were inspected 
by Civil Surgeons four timos (the minimum fixed by the Dispensary Manual) or 
upwards during the year, as against 119 in the previous year. Although the 
figures show improvement, the results are still far from satisfactory, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor thoroughly supports the serious injunction of the Inspec- 
tor-General of Civil Hospitals to all medical officers that inspection is one of 
the most important of their duties, and His Honour expects them to discharge 
it as fully as possible. Sir Charles Elliott is glad to find that Dr. Harvey 
personally inspected 28 dispensaries at district head-quarters, 6 at subdivisions, 
and 14 outlying dispensaries between tho date of his taking over charge of the 
Medical Department on the 8th November 1893 and the middle of May 1894. 
For this energy and industry, as well as for tho ability with which ho has 
administered tho Department since he took charge, the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
thanks are due to him. His Honour also desires to acknowledge his obligations 
to Surgeon-Colonel J. G. Pilcher and Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel J. II. Nowman, 
both of whom officiated as Inspector-General at different times during the 
year 1893.

During the previous week a cyclonie storm had advanced from the north-west anglo of 
the Bay across the coast a little to the south of Balasore, and had travelled in an almost 
westerly direction across India. It had given extromely heavy weather and excessive rainfall 
to many of the districts it had passed through, particularly iu the western districts of India, 
and on tho 21st, or the last day of that week, its centre was a little to the north-west of 
Indore. On the 22nd the storm had advanced in a north-westerly direction and its centre 
was noar Mount Abu. On the 23rd it had advanced into Lower Sind, and on the 23rd though 
a depression was still indicated over that area it was very feeble, and on the 24th the depres- 
sion had entirely disappeared. Thus tho storm which first formed a littlo to the west of the 
centre of the Bay about the 14th instant continued to exist quite up to the 23rd or for 
ten days, during which period it also advanced in directions varying in different parts of its 
course" from north-north-westerly to westerly over a path probably seventeen or eight ca 
hundred miles long, giving heavy weather and abundant rain practically throughout its 
existence. It has therefore been a storm of exceptional nature. 

At the beginning of the week under review while this first storm was still in existence 
conditions were again becoming disturbed in the Bay. On the 22nd, or the first day of the 
week, pressure was falling at all except a few of the south-western stations, the fall boing 
largest in the north-oist angle of the Bay. It is probable that even on this day a small 
storm was forming, and the weather at Akyab on the 22nd was extremely suspicious with a 
falling barometer during the day, while to the south very strong winds and very squally 
weather were reported from Diamond Island. On the 23rd the observations indicated that 
* a feeble storm existed partly over tho head of the Bay and partly over the Sundcroans with a 
centre to the south of Harisil, where pressure was 013 inch in defect. It is uncertain 
whether this storm was the continuation of the disturbance indicated in the north-e^st angle 
of the Bay on the 22nd, but if it is, the histurbance must have moved in a north-westerly 
direction during the 21 hours from the 22nd to the 23rd. During the 23rd the storm com- 
menced to move in a westerly direction, and up to 4 p.m. of that date it had not intensified to 
any extent, but remained a feeble disturbance. From that time, however, it commenced to 
deepen and intensify rapidly, and at 8 a.m. of the 24th it was a deep and rather severe storm, 
the centre being about 30 to 40 miles to tho south-east of Calcutta, where a pressure of only 
29*203" was recorded or 0*318" below the normal. With the rapid deepening of the storm 
the cyclonic circulation of winds became much stronger and extended over the whole of Bengal. 
The main force of the winds was to the south and south-east of the storm, and a severe gale 
of wind blew at Saugor Island and the Sandheads, commencing from about midnight on tho 
23rd and for several hours the wind velocity at Saugor Island averaged more than GO miles 
an hour. At noon of the 21th the centre of the storm was about 25 or 30 mile* to the. 
^uth-south-west of Calcutta, the centre having passed apparently close to Diamond Harbour, 
and at this time the direction of its movement must have been a little to the north of west. 
Its rate of advanco then became very slow for some hours, and up to 10 p.m. the storm 
had made little further advance, and its centre was still to the south-west of Calcutta 
and south-east of Midnapore. Tips retardation appears to have been due to an alter- 
ation in the direction of its movement whioh was taking place, for it is always the case 
that storms move very slowly while recurving. After 10 p.m. it moved almost in a 
north-westerly direction, and at 8 a.m. on the 25th the centre was to the south of 
Bankura and nearer to that station than to Midnapore. The pressure at Bankura on the 
25th at 8 a.m. was 29*274" or 0*211" in defect, and it is probable the storm was already 
commencing to fill up slightly, though it was still accompanied by strong cyclonic winds. 
On the 20th at 8 a.m., the storm was entering Baghelkhand, and had hence moved across 
Chota Nagpur during the 24 hours at an average r,»te of about 12 miles an hour in a west- 
north-westerly direction. The depression at the centre of the storm was much smaller 
than on the previous day, and probably did not exceed a tenth of an inch, but it was still 

accompanied by a fairly strong cyclonie circulation of winds. On the 27th the storm had 

marched nearly westwards and the centre was near Sutna, and the storm was still a shallow 
depression only, while on the 28th, or the last day of the week, it had almost complexly 

6 During tho papsago of tho storm in addition to the very low pressures recorded and 
the very strong ovclouic circulation of winds, which gavo very stormy weather with rough 
sea at the hoad of tho Bay, and rather squally or somewhat stormy weather over a large 
part of Bengal, the storm also gave heavy rainfall over the south-western part of* the province, 
the falls being exceedingly heavy near the path of the centre. Thus on *be morning of the 
24th Contaiin the Midnapore district reported 15*29 inches of rain, Dantoon also in the 
Midnapore district 10*31 inches, Diamond Harbour 9*90 inches, and Tamluk, (Hiatal aud 
Saugor Island each more than 7 inches. On the 25th Mohanea, Shahahad district, reported 
6*85 inohes, and Aurangabad, Kendrapara, Jajpur, Akhyapada, Ghana bali, Bbadraek and 
Balasore from four to six inches, aud so on. 
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Pressure .— The variation of pressure during the week has been dependent on the forma • 
tion and movement of the storm just described. The mean pressure for the week varies 
from an excess pressure of 0 01 inch to 0*02 inch at the extreme northern stations to a defect 
of nearly 0*03 inch at Calcutta and defects of about 0-05 inch and 0 06 inch at Saugor 
Island, Jessore, Midnaporc, Cuttack, &c. , 

Tempprnturp . — The mean average temperature for tho week has heen in defect by from 
about 1^ to 2 J in S >uth-Wust Bengal, Orissa and Chota Nagpur, while it lias been nearly 
normal or slightly iu excess in the other districts. For the whole of the province the meaii 
variation has been a defect of two-thirds of a degree : on the other hand in Assam there has 
been an excess of 1*5°. 

Rainfall . — The average rainfall in Orissa has equalled nearly 6 inches, while in Chota 
Nagpur it has averaged about 5 inches and in South-West Bengal nearly 4 inches. In East 
Bengal an average fall of 2*81 inches is recorded, and in Bihar 1 80 inches. Exceed- 
ingly small falls only have been reported from North Bengal, which has. averaged the 
small amount of 0*50 inch. The falls. have been very abundant and above the normal 
in Orissa, Chota Nagpur and South-West Bengal, while large defects are reported in Bihar 
and East Bengal and exceedingly large defects in North Bengal, some parts of which 
indeed have received little or no rain. 

Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall, the actual falls during the week have 
equalled the following amounts South-West Bengal 128 percent.. North Bengal 18 per 
cent., East Bengal 7G per cent., Bihar 64 per cent., Orissa 183 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 
118 per cent. Taking each divisiou to have an equal value in the calculation, the rainfall 
of Bciigiil for the week has equalled 103 per cent, of the normal fall. 

In Assam the rainfall has also been generally light during the week ; Cachar has received 
1*23 inches, Sibsagar 0*69 inch, and Dhubri only 0 46 inch.

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2. During the year 35 fires occurred, at 28 of which the Brigade was in 
attendance ; of the remaining sevon fires, one was extinguished by the local 
police and six by the residents of the locality. 

3. Tho estimated value of property destroyed during the year was 
Rs. 7,81,755. 

4. Thcro wero four fires in buildings licensed under Acts IV of 1883 and 
I of 1893, in which property to the value of Rs. 2,90,665 was destroyed. 

5. Tho five most serious fires that occurred during the year may be briefly 
noticed as follows: — 

I. — On the 11th April, at 12-10 a.m., a fire broke out on board the steam 

flat Gwalior and the flats Sherpur and Talup which were moored off Juggcmath 
Ghat. It was extinguished by tho Fire-Brigade and Port Commissioners’ floating 
fire-engine by 6 r.M. The loss of cargo consisting of bales of jute was valued 
at Rs. 70,000, and the damage done to the vessels was estimated at Rs 30,000, 
in all Rs. 1,00,000. * 

II. — On the 7tli December at 12-40 a.m., a fire was reported on board the 
flat Khyler , which was lying off Cossipur Ghat, causing damage to the extent 
of Rs. 1,16,194 to the cargo which consisted of jute, gunny bags and salt. 
Tins fire was not extinguished until 6 r.M. on the following day. 

III. — On the 1st January 1894, at 3-30 a.m., a fire, which lasted till noon, 
occurred on board the flat Serajtjanj lying off Ruthtolla Ghat, by which 
jute to the valuo of Rs. 85,772 was destroyed. 

At these threo river fires, it was found necessary to form bridges of boats 
between the* shore and the burning vessels, to enablo the Fire-Brigade to get 
tho hose on board. 

IV. — On the 1st of April 1893 a fire occurred in a brick godown belong- 
ing to the Strand Bank Press at Chitpur, in which a large quantity of jute 
was stored ; tho loss was estimated at Rs. 1,25,000. 

V. — On the 16th February 1894, at 11-45 A.M., a fire broke out at the 
Howrah Jute Mills, by which damage to the extent of Rs. 1,26,565 was caused. 
This fire lastod over three days, and 18,600 maunds of jute were damaged by 
fire and water. 

6. During tho year there were two prosocutions under the Explosives 
Act IV of 1884, in which ono conviction was obtained. 

7. A memorandum of tho fires which occurred and a statement showing 
receipts and expenditure on behalf of the Brigade are enclosed.

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REPORT ON THE WORKING OP THE LICENSED WAREHOUSE 
AND FIREBRIGADE AOT I OF 1893 IN CALCUTTA 
DURING THE YEAR 1893-94. 


No. 16J., dated Calcutta, the 12th July 1894. 

From— J. O. RrreuiK, Esq., Officiating Chairman of the Corporation of Calcutta, 
To — The Secretary to the Govomment of Bengal, Municipal Department. 

I iiavk tho honour to submit the following report, under section 4l of 
Act I of 1893 (B.C.), of tho Warehouses in Calcutta for the year ended 31st 
March 1894. 

2. During the first quarter of tho year under roview the levying of 
license fees was suspended under orders of the Government of Bengal contained 
in their letter No. 192T.M., dated tho 1st June 1893, ponding the publication of 
the Licensed Warehouse and Fire-Brigade Act of 1893, which had passed the 
Bengal Council on tho 1st of April 1893, in tho Calcutta Gazette , with the 
assent of His Excellency tho Viceroy and Governor-General of India. The 
said Act was published m tho Calcutta Gazette of tho 29th June 1893, and 
under orders of tho Government of Bengal, No. 299T.M., dated the 26th June 
1893, license fees were levied for tho first quarter of tho year under tho old 
Act (IV of 1883), and notices issued to owners or occupiers of new warehouses 
under section 6 of Act I of 1893 fB.C.) 

3. It was, howover, found that there wore several technical objections t8 
the levying of fees under the Act, and on representations being made to Govern- 
ment,, a short amending Act was passed in tho Bengal Legislative Council, 
towards tho closo of the year under report, by which the Commissioners were 
authorised to levy fees on old warehouses for tho last three quarters of 1893-94, 
according to tho provisions of tho old Act of 1883, and to levy fees on depots 
of straw, hay, wood, &c., for theso quarters under section 346 of Act II of 
1888, which had been repealed by Act I of 1893. The operation of Bongal 
Act I of 1893 was thus practically postponed to tho 1st of April 1894. 

4. On the 18th of July l89-‘>, tho Commissioners received intimation from 
the Commissioner of Police of the appointment of Mr. G. E. Marklew as an 
Inspector of Warehouses under section 8, clause 1 of Act I of 1893. 

5. Under tho old Act the Commissioners received 20 per cent, of the 
collections towards tho cost of inspection, collection and assessment of ware- 
houses. This arra”gomcnt having been altered by Act I of 1893, a representa- 
tion was made to the Government of Bengal on tho subject. The Bengal Gov- 
ernment, in their letter No. 3987M., dated 16th Decombor 1893, directed the 
Commissioner of Polieo to make a provision for the cost of assessment and 
collection' for warehouses in his Budget, and the latter made provision for 
Its. 750 undor this head for tho Corporation of Calcutta for tho last three 
quarters of 1893-94. 

6. During tho year under review licenses wore renewed for 101 old ware- 
houses, tho liccuso for one warohouso was cancelled, and license fees for 10 
warehouses still remained to bo paid wlion tho year came to a close.

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park Street Observatory). The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other thiugs being equal, reads therefore -003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipore, and the mean temperature apparently about 0 6 higher; and 
finally, the thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Survcyor-Oeneral’s Office 
during 20 years and upwards is found to read O'fl higher than the Kew standard thermometer, which 
is the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

SUMMARY OF TUB METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF TIIE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 4tii OF AUGUST 1894. 

During the previous week a small cyclonic storm had passed across South Bengal 
and through Chota Nagpur, and had filled up near Sutna at the end of the week. In the 
rear of the storm a heavy wave of monsoon winds flowed over the province, but it was 
deflected mainly over the south-western and western districts, and the remainder of the 
province reocived comparatively little raiu. On 29th July, or the first day of the week 
under review, pressure fell moderately to briskly over the whole province, and became in 
moderate defect, while at the same time westerly winds began to set in over the west of the 
province. These westerly winds appeared to shew that the Bombay branch of the monsoon 
current, represented by the westerly winds, was penetrating across India, and was giving 
a certain amount of interaction with tho branch of the monsoon coming from the Bay, 
which was giving south-easterly and easterly winds over the remainder of the province. 
As is generally the case when such interaction occurs, heavy rain began to fall in the 
western districts of Bengal, and on the 29th many of the Bihar stations reported heavy 
rain, Bettiah receiving 8*50 inches, Buxar 6*14 inches, Siwan 5*17 inches, and several 
stations falls of two inches and upwards. Over the remainder of the province, however 
rainfall was light. On the ‘30th prossure had fallen over the eastern half of the pro- 
vince, the fall being largest at Dinajpur, while it had risen over the west and south- 
west of the province, and a distinct but feeble barometric depression had formed with a 
centre near Dina j pur, round which a vory distinct circulation of winds appeared. Hence 
conditions had become particularly favourable for rainfall over practically the whole province, 
and falls exceeding five inches were reported at Atia, Fenny, Ilarishpur, Cox’s Bazar, 
and Siwan, while very numerous stations reported amounts of more than tfcreo inches. 
On the 31st the feeble depression had moved in a westerly direction, and was lying 
along the foot of the hills from about Puruea westward*, and on the 1st of August it had 
almost disappeared, or had become merged into the mons on trough of low pressure which 
at this time was lyiug almost along the foot of tho hills. This trough of low pressure contin- 
ued in this position and in the eastern parts of the North-Western Provinces for several clays. 
TJp till the 2nd pressure over Bengal also remained below the normal, but on this date and on 
the 3rd it was in considerable excels, but owing to a brisk fall on tho 4th it again became 
slightly in defect. It will hcucc be seen that conditions for the greater part of this period 
remained favourable for good general rainfall, particularly in the northern and eastern 
districts, and on several days exceedingly heavy falls were reported. Towards the end of the 
week, however, as the conditions beoarue less favourable, the rainfall grew much lighter and 
more local. 

Hence during the week under review an average rainfall of about six inches has been- 
reported in Bihar and East Bengal and of nearly five inches in North Bengal. Chota Nagpur 
has received nearly four inches, and South-West Bengal a little more than three inchcB.- 
Orissa on the other hand has received less than two inches of rain. 

Pressure . — The mean pressure for the week has not varied very much from the normal. 
Slight excess pressures of about 0 02* and 0 03" have been registered at the southern stations 
in such cases as Cuttack, Balasore, Sauiror Island, Calcutta, Chittagong, &c. Towards tho 
north of the province on tie other hand slightly defective pressures have been regis teredo and 
stations like Jalpaiguri, Diuajpur, Rangpur, &c., report defects of about 0 02". In Assam 
tho general average pressure has been almost normal. 

Temperature . — Owing to the heavy rainfall during the week the mean temperature has 
averaged about a degree below the normal, the defect being largest in East Bengal and Bihar. 
In Assam an average defect of 1*3° has been recorded, but the defect baa been mainly 
confined to%ibsagar, and in other districts the temperature has been almost normal. 

Rainfall . — Falls of about six inches have occurred in East Bengal and Bihar, while in 
North Bengal the fall has been 4 56 inches and in Chota Nagpur 3*73 inches. In South- 
West Bengal an average fall of threo and a quarter inches is reported, and in Orissa of 
a little less than two inches. Large excess falls have therefore occurred in Bihar and in 
East and North Bengal. In Chota Nagpur and in South-West Bengal the falls have been 
almost normal, while iu.Ori>sa the rainfall has been in decided defect. 

Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall, the actual falls during the week have 
equalled the following amounts : — South-AVest Bengal 90 per cent., North Bengal 117 per 
cent., East Bengal 138 per cent., Bihar 189 per cent., Orissa 07 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 
96 per cent. Taking each division to have an equal value in the calculation, the rainfall of 
Bengal for the week has equalled 122 por cent, of the normal fall. 

In the following districts where the falls have been unusually light since the beginning 
of the monsoon season, the average falls for the week have been as follows: — Rajshahi 1*88 
iqches, Dinajpur 4*52 inches, Jalpaiguri 15*42 inches, Darjeeling 15*03 inches, Kuch Bihar 
3*92 inches, Rangpur 2 8b inches, Muzaflarpur 4*92 inches, and Darbhunga 5 OL inches.

POLICE DEPARTMENT FOR THE YEAR 1893. 

RESOLUTION. 

POLICE. 

Dated Calcutta, the 14 //.! August 1894 . 

Read — 

Tlio Report on tho Administration of tlio Police Department for the year 1893. 

Read also — 

The Report for tho year 1892 and the orders of Government thereon. 

Mr. E. 11. Henry held tho office of Inspector- General throughout the year, 
except for a period of 19 days spent on privilege have, when Mr. A. H, Giles 
oiliciatod for him. The present report was received in print punctually on the 
1st July. Tlio reports from tho Divisional Commissioners, which were due to 
Government on the 20tli March, were all received within the month, With the 
exception of that from tho Commissioner of Cliota Nagpur, which, as was tlio 
caso last year, wus more than a month lu.to. 

2. Constitution of the force . — Tho sanctioned strength of tho Pen gal Police 
at the close of the year was 77 superior ofiicers (including 8 probationers), as 
compared with SO superior ofiicers (including lo probationers) at the close 
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of 1892. Tho reduction of 12 in the number of superior officers is duo to 
tho reorganization of the service sanctioned by Govormueiit in its Hesolu- 
tion of tho 27th May 1803, the object of which was that District Super- 
intendents of Police should bo provided for ovory district in Bengal, and 
that Assistant Superintendents should only bo provided for tho most important 
subdi visional charges and as a reserve for leave vacancies. 'I ho effect of tho 
reorganization has been to increase the number of District Superintendents from 
43 to 45, and to reduce tho number of Assistant Superintendents from 27 to 1<J, 
and of probationers from 15 to 8. The sanctioned strength of subordinate 
officers and men, including Military and Railway Police was 23,719, against 
23,390 at the end of 1892. 

3. Change*. ? in the. number of investigating centres and in the recruitment of 
the investigating staff . — In accordance with tho recommendations of the Police 
Redistribution Committee, which provido for tho reduction of 1 8*5 investi- 
gating centres, 145 havo boon abolished during tho year, and steps have 
been taken to still further redueo the number. An important cl i an go was also 
introduced in tho system of recruitment of the investigating staff, the appoint- 
ments of new men (other than those promoted from the grade of head-constable 
to tho grudo of Sub- Inspector) being now made on the results of competitive 
examinations. Only those candidates who are of good moral character and havo 
passed the Ent rance examination and satisfied certain physical tests are allowed 
to compete; selections are not made purely in tho order of the marks which candi- 
dates obtain, but care is taken to secure a duo proportion in the representation 
of different classes, such as Muhammadans and Hindus, Biharis and Bengalis ; 
and selected candidates are put through a probationary course of instruction 
after their selection. Tho number of men selected at the two examinations 


held in 1893 was a5 and (50 respectively, but it is as yet too early to form any 
comparison between tlie men thus selected and those recruited under the old 
system. The Lieutenant-Governor shares, however, in the belief expressed by 
Mr. llenrv that the new system will lead to tho recruitment of a higher and 
more capable class of investigating officers. 

4. Expenditure lg the Department . — The expenditure on the Bengal Polico 
(excluding the Military Police in the South Lushai Hills, tho Presidency Police*, 
and the provincial expenditure on village police and on pounds) for tho past 
financial year Avas Ids. 43,54,930, tho corresponding figure for the previous 
year being Ids. 43,00,002 and that for 1891-92, Rs 42,20,193. 'The figures for 
1893-94 am, however, departmental figures only, and have not yet; boon verified 
by the Accountant-General. The actual expenditure distributed among the 
several heads in 1893-94 and the tAvo preceding years is shown in the follow- 
ing table: —

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The increase of Rs. 54,808 in expenditure over that incurred in 1892-93 
is accounted for partly hy the appointment of an Assistant Superintendent 
in charge of the special branch, and by the grant of exchange compensation 
allowance to European officers, and partly to an increase under the head 
of “Contract contingencies,” due to the repairs of damage done by storms, 
and to prisoners in many places being escorted by rail or steamer instead of 
by land, as well as to the* excessive rainfall of the year which rendered 
travelling by boat necessary in tlio interior of certain districts. 

5. Working oj Ui‘! Town Police. — Tic; town police force was increased in 
Rackorgmigo, and in nine districts of the Jhmlwan, Presidency, Chittagong, and 
Orissa Divisions 


in nine districts ol the Jhmlwan, Presidency, Chittagong, and 
The result ol the changes effected should have been summed 


up in a statement showing the strongt.li of the new force substituted for tho old 
in each district, and the increase or decrease in cost. It appears that the total 
number of town chaukidars appointed during the year was 400 in place of 
302 constables employed in 1892. In ihc 24-Parganas the experiment of 
replacing constables by local and acclimatized town chaukidars was tried for 
the first time in three municipalities, and the system will be still further 
extended. In the h’ujshalii Division the town police consist of a mixed force of 
constables and chaukidars in all districts, except Darjeeling and liogra In the 
Patna Division the work of the town chaukidars in Champaran, Muzaffarpur, 
and Darbhanga is said to have boon on the whole satisfactory, but in Saran, where 
the District Superintendent of Police is slid to have paid insufficient attention to 
his duties, the results of the year arc far from suco. s>ful. In Pafna City and 
Dinapore the self-chocking system of patrol introduced in 1892 was again 
worked with marked success, the number of burglaries in tho Patna (Jitv 


having decreased from 477 in 1891 to 397 in 1893, while 20 burglars were 
arrested at night by the rounds officers In Gava. and Shahabad the system 
has not proved so successful, and this the Inspector-GeiHT.il of Police attributes 
to the superior officers not sufficiently interesting themselves in its working 
details — a complaint which the I .ieuteuant-Governor hopes will not recur. 
In the Bhagulpnr Division all the districts, except the Sontlial Pargaiuts, employ 
chaukidars on town duty, and their work is said to have been generally 
satisfactory, especially in the town of Bhngalpur itself. 

The Lieut onunt-( lovernor believes that by the substitution of ehauki- 
dars for constables in the ordinary municipalities of Bengal, an increase of 
efficiency and economy should be secured, but that there are municipalities in 
which a turbulent element exists which cannot be kept in order by chaukidars 
alone. In future reports the results of the changes effected should bo briefly 
summarised, showing their financial effect and the advantages supposed to have 
been gained, and it should be stated whether tho substitution of chaukidars for 
constables has been completed as far ns is desirable or not. 

0. Street lighting . — The exceptional difficulties under which the work of 
tho town police is carried on lias been alluded to more than once in former 
reports, and not the least of these is the want of light which is essential to tho 
efficient guarding of houses and property. The proposal that municipalities in 
which there are no street lamps should contribute towards the cost, of supply- 
ing oil for tho lanterns of the watch and ward police has not been generally 
adopted, some municipalities refusing to contribute on the ground of want of 
funds, or because the expenditure is not legally chargeable to them. In 36 


districts, 620 now lamps l ave been erected, but the Inspector-General believes 
that this represents but. little real improvement. It is not creditable to ?ueh 
municipalities as those of North and South Barraokpore that no street lamps are 
provided by them. 

7. Rural Police . — Reports have been called for bv Government f:om 
Commissioners of Divisions on tho working of the (.'haukidari Act, and the off. cl 


of the changes introduced by the new law of ISO 2, with special reference to the 
progress made in extending the provisions of the Act to villages in which it has 
not hitherto been in force, and to the steps taken for tho improvement rf tho 
position and status of tho chaukidars. '] hose reports are now before Govern- 
ment, but the Inspector-General lias briefly summarised in his report tlio results 
achieved during the year. From Statement E ir appears that the total number 
of chaukidars in the provinco in 1892 and 1893 was as follows: —

It will bo scon that some progress was made daring* the year in extending 
the provisions of Act VI of 1870. In the Hurd wan Division 1,251 Act VI 
men wero substituted for Regulation choukidars, of whom 987 belong to the 
Bankura district. There are still more than 21 ,000 Regulation chaukidars in this 
division — an excessive number — which should be rapidly reduced. The number 
of chakran chaukidars is 11,888, and the important question of tho resumption of 
chakran lands in this division has lately been under consideration. A proce- 
dure for the resumption and assessment of such lands is contained in Part II 
of Act VI of 1870, and some progress in this direction has already been 
made. It has now been decided to steadily apply tho principles of the existing 
law and to gradually extend the provisions of tho Act to all places to which it 
is applicable. Tho Commissioner of the Division has been directed to recom- 
mend an officer in each district for appointment as Commissioner under section 
58 of the Act, and to take steps for undertaking systematic operations in all 
districts of the Division without delay. In tho Dacca, Presidency, and Chitta- 
gong Divisions, and iti all the districts of Rojshahi, Act VI of 187U is in force, 
and, with few exceptions, all the chaukidars are under the Act. In the I’atna 
Division, 2,420 chaukidars were appointed under Act VI of 1870, and the 
number of Regulation chaukidars was reduced by 8,822. This action, however, 
appears to have been confined to Shahabad and Saran, and Ilis Honour hopes 
that greater attention will now he given to ibis matter in other districts. In 
Orissa Act VI of 1870 is not in force, and the state of tho village watch is said 
to ho as unsatisfactory as ever. The question of the reorganization of the 
whole eliaukidari system in this Division is now under tho consideration of 
Government. 

8. Tho efforts made to induce men of better position to enlist as chauki- 
dars have met with varying success in different portions of the Province. In 
the Dacca Division the majority of the population being Muhammadans, the 
question of caste is of less importance than in other places; but a marked 
improvement has been cLected in the class of men recruited. In Bhagalpur a 
few Rajputs and Chattris were induced to accept employment, and in the 
Burdwnu Division about 1 in 12 of the men newly appointed are said to he 
of hotter caste. In other districts hut little improvement scorns to have been 
made. There can be no doubt that in Kastern Bengal generally tho improve- 
ment in the status of tin* chankidar is principally duo to the punctuality with 
which his salary is now paid, and to the fact that there has been a general 
tendency to raise the rate <>f salary. Tho I.ioutenant-Governor enquired into 
this matter during his recent tour in the eastern districts, and was gratified to 
find that wherever he went the chaukidars appeared to he a fine, smart, well set 
up body of men, in receipt of regular salaries, and in many cases certainly 
constituting most respectable representatives of the Musalmans of tho delta. 
This improvement was most marked in tho Backcrgungo, Nonkhali and Khulna 
districts. 

9. The habit of treating chaukidars as menial servants has frequently been 
referred to as one of lire causes of tho unpopularity of the post, and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor notices with satisfaction that very few instances of such 
treatment have been reported during the past year. In Birblmm a head- 
constable and a constable, and in Midnapore a Sub-Inspector and a constable, 
were punished for requiring chaukidars* to do menial work, blit no cases 
arc reported from the Dacca and 1 ’residency Divisions, and only one from 
each of the Orissa, (Jlrota Nagpur, and Chittagong Divisions. In J’atng. three 
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instances are reported, and in all the police in fault were suitably dealt with. 
In regard to the payment of rewards, the Lieutenant-Governor has constantly 
impressed upon district officers the importance of adequately rewarding good 
work done by the village police, and of being less indiscriminate in the matter 
of punishments; but he regretp to observe* that in some districts his remarks 
have not borne fruit. In the Presidency Division a sum of Rs 708 only was 
distributed as rewards amongst over lfi, 000 chaukidars, and in the iiurdwan 
Division only about one chaukidar in every 200 received a reward. In the Rajshahi 
district the insignificant sum of Rs. 80 was distributed as rewards amongst 
3,18G chaukidars, and in My men, singli 20 per cent, of the force were punished, 
but only -Oo per cent, were rewarded, in Patna also thtre was but little 
improvement in this respect as compared with last year There has, however, 
been some improvement in the totals for the whole province, the number of 
chaukidars rewarded by judicial officers having risen from J85 to o93, and the 
nuinber rewarded depaitnientally from 809 to 1,278, while the total amount 
disbursed in rewards has risen from Rs. 7,Gt4 to Rs. 10,807. The percentage 
of chaukidars rewarded to the total number in the provinco has risen from *8 
to 1*18, but the Lieutenant-Governor considers that there is still much room for 
improvement, and he hopes that in future greater a’toution will be paid to this 
important question by all district officers. 

10. Additional Police. — In consequence of the disturbances arising out of 
the anti-kine-killing agitation in the Patna Division, additional police were 
quartered in various villages in t he Gaya, Shahabad, and Patna districts, the 
cost being realized from the villagers. The additional force entertained at 
Krokir-char in the Dacca district in 1892, and at Luhiri in Darbhanga, were 
retained throughout the year. 

1 1. Military Police . — By the reorganization of the force which was sanc- 
tioned at the commencement of the year, three companies of 100 men each, 
including officers, have been formed with their head-quarters . at Dumka, 
Hhagal pur, and Dacca respectively. Detachments from all three companies were 
sent to Kconjhar in consequence of the disturbances in that State, and detachments 
from tho Dumka and Bhagnlpur companies were also on duty in Bihar in con- 
nection with the anti-kine-killing agitation. Great attention was paid -during 
the year to instructing the men in drill and musketry practice, and the Lieute- 
nant- Governor is glad to he able to hear witness to the general smartness and 
efficiency of the force.

The average percentage of casualties for tho three years previous to 1891 
was 12 4. The variations in the figures under the different heads during the 
last two years are slight, and do not call for any special remark. 

18. Torture anil extortion by the police. — The record of offences of this class 


is fortunately not a serious one. The number of cases of torture reported 
fell from 82 to 17, and of these only live were linaliy returned as true. 
Two cases ended in conviction and 12 were reported to be false. In a 


of these the complainant was prosecuted under section 211, 1. P. O., hut 
only 4 were decided during the year, and in one only was a conviction 
obtained. None of the cases of torture wore of special importance, the worst 
apparently being that of a head constable and a constable of Mymonsiugh 
and fl, constable of Dacca, who wore charged with torturing a boy and

During the past year the number of cases reported has fallen from 42 to 1J. 

Of these four only were true, and of tho remainder prosecutions wore instituted 
against tho complainants under section 21 1 or section 182, I. P. C., in 8 cases, 
with the result that two ended in conviction and four in acquittal, while the 
remainder were pending trial at the closo of the year. Groat attention was paid 
by the Magistrate of tho district, Mr. Tute, to this important question of 1‘olico 
administration, and to him is in a largo measure due the credit of the improve- 
ment effected. Under Government order No. 5600J., dated 28th Decombor 
lb93, District Superintendents at head-quarters and Inspectors at sub-divisions 
have been directed to enquire personally into all cases of torture brought against 
the police, and tho attention of police officers has been drawn to tho importance 
of making a sifting enquiry into all charges in which the polico are concerned. 

14. Punishments . — Tho following table shows the number of punishments 
inflicted on members of the police force during the past throe years: —

There has thus been a considerable increaso in the number of men and 
officers departmental ly punished as compared with last year, and tho Inspector- 
General accepts this as an indication of closer supervision on the part of 
superior officers rather than of a falling off in tho general good conduct of the 
force. The Lieutenant Governor is not altogether satisfied with this explanation, 
and is disposed to think that there is a tendency among District Superintend- 
ents to inflict too frequent punishments. He concurs with an observation which 
has been recorded by Mr. Nolan, the Commissioner of the Itajshahi Division, in 
his Annual Divisional Report, that in this respect . there is often too much zeal 
and too little justice, and that probably much good would result by making the 
treatment of police officers in regard to punishments and promotions accord more 
nearly with that prevalent in other departments. Tho Inspector- General is 
requested to look into this matter and satisfy himself that punishments are 
inflicted with more discrimination than appears to be tho case at present. 
It is observed that the number of men wearing good conduct stripes at the close 
of 1893 was 9,019, being an increase of 714 as comparod with 1892. Good 
conduct allowances amounting to Rs. 17,656, or sufficient for 1,471 men at the 
rate of Re. 1 each per mensem, wore disbursed during tho year, and special 
money rewards wero paid to 2,160 officers and men, while 76 received special 
promotion. 

15. Inspections. — Mr. Ilenry was on inspection tour for 135 days, and 
Mr. Giles, when acting for him, for 19 days As Deputy Inspector of the 
Northern and Western Range, Mr. Giles and Mr. Pratt wero out on tour for 
197 days in all, and Mr. Daly and Mr. Wilcox for 196 days. Tho head- 
quarters of every district and 27 sub-divisions were inspected during tho 
year cither by the Inspector-General of Police or by one of tho Doputy In- 
spectors-G eneral. From the statement given in paragraph 39 of tho Report, 
it appears that, generally speaking, there has been a chango of Inspecting 
officers as compared, with last year, and that only 12 out of tho 46 districts in 
tho province havo been inspected twice running by the same officer. In future 
reports the districts shown in this statement should bo arranged in their official 
geographical order, and not alphabetically, ns has been done inthopresqpt report. 
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Tho Inspector-General has given a complete list showing tho number of days 
spent on inspection duty in each district b^tho District Superintendent of Polico, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor notices that insufficient inspections wero made by 
Mr. Wilcox (24-Parganas), Colonel Ramsay (Muzatfarpur), Mr. Ryland (Rang- 
pur), Mr. Goldsbury (Jalpaigurj), M.- Boileau (Saran)’, Mr. Orr (Mymensingh), 
Mr. Livesay (Tippora), Mr. I’i.swiu, .md Mr. Daly (Noakhali), and Mr. Patten 
(Palamau). On the other hand, in some districts the number of days spent on 
tour by District Superintendents of Police was far in excess ‘of the prescribed 
standard. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector-General that no 
advantage is to bo gained by this excessive touring where no improvement in 
work results, and he approves of the proposal to issue a circular impressing 
on all officers tho necessity of making their inspections more thorough and 
more instructive to their subordinates. 

16. Crime . — Tho incidence of crime in Bengal, division by division, for 
the two years 1802 and 1803, is shown in tho following statement: —

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The proportion of police to cognizable crime investigated in Bengal in 1893 
was ono policeman to 3 - 8 cases, which is lower than tho proportion in any other 
province in 1892, except Madras, where it was 1 to 4’9. In tho latter calcula- 
tion, however, petty cases under special local laws aro included, and if these 
be excluded, the proportion will be higher in Madras than in Bengal. In the 
North-Western Provinces the proportion of police to investigated crime was one 
policeman to 3 5 cases, and in Bombay it was 1 to 1*3. 

17. Police tests . — The following tablo comparos the working of tho police 
during the past three years, according to the tests which have been prescribed

According to test (al), the figured for tho past year are lower than in the 
two procoding years, because the rales about investigating petty cases have 
beon relaxed; but according to tests (old and (63) they show a stoady improve- 
ment, which has been attributed by tho Inspector-General of Police mainly 
to tho employment of Court Sub-Inspectors as prosecutors in Magistrates’ 
courts. ‘Mr. llenry points out that under the new system of recruitment 
officers with higher educational qualifications are being drafted into the 
police force, and* that it will be possiblo to select from them an improved 
class of Court Sub-Inspoctors better qualified by education and ‘knowledge of 
law to conduct casos in the Courts. Tho most important tost of police work is 
(a4), and though the percentage according to this test ,74 per cont. for classes 
I to V) was lower than tho percentage in 1892 in any other province, except 
Assam and Punjab, in oach of which it was 70 only, tho rosults as compared 
with those of previous years cannot be considered unsatisfactory. 

18. Reported crime of the province. — The Inspector-General has shown in 
the table in paragraph 47 of his report the number of cognizable and non- 
cognizablo otfences reported in the province during the past two years; but hero, 
as in other places where lie deals with crime by classes, or remarks on the 
tendency of crime to increase or decrease, the corresponding figures for at 
least ten years should bo givon, and he should bring forward statistics to illus- 
trate his remarks, similar to those given in Departmental Return No. I. 

Tho number of cognizable and non-cognizablo offences reported during 
tho last four years is as follows : — 
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Tho total decrease in cognizable offences was thus 8,287, but excluding 
sanitary offences, which fell off by 4,090, the net decrease in cognizable crime is 
4,191. In the Inspector-General’s opinion the decrease is smaller than might 
havo been expected, considering the improvement in tlic prices of food-grains 
in 1893, and he attributes this to tho sustained improvement in the reporting 
of crime in consequence of the discretion allowed to the police to abstain from 
enquiring into certain petty classes of theft, and to tho increased attention 
paid to holding chaukidari parades, and in questioning chaukidars as to occur- 
rences in their villages. Prices in 1893 were, however, higher at least in 
Eastern Bengal than in 1891. 

19. False cases. — The total number of cases declared false was 0,103, 
or 150 less than in the preceding year, and the percentage of such casos to the 
number roper ted was 4 4 as compared with 4-2 in 1892, and an average of 54 
in the three preceding years. The number of false cases in which prosecutions 
were instituted fell from 743 to 725, but there was a rise from 240 to 270 in 
the number in which convictions wore obtained. The improvement was most 
marked in the Dinajpur district, where tho number of successful prosecutions 
under section 211, I.l'.C., in false casos rose from 9 to 21, — a result which is 
attributed to tho personal attention paid to tho subject by Mr. Tute, tho District 
Magistrate. In marked contrast to this in ltangpur, with a larger number of 
false cases, only two wero successfully prosecuted. Under Mr. Marindin in 
Bhagalpur, out of 40 prosecutions, 25 resulted in the conviction of the accused. 

The number of casos in which compensation was awarded under section 500, 
O.P.C., fell from 805 to 676. The falling off is to be regretted, as tho power 
given to Magistrates under the section is one of the most useful means of check- 
ing the indiscriminate institution of false prosecutions. 

' 20. Abstention from enquiry by the police under sec lion 157, C.V.C . — 
The percentage of cases of house-breaking in which the police abstained from # 
making enquiry, to the number reported, was 33’9, as compared with 10*5 in 
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1890, 13*4 in 1891, and 38’2 in 1892. In theft cases the percentage was 16*5, 
the corresponding figures for 1890, 1891 and 1892 being 8*7, 10*3, and 17'5 
respectively. The variation in the figures of different divisions is remark- 
able and in some divisions the abstentions seem to have been unduly numerous. 
While the percentage of burglary cases not enquired into to the number 
reported was over 40 in the Cliota Nagpur, Ilhagalpur, and Patna Divisions, 
it foil below 30 in the Presidency, llaj shahi, and Dacca Divisions, and below 
20 in Chittagong and Orissa. In the Patna Division, of the number of burglary 
erases investigated, only 1 in 12 win -uccossfally prosecuted; and in Gaya, out 
of 2,247 cases reported and 931 investigated, only 69 ended in conviction. 
These figures indicate that tho most careful supervision on the part of District 
Superintendents of Polico is necessary to prevent the abuse by subordinate police 
officers of the powers given to them by section 157, C. P. C. General instruc- 
tions as to the mariner in which these powers should bo exercised have been issued 
by Government and are embodied in the revised Police Code. The Inspector- 
General remarks that tho Code was not published in time for these instructions 
to have any effect on tho figures of tho year under review : they were, however, 
issued and circulated before tho Codo was published, and the intention of 
Government in regard to them was fully explained in the Resolution on the 
Report on the administration of the Police for 1891. As was stated in that 
Resolution, the instructions are intended rather by way of general guidance 
than as laying down any rigid rule to be observed in all cases, and tho 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that district officers will see that they ai’e intelligently 
acted up to by tho subordinate police. 

21. In paragraph 50 of his report the Inspector-General has given a general 
analysis of clime, but it would have been better if the information had been 
thrown into the form of a tablo showing the figures for former years, as 
follows: — 
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It will thus bo seen that there has been a steady increase in tho percentage 
of cases ending in conviction to the number of true cases reported. As regards 
persons, the Inspector-General has given a statement on pago 43 of the 
report, showing the proportion of persons convicted and acquitted to tho number 
arrested, as well as to the number brought to trial. Theso ratios appear 
progressively good, but they are calculated on an unsound basis, and the statement 
itself is faulty, inasmuch as tho distinction between the percentage of convic- 
tions to total arrests, and between the percentage of convictions to persons 
brought to trial, rests solely on the accident of persons having been arrested, 
without taking into account those whose cases were still pending at the close 
of the year. Tho proportion should be calculated on the number of persons 
whoso cases wero actually disposed of during the year ; and the percentage of 
persons convicted and of persons acquitted in such cases should aggregate 100. 
Calculated on this basis, the following tablo shows the number of persons 
convicted and acquitted during the year, and the percentage of such convictions 
to the total number of persons whose cases were disposed of : — 
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There has thus, with regard to persons as well as eases, been a steady 
improvement during tho last live years in tho results of trials and in the 
percentage of convictions. 

%2. Results of Stssions cases . — Tho total number of cases tried beforo tho 
Court of Sessions was 1,123, of which 781. ended in conviction and 342 in 
acquittal. Out of 2,563 persons put on trial in these cases, 1,463 wero convicted 
and 1,100 were acquitted. The percentage of convictions in coses rose from 67‘8 
to G0'5, and in persons from 55 - 3 to5f‘0. These figures show that, as regards both 
persons and cases, there lias been a decided improvement in the results of Sessions 
trials as compared with 1802. As regards persons committed for trial, out 
of the 46 districts, 32 (as against 20 last year) secured the conviction 
of DO per cent, or more : as regards coses, Manbhum is the only district 
in winch the number ending in acquittal was in excess of the number 
ending in conviction. The Commissioner attributes the failuro at the 
Manbhum Sessions — and bis remarks apply equally to tho Huzaribngh and 
Lohardaga figures— to tho long delay between commitment and trial, and to the 
want of careful supervision on the part of tho police. The average detention 
of prisoners tried at the Sessions was 86 days in Ilazaribagh, 70 at Ranchi, 
and df> at Purulia. Such delays are excessive, especially at Ranchi, which is 
the head-quarters of the Judicial Commissioner, and tho Lioutenant-Govornor 
hope's that arrangements may be made for tho more frequent holding of 
Sessions at these places. In the Patna Division the results of Sessions trials were 
unsatisfactory in all districts, except Shahqbad, Champaran, and Saran. With 
the exception of Manbhum, Darblianga shows the worst results of any district 
in tho province, only 16 persons having been convicted against 3D aequittod. 
In Muzaifarpur only 33 persons, and in Gaya only 23 were convicted, against D3 
and 28 respectively acquitted. As remarked by Mr. Caspcrsz, (who submitted 
the District Report from Chittagong as Magistrate, and had been Sessions 
Judge throughout the greater part of tho year) one of tho chief causes of the 
break-down of cases at the Sessions is the failuro on tho part of Magistrates to 
sufficiently realize that it is a duty they owe to the accused to thoroughly sift 
cases before commitment, carefully scrutinizing police diaries, and clearing up 
discrepancies in cases where the accused are ultimately committed for trial. 
With these remarks the Lieutenant-Governor entirely agrees, and he trusts that 
they will be borne in mind by all Magistrates when committing cases for trial 
to the Sessions. 

23. The number of true cases reported during 1893 and previous years is 
shown in the following table : — 
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The decreaso of 8,140 in the total numbor of truo casos reported occurred 
chiefly in classes III, V and VI. 

24. From paragraph 61 to paragraph 1D0, the Inspector- General of Police, 
according to precedent, deals with the details of the year’s erimo, class by 
class and Division by Division. In future reports it will be convenient 
for him to commence bis remarks on each class by a brief statement shewing 
tho principal heads of crimo included in that class. Such a statement is 
prefixed to his report on class III (paragraph 85). 

25. Class I . — Offences against the State and public tranquillity . — There wasan 
increaso of 26 casos only under this class as compared with 1892. Cases of 
coining fell from 162 to 128, and of 173 persons tried in these cases, 87 wore 
convicted and 86 acquitted. True cases of rioting show hut little variation 
during tho last five years, the number for 1893 being 2,218, against 2,192 in 
1892 and an average of 2,204 in the three precoding years. That most of the 
cases tried were petty in their nature is indicated by the fact that only 229 out 
of tho 10,510 persons actually tried cam© beforo the Sessions Court. In the 
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Burdwan, Presidency, Eajshahi, Chittagong, and Bhagalpur Divisions there was 
a falling off in the number of true cases of rioting reported, and in the Patna, 
Dacca, and Orissa Divisions thero was an increase of 111, 34 and 13 cases 
respectively. Tlio increase in tho Patna Division is partly accounted for by 
the outbreak of lawlessness, due to tho strained relations between Hindus and 
Muhammadans on the subject of the slaughter of cattle. In Gaya there avcto 
17 occurrences from this cause, five cases, in which 30 persons wero concerned, 
resulting in conviction, the remaining cases proving unsuccessful on trial. 
Tho quartering of additional police on the localities concerned in tlieso riots 
has had an excellent effect, and thero has now been a cessation of disturbance. 
Two riots in Shahabad and Suran wero specially serious because of tho evidence 
they bore of premeditation and conspiracy on the part of a large body of 
Hindus who collected secretly from considerable distances, aud appeared 
unexpectedly on the scene, prepared to use violence in support of their deter- 
mination to put down or to punish the slaughter of cattle. In the first case, 
which occurred at Koath, the riot arose out of a dispute in connection with the 
disappearance of a Brahmini bull, and five Muhammadans and seven Hindus 
were prosecuted and convicted, a force of punitive polico being also quartered 
in the village. The other and still more important case occurred in the village 
of Basantpur in the Suran district. A mob of Hindus attempted to rescue a 
number of cattle that were being taken to Dinapore for commissariat purposes, 
and had been placed for safety insido the thana under the protection of the 
Police. Inspector Gyatri Prosomvo Ghosal, with a small force of police, after 
giving the lioters ample warning, was compelled to fire on them, with the result 
that two of them wore so severely wounded that they subsequently died. 
Although the accused wero ultimately acquitted for want of sufficient identi- 
fication, tho action of the Inspector in ordering his men to fire on the rioters 
was held by the Judge who tried the case, and by the Government, to have been 
justified, and lie has since been rewarded with promotion for the courage 
and due sense of responsibility shown by him on the occasion. In the Dacca 
Division there has been an increase of 34 in tho number of true cases of riot, and 
this in spite of the extensive preventive measures taken under sections 100 and 
107, C. P. C., in all districts of the division, with the exception of Mymcnsingh. 
No doubt, however, as Mr. Savage lias stated, in a district like Hackerguugc, 
whore rights and tenures are in a state of inextricable confusion, possession 
is considered more than nine points of tho law, and it is generally accepted 
as cheaper and easier to fight and run the risk of punishment, than to seek 
redress in the Civil Courts. In the Eajshahi district an important case of riot 
occurred between two opposing members of the Nator family, known as 
the Bara and Chota Taraf, aud occupied the time of the Courts for many days. 
In the course of the riot a man’s head was cut off and carried away, aud the 
body was claimed by both parties as that of ono of their adhorents. In tho 
Chittagong Division, tho only oaso of any importance was ono in which 
Mr. King, of tho Assam— Bengal Eailway, was wounded by villagers armed with 
fishing spears and lathies. In this case oiglit of tho accused were convicted and 
sontenced to long terms of imprisonment. 

26. Class II. — Serious ojfcnces against the person . — Cases of this class fell 
from 4,666 to 4,568, the decrease occurring under all heads except u Hurt by 
dangerous weapons,” “ Attempts at aud abetment of suicide,” “ Other murders,” 
and “ Attempts at murder.” Tho percentage of convictions in casos and for 
persons triod shows improvement. In the former tho percentage was 4.V7, against 
43*3 in 1892 and an average of 43'4 for the four preceding years, and in the latter it 
was48'9, against45 , 6 in 1892 and an average of 44*9 for the four years from 1889 
to 1891. Of tho 6,861 poisons sent up for trial, 1,166 wore triod by the Sessions 
Court. Hero also thero was an improvement as compared with former years, 
the percentage of convictions having risen from 47’9 in 1889 and 50 - 4 in 1892, 
to 52 - 3 in 1893. Tho number of true cases of murder reported increased 
from 351 to 356. The percentage of these cases ending in conviction was 25*5, 
or practically tho same as last year ; but the percentage of persons convicted 
to the number tried rose from 20 - 7 to 25*5. Thero were five cases of murdor 
by dacoits, and 10 by robbers, against 8 and 15 respectively in 1891. The 
one case of murder by robbers in the Presidency Division occurred in the 
24-Parganas, and in this a constable was beaten to death at night by some

robbers, whom he had surprised, in the act of robbing a goldsmith’s shop. 
The murderers succeeded in escaping detection ; but, as tlio Inspector-General 
points out, tho case illustrates the desirability of having the watch and ward 
police working in pair's — an arrangcmont that has already been earned out 
in most towns. “Murders by poison” have fallen from 21 to 16, but under 
“ Other murders ” there was an increase of 18 eases, from 307 to 325. In the 
Burdwan Division, the results of trials under tho latter head were the worst 
of any division in tho province, the number of persons convicted being only 
7, to 44 acquitted. A remarkable case occurred in the Khulna district, 
in which the accused, being enraged with his wife, a girl of 1 1 or 12 years of 
age, for not supplying him with water, attackod her and gouged her eyes out, 
causing her death. The man was sentenced by tho Sessions Judge to be 
hanged, but the sentence was commuted by the High Court to one of seven 
years’ transportation. In tho Patna district an unhappy case occuired in 
which a post-olliee employ^, in a fit of insanity, shot liis bearer doad. 
An extraordinary case is reported from the Cuttack district, in which some 
raiyats, who were resisting distraint of their crops, severely injured one of the 
servants of the zamiudar, and in order to support a charge of murder against 
the latter’s party killed an old man of their own side. 

27. C/ass III. — Serious offences against, property . — There has been a 
decrease of 1,872 cases in this class, the number having fallen from 33,325 
to 31,453. The decrease occurred under all serials of crime, oxcept in 
cases of house-trespass (serial 37), in which there was an increase of 23 
only. There was a decrease of 91 in true cases of dacoity, tho number 
having fallen from 317 in 1892 to 226. Tho remedial measures taken to 
check this serious form of crime were enumerated in last year’s report, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to think that they have ah o nly 
met with a fair measure of success. With the exception of tho Chota 
Nagpur Division, where the increase was merely nominal, the only divisions 
which do not show a decrease in true cases of dacoity are Burdwan and Dacca, 
where the numbers rose from 42 and 18 to 62 and 26 respectively. Of the 
62 cases in the Burdwan Division, no less than 27 occurred in the Midnaporo 
district and 21 in Bankura. In these districts there lias been in tho past a 
noticeable suppression of crime, and the police either did not report cases, or 
reported them as minor offences. Instances of this suppression were brought to 
light during the year, anil the officers to blame were punished. In Bankura 
a case which occurred as far back as 1890 was detected, two persons being 
sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment each— an excellent piece of work for 
which tho credit is due to Sub Inspector Ram Sailoy Mookherjee. A notorious 
bad character, Sarfaraz Khan, who is believed to have organized several dacoities 
in this district, was imprisoned during the year, and his organization has 
been broken up. In the Dacca Division the chief incrcaso occurred in the 
Mymensingh district, where the number of cases rose from 6 to 17. In the 
opinion of the Inspector- General, tho district is underpoliced, and this 
defect was noticed also by the Police Redistribution Committee who havo 
recommended an increase to the district force of 9 officers and 80 men. In 
the Raj ilia hi Division the decrease in the number of cases is most marked 
in the Kargpur and Diuajpur districts, and is attributed by the Commissioner 
to the cessation of the agricultural distress which aggravated crime of this 
kind beyond the normal standard in 1892. At tho same time he notices the 
improvement in the working of the police as a contributory causo. In 
Kangpur an important case was brought to a successful issue through the 
courage of the complainant who fired on the dacoits, and the promptness of 
a head- const able who arrested some of the men as they were about to leave by 
train. Five men in this caso were sentenced to ten years’ imprisoment each, and 
the head-constable and complainant were rowarded. In the Patna Division 
tho number of cases of dacoity fell from 76 to 42, the decrease being most 
conspicuous in the Gaya district, whero occurrences under this serial fell 
from 42 to 11. Of those, liowover, not a single case was detected — a result wliioh 
is discreditable to tho district police. r l he decrease in the number of cases is 
attributed by the Magistrate to the preventive measures taken against bad 
characters living in tho centre of the district, who had beon neglected in 
former years, and who were responsible for tho great outbreak of dacoity ip 
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1891 and 1892. That this is probably the correct explanation of tho decrease 
in the number of casts is borne out by tho fact that there was no decrease 
in the Jahanabad subdivision, where least attention was paid to bad characters — 
a reproach which tho Lieutenant Governor hopes will bo removed during the 
present year. 

28. Cases of robbery fell from 197 to 184, but while tho percentage of 
convictions in cases has fallen from 42*6 to 42 *3, that of persons has rison from 
52*4 to 59*9. The number of t>ue cases of mischief by tiro rose from 376 
to 396. Only 23 persons were convicted in these cases against 113 acquitted. 
The worst Divisions in this respect are Kajslmhi and Presidency, with 97 and 
72 cases, respectively, and only one person convicted. 

29. Class 1 V. — Minor offences against the person. — Tho number of cases 
under this class fell from 2,268 to 2,082. Judicial results show a slight falling 
off, the percentage of convictions in cases being 21*1 against 21*7, and that of 
persons 28*2 as compared with 30*1 in 1892. As the majority of theso offouces 
are compoundablo, moro favourable results can hardly be expected. 

30. Class V. — Minor offences against property. — Cases of this class 
decreased from 44,870 to 43,098, and if burglaries be included, tho figures for 
the two years become 76,219 true cases in 1892 and 72,716 in 1893. The num- 
ber of true cases of burglary fell from 31,349 to 29,617, boing a decrease of 
1,732 cases, and of theft from 30,629 to 29,098, or a decrease of 1,431. That 
tho decrease is not more marked, considering the favourable harvests of 1893, may 
be attributed to tlie improvement in reporting occurrences. About 66 per cent, of 
burglary and 72 per cent, of theft cases were investigated, and in tho former 
only about 1 in 9, and in the latter loss than 2 in 5, were successfully worked 
out. In tho Patna Division there was a decrease of 869 cases of burglary as 
compared with last year, tho decrease occurring chiefly in tho Gaya and 
Champaran districts. Tho percentage of cases in which the police abstained 
from enquiry is still too ln’gb, though it has fallen from 63 to 40*7, the 
figures for the Darbhanga district for tho two years being 70*7 and 51*8. 
In tho Darblmnga district, moreover, tho great dispropoition between the 
number of burglaries and thefts, of which there were 1,461 and 441 cases 
respectively, leaves no room for doubt that crime under the latter serial is still 
largely concealed, and tho attention of the District Officers should be specially 
directed to tho matter. As an illustration of the successful working of the 
anthropometrical system may bo instanced a ease of theft which occurred in the 
24-Pargauas, in which the accused, who had taken service under an assumed 
name, was identified by anthropometric measurements, and three previous 
convictions having been proved against him by this means, was sentenced to four 
years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

31. Class VI.-*- All other cases. — There lias been a net decrease of 4,238 
eases under this class, which is accounted for chiefly by a decrease of 4,098 
under “ Public and local nuisances,” and of 634 in prosecutions under tho 
Salt Act. Prosecutions under the Excise laws fell from 2,732 to 2,509. The 
number of cases of bad livelihood instituted roso from 2,638 to 2,944, and of 
these, 151, as compared with 91 in 1892, were instituted by petition before the 
Magistrate. In Lohardnga, out of 19 cases prosecuted, only one proved 
successful, and this very unsatisfactory result is no doubt duo to the 
inordinate delay in taking up cases, tho average duration of which fr*om the 
date of issuo of process was 135 days. In Palamau there were only 4 
prosecutions during the year, and not a single one proved successful. In 
Singlibhum and Burdwan, results wero almost as bad, only ono out of 16 
prosecutions in the former and 7 out of 23 in the latter ending in conviclion. 
Tho importance of trying a certain number of these eases in tho villages 
of tho accused lias been referred to in previous years, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor notiees with satisfaction that tho number of cases so tried has risen 
from 843 to 1,168. Instances of delay, however, in disposing of cases are 
still very numerous. Thus in Jcssoro ono case lasted 596 days from tho 
date of issue of process, ouo in Bogra lasted 280 days, and ono in Midnaporo 
244 days, whilo in seven other districts cases aro shown as having lasted 
over 200 days. Judicial results for tho whole province show a great im- 
provement, and are tho best on record for many years, 72 per cent, of tho cases 
instituted, as compared with 71 per cent, last year, having proved successful. 
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The number of persons shown in the registers as under surveillance at the 
close of tlio year was 42,107, as compared with 45,15 4, and the decrease 
is attributed to tlio greator attention paid to the subject, which has led to the 
exclusion from the registers of some persons who had hitherto been needlessly 
included. A confidential register, containing the biographies of all persons 
registered for C. class surveillance, has been opened at the head-quarters 
of each district for tho Magistrate’s information, and he can thus satisfy 
himself whether the surveillance is really necessary or not, and whether it may 
safely be relaxed. The number of salt prosecutions fell from 2,006 to 1,099, the 
decrease occurring chiefly in Chittagong, Midnapore, and tho .Orissa Divi- 
sion, the latter being tho tract where it has recently been assorted in the House 
of Commons and in tho native newspapers that there had of late been unusual 
and excessive activity in prosecuting such cases. As an average, 15 seers of salt 
was attached for each person convicted. 

32. Noa-cognisabte crime . — The following table shows the increase or 
decrease under each class of non-cognizable crime in 1892 and 1893:—

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None of the cases call for special remark, but the Lieutenant-Governor notices 
that, as regards judicial results, there is, in many districts, a romarkable excess 
of acquittals over convictions. Thus in Midnapore tho number of persons 
acquitted to persons convicted was 1,469 to 1,419, in Bogra it was 341 to 336, 
in Chittagong it was 1,306 to 1,032, in Champaran it was 1,165 to 797, and in 
Purnea it was 555 to 456. Again, in Palainau there were 199 persons acquitted 
to 156 convicted, whereas in the neighbouring district of Manbhum there were 
516 convictions and only 43 acquittals. Such figures awaken the fear that 
sufficient care is frequently not taken by Magistrates to see that there is fairly 
strong primd facie evidence against the accused before the prosecution is 
admitted.

Tho percentage of A forms disposed of at tho first hearing and of those 
remanded more than six times is not quite so good as in 1892, but thp variations 
are slight, and tho figures are a great improvement on those of former years. 
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The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that the improvement noticed last 
year has been generally maintained in all Divisions. 

34. The number of cases of security for keeping the peace under section 
107, C. P. C., has fallen from 4,020 to 3,938, being a decrease of 82 cases. In, 
future reports it should bo stated how many of the persons required to find 
security were able to do so, and how many had to go to jail in default. 

35. Anthropometry . — A detailed report on the working of tho anthropome- 
tric system for the identification of criminals was submitted to Government on 
tho 1st May 1894, and the Inspector-General has not therefore thought it neces- 
sary to do more than make a few passing remarks on tho subject. It would, 

however, havo been well in this report to have briefly summarized tho results 
attained and to have shown the number of criminals actually identified by means 
of the system during the year. Tho instruments used in measuring have been 
improved by mechanical additions which re luce tho chances of inaccuracy in 
taking measurement to a minimum, the system of search has been made exhaustive, 
and tho use of thumb impressions as tho final test in the office of search has been 
adopted with tho most successful results. From the separate report referred to 
above, it appears that the measurements of over 11,000 dangerous and habitual 
criminals have been permanently recorded. Tho system was put to the test of 
actual working for the first time towards the close of the year, and instructions 
were issued to all District Superintendents of Police requiring them to account 
separately for all unidentified persons in their districts, and to submit their 
nominal roll and measurement cards to the central office. The number of 
successful identifications thus secured in tho eight months up to the 1st April 1894 
was 48, and it is interesting to compare these figures with the corresponding figures 
in France, where in the second year of the working of the Bortillon system, the 
number of successes under similar conditions was only 49. These results justify 
tho belief expressed by the Inspector- General that the system in Bengal has now 
boon established on a firm and practical working basis, and that in a few years, 
especially if the system is introduced in the North-Western Provinces, the 
Central Office will be able to account for a large proportion of tho persons -who 
would otherwise have remained unknown to the police. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to hear that cordial assistance was rendered to tho police 
engaged in measuring habituals by the officers of the Jail Department. 

3G. Mr. llenry brings to tho notico of Government the good work done by 
Messrs. Giles, Daly, Pratt and Wilcox as Deputy Inspectors-Gcnoral, and 
acknowledges his special obligations to Mr. Showers, who acted as his Personal 
Assistant throughout tho year. Tho names of the District Superintendents 
of Police, Assistant Superintendents, and Inspectors who are mentioned in 
paragraph 42 of the report will bo noted in tho Appointment Department. 

37. To Mr. llenry himself tho thanks of Government are duo for the zeal 
with which he has devoted himself to police work, llis management of tho 
department has been sound and sensible, and in particular ho has developed 
anthropometry with such assiduity and energy that lie has placed it on a firm 
basis as a useful agency for the identification of criminals.

Statements Nos. I, II and ITT showing irrigation operations of canals -in Bengal 
during tlio rabi season, 1893-94. 

Observations. — The area irrigated during the rabi season of 1893-91 was 
76,762 acres against 133,202 acres in 1892-93, showing a decrease of 57*62 
per cent. 

2. The rainfall during the year in each of the oiglit districts was loss than 
that of tho previous year, the average being 1*01 inches against 4*71 in 
1892-93. The excess rainfall of the preceding year was, however, inainly in 
February, and there was a heavier fall in October 1893 than in October 
1892, which materially affected the area leased. 

3. From the Midnapore Canal, where there was no irrigation of rabi 
in 1892-93, 6,213 acres of boro rice were irrigated during tho year, while 
from the Eden Canal 138 acres only of boro rice, sugar-cano and potatoes, 
were irrigated against 2,191 acres in 1892-93, showing a decrease of 2,053 
acres. In the Sone Circle the area irrigati d was 60,061 acres less than that 
irrigated in 1892-93, and in the Orissa Circle the decrease was 539 acres. 

4. Tho details of the increase or dccreaso in the irrigation of the rabi 
crops from oach canal during tho year 1893-94, compared with those of the 
previous year, are given in the followiug statement : —

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JULY 1894. 

The meteorology of July has not only been highly important, but it has also been 
rather extraordinary from the number and importance of the barometric depressions and 
cyclonic storms which have b en formed. All of these storms have moved in a westerly or 
nnrtli- westerly direction. Four of these storms, and indeed all the severe storms were formed 
over the sea, or partly over the sea and partly over the land, whilst two feeble depressions 
were formed over the land area. 

In the first week two feeble storms occurred : one passing from the norjth-west angle 
of the I3ay, and the other being formed in the centre and north of the province, but these 
were of little importance. After this came three severe storms, each moro severe than the last, 
and the path of each of which was to the north of the former path. These were practi- 
cally formed over the Bay, and moved in paths varying from north- west to west. The first of 
the three was decidedly severe, and the two last very severe, the third doing a go >d deal of 
damage to the shipping at the head of the Bay. The sixth was a feeble storm, as judged by 
the depression of the barometer, but it was highly important in the amomt of rainfall it gave, 
and particularly because it gave heavy raiu to areas which had hitherto received very little 
rain in July. 

With this succession of storms large amouuts of rain have been brought up to the 
province, but the distribution of the rain has been singular. The general rainfall of the 
province has been about 20 per cent, in excess of the normal, but nevertheless some districts 
have not received much more than half or one-third the usual amounts for July. Thus 
in Kuch Bihar a defect of no less than 63 per cent, and iu Rangpur a defect of 62 per cent, 
of the normal fall in July has been recorded, while on the other hand, in the same divisio i 
of North Bengal, the district of Pabua has received an erects fall of 74 per cent. Again in 
fiiliar the district of Darbhanga has received a fall 48 per cent, less than usual, and Mnzaffarpur 
and Purnea have shown defects of about 40 per cent., while also iu Bihar the district of 
Bhagalpur has received a fall SI per cent, in excess, and Gaya au excess of 46 per oent. of 
tho normal fall. LLencc, though the moiiEOon rai trail has been good on the whole, it has 
been remarkable for its irregular distribution, and iuthis respect the present monsoon appears 
to be almost unique. 

At the close of June a very feeble barometric depression had formed in the north of the 
Bay, and oil the 30th, or the last, cl >y of the month, it had advanced into the north-west 
angle, and its cetitro was close to Bala*ore and a little to the east of it. With the advance 
of the small depression, monsoon winds w«:re again beginning to blow freely over the 
province, and hence general rain was being reccivod. On the 1st of July the depression 
had to a great extent advanced inland, though it remained extremely fe« ble, and the lowest 
pressure was reported at Calcutta, while there was also a badly defined cyclonic circulation 
of winds over South-West Bengal. Practically, however, on this day, the depression had 
ceased to exist. On the 2nd the lowest pressure was reported from Rampm-B >alia, ft id 
round this as a centre winds were again circulating feebly in a cyclonic form, but there was 
scarcely sufficient evidence to s.iy that any baromofric depression existed over this area on 
this day. Oil the 3rd, again, pressure was relatively low over the east of Bihar and part of 
North Bengal, and a moderate fall of. pressure had occurred, while winds showed a tendency 
to circulate round a centre probably near Maid a, so that a very feeble, but not very definite, 
barometric depression appears to have existed over tnc east of Bihar on this day. On the 
4th the lowest pressures were reported at Patna and Arrab, where pressure was nearly a 
tenth of an inch in defect, and the feeble depression had apparently moved in a west-north- 
westerly direction, and hence pressure was falling iu the western districts, while it was 
rising moderately to rapidly at the ceutral and eastern stations. The circulation of winds 
accompanying the feeble depression was, however, by no means definite. On the 5th the 
feeble low pressure area had apparently parsed away from the province, and pressure was 
lisiug briskly at all stations, though it was still in slight defect in the west and centre of 
the province. No true circulation of winds, however, was recorded on this day. Ou the 
6ih a further slow increase of pressuro occurred, and pressure became in slight excess in all 
districts, while on tlie 7th pressure had again generally increased, though a fall was 
commencing at the western stations, but still pressure was iu excess iu practically all 
districts. 

The first two feeble depressions of the month having thus passed away, they were followed 
by a third and much more vigorous storm, which was of considerable strength over the sea. 
It formed immediately after conditions had ceased to be disturbed after the Bihar depression. 

Small cyclonic storm of July 8th to July 11 th . — Ou the 8tb, pressure was rising at the 
northern stations and falling over the southern half of the proviuce, the fall increasing in 
amount towards the s utli. eastern districts, and being largest over the Bay. At the same time 
wind directions at a few of the south-eastern stations began to show indraught towards the 
sea area. It was hence evident that a barometric depression was forming in the east of the 
Bay. Over Bengal rain had fallen rather abundantly from the 7th to the 8th, the rainfall 
* being particularly heavy in the west of the province. On the 9th the depression over the 
Bay was developing slowly, and pressure had fallen iu all districts, out owing to the 
indraught towards the depression, the monsoon winds were being drawn away fr&n Bengal, 
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and on the 9th the rainfall reported was light and local. On the 10 rh a further alow develop- 
ment of the depression in the Bay took place, and the small storm was probably nearly in 
the centre of the Bay and to the south-west of Akyab. Winds showed a strong indraught 
towards the small storm, and therefore again little rain was reported in licngal on this day. 
It is probable also that on the 10th the small storm was beginning to move iu a westerly 
direction, for on the morning o* the 11th the centre had become much nearer to the South 
Orissa Coast, and was probably to the south-east of False Point and to the east of Puri. 
Hence on the 11th pressure was falling slowjy to moderately in Orissa and in tfic south- 
western districts of Bengal, while it had risen briskly ovor the remainder of the province. 
The centre of the small storm crossed the Orissa coast to the south of False Point, aud the 
central line passed probably almost immediately over Puri at about 2 a.m. of the 1:2th. 

The following is a short description of the weather experienced at Puri during thu 
small storm as given by the Collector of that district. : — 

The 11 th July 1891. — Weather was stormy with a strong gale of wind and rain at smill 
intervals. The total amount of rainfall registered was 0’70 inch, of which 0*49 inch preoeded 
the storm. The highest wind velocity was 38*2 miles an hour. Wind direction, north- 
north-east at first, was calm a little before the storm, then south-west and south-south-west. 
The state of sea during the storm was boisterous, but it subsided soon after the wind had 
ceased. 

“ This weather first began with a light shower of rain amounting to 0*23 inch between 
forty minutes after 1 and 4 p.m. on the 11th instant, wind blowing in puffs froni north- 
north-enst at a velocity of 2G*5 miles an hour. The sky was completely overcast. Between 
G and 8 p.m. there was another showor of rain amounting to 0*26 inch, wind direction 
continuing steady (north-north-east), but the velocity fell from 26*5 to 14*5 miles an hour. 
The sky was now dealing towards east and south, while over the horizon to west extending 
to south-west looked heavily clouded and threatening. At 2 a.m. (12th, following day) the 
wind was calm. This lasted till 3 45 a.m., when there was a sudden burst or strong gale of 
wind from south-west accompanied with rain. The rain ceased after 15 minutes, giving 
0*21 inch, fcut the wind increased and continued to blow up to 10 a.m. at a velocity of 
88*2 miles an hour. Here the wind slowly shifted to south-south-west and the velocity 
fell, blowing at 19*3 miles and lower and lower till 10 p.m., when the weather looked 
settled. The lowest barometer was 29-544 inches (corrected probably about 29*35 inches). 
It was taken at 2 a.m. on the 12th. ” 

It is hence clear from this description that the storm cent r e, which was accompanied 
by a decided calm, s-mh as is usually experienced only in t »e cyclones of the transition 
periods, passed over Puri between 2 a.m. and 8-45 a.m. of the 12th of July. The storm 
having crossed the co;»st near Puri on the early morning of the 12th, moving in a westerly 
direction at 8 a.m, of that clay it was some little distance to the south of Samhalpur. 
The storm was therefore moving rapidly in a westerly or west-north-westerly direction. 
It was. not, however, a storm of great intensity, nor was tho pressure at its centre 
very low, but it was accompanied by a most perfect cyclonic circulation of winds, whjcli, 
paiticuiarly to the south of the storm, were decidedly strong. The storm having thus passed 
inland, cordite ns became rather more favourable for rainfall in Bengal, and on the morning 
of the 12th the majority of stations repor ted rain. The storm, however, continued to advance 
in an almost westerly direction at an extremely rapid rate, the average speed being about 25 
miles an hour for the 24 hours from 8 a.m. of the 12th to 8 a.m. of the 13:h, and on the 
latter date it was in Central India. On the 14th the small storm was entering Lower Sind, 
and on the 15th it had quite disappeared. The rapidity with which this storm therefore 
advanced across India is remarkable, as it covered the space betweeu Orissa and Lower 
Sind in a little more than two days, or in certainly less than two days and a half, that is at 
the rate roughly of six hundred miles a day. By the strong indraught towards the rapidly 
retreating storm, the inonsoou current was to a great extent deflected from Bengal, and 
hence much less rain was received than is usually the case after the passage of a storm 
through Orissa. On the 13th, also, iu tho rear of the storm, pressure had riscu very rapidly 
over the whole of the west of the province, the increase equalling nearly a quarter of an inch 
in Orissa. On the other hand pressure had begun to fall moderately to rapidly in -Burma, 
and there was a slight tendency for winds to set up a circulation along the Burma coast, and 
conditions were therefore again favourable for the commencement of another barometric 
depression over the east of the Bay. 

At this period the fourth depression and cyclonic storm of the month formed. The 
storms in July also gradually increased in intensity during the month, for the fourth storm 
was a decidedly severe one, and much more severe than the storm which crossed over Puri 
on the 12th. It is also noticeable that the path of tho fourth storm was more to the north 
than the third, aud crossed the coast over Balasore to the north of Orissa. 

Severe cyclonic btorm of July 14 th to July 23rd . — On the 11th, pressure continued to fall 
rapidly at the eastern stations and iu the east of the Bay, wuile.a smaller fall was reported 
over the remainder of the province, though pressure was still iu considerable excess generally. 
Winds at the eastern stations, however, showed very distinct indraught towards the Bay, 
indicating the continued exisionce and probable slight intensification of the depression over 
that area. With the formation of this second storm, aud by the indraught towards 
it, again the monsoon current blowing over Bengal begaa to fall off iu force, and hence 
conditions were not very favourable for rainfall. On the 15th, pressure had fallen over the 
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whole province, the fall being largest in the north of the Bay and at the eastern stations 
Winds also showed a very decided cyclouic circulation, which extended over the whole of the 
north of the Bay and the greater part of Bengal. The centre of this circulation was 
probably to the west of the centre of the Bay in the latitude of Puri. On the 16th 
pressure was falling rapidly in Orissa, particularly at False Point, which reported a 
fall exceeding a tenth of an inch, while it was falling slowly in the west of the province 
and rising at the eastern stations. The small storm had apparently advanced iu a north- 
north-westerly direction, and wat at 8 a.m. of the 16th some little distance to the south- 
east of False Point, while it was also probably intensifying to a considerable extent. 
On the 17th the Btorm had advanced again in a north-north-westerly direction, and was 
within the north-west angle of the Bav, the centre being a short distance only to the 
south-east of Balasore. The storm had increased rapidly in intensity, and -there had been a 
fall of pressure at Balasore of more than a fifth of an iuch, while a decidedly rapid fall had 
oocuried over the whole of the south-western districts of Bengal. A very strong cyclonic 
circulation of winds accompanied the storm, and it extended over the whole .of Bengal and 
the northern half of the Bay. The centre of the small cyclonic storm then crossed the 
coast to the south of Balasore soon after noon of the 17th, and the exceedingly low pressure 
of 29*169 inches was recorded at that station at 1 p.m. This pressure is about a third of an 
inch below the normal of the day. Probably, also, as the centre did not actually pass over 
Balasore, at the actual centre of the storm a pressure of only about 29 inches existed. The 
pressure recorded at Balasore even is an unusually low pressure for a cyclonic storm of the 
rains. The storm gave very strong winds and stormy and very squally weather over a large 
part of the Bay, and particularly in the north-west angle, and from Balasore it is reported 
that during the early part of the storm at about 2 a.m. of the 17th instant, that is abont 
12 hours before the storm centre reached the coast, the flag-staff with the storm signals 
hoisted ou it was blown down, and hence the signals could no louger be hoisted there. 

Either immediately before crossing the coast, or as the storm advanced inland, it began to 
change its line of advance, and instead of moving in a north-north-westerly direction it 
advanced almost due west. Hence at 8 a.m. on the 18th the centre of the storm gas a littlo 
to the south-east of Samba! pur in the Central Provinces, having thus advanced about 
200 miles since the previous day in almost a due westerly direction. On the 19th the centre 
of the storm was to the south-east of Sconi, or about 240 miles to the west of its position 
on the 18th, while on the 20th the centre was near Pachmarhi, and on this day it had 
advanced in a west-by-nortn direction through about 120 miles. On tho 21st, the centre 
of the storm was a little to the north-west of Indore, and had thus advanced about 
200 miles in a wcst-north-weslerly direction. On the 22nd the storm had advanced in a 
north-westerly direction and its centre was near Mount Abu. On the 23rd it had advanced 
into Lower 8iud, and on the 23rd, though a depression was still indicated over that area, it 
was very foeble, and on the 24th the depression had entirely disappeared. Thus the storm 
whioh first formed a little to the west of the centre of tho Bay about the 1 1th instant 
continued to exist quite up to the 23rd or for ten days, during which period it also 
advanced in directions varying iu different parts of its course from north -north-westerly to 
westerly over a path probably Seven teen or eighteen hundred miles long, giving heavy 
weather and abundant rain practically throughout its existence. It was therefore a storm 
of exceptional nature. 

As the storm approached the western side of the Peninsula it created a very strong 
indraught of monsoon winds from the Arabian Sea towards it. It hence caused very 
heavy weather in the western districts of India, and probably also in the Arabian Sea, while 
it gave exceptionally heavy rainfall over Western and North-Western India and caused most 
disastrous floods in several places. 

The storm therefore was a very important one, as it gave heavy weather from 
about the 14th or loth, up till ceitainly the 22nd, in the Bay of Bengal and Arabian Sea 
and ovt r the head of the Peninsula as well. During the passage of the storm inland through 
the north of Orissa, in addition to the stormy weather with very strong winds aud the very 
low prcssuics which were recorded, some very heavy falls of rain were reported. Thus from 
8 a.mJ of the 16th to the 18ih Chandbali rco ivod 12*3 inches of rain, and Bhadrak also 
in the Balasore district 7*7 inches. A heavy wave of monsoon winds advanced in the. 
rear of the storm, hut owing to the westerly direction taken by it, the monsoon current was 
mainly deflected towards the Central Provinces, and therefore away from Bengal. Hence 
the monsoon current affecting Bengal during the passage of the storm across the Peninsula 
was again rather feeble, except iu ti.e south-wostern districts and Orissa, which were more 
or less affected by*the storm. The rainfall for this peried was therefore iu very large defect 
iu North aud East Bengal and Bihar ; the defect was much smaller iu South-West Bengal 
and Chota Nagpur, while on the other hand the fall in Orissa was nearly twioc as large as 
usual. 

A fifth barometric depression aud cyclonic storm was then formed, which gave very 
severe weather at the head of the Bay, and indeed caused a considerable amount of damage 
to the shippiug at the Saudheads. The fifth storm passed further to the north than the 
fourth storm had done, in the same way that the fourth storm had passed further north than 
the third. It would also appear that the severity of the fifth storm was greater than that of 
the fourth, and hence the storms iu question formed a kind of series of increasing intensity. 

Severe cyclonio storm of July 23 id to July 28 th . — While the fourth storm was still inexist- 
ence conditions were again becoming disturbed in the Bay. On the 22nd pressure was falling 
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at all except a few of the south-western stations, the fall being largest in the north-east 
angle of the Bay. It is probable that even on this day a small storm was forming, as the 
weather at Akyab on the 22nd was extremely suspicious with a falling barometer during the 
day, while to the south very strong winds and very squally weather were reported from 
Diamond Island. On the 23rd the observations indicated that a feeble storm existed partly 
over the head of tho Bay and partly over the Suuderbans with a centre to the south of 
Barisal, where pressure was 013 inch in defect. It is uncertain whether this storm watf 
the continuation of tho disturbance indicated in the north-east angle of the Bay on the 22nd, 
but if it was, the disturbance must have raovod in a noith-westerly direction during the 
24 hours fr«<m the 22nd to the 23rd. During the 23rd the storm commenced to move iu a 
westerly direction, and up to 4 r.M. of that date it had not intensified to any extent, but 
remained a feeble disturbance. From that time, however, it commenced to deepen and 
intensify rapidly, and at 8 a m. of the 24»h it was a deep and rather severe storm, the centre 
being about 30 to 40 miles to the south-east of Calcutta, where a pressure of only 29*203* 
was recorded or 0*318* below tho normal. With the rapid deepening of the storm the 
cyclonic circulation of winds became much stronger and extended over the whole of Bengal. 
The main force of the winds was to the south and south-east of the storm, and a severe gale 
of wind blew at Saugor Island and tho Sandheads, commencing from about midnight on the 
23rd, and for several hours the wind velocity at S-iugor Island averaged more than 69 miles 
an hour. At noon of tho 24th the centre of the storm was about 23 or 30 miles to the 
south-south-west of Calcutta, the centre having passed apparently close to Diimond Harbour, 
and at this time the direction of its movement must have been a little to the north of west. 
Its rate of advance then became very slow for some hours, and up to 10 p.m. the storm 
bad made little further advance, and its ceutre was still to the south-west of Calcutta 
and south-east of Midnapore. This retardation appears to have been due to an alteration 
in the direction of its movement which, was taking place, for it is always the case 
that storms move very slowly while recurving. After 10 p.m. it moved almost in a 
north-westerly direction, and at 8 a.m. on the 25th the centre was to the south of 
Bankura and nearer to that station than to Midnapore. The pressure at Bankura on the 
25tli at 8 a.m. was 29*274" or 0*211* in defect, and it is probable the storm was already 
commencing to fill up s’ightly, though it was still accompanied by strong cyclonic winds. 
On the 26tli at 8 a.m., the storm was entering Baghelkhaud, and had hence moved across 
Chota Nagpur during the 24 hours at an average rate of about 12 miles an hour in a west- 
north-westerly direction. The depression at the centre of the storm was much smaller 
than on the previous day, and probably did not exceed a tenth of an inch, but it was still 
accompanied by a fairly strong cyclonic circulation of winds. On the 27th the storm had 
marched nearly westwards and the ceutre was closo to Sutna, and the storm was a shallow 
depression only, while on the 28ch it had almost completely filled up. 

During the passage of the storm, in addition to the very low pressures recorded and the 
very strong cyclonic circulation of winds, which gave very stormy weatner with very rough 
sea at the head of tho Bay, and rather squally or somewhat stormy weather over a large 
part of Bengal, the storm also gave heavy rainfall over the south-western part of the province, 
the falls being exceedingly heavy near the path of the centre. Thus on the morning of the 
24th Coutai, in the Midnapore district, reported 15*29 inches of rain, Dantoon, also in the 
Midnapore district, 10*31 inches. Diamond llazbour 9*90 inches, and Tamluk, Ghatal and 
Saugor Island each more than 7 inches. On the 25th Mohanea, Shahabad district, reported 
6*65 incheB, and Aurangabad, Kendrapara, Jajpur, Akhyapada, Ch;*udbali, Biiadrak and 
Balasore from four to six inches, and so on. 

In tho rear of the storm also a heavy wave of monsoon winds flowed over the province, 
but it was deflected mainly over the western and south-western districts, and the remainder 
of the province received comparatively little rain. On July 29th, however, a change again 
occurred, pressure fell moderately to briskly over the whole province and became in moderate 
defect, while at the same time westerly winds appaieutly forming part of the Bombay 
brauch of the monsoon current began to set in over tho west of the province, and to drive 
back the south-easterly and easterly monsoon winds coming from the Bay of Bengal. As 
is usually the case when such interaction occurs, very heavy raiu began to fall iu the western 
districts of Bengal aud in Bihar, and on the 29th many of the stations iu this district reported 
heavy rain, Bettiah receiving 8*50 inches, Buxar 614 inches, Siwau 5*17 iucheB, and many 
other stations rather heavy falls. 

These conditions with winds being of more or less opposite direction, with the accom- 
panying very heavy rainfall, again gave rise to a barometrio depression, but which cu this 
occasion was of a feeble nature. 

Feeble barometric depression of July 30 (h to the l«f August . — On the 30th pressure had 
fallen over the eastern half of the province, the fall being largest at Dinajpur, while it had 
risen over the west and south-west of the province, aud a distinct but feeble barometric de- 
pression had formed with a centre near Dinajpur, round which a very distinct circulation of 
winds appeared. Hence conditions had become particularly favourable for rainfall over 
practically the whole province, and fulls exceeding five inches were reported at Atia, Fenny, 
Harishpur, Cox’s Bazar, and Siwan, while very numerous stations reported amounts of more 
than three inches. On the 31st the feeble depression bad moved in a westerly direction, and 
was lying along the foot of the Hills from about 1’uruea westwards, aud ou the 1st of August 
it had almost disappeared, or had become merged into the monsoon trough of low pressure 
which at this* time was lying almost along the foot of the lulls. 
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This last depression, though meteorologically speaking a feeble one, was of great prac- 
tical importance, as it gave the first general and heavy rainfall which had been received during 
the month in certain parts of Bihar and North Bengal, and which were very badly in want of 
rain, and particular! jr in such districts as Datbhanga, Muzaffarpur, Purnoa, Jalpaiguri Rij- 
shahi, Rangpur, Dinajpur.&c. 

Pressure . — During the first week of the month pressure was usually below the normal, 
the defects ranging from 0*015" to 0*035", and being usually largest at the central and south- 
western stations. In the second week pressure was unusually high, and was in excess by a 
tenth of an inch, but owing to the passage of the small cyclonic storm through the south of 
Orissa, the exoess over that area was comparatively small. In the third week the distribution 
of pressure was governed by the storm which passed near Balasore, and ’while the mean 
pressure in Orissa and at the neighbouring stations in Bengal showed a decided defect, over 
the remainder of the province, decided excess pressures were registered. In the fourth week 
the mean pressure variel from an excess of 0*01" to 0*02" at the extreme northern stations 
to a defect of 0*08" at Calcutta and defects of 0*05" and 0*06" at Saugor Island, Jessore, 
Midnaporc, Cuttack, &c., and hence again the pressure distribution was governed by the 
storm which had passed through South Bengal. The mean pressure for the whole month has 
therefore shown very slight defects at the extreme southern stations in South Bengal and 
also in Orissa, while slight excels pressures have been registered elsewhere, the excess equall- 
ing about 0 02" to 0 03" at the extreme northern stations. 

Temperature . — The mean temperatures for the month have to a great extent followed 
the variations in the heaviness of the rainfall, and hence the whole of the north of the pro- 
vince has shown a mean temperature of about, a degree in excess of the normal. The 
remainder of the province has registered slightly defective tomperatures, the defects in- 
creasing towards the south-western districts, and boing largest at Cuttack, whero a defect of 
1*6° is registered. 

Rainfall . — The distribution of the rainfall throughout the month and its variation in 
different districts has already been described in detail in the general summary. The most 
noticoable feature has been the partial, and in some cases almost entire failure of the mosoon 
rain to reach certain districts in the north of the province in Bihar and North Bengal. This 
failure continued almost until the formation of the sixth depression in the last few days of 
the month, but fortunately this depression gave heavy and much needed rain to the 
districts which had been previously almost rainless. 

The actual rainfall recorded in the different divisions has varied from about nineteen 
inches in East Bengal, Orissa and Chota Nagpur, and fourteen inches in South-West Bengal 
and Bihar, to only eleven inches in North Bengal. Slight to moderate excess general falls 
have boon therefore recorded in all districts except North Bengal. 

The following table gives a comparison of the falls in the varions divisions during the 
month of July with the normal fall, the actual being given as a percentage of the normal fall. 
The table also shows the actual falls for each of the previous months of the year expressed in 
the same way, and the last column of the table shows the total of the falls of the past seven 
months of the year in each division expressed as a percentage of the normal fall. It will be 
seen that the geueral fall in the province iu July has been 20 per cent, in excess of the 
normal, while in North Bengal there has been a defect of 20 per cent. Also that for the 
year up to the end of July the gcne r al rainfall of the province has equalled 103 per cent, 
of the normal, though decided defects have been registered in North Bengal : —

As indicated previously, the distribution of rainfall during July has been extremely 
irregular. The falls indeed have varied from 57*57 inches in parts of South-East Bengal as 
represented by tho station Cox’s Bazar and over 40 inches in parts of North Bengal ns re- 
presented by a fall of 40*86 inches at Buxa in the Darjeeling district, to a fall of only 3*57 
inches at Shiuhar in the Muzaffarpur district, and to falls of only two inches at Snnderganj in 
the Rangpur district and at Diuhatta iu the ICuch Bihar district, and to falls of about four 
inches at Rangpur itself and Pcergauj also in the Rangpur district. Thus at almost neigh- 
bouring stations tho falls have varied to an enormous extent. 

Compared with the normal amounts for July, the actual falls also exhibit most startling 
discrepancies. The whole of the north of the province, north of a line from about Nctrakona 
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The following table gives the summary of tho toraporature and rainfall data of eaoh of 
the six meteorologioal divisions of the provinoo for the month of July 1894:—

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 11th OF AUGUST 1894. 

At the close of the previous week tho monsoon current blowing over the province was 
fairly strong, as a low pressure area, which had formed iu Bengal, had advanced along the 
foot of the hills jn the North-Western Provinces, and the monsof n winds were; being drawn 
into the feeble depression which still remained. On the 5: h of August, or the first day of the 
week under review, pressure had fallen briskly over the province, and had become in defect by 
amounts ranging up to a tenth of an inch at the western stations in Bihar. On the 6th 
instant pressure r* sc slowly except at the extreme southern stations, and became decidedly low 
over the centre and north of the Bay and over Orissa, while winds round the north-west angle 
of the Bay showed a very distinct indraught towards the sea area. It was thus clear a feeble 
depression had formed off the Orissa Coast on the Cr.h. On the 7th pressure had again 
fallen slowly in the south of Orissa, hut had risen elsewhere, and the feeble depression which 
had formed iu the; Bay on the 6th had become more definite, and was lying off the South 
Orissa Coast with a centre to tho south-east of Puri. It was still a feeble depression, and had 
nut intensified since the 6th. It passed inland during the afternoon of the 7th, the centre 
crossing tho coast iv-ar Puri, and at. 8 A M. of the <Sth tho centre was a little to the south of 
Sambalpur and had therefore moved in a west-north-wes'crly direction. It. was stiil a very 
shallow depression, but it was of large extent and affected a largo part of North-Eastern arc! 
Northern India, and a fairly heavy wave of monsoon winds advanced over Bengal in connection 
with it. On rbe 9th the feeble depression had again advanced in a west-nortir-wcsterly 
direction in t e ( entral Provinces, but it had become very feebly and bad practically ceased to 
exist. On the 9th and loth, however, pressure fell rather briskly over the greater part of 
Bengal and As^ n, and on the 10th it was in defect by from (MIG* to 008*. This again 
caused an ii create in the strength of the monsoon winds blowing from the Bav over Bengal, 
and at this time very strong mors ion winds were reported. On the lltli an inrush of westerly 
and north-westerly winds commenced in the west of the; province, partially driving back the 
strong southerly and south-easterly winds which were flowing in over Bengal from the Bay. 
By the interaction thus produced, heavy rain was precipitated ov^r the western districts. 
Pressure also began to fall briskly to rapidly, the fall equalling a tenth of an inch at some 
of the south-eastern stations, and by the opposing north-westerly and westerly winds with the 
south-easterly and easterly winds a distinct cyclonic circulation began to set up over the 
south and south-east of the province. Hence again a feeble whirl or barometric depres- 
sion had formed over Bengal on this day, and conditions became vory favourable for conti- 
nued general and rather heavy rainfall. 

lienee throughout tho greater pait of the week conditions have again bpen favourable for 
good general ram over the province, and falls decidedly in excess of the normal have been 
received in all districts except South-West Bengal and Orissa, where the falls have been rather 
smaller than usual. 

Pressure . — The mean pressure for the week has been very considerably below the 
normal, the defect usually equalling from 0 04* to 0*00". Theso defects have been generally 
largest in Orissa owing to the passage of the depression, and at Cuttack and Ualasore the 
defect equals 0*07*. 

In Assam pressure has been in defect by an average amount of 0*05*. 

Temperature.-— '['he mcau temperature has been generally very nearly normal, and for the 
whole province of Bengal the average mcau temperature has been above the uormal bv about 
a tenth of a degree only. In Assam, on the other hand, a defect ol 0 8° has been recorded. 

Rainfall . — Average falls of between about four :md four and a half inches have beeu 
received in North and East Bengal and in Chota Nagpur, and of nearly four inches iu Bihar. 
Much smaller falls averaging about two inches only have been received in Orissa and South- 
West Bengal. 

Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall, tho actual falls during the week have 
equalled the following amounts: — Siuth-WVst Bengal 58 per cent., Ninth Bengal 126 per 
cent., East Bengal 108 per cent., Bihar 127 per cent.. Orissa 75 per cent., and Uhota Nagpur 
137 per cent. Taking each division to have an equal value iu the calculation, the rainfall of 
Bengal for the week 1ms equalled 105 per cent, of the normal fall. 

In the case of the smaller districts the falls have been particularly heavy iu Jalpaignri, 
which has received 11*92 inches against tho usual full of 6 84 inches, in Raugpur w ill l s i 
inches against the normal 2*99 inches, in Bogra with 5*17 inches against the normal 2*69 
inches, in Shahabad with 4 96 inches against the normal 2*69 inches, in Champarac with 
6*37 inches against the normal 3*49 inches, in Darbhanga with 4*58 inches against the 
normal 2*63 incites, and in Bhsgaipur with 6*33 inches against the normal 3*01 inches. 

Very heavy falls have also occurred on various days at individual stations : thus on tho 
5th August Khurda (Puri district) received 10*87 inches, Debig, mj 5 82 inches, Siligruri 
6*47 incites, Thakurgaon (Din.ij pur district) 9 99 inches. On tho(i r .h Uaniganj receive*! 4'8'J 
inches and Bogra 4*96 inches; on the 10th Arrah received 4 50 iiiolns ft ; «d Mirsurui (Chitta- 
gong district) 5 inches, and on the 1 1th Bhagatpur (Jalpaiguri iiypriet,i 5*38 inches, 
Huzaribagh 3*82 iuohes, and Karagdeha 4 02 inches.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 18th OF AUGUST 1894. 

At the dose of the previous week ordinary monsoon conditions prevailed in* Bengal 
except that on the 11th, or the last day of the week, there was a slight tendeuoy for a 
barometric depression to form over Bengal. 'On the 12t*, or the first day of the week under 
review, pressure had fallen over the eastern half of the province and at some of the central 
and northern stations, while it was rising in the west of the province. Hence the barometric 
depression which had been forming on the previous day had become more prominent, and 
pressure was in defect by amounts ranging up to 017" at Faridpur and 0*162" at Barisal and 
Narayanganj. A distinct circulation of winds also set up round the low prossarc area, and 
by the indraught towards the depression, winds became rather strong at the heal of the Biy. 
General and rather heavy rain was also being received in connection with the depression. On 
the 13th the feebj^ depression had moved in a west-north-westerly direction into West Bengal, 
and the centre was a little to tha north of llaoiganj. It had not, however, intensified in any 
way and was still very feeble, though it was giving good general rain over the whole pro- 
vince. Hence on the 13th with tho movement of the depression pressure had fallen at the 
western and south-western stations, while it was rising at the eastern, northern and central 
stations. It was also accompanied by an almost perfect cyclonic circulation of winds, though 
the wind force was light. On the 14th the depression had again moved away in a wost- 
north-westerly direction, and the centre was probably near Hazaribagh, but it was a very 
extensive and shallow depression, and was giving moderate winds only with general 
and fairly heavy rain. On the 15th the barometric changes in Bengal were particularly 
small, and the very feeble depression had continued to drift very slowly westwards and 
covered Bagbolkhaml and part of Chota Nagpur, so that conditions in Bengal remained 
unchanged, and moderate general rain with a moderately strong monsoon prevailed. Oti 
the 16th pressure was rising slowly at all except a few of the eastern stations, and the feeble 
depression had moved slightly westwards, and was mainly over the North-Western Pro- 
vinces with a centre, perhaps, to the south of Benares, so that it had practically little effect 
on the conditions in Bengal. A fairly strong monsoon, however, continued to blow over Bengal 
towards the depression, and rainfall continued goneral. On the 17th pressure continued to 
increase very slowly over the greater part of Bengal, and the feeble depression had again 
extended slightly in a westerly direction, but the general weather conditions in Bengal were 
quite unchanged. Finally, on the 18th, or the last day of the week, pressure had again 
risen moderately to rather briskly over Bengal, though it was falling in Assam, but notwith- 
standing the steadily increasing pressure, a defect usually ranging from 0 05" to 0*08" was 
still registered over the province. The feeble depression had again moved westwards, aad 
the centre was near Nowgong, but it was unchanged in general character, and was a 
very shallow diffused depression extending over a large area and accompanied by a distinct 
cyclonic circulation of winds. As before, moderate monsoon winds were blowing over Bengal 
into the depression, and hence fairly general rain continued to be received. 

Hence it will be seen that throughout the whole week a barometric depression has 
existed, and has moved slowly from South-East Bengal in a west-north-westerly and westerly 
direction to near Nowgong. The depression, however, has at no time developed in intensity, 
and has remained throughout as a feeble, diffused low pressure area with a moderate 
cyclonic circulation of wiuds. On the other hand, throughout its existence it has given fairly 
general and rather heavy rain. It is very unusual for a depression to exist for so long a 
period without any practical chauge in intensity, aud hence the history of the depression 
has been peculiar. 

Pressure . — Owing to tho passage of the depression through the province, pressure has 
been rather largely below the normal. The defect has been smallest ac the extreme eastern 
stations, which have not been affected by the depression, and at Sihsagar the defect has only 
equalled 0*059". On the other hand, in the west of the province, where the stations have been 
affected for the longest time by the depression, defects exceoding a tenth of an inch are 
common, and at Uazaribagh tbe defect has equalled 0*124>". 

Temperature . — Owing to the good general rainfall which has been received, the mean 
temperature has been in defect in practically all distriots. The defects have been largest in 
Chota Nagpur, Orissa, and South-West Bengal, where they have equalled nearly a degree 
and-a-half, and for the whole of Bengal the defect in the mean temperature ka9 averaged 
one degree. 

In Assam a defect of only 0*3° has been registered. • 

Rainfall . — The heavy average fall of more than five inches has been received in 
Chota Nagpur during the week, which is nearly twice the usual amount. In South-West 
Bengal, East Bengal and Bihar, the falls have averaged between three and thrce-and-a-half 
inches, while in North Bengal and Orissa they have averaged between two and two-aud-a-half 
inches. The falls in Bihar and South-West Bengal have been in moderate excess, while 
they have been in defect elsewhere. 

Expressed as percentages of the normal rainfall, the actual falls during the week have 
equalled the following amouuts: — South-West Bengal 112 per cent., North BeugalGl per cent., 
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East Bengal 84 per cent,, Bihar 130 pet Cent., Orissa 89 per cent., and Chota Nagpur 191 per 
cent. Taking • each division to havo an equal value in the calculation, the raiuiall of Bengal 
for the week has equalled 112 per cent, ot the normal fall. 

In the case of the smaller districts the falls hate been decidedly heavy in Birbhum, 
Bankura, Shahabad, Monghyr, Munbhura, and Skighbhum, and on the other hand decidedly 
light falls have been reported in Hdwrab, Calcutta district, Darjeeling, Kuoh Bihar, South 
Lushai Hills, and Blragalpur. 

Heavy *alls exceeding seven inches during the week have been reoeived at the following 
stations: — Hitampur (Birbhum district), Khatra (Bankura district), Gangajhalghati and 
Raipur (both ih bankura district), Garhbeta (Midnapore district), Gnatotig,Noakhali, Chitta- 
gong, Bhabua, Sasarara, Mohanea, Khiri and Bassawan in the Shahabad district, Gobind- 
pur (Manbhum district), and Chaibassa and Kalikapur in the.Chaibassa district.

They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides and are suspended four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard, Newman’s No. 83, 
formerly at the Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygromctric elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed in 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Reguault’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

ORDERS -BY THE VICE-CHANCELLOR AND SYNDICATE OP THE 

CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY. 

The following Rules for the Affiliation oC Colleges have been sanctioned by the Senate 
and approved by His Excellency the Governor-General o f India in Council: — 

Rules for the Affiliation of Colleges. 

1. Institutions or departments of Institutions may he affiliated in Arts or a department 
of Arts, Law, Medicine, and Engineering. 

2. The power of affiliation rests, under the sanction of the Governor-General of India 
in Council, with the Syndicate, to whom all applications for affiliation must be addressed 
through the Registrar. 

3. Jn the case«of a Government Institution, application must be made by the Director 

of Public Instruction, or other chief educational officer of the proviifbe in which the Institu- 
tion is situated. a 

In the case of any other Institution, application must be made by the chief controlling 
authority of such Institution. 

# 4. Every application must be countersigned by twj members of the Senate, and, if 
thought necessary, in the case of distant Institutions, by the Secretary to the Government 
of the province in which the Institution is situated. 

5. The application must contain the following : — 

(а) Information regarding the Constitution of the Managing body, and the names 

of its members. 

(б) A statement regarding the standard up to which the Institution is to be 

affiliated. 

(<?) A statement showing the provision made for the instruction of the students up 
to the same standard. 

• ( d ) The scale of fees ordinarily to be charged. 

\(i) Satisfactory assurance that the Institution will be maintained on the proposed 
footing for five years at least. 

6. Before .recommending for affiliation an Institution in the neighbourhood of another 
Institution already affiliated, it shall be the duty of the Syndicate to enquire whether the 
establishment of the new Institution is likely to be detrimental to the interests of sound 
education and discipline. 

7. In the month of July of each year, or in such other month as the Syndicate may 
from time to time determine, the Principal of every affiliated Institution shall submit a report 
to the Syndicate, showing the staff maintained throughout the preceding year, and giving 
the names of all members of the staff at the time of submitting the Report. 

8. The Senate may, on the recommendation of the Syndicate, and with the sanction of 
the Governor- General of India in Council, at any time withdraw the privileges of affiliation 
from any Institution.

Whereas it is expedient to amend Bengal Act 
III of 1884; It is hereby enactod as follows : —

part of, Bengal Act III of

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

ACT V of 1869, known as the Indian Articles of War, has long been felt to require 
amendment and re-casting, as much for the many defects and redundancies contained 
therein as for its faulty arrangement. 

In 1887, Bie Indian Army Bill was drafted on the basis of the Army Act with the view 
to extending to the Native Army, as far as the difference of circumstances would permit, 
the improvements in military law introduced into the British Army by the Army Act and 
the preceding Discipline Act ; but, as that Rill did not meet with the approval of the 
Secretary of State, a Bill for the amendment of Act V of 1869 was ordered, and is now 
submitted, dealing only with the more glaring defects of the Articles of War, following 
very greatly the proposals of the Indian Army Bill, 1887. 

A further reason for the amendment of the Act arises from the passing by Parlia- 
ment of the Madras and Bombay Armies Act, abolishing, from a date to be determined 
by the Governor General in Council, the Presidential system. * 
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It has been deemed expedient to confer on the General Officers Commanding the 
Forces in the four Commands into which the Army of India is to be divided under the new 
system all the powers now held by the Commanders-in-Chief of Madras and Bombay* 

The powers now held by the Governors of Madras and Bombay have been entirely 
rescinded. 

In explaining some of the more important of the proposed amendments the order of 
the sections will, as far as possible, be adhered to. 


1. Section j specifies the different classes of persons subject to military law. It will 
be observed that persons who are not gazetted, attested or enrolled, and who are included 
merely on the ground of their being servants or followers, are subject to the law only 
when on active service, in camp, on the march, or at a frontier post at which the Gov- 
ernor General in Council may direct that they shall be so subject. 

It follows that all persons attached to the Native Army, whom it is desired to subject 
to military law in cantonments, must be either attested or enrolled, and it is left to execu- 
tive action to determine what classes of persons shall be enrolled and what classes 
attested. 

2. Section 6 provides that the Governor General in Council may declare what persons 
are to be enrolled only or be both enrolled and attested. It is apprehended that the distinc- 
tion between attestation and enrolment has not been always attended to, and that persons 
may thus have been attested who ought to have been enrolled, and vice versa ; and, as the 
amendment makes certain substantial distinctions between attested and enrolled persons, 
it has been thought well to empower the Commander-in-Chief in India, and General Officers 
Commanding the Forces in the four Commands, subject to any rules which may be pre- 
scribed by the Governor General in Council, to direct that any persons who have been at- 
tested under the old law shall be deemed to be enrolled under the new law, and vice versd . 

Sub-section (j) provides that, except in the case of a recruit, who will be attested 
when reported fit for duty, the form of attestation should be gone through as soon as pos- 
sible upon enlistment or enrolment before a civil or military officer ; and it should be 
stated that the intention is that the officer should ordinarily be an officer invested with 
magisterial powers. 

3. In connection with this amendment a question of some importance presents itself 
as to the mode of dealing with classes of Natives serving with British corps. 

The persons in question may, in some cases, be mere servants, as, for example, the 
grass-cutters attached to a British cavalry regiment; but in other cases, like that of the 
mahouts attached to a British heavy battery, they may be said to constitute an integral 
"part of the corps. 

The necessity of subjecting some persons of those classes to military law appears to 
be recognized ; and it seems clear and is further in accordance with the general intention 
shown in the Mutiny Acts and in the Army Act, and by the recent action of the Government 
of India in bringing native drivers of British mountain batteries and the men of the 
Transport Corps under the Indian Articles of War, that they should, if subject to military 
law, be subject to that form of it provided for the Native Army. 

The Army Act, in so far as it applies Indian military law to any persons of these class- 
es, applies it only to them in certain cases where they arc on active service— see sec- 
tion 176 (10) ; and it is understood that the usual practice has been to enrol them or attest 
them in some manner under the Indian Articles and then treat them as persons who, 
though their services are placed at the disposal of the British corps, belong to the Native 
Army and are subject to the Indian Articles. The amendment will admit of this practice 
being continued, but with a slight additional formality, in the case of persons who are 
merely enrolled and not attested. In the case of these persons it would be impracticable 
to prescribe any more elaborate process for subjecting them to military law than the mere 
entry of their names on a list with their consent. This being so, the list on which they 
arc entered ought to become specially appropriated to this purpose. If, for example, they 
were merely entered on the pay list of a British corps which might contain the names of 
other classes of Native servants whom it is not proposed to subject to military law, there 
would be nothing to distinguish their position from that of those other servants, and, as 
has occasionally happened, a doubt might arise on the important point as to whether 
they were or were not subject to military law. To prevent this the amendment provides 
that the name of a person to be 'enrolled [must be entered on the list of some corps or 
department of Her Majesty's Indian Forces. Special lists will therefore have to be kept 
in such British corps in which Natives attached to the corps, and whom it is desired to 
subject to Indian military law, will be entered as belonging to some sort of servants, corps 
or department of Her Majesty's Indian Forces. This, it is believed, will not give much 
trouble, and it will put an end to the difficulties which now from time to time arise regard- 
ing the position of these persons. 

4. Article 2 (/), ( 2), (j) and (4) empower certain authorities to confer upon servants 
and followers subject to military law a status higher than that of a soldier for the purposes 
of any provision of the law, and has been suggested by section 175 (8) of the Army Act; 
but, having regard to the great diversities of position among the numerous* persons who 
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accompany an army in this country in connection with the furnishing of supplies, for the 
performance of clerical work, as private traders, and otherwise, it has been thought well to 
give a wider discretion and to allow not merely the status of an officer but also that of a 
warrant officer or non-commissioned officer to be thus conferred. 


5. Article 2 (5) empowers the Governor General in Council to determine in cases 
of doubt any question as to the rank, of any person, or as to whether he is above or below 
a specified rank, and has been introduced with reference to those Articles which apply, 

to persons “below the rank of warrant officer ” or “below the rank of non-commis- 
sioned officer . 99 It is believed that, as a rule, there will be no difficulty in determining 
the rank of a person subject to the Articles of War ; but, as in the case of some enrolled 
persons a doubt might arise, it has been deemed advisable to provide for its removal. 

6. Articles 3 and 4 . — Under the existing law, the discharge, as distinguished from 
the dismissal, of a commissioned officer or other person has been practically impossible. 
Dismissal carries with it forfeiture of all claim to pension. This has not unfrequently 
been found to be inconvenient. It may often be desirable to discharge a commissioned 
officer or soldier under conditions which do not call for a forfeiture of pension earned. 

The proposed amendment w T ill effect this end without injustice to the discharged 
person. 

The further amendment in article 4, giving power to General Officers Commanding 
divisions or districts to dismiss or discharge, is thought to be very desirable. This power 
is exercised by the General Officers Commanding the Punjab Frontier Force and the 
Hyderabad Contingent under the existing law, and has worked well. 


Court s-martiaL 


7. An effort, which necessarily leads to the repealing of a large number of the existing 
Articles, has been made to effect a considerable simplification. At present there are no 
less than ten different kinds of Courts-martial. The formal list in article 72 mentions 
only eight, but the headings “ General Courts-martial " and u District Courts-martial ” in 
that list each comprise two sub-divisions, General and District Courts-martial being prac- 
tically different Courts when they arc convened under the authority of an Order in Council 
from what they are when otherwise convened. 

The amendment provides foronly’five descriptions of Courts-martial, namely: 


General Courts-martial, 
District Courts-martial, and 
Regimental Courts-martial, 
and 


} 


which are called ordinary Courts-martial. 


Summary General Courts- 

martial, and > which are called extraordinary Courts-martial. 

Summary Courts-martial, J 

8. The General Court-martial corresponds to the General Court-martial of the Army 
Act and the present Articles, and will consist of seven officers instead of nine ; but, if the full 
complement of seven officers is not available, it may consist of a*y number not less than 
five. 


The District Court-martial corresponds to the District and Garrison Courts-martial of 
the present Articles, but differs therefrom in the following particulars, that it is to con- 
sist of not less than five officers instead of seven, but, if so many as five are’ not available, 
it may consist of any number not less than three : that it is competent to try any offence 
under the Articles, and its power of awarding imprisonment is extended from one to two 
years. It will be observed that, as to thisjast particular, its powers have been put on the 
same footing as those of a District Court-martial under the Army Act. 

The Regimental Court-martial corresponds to the Regimental Court-martial, Regi- 
mental Detachment Court-martial and Detachment Court-martial of the present Articles. 
Its powers remain the same, but it is to consist of three — instead of five — officers. 

It is debarred from trying a considerable number of the more serious military offences 
and any civil offence without the permission of superior authority. It can try any person 
subject to the Articles and not above the rank of non-commissioned officer who is under 
the command of the convening officer. 

9. Article Sp . — Every finding and sentence of an ordinary Court-martial requires 
confirmation and will be valid only in so far as it is confirmed. This is in substantial ac- 
cordance with the existing law, but an important change is proposed in article 8gA, sub- 
section (/), which, except on active service or beyond the limits of India, makes 
sentences of death, transportation or imprisonment for a term exceeding seven years 
confirmable only by the Commander-in-Clncf in India, the General Officer of a Command 
or an officer commanding a force not attached to a Command. 

10. Of the extraordinary Courts-martial the Summary General Court-martial corre- 
sponds to the Field General Court-martial of the Army Act and to the Detachment Gen- 
oral Court-martial of the present Articles. It is intended also to replace to some extent 
the General Court-martial which the present Articles allow to be convened under an 

6 e 
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Order in Council, but which has, as a matter of fact, now fallen into disuse. It may be 
convened by an officer specially empowered by tin* Government of India or by the Com- 
mander-in-Chicf in India, or the General Officer of a Command, or by an Officer Command- 
ing any detached portion of Iler Majesty’s troops on active service, when, in his opinion, 
it is not practicable, with due regard to discipline and the exigencies of the service, that 
an offence should be tried by ail ordinary -General Court-martial. 

It lias the same powers as a General Court-martial, and differs from a General Court- 
martial chiefly in this, that it may consist of any number of officers not less than three, that 
these officers may be either British officers or Native officers, or both combined, as the 
convening officer thinks fit, that it maybe convened and the proceedings may be recorded 
in the form in which a Field General Court-Martial under the Army Act is convened and 
records its proceedings, that is, without recording the evidence, unless the convening 
officer specially directs the evidence together with the prisoner's statement rn defence to 
be fully recorded ; and that a sentence passed by it, and not exceeding that which might 
be passed by a District Court-martial, is valid without confirmation, while more severe 
sentences passed by it are confirmed by the convening officer. 

11. The Summary Court-martial corresponds to the Summary Court-martial of the 
present Articles. It is an institution peculiar to Indian military law. It may be held by 
the Commanding Officer, being a combatant officer, of any corps or department of Her 
Majesty’s Indian Forces or of any detachment thereof, or by the Commanding Officer of any 
British corps or detachment to which Native combatant details are attached. It consists 
of the Commanding Officer sitting with two other officers, who attend to watch the trial and 
sign the proceedings. Its ordinary functions are restricted to the trial of any person 
under the command of the officer holding the trial, except an officer, medical subordinate 
or warrant officer, but a member of an Army Hospital Corps may be tried by Summary 
Court-martial by any officer authorized in this behalf by the Officer Commanding the dis- 
trict. It can take cognizance of any of the less serious offences punishable under the 
Articles where they do not happen to be offences committed against the officer holding the 
trial, and when there is grave reason for immediate action, or reference cannot, without 
detriment to discipline, be made to superior authority, of any offence whatever. When 
held by an Officer Commanding a corps or department, it can pass any sentence except 
one of death, transportation or imprisonment for a term exceeding one year, but when 
held by an Officer Commanding a detachment it cannot pass a sentence of imprisonment 
for a term exceeding six months. 

A sentence of a Summary Court-martial, except when it is a sentence passed by an 
officer of less than five years' service, will not require confirmation, but the proceedings in 
all cases must, without delay, be submitted to the Commander-in-Chief or some other 
^superior officer, who is empowered, if he thinks fit, to set aside the trial on the merits of 
the case, but not on merely technical grounds. 

12. Article lijA allows the Governor General in Council to modify the provisions 
of the Indian Evidence Act as applied to Courts-martial. 

13. Article 120 . — This provision, differing from the corresponding provision of the 
Army Act, will empower the officer to whom the proceedings of a Court-martial are sub- 
mitted for confirmation to direct, when the proceedings are sent back for revision, addi- 
tional evidence to be taiten when necessary. 

This seems desirable in order to avoid the necessity for ordering a fresh trial in cases 
where, as may happen in outlying stations in this country, irregularities and omissions are 
apt to occur. 


Miscellaneous . 

14. Article 132 . — Following on the principles of the Army Act, it will now be possible 
for a Court-martial to reduce a non-commissioned officer to a junior grade instead of 
necessarily being compelled to reduce him to the ranks ; and further, a Court-martial will 
be in a position to award, on occasion, a duplicate punishment, as, for example, dismissal 
coupled with one of the other punishments awardable under the article. 

15. Article 757. — This proviso is intended to do away with the anomaly of a sentence 
of less than three months’ hard labour imprisonment having either to be commuted to simple 
imprisonment, or, if not commuted, losing the services of a soldier for perhaps a compara- 
tively venial offence, as it is held to be prejudicial to the interests of a regiment to receive 
back into the ranks a person who has been an inmate for any time of a civil jail. 

16. Article 7.55 provides a necessary safeguard to the soldier who, having been convict- 
ed by the civil power in a Court of first instance, is acquitted on appeal. 

It further provides for the temporary retention in the ranks of a soldier who, on active 
service, has been sentenced to transportation or imprisonment, and declares the time the 
soldier is so retained shall be reckoned as part of his term of transportation or imprison- 
ment. 

17. Article 16 1 A, following generally on the provisions of the Army Act, makes due 
provision for the preservation of the proceedings of Courts martial, and thp means by 
•which these records will be available to persons interested. 
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18. Article 162. — The amendments will empower the Court of Enquiry not only to 
declare the unauthorised absence and the period thereof, but also to take evidence upon 
oath as to any deficiency of Government property which had been entrusted to the absen- 
tee, and the recorded declaration thereof will be, at any subsequent trial, presumptive evidence 
of that deficiency. 

19. Article 164. — Power is given to a General Officer Commanding a District to 
summarily reduce a non-commissioned bffieer to a lower grade or to the ranks. 

The want of this power has been greatly felt and is considered to be a very desirable 
power to grant to General Officers Commanding Districts. 

20. Articles ij r to 775. — Civil offences committed beyond British India, or on active 
service within British India. These articles will entirely remove the difficulties which have 
not unfrequently been experienced in dealing with civil offences of the graver classes 
committed by soldiers when serving beyond the limits of British India. 

The Criminal Courts are given concurrent jurisdiction with Courts-martial over such 
offences. Conflicts may at times arise, but, to prevent any difficulty from this, it is pro- 
vided that when the two classes of Courts have concurrent jurisdiction it will be for the 
military authorities to decide in the first instance on the tribunal to which the case is to 
be submitted ; but that, if the ordinary Criminal Court having jurisdiction is of opinion that 
the case ought to be tried before itself, it may require the military authorities to stop 
their proceedings pending a reference to the Governor General in Council. 

Article 173 is quite a new provision, but it is in accordance with the practice which 
has to some extent at least prevailed under the existing law when violence or threats 
have been made against a superior officer. 

It provides that certain grave offences involving violence or threats against any person 
subject to military law shall, though committed in British India, be cognizable by a Court- 
martial. 

The British soldier is, throughout the greater part of British India, triable by a Court- 
martial for a civil offence. 

The Native soldier, on the contrary, is triable by Court-martial only for military offen- 
ces, and the Indian Articles in defining these offences do not provide expressly for t he case 
of a soldier killing, or inflicting some serious injury on, his superior officer. In such a case, 
therefore, the Native soldier ought, strictly speaking, to be made over for trial to the 
ordinary Criminal Court; but it is thought sometimes desirable that he should be tried 
by a Court-martial, which would dispose of the case rapidly and with a due regard to the 
interests of discipline ; and he is accordingly put on his trial before a Cpurt-martial li for 
assaulting his superior officer ” — an offence punishable with death or any less penalty 
under the existing Articles, and thus substantial justice is done and the ends of discipline 
are secured, though by a procedure which must be allowed to be somewhat irregular. It 
should be observed that, apart from the irregularity of trying for a mere assault a man who 
is guilty perhaps of murder, this mode of dealing with such cases is practicable only 
under a law wlrich, like the present Articles, makes all assaults on a superior officer indis- 
criminately punishable with death without taking account, as the Army Act does, of 
circumstances so important as that of the officer being in the execution of his duty or 
otherwise, or that of the offence being committed on active service or in a cantonment ; 
and such a law it seems difficult to maintain. 

It has accordingly been thought better to recognize the fact that it is desirable in the 
interests of discipline that certain civil offences whether against a superior officer or other 
person subject to military law should be triable by a Court-martial instead of, exclusively, 
by an ordinary Criminal Court, and to make them triable by a Court-martial in the same 
way as civil offences committed by a British soldier. 

21. The concluding section gives the Governor General in Council power to apply all 
or any of the provisions of the Articles as amended by this Bill to any force raised in India 
under the authority of the Governor General in Council, with respect to which there may be 
doubt whether it forms part of Her Majesty’s Indian Army. It will, it is thought, be found 
useful as affording a means of removing the difficulties which have occasionally been felt 
regarding the application, of any form of military law to certain forces which are maintained 
chiefly for local purposes under the control of the Governor General’s Agents in Native 
territory, and which are entirely distinct from the forces of Native States known as Imperial 
Service Troops.

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THE BENGAL POLICE. 

Tho Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Banerjee asked — 

Will tho Government state the reasons why, under the Notification dated 
the 16th July, 1894, which appeared in the , Calcutta Gazette of the 18th July 
last, announcing that an examination of candidates for recruiting the staff of 
the superior Police Officers in Bongal will be held in Decomber next, it has been 
laid down by implication that Native Indian candidates will be excluded, and 
that only such European candidates as have been nominated by the Lieutenant- 
Governor will bo permitted to present themselves for examination ? . Whether 
the Government is prepared to reconsider this part of the notification ? 

• Will the Government state (1) the numbor of Assistant and District 
Superintendents of Police in the Bengal Police Force, (2) the number of native 
gentlemen who are Assistant and District Superintendents of Police, (3) the 
numbor of Assistant Superintendents who have been selected from among 
Inspectors in accordance with tho recommendation of tho Public Service 
Commission ? 

The Hon’blo Mr. Cotton replied : — 

“ The result of a long discussion which followed on tho Report of the 
Public Service Commission has been that the strength of the Polico Depart- 
ment for Bengal and Assam has been fixed at 94 officers, of whom 2 are Doputy 
Inspectors-General of Police, 55 are District Superintendents, 29 are Assistants, _ 
and 8 Probationers. The average annual recruitment required to keep up this 
force is about 4£. It has been decided that two officers should be appointed 
annually by competitive examination in England and two by competitive 
examination in India, these being officers of European parentage. The 
examination referred to in the Hon’blo Member’s question is the second of these, 
or the Indian one. It has been decided to appoint for the present two Natives 
of India to the police in every three years, but it has not been thought 
desirable to appoint them by competitive examination, and they will, as a rule, 
be promoted by selection from among Inspectors in accordance with the re- 
commendation of the Civil Service Commission. 

“The number of Native District Superintendents now in the Department 
is two: the number of Native Assistant Superintendents is three. The number 
of Assistant Superintendents who have been selected from Inspectors is three, 
viz., Babu lias Behary Biswas, on the 19th January, 1891 ; Maulvi Zinnat Hosnin 
Khan ; on the 23rd June, 1892, and Babu Girindro Chundor Mukherjea, on the 
21st May, 1894.” 


GOVERNMENT AND HIGH EDUCATION. 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranatii Banerjee asked — 

Whether the attention of the Government has been drawn to the com- 
ments which have appeared in the newspapers on the Resolution of Govern- 
ment on the subject of Local Self-Government, and the evident sense of alarm 
in regard to the question of high education, whioh the Resolution has created ? 
Is it the intention of tho Government that local funds at the disposal of the 
District Boards should not be devoted to the support of education of a higher 
kind until full provision has been made for primary eduoation? Is the Govern- 
ment aware that such an order, if given effect to, would mean the virtual 
closing of a largo number of grant-in-aid schools, which impart secondary 
education ? 

Will the Government state the percentage of educational grant that used 
to be spent upon primary eduoation by the Government before the creation of 
the local bodies? If the percentage, varied from time to time, will the Govern- 
ment state the percentage for tho five years preceding, the establishment of 
the District Boards under the Local Self-Government Act? 
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The Ilon’ble Mr. Cotton replied 

“ The Hon’ble Member’s question refers to a passage which occurs in the 
preamble to the Resolution of the 28th June, 1894, and which was itself a quota- 
tion from a previous order. The bearing of this passage must be ascertained 
from a consideration of the drift of the Resolution itself. 

il Tho object of the Resolution was to point out that while the income of 
District Boards had increased considerably since 1888-89, their contributions to 
education had scarcely increased at all. The sum spent by Government on the 
educational establishments made over to District Boards was Rs. 10,09,657, or, 
including scholarships, which were afterwards transferred to them, Rs. 10,39,177 ; 
and this amount was placed at the disposal of the District Boards in addition 
to the Road Cess and other funds with which they dealt. In the year 1888-89 
their expenditure on education was Rs. 10,30,809, and on primary education 
alone Rs. 6,84,547. In tho year 1892-93 their outlay on education had risen 
only to Rs. 10,54,477, and that on primary teaching to Rs. 7,07,785. Mean- 
while their total income had risen from Rs. 51,24,896 to Rs. 59,55,285. The 
Lieutenant-Governor ujgod upon the District Boards the importance of devot- 
ing a portion of their growing resources to education, and more particularly to 
primary instruction. No suggestion was made that primary schools should be 
Fostered at the expense of secondary schools by diverting funds from the one 
class to the other. The importance of fostering all sorts of schools was 
insistod on, and it was urged that especial attention should be given to the 
spread of primary education. During the present year an additional sum of 
Rs. 31,000 has boen placed at the disposal of the Director of Public Instruction 
from Provincial Revenues to be expended on primary teaching in the districts 
Where that class of education is most backward. 

u In tho latter part of the Hon’ble Member’s question he is understood to 
enquire what percentage the total expenditure on primary education bore to 
the total expenditure on education in the Province before the District Boards 
were created. The figures obtained from the information before Government 
are as follows: — The percentage was in 1882-83, 25'5; in 1883-84, 25*3; in 
1884-85, 28; in 1885-86, 27*4; in 1886-87, 26*4. These figures, however, are 
believed to be somewhat lower than the true percentages, as some portions of 
the expenditure under general heads, such as Inspection, Buildings, &c., which 
are debitable to primary education, cannot bo detached without detailed 
enquiry and calculation, which there has not been time to make.” 


THE MUHARRAM DISTURBANCES AT RAJSHAHI. 

The Hon’ble Babu Suren dranatii Baneejer asked — 

Has the attention of Government been called to tho muharram disturb- 
ances at Rajsliahi ? Is it true, as reported in the newspapers, that the police 
fired upon the people without any orders from their superior officers, although 
no resistance had been offered by tho Muhammadans when the lathis were being 
taken away from them by tho police ? Did the constables fire in the presence 
of their superior officers ? If so, why did they not interfere with a view to stop 
the firing ? 

Whether any enquiry was hold into the matter by the Magistrate and the 
Inspector- General of Railway Police, and will the Government lay on the 
table the reports, if any, of these officers? Will the Government state what 
stops it proposes to take to prevent the recurrence of such proceedings on the 
part of the police ? 

Tho Hon’blo Mk. Cotton replied: — 

“ The attention of Government has been drawn to the disturbances referred 
to. Special enquiries have been made into thorn by the Inspector- General 
of Police, and also by the Commissioner of the Division, and the reports 
received from those officers, which have just been plaoed in the hands of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, are now under consideration. It has been shown that 
five police Constables fired once each, three with blank cartridge and' two with 
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buckshot, not with ball, as has been stated in somo newspapers, without any 
orders to do so from their superior officers, and they have each of them been 
convicted under section 29 of Act. V of 1861, and sentenced to simple imprison- 
ment for ono month and one day. They were rushed by the mob, and two 
of them having already received rough treatment from the rioters, they were 
panic-stricken and fired without -orders. 

“ The reports received and the orders passed thereon will be made public in 
due course,” 


THE ME A CIIAPRA CASE. 

The Hon’ble Babu Suren dka n at i i Banhrjee 'asked — 

Has the attention of Government been called to a letter from its 
Muzaffarpur correspondent, which appeared in the Bihar Herald of the 14th 
July last? 

is it the caso, as stated in the letter, that the raiyats of Shapur Buzurg, 
in tho subdivision of Ilajipur, having complained against some of the factory 
people employed in the Mea Clrnpra Indigo concern, tUb petition was referred 
by the Subdivisional Officer, Mr. lvonstam, to tho Manager of the Factory, 
whose servants were complained against, “ for favour of enquiry and report?” 
Does tho Government approve of such a proceeding, in which a person directly 
interested in the prosecution is allowed to have a voice in the decision of the 
case? Will the Government tako steps to prevent its recurrence ? 

Whother it is tho caso that the Manager in replying to tho communi- 
cation of the Subdivisional Officer addressed him as “ My dear Konstam?” 

Whether it is true that tho Magistrate, without passing any orders upon 
the complaint of tho raiyats, proceeded with the case in which the factory 
people were the complainants, and convictod seven raiyats and sentenced them 
to one month’s rigorous imprisonment and to a fine of its. 10 each ? 

Whother it is the case, as stated in the letter referred to abovo, that 
thore was a complaint by tho factory servants against somo raiyats pending in 
the file of tho Native Sub-Deputy, and that this case was transferred to the file 
of Mr. Morshed, the then Subdivisional Officer of Hajipur, tho Manager having 
written to Mr. Morshed that the factory case was a true one, and that it should 
bo withdrawn from tho file of tho Native Sub- Deputy to his own file ? 

Will tho Government lay on the table a statement showing the number of 
cases instituted from April, 1898, to June, 1894, within the jurisdiction of the 
Subdivisional Magistrate of Hajipur (1) by tho raiyats against people employed 
in tho factories, (2) by the factory people against tho raiyats; {b) the number 
of such cases tried by tho Subdivisional Officer and tho number of such cases 
tried by Native Deputy and Sub- Deputy Magistrates; (V) the result in each case; 
(i d ) the number of such cases, if any, transferred to the file of the Subdivisional 
Officer from tho filo of Deputy and Sub-Deputy Magistrates, together with the 
reasons for such transfer ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton replied: — 

u The Lieutenant-Governor understands that the case referred to in the 
Hon’ble Member’s question has been brought before the High Court, and is still 
pending before that Court. In these circumstances, it would not be proper for 
Government to express any opinion in regard to it. 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor does not consider it necessary to obtain the 
information asked for in paragraph 5 of the Ilon’ble Member’s question. In 
the opinion of Government all cases of importance — and cases in which a 
factory is concerned generally come within this category — should be heard by 
the Subdivisional Officer himself, and should not be referred for trial to a Sub- 
Deputy.” 

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCE FOR POLICE OFFICERS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee askod — 

Will the Government state the system that is followed in giving travel- 
ling' allowance to Inspectors belonging to the Calcutta Police Force ? Is it true 




that European Inspectors get travelling allowance whon they are transferred 
from ono thana to another, but that the sanio indulgence is not shown to. the 
Indian Inspectors of Police ? 

The Hon’ble Sir John Lambert replied : — 

“ The allowance granted to European Inspectors and Constables of the 
Calcutta Police Force to cover the actual cost of moving their luggage on 
transfer from one police-station to another is regulated by clause ( l ), article 
1189 of the Civil Service Regulations, which runs as follows : — 

f (l) European Inspectors and Constables of the Bombay City Police and of 
the Calcutta Town and Suburban Police may charge the actual cost of moving 
their luggage on transfer from one station to another in the city, provided that 
the charge shall not exceed lis. 8 in the case of an Inspector and Rs. 5 in the 
case of a Constable.’ 

“It will be seen that this rule does not apply to the case of Native Indian 
Inspectors.” 

MUHAMMADANS IN GOVERNMENT EMPLOY. 

The Hon’blo Maulvi Serajul Islam Khan Bahadur asked — 

Will the Government bo pleased to propare tables showing (a) the popu- 
lation of Muhammadans and the number of noil-gazetted appointments with 
salaries ranging from Rs. 15 per month and upwards held by them in the 
Bengal, Biliar and Orissa districts, ( b ) the population of Hindus and the number 
of non-gazetted appointments with the same salaries as in «) held by them in 
those districts, (c)tlie number of non-gazetted Hindu and Muhammadan employes 
on the same salaries as in {a) in — 

I. — The Bengal Secretariat. 

II. — The Board of Revenue. 

III. — Tlio Office of the Inspector-General of Police. 

IV. — The Postmaster-General’s Department. 

V. — The Excise and Customs Department. 

VI. — The Divisional Commissioner’s Office.

Will the Government also prepare lists showing ( a) the total number of 
appointments in the Subordinate Executive Service and the number of appoint- 
ments held by the Hindus and the Muhammadans respectively, («) the total num- 
ber of appointments in the Subordinate Judicial Service, and the number of 
appointments held by the Hindus and the Muhammadans respectively? 

Regard being had to tlio disproportion of Muhammadans to that of Hindus 
in Government service, will the Lieutenant-Governor bo pleased to pass such 
orders as will secure for them a certain number of appointments both in the 
districts and the departments mentioned in question I («), and thus satisfy their 
claims to sharo Government appointments with the Hindus ? 

The Uon’ble Mr. Cotton replied : — 

“ The Government are not prepared to undertake the collection of the 
statistics called for by tlio Hon’ble Member or to institute any elaborate com- 
parison between the total number of Muhammadans in each district and the 
number employed iu service under Government. To do so would serve no 
useful purpose. It is well known that the number of Muhammadans in Govern- 
ment service is very small in comparison with the total number of the 
Muhammadan population in these provinces, and the reasons for this dispropor- 
tion are also well known to the Hon’ble Member and to the public. It is the 
policy of Government to encourage the employment of Muhammadans con- 
sistently with the welfare of the public service, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
has lost no opportunity of giving effect to this policy whenever properly- 
qualified Muhammadan candidates are availuble. The number of such can- 
didates, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to be able to say, is steadily increasing. 
Certain statistics are furnished every yeur in the Annual Administration Report; 
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of Commissioners of Divisions regarding the number of Muhammadans employ- 
ed in Government service in every district, and these statistics for the past 
year will be supplied to tho Hon’ble Member, but it is not considered necessary 
to lay them before the Council.” 

BENGAL MUNICIPAL ACT, 1894, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
Bongal Act IV of 1894. Ho said: — 

“In section 37 of Act IV of 1894, certain words aro inserted in amendment 
of section 89 of Bengal Act III of 1884, which enable buildings, tho property 
qf Railway Administrations and of local authorities, to be assessed in the same 
manner as buildings the property of the Government. This provision was 
introduced in tho Bill by the Select Committee, and was passed by this Council 
without comment. It escaped notice that by tho Indian Railways Act of 1890, 
an Act passed by tho Imperial Council, a provision is made in section 135, which 
exclusively regulates by rules contained in that section the levy of taxes in 
respect of railways and from Railway Administrations in aid of the funds of 
local authorities. In those circumstances it is undesirable for this Council to 
make any reference in any law passed by it to the assessment of railway 
buildings; and in order that there may bo no possible conflict between any 
legislation passed by this Council and by the Council of tho Government of 
India, it has been considered neeessaryto introduce this amending Bill, which 
eliminates from section 37 of Bengal Act IV of 1894, any reference to buildings 
belonging to Railway Administrations.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Cotton said: — “This measure, Sir, being of a very 
technical character, it appears unnecessary to postpone its consideration to a 
future meeting of the Council or to refer it to a Select Committee, and with 
your permission, Sir, I will ask you to suspend tho Rules of Business and to 
allow me to introduce the Bill and to move that it bo read in Council.” 

The Hon’ble The President having declared the Rules of Business 
suspended — 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Cotton introduced the Bill, and moved that it be read 
in Council. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Bill was read accordingly. 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Cotton said: — “I liavo nothing to add regarding the 
little Bill 1 have in my bands. It speaks for itself, and calls for no further 
explanation. I apprehend that the Council will bo willing to accept without 
objection or comment the motion that tho clauses of the Bill be taken into con- 
sideration by the Council,” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Ilon’blc Mr. Cotton also moved that the Bill be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned sine die.

Read — 

The Annual General Administration Report of the Chittagong Division for the year 
1893-94. 

Mr. Waller only took charge of the Chittagong Division in the end of 
February, replacing Mr. Oldham who went on leavo to England. IIo was 
therefore under much disadvantage in drawing up his report of the year 1 893-94, 
but ho has wisely made considerable use of the notes left for him by Mr. Oldham 
regarding the events of the year. 

& 2. All the districts of the Division suffered from changes. Putting aside 
short privilege leave intervals, Tippera had three Magistrate-Collectors and 
Chittagong had throe. Noakliali kept its Magistrate till nearly the end of the 
year. The Lieutenant-Governor saw with regret the severance of Mr. Slack’s 
long connection with the Chittagong district, in which as Settlement Officer 
and as Collector he has done excellent service, but his health required, and his 
standing entitled him to, a more favourite and salubrious district. Of tlio four 
sub-divisions, threo kept their officers throughout the year, but Cox’s Bazar was 
subjected to numerous changes. 

3. Mr. Waller is right in holding (paragraph 27 of the report) that, if 
money is distributed for the relief of famine under the rules of the Famine Code, 
whether it be in the form of wages on relief works, or of gratuitous relief to 
distressed peoplo in their homes, a report should be submitted to Government 
stating the facts of the ease, and tho periodical return prescribed by the Code 
should be furnished. 

4. The Commissioner is requested to submit a separate report elucidating 
Mr. Oldham’s opinion (in paragraph 42 that there lias boon a loss of efficiency 
through tho transfer of tho charge of Provincial and Imperial public buildings 
from Executive to District Engineers. Tho attention of tho Inspector of 
Local Works is specially called to these remarks. 

g. Paragraph 65. — Mr. Oldham has found that it is the practico of junior 
Magistrates in trying summons cases to record evidenco at full length, instead 
of recording only a memorandum of the evidence, which is permitted by the 
law and tends to expedition iu the disposal of cases. Commissioners of other 
Divisions may think it desirable to call the attention of Magistrates of districts 
to this remark. 

6. Paragraph 92. — The Commissioner’s remarks on the Wards’ Estates 
in tho Noakliali district arc of much importance, and indicate the 'rules which 
should generally govern the consent of Court of Wards to undertake the 
management of private estates, and the principles on which they should be 
administered. These remarks were before tho Lieutenant-Governor on the 
occasion of his recont inspection of Noakliali, and have been fully dealt with 
in his Inspection Note.

Between them they visited every portion of tlio district and took note of 
all matters of interest, besides making all the 'inspections that fell on their way.

4. In Noaklmli Mr. Nanda Krishna Boso was out for 81 days. During 
tlio rainy season he mado a special tour through the parts where the crops had 
suffered to get correct information about tho state of the people. His cold- 
weather tour included the usual inspections and tho trial of bad-livolihood 
eases in silu. llo visited Char l’arbati to overcomo the opposition of the 
tenantry to a survey under the Tenancy Act, and he succeeded in doing so. 
Mo inspected all but one tluina, all but one klias talisil office, and 11 sub- 
registry offices out of 15 in the district. Mr. Surjya Kumar Agasti, who joined 
at tlio* dose of the year, filled up nine days by a short excursion into tho 
mufussal to supervise the working of the Chaukidari Act. 

5. In Chittagong Mr. Slack was out for 48 days, doing tlio usual inspec-. 
tions. Mr. Stovenson-Moore added 34 days, making in addition to inspections 
special enquiries into complaints against a Rural Sub-Registrar and the rates 
of compensation for lands acquired for the Assam- Bengal Railway. Mr. 
Casporsz was out for 2 1 days visiting different parts of tho district. 

6. In Brahmanbaria Babu Govinda Chandra Basuk was on tour for 91 
of sui, divisional days, and the second officer, Babu Krishna Dayal 

Paramanik, on miscellaneous duties for 27 days. 
In Cliandpur Babu Prukash Chandra Siidia was 
out for 125 days. These two Subdivisional Officers made special enquiries into 
tho state of the crops and tlio condition of the people, scarcity being anti- 
cipated. 

7. In the Fenny subdivision Babu Bagala Prasanna Mazumdar spent 
101 days on his usual tour, exclusive of his journeys to attend tlfb meetings of 
the District Board at licad-quartors. 

8. Jn Cox’s Bazar Messrs. Swinden, Rankin and Fraser made between 
them 90 days’ tour, distributed evenly through the year. Mr. Delevingno did 
not go out wliilo lie was in charge from May to July. 

9. Tho tours of the Assistant Commissioner of tho Chittagong Hill Tracts 
and his assistants will be found in the Political section of the report. 

10. Mr. Oldham inspected the district offices at Comilla, Noaklmli,

12. In Tippera tho district offices and tho treasury wore inspected by the 

(2) Collectors, Collector twice in the year. In Noakhali Mr. 

Nanda Krishna Bose inspected them in September 

and in March. 

In Chittagong, beginning in July, Messrs. Slack, Stevcnson-Mooro and 
Caspersz finished tho necessary inspections of the offices and the treasury twice 
within tho year ; but from an explanation received from tho Collector it seems 
that the answers to the prescribed questions were, in one department at least, 
done by the sarishtadar, which was irregular. 

13. Mr. Oldham inspected the subdivisional offices at Fenny, Cliandpur, 

Brahmanbaria and Rangamati, and the sub-treasuries 
(e) inspection, of subdivisional as stated above, leaving Cox’s Bazar for me ; and I 

(i) Commissioner. inspected in March tho subdivisional office and 

sub-treasury, as also tho khas tahsil office there. 

14. Brahmanbaria was inspected by tho district officer in September and 

(2) Collectors again in J anuary, and Chandpur in October and in 

° ’ February. 
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The Fenny office and treasury were inspected by the Collector in August 
and in January. Tho Cox’s Bazar subdivision was inspected by Mr. 
Stovcnson-Moore in October, and by Mr. Caspers/ in February. 

III.— WEATHER AND CROPS. 

15. Tho rainfall in tho Division was 181*1 1 inches against 04*02 tho year 
before. Tho rainfall of May and June was terrific in Chittagong and in both 
tho hill charges, and did much damage. It was extraordinary elsowhoro. 
Tho rainfall of July, and again of August, was terrific in Tippora and Noalchali, 
where it was followed by two sets of inundations, those of August being the 
highest on record. Elsewhere it was extraordinary, but the floods in the 
hills did not quite attain tho height of those of 1877. A storm swept over 
the Division on the 22nd October 1898, doing damage everywhere. In 
Noakliali it was a cyclone, and in the Bay and river over 200 lives were lost. 
Tho damage to Government property alone was Iis. 20,000. 

Except in Chittagong, where thoy wero not very good, and in the South 
Lushai hills, the main crops woro poor. In Tippera and Noakliali insects did 
much damage after the cyclone. 

Tho cotton crop in the Chittagong Ilill Tracts was a failure, and the rice 
was not up to the average. Mr. Oldham says he noticed a great increase in 
hemp cultivation in Chittagong. 

10. In Tippora there was groat mortality among cattle for want of fodder. 
About 25,000 are reported to have died. 

The Collector of Noakliali reports that the whole district was for some 
time under water, and the tract of land in the Cliagalnya station, lying between 
the hills streams Matauiori and Silonia, was flooded thrice by the overflow from 
those rivers. 

IV.— PUBLIC HEALTH. 

17. Tho health of tho Chittagong Ilill Tracts and South Lushai Hills was 
decidedly good. Mr. Oldham says that in the absence of figures his impres- 
sion was that it was very unusually good elsewhere, and that although the 
cyclone was followed by the usual cholera, and that cholera and small-pox wero 
constant throughout Chittagong during the year. 

According to the Sanitary Commissioner, and, .what is more to the point, 
according to tho dispensary figures, Chittagong is the healthiest Division in 
Bengal, and Mr. Oldham’s impression coincides with these deductions. He says 
perhaps tho exposure of the Division for several months to tho full force of the 
south-west monsoon, coming up puro and cool from tho Bay of Bengal, may. in 
part account for this, for parts of Tippera and the submontane parts of Noakliali 
and Chittagong have the conditions for engendering malaria. Tho physique of 
the people is generally good, and in some classes and races very fine. The jail 
population are not fair samples. Except in riot cases, only tho physically and 
morally depraved aro found in jails in this Division. Dr. Calvert tho lato Civil 
Surgeon, is reported to havo said that from his observations in jail, the skull of 
an ordinary Chittagong Muhammadan was thinner than that of a European. 
Mr. Oldham says he had heard the same said of the Backergunge people, and 
remarks:— “Tho point is so curious that it doserves investigation. The tropical 
Asiatic skull is generally behoved to be half as thick again as the European’s. ”

19. It was an unhealthy year in Tippera. The death-rate according to 
available statistics, which arc, however, by no moans unimpeachable, was 25*9 
per thousand against 18’0 the year before and 18'5 in 1891-92. The figures .for 
these throe years certainly leave an impression on the mind that the iast 
year was more than usually bad, though it may not be possible to rely upon the 
percentages as accurate. Inundation and high prices of food caused damp, 
exposure, short and unwholesome diet, which naturally gavo an impetus to 
cholera, fever, and bowel-complaints. Cholera started from Ohandpur, spread 
over the whole district, and was most severe in Brahman baria, where the District 
Board had to depute threo doctors on spocial work. Small-pox also broke out in 
an epidemic form in tliana Daudkandi. 

20. In paragraph 18 of Mr. Oldham’s Divisional Report for 1892-93 a 
report was promised to be made this year on Mr. Greer's scheme, which is there 
noticed. The scheme, it seems, was worked by the Civil Surgeon, and met with 
partial success. Rupees 176 was contributed by the Nawab of Dacca, Maharaja 
Durga Cliaran Law of Calcutta, and the manager of the Sarail estate, and five 
vaccinators were sent out, who performed 2,779 primary operations. This was 
a fair beginning, and it will depend upon the Civil Surgeon and the Magistrate 
to still further develop it.

22. The health of tho town was unusually good up to October, but a heavy 
mortality dates from that month after tho cyclono and tho storm-wave. A 
cholera epidemic broke out, and medical aid had to bo sent promptly to tho parts 
most soveroly affected. Small-pox is uncommon in Noakhali, and correspon- 
dence is going on with the Medical Department as to a proposal emanating 
from tho Deputy Sanitary Commissioner to got Government to extend tho law 
making vaccination compulsory to the whole district. Tho Ferazi Muham- 
madans of the district oppose arm-to-arm vaccination on roligious grounds, 
and tho majority aro unwilling to pay vaccination fees. In some instances the 
vaccinator had to sue people in the Civil Court for his two-anna fees. The 
late Magistrate, Mr. Nanda Krishna Bose, was for bovine lymph and gradual 
introduction of vaccination through tho District Board dispensarios. This 
latter proposal, however, is not feasiblo. Tho Magistrate does not soem to 
have tried to overcome prejudice by his personal influence, as 1 know from 
previous oxporienco as Magistrate of Noakhali in 1886 can bo done. There is, I 
believe, a verse in the Koran which some fanatics read as making arm-to-arm 
vaccination contrary to divine command, but tho opinion of the most learned 
Maulvis is not to this effect. But no ono can on the ground of the verse 
alluded to object to vaccination from bovine lymph. 1 directed the Magistrate 
to warn those who oppose vaccination in tho villages reported as refractory 
that if they continued to unreasonably ref nso to bo vaccinated, it would be nocos- 
sory to represent their attitude to Government with a view to compulsion. 
The Magistrate is to report the result of this action after a few months.

24. The general health of the town and the district was bet\cr than in 
the previous year. There was less cholera and small-pox and th^ro was no 
epidemic of these diseases. Fever claimed the largest number of viptims; but 
the Civil Surgeon thinks that it is difficult to come to any conclusion in this 
matter, as nearly everything except cholera and snmll-pox is, by fiose who 
report the deaths, called fever. In the town of Chittagong mortality ftym fever 
is annually increasing. The figures for 1891, 1892 and 1893 snow, in each 
of those years 153, 533, and 431 deaths respectively. Cox’s Bazar wbs gene* 

rally healthy, and there was no epidemic there. \

• V.— MATERIAL CONDITION OP ‘TILE PEOPLE. ^ 

25. Mr Oldham remarks : — . \ 

“ Thore is not much to be said under this head with regard to a IX vision 
which has been excluded from the purview of the Famine Code. Bit 'the 
year under report was an exceptional one. Tho natural calamities referred 
to above diminished the usual prosperity and comfort of the people to no small 
extent, and petty agriculturists; men with fixed incomes, and the helplesk and 
the widow, felt the pinch in Noakhali, and more acutely in Tippera.” 

Mr. Carlyle, Magistrate of Tippera, reports that, “owing to the high fbods 
which prevailed, serious damago was done to tho ■anian, with the result that 
the average outturn for the district was reckoned at 10 £ annas, .varying fiom 
12 annas in Sadar - to 11 annas in the Chandpur . and 8 annas in the 
Brahmanbaria subdivision, according to the official reports. The partW 
failure of tho main food-crop of the district (it is estimated to give nearly 
60 per cent, of the food-supply) followed a very poor aus crop (about 10 annas 
for the whole district). Trices have ranged high, rising, according to the prices- 
current returns, as high as Its. 5 per maund of rice in August. They have now 
fallen to about Rs. 3-4 to Rs. 3-8 per maund. 

“The result of the poor crops is that the grain-stocks are very "much lower 
than usual. The aus usually supplies a large part of the homo consumption, and 
a considerable part of aman is exported. This year, on tho other hand,* rice has 
bqen imported in considmablo quantities, and the exports have been much 
smaller than usual. 

“ Owing to the combination of poos crops and high prices which have not 
benefited the raiyats generally, as • they havo had little rjee to sell, a good 
deal of distress has been caused in the part of tho district most affected by 
the floods. The distress does not approach the dimensions of a famine. 

“The worst time of the yeax, however, will be in May and June. 
The supplies of grain in store after the aman was cut aro now running out, 
and there will be a certain amount of suffering among the more helpless classes 
till the raiyats commence to harvest the aus some time in June. 

“The area affected coincides almost exactly with the Brahmanbaria 
subdivision and the MuradnagUr thana in tlio Sajjar subdivision, covering 
altogether an area of 994 square miles. The whole of this tract is not 
uniformly affected; for instance, in Muradnagar the worst portions lie north 
•f the Gumti, especially in tho north and north-east of the thana. In Brah- 
manbaria, again, one of tbe tracts most affected is the southern portion of 
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Nabinagar thana adjoining the Muradnagar thana. Another specially affected 
portion lies .in tho north-east of the Brahmanbaria subdivision. Probably 
the majority of the population are very badly off and living from hand-to-mouth ; 
but by far tho larger portion have managed by mortgaging their lands, selling 
some property, or borrowing, to get enough to carry them on till the aus paddy 
and jute is cut.” • * . 

26. As evidence of tho usual prosperity, of this division, Mr. Oldham has 
left the following on record: — ‘‘Iu Tippera out of Rs. 6,500. or more subscribed 
to relieve distress from the inundation, throe successive Collectors found 
themselves unable to spend a single pice up to the 10th September 1893, 
when I insisted on tho money being distributed. In Noakhali similar contri- 
butions were only expended on the occurrence of tho cyclone pnd under my 
direct pressure on the spot. ” It seems that gratuitous relief, defrayed in part 
from the furds of the District Board, and in part from private subscriptions 
to* the amount of Rs. 700, was distributed in the Chandpur subdivision in 
Tippera during tho month of November 1893. 

27. By oversight, apparently, no report as prescribed in the Famine Code 
was sent to Government, but 1 presumo that where famine relief becomes 
necessary, the rules of tho Code apply, whether tho tracts have boon previously 
considered proof against famine or not. 

VI. — EMIGRATION, AND IMMIGRATION. 

28. The temporary efflux from Noakhali and Chittagong to Arakan for 
high wtges took place as usual. As anticipated, a large number of people from 
Bihar and Oudh, as also from Ganjam, camo to work on the Assam-Bengal 
Railway. 

From Tippera fishermen are reportod to go over to Sylhet and Myraen- 
singh t> cure fish annually after the rains. 

VII. — PRICES OF FOOD AND LABOUR.. 

• 

2). Labour commands a high prico everywhere in tho Division, though 
in Niakhali it is comparatively cheap. Tho figures for the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts have boen embodied in the statement. Mr. Oldham remarks: — 
“Mr. Carstairs’ Sontlials now como to us for Rs. 6 and rations. In Chittagong 
a gjod whole-time labourer cannot be had for less than Rs. 10 a month. 
If men are found working for less, it is either because they are feeble and below 
paj; or because they do not work whole-time, and attend to cultivation of their 
own or even do jobs for hire elsewhere. ” 

VIII.— MANUFACTURES AND MINES. 

30. Thore are no mines in tho Division. 

Articles made of brass and bamboo are manufactured in Tippera. . Tea, and 
coffee as an experiment, are manufactured in Chittagong. The quantity of 
tobacco exported was 4,1'tOlbs only this year. Tho rice mill of Messrs. Bulloch 
Brothers and Company did vory little business. Tho ship-building industry was 
almost at a standstill. Tho comparative -tablo below gives the exact informa- 
tion : — .

Railway under construction will undoubtedly create a more popular, if not

cheaper, route. Cart- traffic has not passed its initial stage, but extended, and 
better road communication may in the future establish it. The record of the 
transactions at the port of Chittagong is the index of the volume of trade in 
this Division. As reported before, the staples for export are rice, oilseeds, 
hides, jute, cotton, betel and cocojmuts, chillies, tobacco, tea, and dried fish. 
The imports are mineral oils, piece-goods, salt and yarn twist. Railway 
materials imported in large quantities form an abnormal itom. Steamer Com- 
panies provided as usual for the goods and passonger traffic of the Tippora and 
Noakhali districts. Communication with the islands south of Noakhali is 
still uncertain and intermittent, and tho question is annually revived and 
dropped for want of funds.

The net increase in value is Rs. 26,19,136, contributed chiefly by large 
consignments of railway materials and oil — about six*times more than what was 
imported in 1892-93. It is chiefly kerosine oil imported for local consumption. 
The increase is said to be due to smaller importation in the previous year. 

37. The constitution of the Port Truflt remained unchanged. There 
Port Of Chittagong. was one election and three appointments owing to 

death and resignation. The European electors did 
not, it seems, know that plumping had been permitted, and so did not plump for 
a European candidate, which would have, had they done so, secured the 
election of a European. The Commissioners held 12 ordinary and 1 special 
meeting, and the average attendance was over 5 per cent. 

During the year the Commissioners had to consider the question of 
acquiring a large area of the river foreshore for future trade requirements. 
The efforts of the Assam-Bengal Railway to obtain a portion of the river 
frontage for landing their materials brought this matter prominently to the 
front. A Committee* was appointed by Government in November last to 
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mako enquiries, and it came to the conclusion that it was inexpedient for the 
Port Trust now to acquire the land for a port line, and that the Kaihvay 
Company might bo allovvod to. acquiro the land and construct a wharf, 
the former reserving tho power of revoking the grant on payment of costs. The 
Government oJ India, however, overruling this decision, held that the Port 
Trust, and not tho Railway Company, should carry out all the work of landing 
and shipping and should construct piers and jetties for general traffic, the 
Railway Company being permitted to construct only temporary jetties abso- 
lutely necessary for landing their material. This policy the J?ort Commis- 
sioners will not be able to carry out without raising a .further large sum by 
way of loan; whilo a debt of Rs. 1,75,000 for the tug-steamer Uekko , and 
of Rs. 25,000 promised as a contribution to the proposed Seamen’s Hospital on 
the Rungmahal and Flagstaff hills, is alroady pressing upon thorn. 

38. Tho Ge/cko is another difficulty with tho Commissioners. Though 
the debt for tho tug was reduced during tho year from Rs. 2,00,000 to 
Rs. 1,75,000, her earnings fell very much short of tho cost of her up-keep. She 
earned only Rs. 7,046 against an expenditure .of Rs. 38,291, inclusive of 
interest and repayment of loan on her account. She is very serviceable in 
the way of carrying stores and affording means for frequent visits to light- 
houses, &e., but she cannot compote with tho Bassoin Company’s tug Mary in 
towing up vessels, because tho latter pays a heavy commission to ship-masters 
visiting the port for using her, and she only remains here dining the busy season 
when she is frequently employed. A proposal has boon made to amalgamate 
towage charges with port dues to moot this difficulty, and this seems to be the 
only way out of it. 

39. The buoys, tidal gauge, signal flagstaffs, moorings, and jetties had 
their usual annual fittings and repairs done. Tho light at Norman’s Point worked 
very well, tho clockwork giving no trouble. The Kutubdia light was also 
satisfactory, though the clockwork gave a little troublo and the revolutions 
wero not' quite correct at times. 

The l’ilot Service was revised during the year, and on tho recommendation 
of tho Port Commissioners, Government sanctioned a charge of Rs. 2 per day 
on all vessels visiting the Moiscally creek for repairs. 

40. The scheme for a great central hospital for the benefit of the port, 

as wgll as of tho municipality and the district 
I ospita port generally, referred to iu tho last report, is approach- 

ing completion. Tho question of funds lias been settled, and the plan and 
estimate are under preparation. As expected, there was some opposition when 
it was known that t|,io municipality and tho District Board would eo-opoRate. 
But the reasons advanced were unsound and based on imperfect information, 
and tho protests sent up wero in consequence rejected. 

Tho health of the port was good throughout the year. ^ There were only 
three fatal cases of cholera and none of scurvy. T.lie seamen’s resort continued 
to be carried on under the superintendence of Brother Stephen for the benefit 
of "sailors visiting the port, receiving the usual donation of Rs. 500 from the 
Port Commissioners.

Tho port dues show decreased recoipts, amounting to Rs. 3,590, on account 
of the dullness of the jute and rice trade during the year. 

There wero increased receipts under tho head Hospital Port Dues. The 
increased expenditure was incurred chiefly for the establishment or tho Gckk» ' 
and tho pay of the Surgeon to the Port Fund at tho rate of Rs. 125 per 
month, sanctioned by Government in February 1893. 
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X.— ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES. 

42. The chief change has been the creation of tho Ramgarli-Sitakand 
Forest Reserve with an area of 130 square miles, and the publication of noti- 
fications of soveral other large aroas in Chittagong to be similarly treated. . This 
measure was much needed. Private talukdars were found actively exploit- 
ing these Government forests by a system of tolls and farms. Mr. Oldliani 
says: “I repeat with f^rce my, remarks of last year about the transfer to 
District Boards of tho Executive Engineer’s duties. Thore have been promi- 
nent instances of loss of efficiency in Chittagong and ffoakhali. In Chittagong 
one case (the collapse of tho jail wall) was attended with serious loss of life, 
and Government could hold no one responsible. In a separato order it 
was hold that those District Engineers are not Government servants. 

“ In Noakhali the District Engiueor was refused an allowance (which 
would not havo been pensionable) for tho extra work. So tho District Board 
have given it to him by increasing his pay ; and in this respect there has boen 
no saving of public funds. Tho Chittagong District Board, who think tho 
allowance granted to their District Engineer insufficient, contemplate doing 
the same, and I intended to resist this.” 

43. The resolution of the Police Redistribution Committee was received 
towards tho closo of tho year, reorganizing tho local force and stations. The 
changes in the force will be noticed under the head Police. The outposts at 
Farashganj and Silonia in Noakhali and at Parki in Chittagong havo *beon 
abolished under those orders. 

The collection of tho zamindari dak cess has boen transferred to the col- 
lectoratc, and of processes in cognizable cases to tho amalgamated staff under 
J;he Collector’s nazir, thus giving further relief to the Court Sub-Inspector. 

44. Among local changes may be noticed tho abolition of the Balammara 
salt pass-station in Noakhali, and the extension of soction 34 of Act V of 1861 
to Chandpur where there is no munipipality. 

XI.— STATISTICAL ENQUIRIES. 

45. Except the collection of vital -statistics, which is closely supervised 
by the District Officers, and tho enumeration of date and Palmyra palm trees 
for excise purposes reported to have been concluded, no statistical enquiry was 
undertaken. 

Information about hail-storms was called for by tho Government of India, 
but nowhere had any sufficient record boen kept. 

XII.— CIVIL JUSTICE. 

46. Details of tho work of the Civil Courts have been given in the pre- 
scribed statements appended. 

Rent suits at munsifis increased from 31,237 to 32,269. Tippera shows a 
slight falling off in this respect, but Noakhali and. Chittagong show the 
largest incioaso. Tho Judge of Noakhali attributes tho increase of litigation 
to excessive subinfeudation generally ; and two of liis Munsifs, whom ho quotes 
with approbation, add tho provisions of the Bengal Tenancy Act as one of 
tho causes of increase in the number of ront suits. Their remarks, as they 
illustrate the state of things common throughout tho Division, are quoted below. 
One writes : “ The incrcaso is duo particularly to the operation of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, which has given the raiyats greater security of tenure, and 
consequently made them indifferent to the punctual payment of their ront. Tho 
landlords, on the other hand, bring as many rent suits as possible, so*as to 
harass their tenants and compel them to agree to their terms. ” The other 
Munsif attributes tho incroase in his court partly to tho same causes and other 
effects of tho Tenancy Act, such as the limitation of tho power to enhance ront 
and to demand excessive interest on arrears, and partly to the oxcessive sub- 
infeudation of tho land which prevails in the district, and the Muhammadan 
law of inheritance which divides small holdings among a number of co-heirs* 
.“ Such leases in this part of the country, ” ho says, “ havo given rise to a class of 
speculators in land, ‘ and while tho landlord of this typo on tho one hand 
makes every attempt to evade the limitation of enhanebment and of interest 
proscribed by the Bengal Tenancy Act, the .tenant naturally, on the other 
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hand, takes shelter under the provisions of tho above Act and repudiates 
his own agreement as having been made under coercion. The habit of 
opposing such a landlord gives so great a zost that it not unfrequently 
happens that the tenant resorts to tho contrivance of forged receipts in 
print purporting to be an acquittance in full of all demands for rent.” Tho 
woalth and litigiousness of the tenantry might have boon added, and tho large 
needy and greedy class of low unprincipled touters and mukhtears. 

47. With regard to the number of witnesses oxamined and their deten- 
tion, the statements referrod to give the following information : — 

Tho Judges and Sub-Judges examined 1,684 witnesses during the year, 
406 of. whom, or 24*1 per cent., were detained over two days. 

One hundred and one thousand six hundred and eighty witnesses, against 
97,741 the year before, wero examined by tlio Munsifs, and 15,935 witnesses, or 
15*6 per cent, were detained over two days. The percentage last year was 
16*7. Tho percentage in Tippera and Noakhali was 13*4, *but in Chittagong 
it was 20*4. 

48. It may be interesting to give here figures showing the action of tho 
Divisional Magistracy in this important matter. 

Thirty-six thousand two hundred and ninety-five witnesses were examined 
by them, of whom 1,402 weie detained over two days, the averago per- 
centage being 3’8. No doubt civil cases are usually more intricate than tho 
averago criminal case is, and witnesses in them havo to bo examined more 
exhaustively, and thus moro time is required for the examination of each indi- 
vidual witness *, but by proper foresight this being known, witnesses might bo 
dotainod no longer in civil than in criminal cases. 

XIII.— CJIIME. 

49. In this Division there are no distinct criminal classes, and the crime 
reported is always the work of tho evil proportion of the ordinary rural popula- 
tion, which is found to exist everywhere, lliots are not uncommon, originating 
in sudden quarrels about rights to property, occasionally ending in loss of life 
or grievous hurt. Tho offences of counterfeiting coin and of incendiarism are 
also features of tho crirno of this Division. Tho cessation of all crime in 
the inundated tracts of Tippera and Noakhali during the inundation was 
remarkable. 

50. The figures under tho main divisions of cognizable and non-cognizable

A. In Tippera tho decrcaso in cognizable cases falls chiofly under tho 
heads’ counterfeiting coins, house-trespass, Arms Act, public and local nuisances, 
and section 110, Codo of Criminal Procedure. Only three coining cases were 
detected, against eight the year beforo. Casos under the Arms Act dropped 
from 64 to 10; tho Magistrate says tho large number of prosecutions the year 
before mado tho people moro careful. Nuisance cases dropped from 309 to 
136, which tho Magistrate says was owing to an adverse ruling of *the High 
Court os to what constitutes an offence under section 283, Indian Penal Code, 
in the obstruction of waterways. Tho fluctuations under tho other heads aro 
slight.

The numbor of murder cages was nearly the same as in 1892 93, while that 
of culpable homicide fell from 9 to 5 ; petty riots and thefts of crops and fodder 
increased to some extent, as was to bo expected in a year of damage by flood 
and storm. 

There was a decreaso of lion-cognizable casos under all heads except “ cattle 
trespass,” probably owing to tho people not having money to spend on such 
cases owing to loss of crops. The Tippora Magistrate thinks that the use. of 
section 100 of the Code of Criminal Procedure has resulted in a decreaso of 
assaults and the like. No doubt it might bo more generally had recourse to, 
not in petty assault cases, but in all cases whero the cause of quarrel remains, 
and is likely to rciuaiu, in existence. 

52. * In Noakhali there was an increase in the number of • cognizable and 
a decrease of non-cognizable cases* Petty thefts, owing to high prices brought 
about by the inundation and the cyclone, rose from 202 to 318. There was 
a rise also in tho •offences of murder and arson from 1 to 4 aud 13 to 18 respec- 
tively. 

Tho system of referring cases of non-cognizable crime to panchayats, fully 
reported in last year’s report, accounts for the further reduction of offences of 
this class. This procedure is, I find, not at all novel. It was introduced by 
Mr. Skrino in Tippera in 1886 while acting as Magistrate there. 

53. In Chittagong there was -a decrease in tho number of cognizable 
offences, chiefly rioting, trespass, and burglary. It is reported that tho enforce- 
ment of tho preventive sections of the Criminal Procedure Code, and the comple- 
tion of tho general suivey of the district, which previously was a fruitful source 
of agrarian quarrels, have brought about this result. It is also added that 
trespass in the shape of joouiing on Government hills by tho people of the Hill 
Tracts has been effectually stopped. Tho contraband trade in opium with 
Arrakan was renewed with fresh vigour last year. A man with a consignment 
of 7 seers of opium was caught and punished. 

Non-cognizable crime was stationary. 

XIV.— POLICE. 

51. The following changes took place in tho police force and outposts 
in the Division, according to tho suggestion of the l’olico Redistribution 
Committee, after tho close of the year:— 

In Noakhali the outposts at Silonia and Farashganj were abolished, and 
that at Parki in Chittagong. The redistribution of the force is given below : —

55. Tho following romarks have been left by my. predecessor, Mr. Oltlham, 
on tho police : — 

“ Tippera and Noakhali did the best polico work. Tippora was again dis- 
tinguished by its lioarty co-operation with the Magistrates in contrast with the 
state of affairs in 1891. The superiority of the chaukidars in Noakhali, so often 
noticed, I find to be duo to the efforts made for tlioir organization and improve-' 
ment by Mr. Westmacott about 12 years ago.” 

56. The appended Statement X shows tho work of tho polico during the 
year under report. The percentage of convictions obtained by the polico in 
cases disposed of during the year was 74'9, 78‘7 and 83*8 in Tippera, Noakhali 



and Chittagong respectively, against 53*6, 81*6 and 70 per cent, in 1892-93. In 
Chittagong the succoss gained was principally in tho minor casos. With regal’d 
to the falling off in tho percentage in Noakhali, Mr. Nanda Krishna liosc, tho 
late Magistrate, remarks: “The detective and judicial results this year show a 
falling off as compared with those of the year 1892, and this is duo mainly, if 
not solely, to tho fact that tho subordinate police officers could not bo so well 
supervised and controlled. First there was a change of officers at the head of the 
police; secondly, for some time iivtlie year vory junior officers, now to tho work, 
officiated as inspectors; and thirdly, one of tho best prosecuting court sub- 
inspectors was taken away from tho district for some time.” 

57. In coining cases the police of Tippora and Noaklmli secured in each 
of those districts 100 per cent, conviction, and 50 per cont. were convicted in 
Chittagong. In rioting cases there were convictions in 79'01 per cent, in 
Tippora, in 90’7 in Noakhali, and in 53’3 por cent, in Chittagong. In “ other 
murder cases” tlicro was no conviction in Tippora in the 2 capes disposed of, 
though the percentage of convictions in Noakhali was 100, and 80 in Chittagong. 
There was no veal dacoity in Tippora, Noakhali or Chittagong. 

58. In Tippera two cases of torture were brought against the police. One 
oaso fell through, and in the other four constables wore convicted and sentenced 
to rigorous imprisonment by tho Sessions Judge, three for two years and one for 
ono year. In this case tho High Court, while upholding the convictions on 
appeal, reflected unfavourably on the proceedings of tho local officials. 

In Chittagong a charge of misappropriation of tho sale proceeds of* an 
unclaimed boat brought against a sub-inspector fell through. But tho man 
was departmental ly punished with dismissal. 

In Noakhali two constables were judicially punished, but it is not reported 
for what offence. 

59. In Tippera a special police force had to be quartered at Sonarchur to 
quell disturbances fomented by the Nag Babus of Barudi ; 25 special constables 
had to be enlisted, 9 at Sonarchur and 10 at Durgapur, the villago where 
an Engineer of the Assam- Bengal Kail way was severely wounded in a riot. 

60. The new polieo patrol boat in Tippera was run over by a steamer of 
the India General Steam Navigation Company, and damaged. Some of the 
crew were injured, and one died. Tho serang of tho vessel was tried, and 
acquitted, because it was not proved that the collision was duo to his 
negligence. 

61. In Tippera the new Chaukidari Act was in forco, pargana Dollie 

excepted, where tho solo liability of the zamindar 
i nra o j.w, to maintain the rural police was under considera- 

tion. The question has singe been settled. The Magistrate reports that the 
villago police in Tippera as a body were not vory efficient and were not 
of as much help to the regular forco as should be tho case, but he has not given 
any details justifying his views. 

In Noakhali tho chaukidars are recruited from tho better class of cultivators, 
and all of them are said to have a high idoa of their position. Tho Magistrate 
reports that tho improvement in their pay and status has not raised their 
efficiency in their watch-and-ward duties, which they neglect. I have lately 
called the attention of the Magistrates to tho proper supervision of this impor- 
tant duty of tho rural polieo. Twenty-five chaukidars were rewarded for 
giving assistance in arresting absconders and recovering stolen property. 

In Chittagong tho rural police are reported to have worked fairly well. 
Their minimum rate of pay was raised from Us. 3 to Us. 4. Tho maximum 
is 11s. 6. Wages being very Jiigli in this distinct, tho remuneration offered to 
chaukidars does not attract sufficiently competent and trustworthy men. 

62. Tho Chaukidari Reward Fund was started at different dates in the 
districts in this Division. There is no proscribed form for koeping tho accounts 
of this fund. The following figures show the roceipts and disbursements in 
1893:—

XV .— CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

• 

63. The prescribed statements XI to XV give details of 9,091 cases with 
13,199 persons disposed of during the year, of which tho Honorary Magistrates 
singly or on benches tided 1,393, or 15 per cent. The figures for tho previous 
year are 9,157 cases with 1 3,237 persons, of which tho Honorary Magistrates 
disposed of 1,439. The fluctuation in the statistics for tho two years is small ; 
on the average each Stipendiary Magistrate disposed of 290 4^ cases with 
4-7 witnesses per case. Chittagong, however, shows the highest figure, 310 cases 
on tho average por Magistrate against 252*5 in Noakhali, tho lowest figure 
in the Division*. Among subdivisions tho largest outturn of work is shown by 
Cliandpur, the Subdivisional Officer thorc having disposed of 621 cases against 
232*5, the average disposal at Cox’s Bazar. 

The average number of witnesses per case is highest in Noakhali, being 7*7 
against 3*3 in Chittagong. For Honorary Magistrates tho average disposal 
was 96*6 cases with 2*7 witnesses per case. 

64. All tho District Officers have recorded their appreciation of tho substan- 
tial help rendered by Honorary Magistrates* Mr. Carlyle, Magistrate of Tippera, 
■writes: “ Some of the Honorary Magistrates tried a largo number of cases, and 
tried them very well. A few, on the other hand, were very irregular in their 
attendance.” 

Mr. Anderson, Magistrate of Chittagong, brings prominently to notico 
the good work done by Babu Kherod Chandra Das, Honorary Magistrate, 
who attended eighty times and helped much in the disposal of work coming 
before the bench. Tho Magistrate of Noakhali reports that tho Honorary 
Magistrates continued to afford appreciable assistance to the administration of 
criminal justice. 

65. My predecessor, Mr. Oldham, has loft tho following record of his 
opinion about 4ho work of Honorary Magistrates and criminal justice in 
general : — 

“Work is most expeditiously done in Tippera and most slowly in 
Noakhali, but taken all round the Noakhali Bench is tho best. 

“ Messrs. McMinn and Weatherall in Tippera were appointed to act as 
Justices of the Peace, and were given powers of first class Magistrates empowered 
to sit alone. 

“ While casually enquiring into bench work, 1 found that nearly all junior 
Magistrates in the district, Stipendiary and Honorary, wore in tho habit of using 
the form of procedure, prescribed for warrant cases, in summons cases, instead of 
the summary procedure, which is more liko that in a Sm&ll Causo Court. I 
suspect this error is general throughout the Province, and is answerable in no 
small degree for delays in potty casos. . 

“The most dilatory Magistrate in the Division was Babu Avinasli Chandra 
Mukerji at Noakhali.” 

66. Tho territorial system of jurisdiction for tho subordinate magistracy 

continues to work well in Tippera, and it is necessarily followed in the islands. 
It is reported that in the island of Sandwip the deputation of a Sub-Deputy 
Magistrate during the year produced the doubtful benefit of raising the number 
of cases from 246 in 1892 to 824 in 1893. In Chittagong it was in abeyance 
during tho latter portion of the year. • 

67. In Tippera there were 34 "Honorary Magistrates and throe benches at 

Comilla and tho subdivision, all exercising second 
nt U8 ' class powers. Eight Honorary Magistrates sit 

singly, two exercising first class, four second class, and two third class powers. 

The Comilla Bench has got original jurisdiction over a fixed area. 

Tho Honorary Magistrates in Tippera disposed of, between them, 809 cases 
against 666 cases in 1892. The average success in appeal was 71*4 per cent, 
against 36 the year before. 

In Noakhali there are 22 Honorary Magistrates forming one Bench at head* 
quarters, who disposed of 269 cases against 264 casos in 1892. There were no 



appeals against the orders of the Honorary Mgaistartes — a fact which can be 
interpreted either as a sign of undue leniency or of efficiency. 

In Chittagong the obsolete Municipal Bench, most of the members of which 
were Magistrates on the regular Bench, was abolished during the year *as 
superfluous. 

Of tho 22 Magistrates, one with second class powers sits singly. Thcy^ dis- 
posed of 315 cases against 509 cases in 1892. The absence ot Babu Nitya 
Kandy Roy, the Magistrate who sits singly, for more than six months from the 
town, accounts partly for the decrease. He had disposed of *145 cases in 1892, 
while in 1893 he dealt with 61 cases only. From the result of appeals, the 
decisions of the Chittagong Bench show deterioration, the average percentage 
upheld being 50*0 against 65*5 the year before. 

68. Tho Noakliali Bench shows the most regular attendance. Tippera 

comes last with 68*6 as the average percentage of 

Attendance of Tlench Magistrates. atten( l ance8 t o calls. 

Chittagong owes its high percentage of 84*1 to the froquent attendances, 
without call, of two Honorary Magistrates. 

Munshi Johuruddin, of tho Brahmanbaria Bench, whose irregular attend- 
ance was noticed in my last report, has resigned. 1 havo picked out the follow- 
ing as extreme cases of neglect: — Munshi Arfar Rahrtlan, of theComilla Bench, 
attended only thrice out of twenty days on which his attendance was due ; 
Babu Gopi Mohan Roy Cliaudhry, of .Nabinagar, and a gentleman of the same 
name of Boidyakote, Brahmanbaria Bench, attended only twice and thrice 
out of thirteen and twelve calls respectively. • 

The extreme cases in Chittagong are those of Maulvi Zulfikar Ali, who 
attended only 4 out of 24 occasions, and of Babu Prosonno Kumar Koy, who 
attended on only 2 out of 14.

The results in Tippera comparatively arc the best. In Noakhaii the 
decrease in the percentage of convictions was due to the large increase of petty 
offences which were, under Mr. Bose’s system of reference to panchaycts 
for enquiry under section 202, Code of Criminal Procedure, settled out of court or 
compromised. In Chittagong the results of trials before Honorary Magistrates 
show some improvement. In the case of those before the Stipendiary Magis- 
trates the falling off was in non-cognizablo cases, this being due to the number 
withdrawn compromised. 

70. The quality of the work of Honorary Magistrates has been referred 

to above. F&r Stipendiary Magistrates the record is 
Results of appeals. generally satisfactory. The divisional percentage 

has risen from 69*1 to 72 6, and the improvement appears in tho figures 
for all the districts, but chiefly in those of K oakhali, where the figures show 
an improvement from 68*1 to 79*3 per cent. Taking into consideration the 
number of disposals as well as of appeals, marked individual success was 
achieved by the two Subdivisional Magistrates of Brahmanbaria and the officer 
at Chandpur. For one Deputy Magistrate the percentage was as low as 20, 
37-5 and 50. 
























71. Tho figures for this year show an improvement in all the districts. 

The percontago of convictions for the Division was 
Kesuit Of sessions trials. 73 . 7 ^ gain8fc 6 8 5. In Tippera it was 83-8. The 

Subdivisional Magistrates of Brahmanbaria were successful at the sessions in 
all tho cases they sent up. In Tippera and Noakhali tho records are said to 
have been carefully scrutinized by tho District Magistrate before thoy wore 
sent for trial by the Sessions Judge. 

72. The tabulated statement below shows that out of 36,205 witnesses 

examined in the year, 1,402, or 3*8 por cent., wore 
detained over two days. Tho percentage for 1892 
was 5’6. Individual offenders in this important 

matter have badly affected tho general average. In Tippera, for instance, where 
all tho Magistrates appear to have kept in view this part of their duty, the 
percentage was 9 only, while in Noakhali it was 6*5, because tho percentage in 
the cases of Deputy Magistrates Akhay Kumar Bose and Avinas Chandra 
Mookerjea went up as high as 15*7 and 12 9 respectively. For the same 
reason tho percentage in Chittagong is not as good as it should have beeu 
but for tho dilatorincss of Babu Hridoy Nath Majumdar, ex-officio Deputy 
Moinutmto ltn 7 nt’ wlinun nornAntflirn wnnt lin list 111 O'l'l AS 19*2. TllO

73. The figures below show the action of tho Donorary Magistrates. Of 
the 3,843 witnesses examined by them, 309, or 8*04 por eont,wero detained over 
two days. Their percentage for the year boforo was 12 6. Tho Chittagong 
Bonch shows marked improvement, the percentage dropping from 46*8 to 17*4. 
Tho percentage for Babu Nitya Nanda Roy, the only Honorary Magistrate 
who sits singly, is 3*4, which is creditable.

74. In Tippera and in Chittagong more than half tho number of A cases 

wore disposed at the first and second hearing, and 
Bcmands.. in Noakhali a little loss than half. The percentage 

of cases remanded six times and over dropped from 
3‘1 in 1802 to 2*3 in the year under report. In Tippora it was *6 against 1*6. 
In Noakhali only one oase was remanded six times, and the percentage was *7 
against 11, and in Chittagong tho procentage was 4 against 5-01. Out of 22 
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cases disposed of, 5 cases were remanded more than five times by the ex-officio 
Deputy Magistrate at Cox’s Bg,zar, and one Magistrate at head-quarters remanded 
6 cases in this way out of 35 he tried. These high percentages have affected 
the district total. 

75. This branch of criminal work is sufficiently illustrated by the figures 

in the statement. The total demand, collection, and 
mes * balance are very much the same as in 1892. The 

• balances in Chittagong and in Tippera aro comparatively heavy. 

XVI.— REGISTRATION OF DEEDS. 

76. The prescribed Statement XVII shows the details of the working of 
this department. 

There was an increaso in the nunSber of registered deeds in Tippera and 
in Chittagong, and a slight falling off in Noakhali. 

In Tippera there was a rise in the number of deeds of sale, mortgages, and 
leases, probably duo to the distress in the district. For the same cause in 
Noakhali the number of deeds of sale registered is said to have increased. 

In Chittagong tho number of deeds increased because people whose lands 
had been taken by the Assam- Bengal Railway had to purchase land elsewhere 
before receipt of their compensation? and also on account of the growing 
confidence of tho people in registration. The minimum acl-valorem fee was 
reduced during the year from 12 annas to 8 annas. This has affected prejudi- 
cially the receipts everywhere. 

. 77. In Noakhali there was, in cases of optional registration, an increase of 

about 15 per cent., indicating the growing popularity of tho system. Three 
new offices were opened there during the year, and four more havo been 
proposed. 

Tho Tippera offices had the lightest work. Tho largest number of deeds 
was registered at the Noakhali Special Sub-Registrar’s office, and among rural 
offices those at Chittagong had tlio largest share of business.* Two new rural 
offices have been proposed for the district. 

In Tippera two persons were convicted for falso statements and false 
personation before Sub-Registrars. 

No other offencos under the Act were reported as having come to light 
during t"he year. 

The two matters calling for reform in the registration of deeds are, in 
my experience, (1) the impunity with which persons can avoid obedience to 
processes issued to secure their attendance to be examined by Sub-Registrars as 
to deeds alleged to havo been executed* by them, in many cases until the eight 
months has expired aftor tho date of the deed. Tho procedure under the 
Code of Civil Procedure after summons has been ineffective is often not known, 
and no further action is taken. A criminal prosecution under section 174, 
Indian Penal Codo, in all such cases would work a reform quickly. The other 
matter (2) is tho way in which Sub-Registrars admit deeds presented more than 
four months after date of execution without any proof of “ unadvoidable 
accident or urgent necessity” as laid down in the law. 


XVII.— CONDITIONS OF TIIE DIVISION AS REGARDS LAND AND LAND 
REVENUE ADMINISTRATION. 


78. Statement XVIII shows the position. Mr. Oldham says: “It was a 
bad year for Tippera and Noakhali. Collections must be bad in the Govern- 
ment estates, as they are mostly chars which felt both tho Hoods and the 
cyclone. In chars Durwesli ana Gazi the Collector of Noakhali had to stop 
pressing- on collection, and roported this confidentially. Tho Board were 
informed. It was a very good one for Chittagong — high prices combined 
with a decent harvest.” The figures showing tho percentage of collections 
are —

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79. Tippora and Noakhali failed to reach the standard prescribed for 
private and Government estates. The deficit is. accounted for by the failure 
of crops and the loss of cattle caused by tlio floods and cyclone.

In spite of tho large increase in tho number of orders in Tippera, the 
percentage of refusals has fallen from 38 to 28. The Officiating Collector, 
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Mr. Carlyle, says it is probable that there will bo a considerable increase in the 
number of money-orders sent, as it affords protection to tenants whose relations 
with tlieir landlords are strained. In Noakhali landlords aro said to refuse 
the remittances when tenants mako mistakes in naming taluks or sond rents 
without interest. 

82. Nino hundred and seventy-three estates or shares of estates became 
Working Of the Sale Law. HaWo to sale, of which 315 were actually sold, 298 

m Chittagong alone against 282 m 1892-93. One 
thousand nine hundred and sixteen tenures were brought to sale in Chittagong, 
of which 513 were sold. Throo estatgs and 24 tenures were purchased by 
Government. 

In Noakhali six tenures were sold against 11 the year before; two of these 
* were purchased by Government. 

In Tippera four estates were purchased by Government. 

Tho jaumber of estates or shares of ^estates sold in Tippera and Noakhali 
was 12 and 5 respectively. 

The law seems to have been worked without over-severity in all districts 
of the Division. 

Thore were 48 appeals to Commissioner against revenue sales during 
1893-94, of which 5 wel-o rejected and 19 dismissed. In 19 the sales were 
annulled and 5 were pending disposal at the close of the year.

Tho result *of the year’s work shows an increase in the number of insti- 
tutions of from 12,826 in 1892-93 to 14,271 in 1893-94. 

The increase has occurred in the classes, arrears of rent due to Govern- 
ment, rents due to the Court of Wards, and all other demands under section 7. 
The total amount covered by the certificates issued last year was Rs. 1,61,060, 
exclusive of demands for other districts. For 1892-93 the figures were 
Rs. 1,72,134. The consolidation of the department under recent- orders has 
been taken in hand in all districts. 

84. The total collections amounted to Rs. 5,11,856 out of a demand of 

Road and Public Works ccss. Ks. S, 69,742. The percentages attained by each 

district were —

Chittagong alone has attained or exceeded tho standard of 90 per cent, on 
tho arrear demand. The current collections in all tho districts are below the 
prescribed standard of 95 per cent. 

The short collections are mainly due to short crops, the result of heavy 
rainfall and floods. 

85. In Tippera 475 applications under section 42 were filed during the 

Land Registration. y° ar against 587 the year before. The ratio of 

mutations to oiiginal registration was 4T per cent, 
against 5*11 in 1892-93. In Noakhali there were 456 cases against 503 the 
year before, and a ratio of 5*73 por cent, against 6*32. 
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In Chittagong the applications increased from 6,571 in 1892-93 to 6,861 
in 1893-94, and the ratio from 3*9 per cent, to 4* 1 in the year under report. 

The department in Chittagong is very heavy, and is managed by two Sub- 
Deputy Collectors. Eleven thousand live hundred and two transfers were 
reported by Sub-Registrars and others, anil Rs. 6,137-8 were inflicted as fines 
under section 65 of'tlie Land Registration Act. 

86. Important professional surveys are in’progress in Chittagong through- 

ij . a ...-I out the district, and in some estates in Tippera and 

.Noakhali. In 1 ippora tour Uovernmout estates and 
six private estates were under survey and settlement. All the four Government 
estates, excepting one, viz., Gunanandi, are petty. The cadastral survey of 
Gunanaudi has been eomplotod. Of the remaining threo Government ostatos, two. 
are in an advanced state of progress, and in one rates have to be determined. 
Of the six private estates, survey and khanapuri have been completed in two. 
In one caso the proceedings are in abeyance owing to objections raided by the 
raiyats to the published draft khatians which are under consideration. In the 
Palpara and Sonachar estates, measurement and* khanapuri have been completed. 

The survey and settlement of pargana Surail were completed at a cost of 
Rs. 1,28,703 and Rs. 52,376 respectively. *ln this estate tuo now jamabandi 
has been strongly objectod to, and it is being revised. 

In the lioshnabad cstato traverse survey lias been completed. The cadas- 
tral survey and other work has been done in some villages. The cost incur- 
red up to date is Rs. 69,871 for survey and Rs. 17,904 for settlement. 

87. In Noakhali an aggregate of 5,165 acres was surveyed during-tho year 
at a cost of Rs. 1,047. Tho measurement of the four Government estates was 
completed during the year. A private estate, the area of which is 4,217 acres, 
was also^ surveyed during the year at a cost of Rs. 2,038, as also 304 acres of 
another private estate. 

88. Mr. Oldham proposed to have the Government lands in char Toom 
Mndlrub, an island of Noakhali in the Bay, created a reserved forest. It has 
been waste and under jungle since tho cyclone of 1876, though let for grazing,

pleted during the year. Tho areas surveyed was 34*3 1 square miles in Mois- 
khal and Toknaf. Besides this an area of 15*43 square miles of Sankholas was 
surveyed during the year at a cost of Rs. 1,735-11. 

90. In Tippera 18 settlement cases were disposed of .during tho year. 
None of these presented anything worth mentioning. Tho cases were all petty. 
In Noakhali 38 cases wero disposed of duriug the year, in 29 of which summary 
settlements were effected, 2 wero struck off tho file as tho land was diluviated, 
2 cases wero transferred to Register 8 of miscellaneous casos, and in 6 rogular 
settlements were conducted. Those settlements resulted in an increase of 
revenue amounting to Rs. 3,887. 


Tho attestation of the khatians and tho recording of rents have commenced 
in the private cstato char Parbaty. Tho settlement proceedings of chars Gazi 
and .Fakira woro conducted under tho Tenancy Act. The final records of 
these estates wero published during the year, and the proceedings have been 
nearly completed. 

91. In Chittagong tho record- writing in tho field was completed during 
the year for all lands with the exception of Sankholas. The khanapuri of 
22 villages containing 91,288 plots in Toknaf and Moiskhal was completed. 
Record- writing in office lias also been completed. Attestation had been com- 
pleted in 641 villages previous to the year under report, and. was done in 386 
villages during the year, and only 3 villages in Moiskhal remained td bo done 
out of the total of 1,030 villages. The “mahal milan ” has been completed in 
Ramu and Juldi circles, and is making progress in the other circles. Out of the 
1,030 villages surveyed, this work had been completed in 282 villages up to the 
close of tho year. Assessment had been completed in Ramu, practically 
completed in Juldi, and was making progress in the other circles. Tho total 
number of tenants for whom fair rents had beon sottled was 43,456 out of the 
estimated total of 120,000. 

Tho records of 44 out of 50 villages in Ramu were finally published 
before the 12th April, so that the new rents might come into force irom the 
commencement of the current agricultural year. The cost of settlement was 
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Rs. 1,56,757-13-7 against an stimate of Rs. 1,74,532-8, showing a saving of 
Rs. 17,774-10-5. 


XVIII.— VVAIiDS’ AND ATTACHED ESTATES. 

• 

92. There is no attached estate in this Division. The total number of 
wards’ estates is 15, which was the number also in the. previous year — 12 in 
Chittagong and 3 in Noakhali. The total current demand of rout and cesses 
duo to these estates is lls. 3,74,181, of which Its. 3,15,159, or 84-2 per cent., 
was collected during the year. The total collections, both current and art-ear, 
amountod to Rs. 3,70,354, or 74*9 por cent , against Rs. 4,08,184, or 77*4 per 
eont., the year before. 

Mr. Oldham says he would repeat as to Chittagong and as to the Panamia 
Trust in Noakhali what he wrote last year, viz., of the latter: — “Its manage- 
ment is, becauso it is compact, ontirely satisfactory, and its objects arc carried 
out without a hitch. In Chittagong several improvements were found possible 
and were effected. The most prominent were the erection and maintenance of 
soa-dykes, construction of roads, tlie excavation of tanks, and somo agricultural 
experiments. Chittagong has more wards’ estates than any district in tho 
Province, and their component parts lie throughout the length and breadth of 
the district. The cost of management is high in some estates. This is solely 
because of the state in which they came on our hands and the fact that they have 
only so conic recently. In all the older estates tho cost is very low, and it is to be 
remembered that not one of these estates has been taken charge of to save the 
Government revenue. Wo have them in charge solely for the sake of the 
proprietors. Considering tho amount of administration they involve, tho cost 
is marvellously small. 

“My sense of dissatisfaction with tho state of the throe estates in Noakhali 
has grown each year of my connection with thorn. 

“For Girinda Chandra Mazumdar’s estate we framed a liquidation schemo 
last year. With the utmost parsimony, baro subsistence for the family, nothing 
done for tlio tenantry, and no disturbance, tho estate would be clear of debts 
in 13 years. The cyclone of October last has knocked this scheme to pieces. 
This is the most unsatisfactory oE the estates. 

“ In Hhuba.il joy Saha’s estate, the old proprietor, who is very well off, sits 
still while wo collect his rents for him and make over to him tho profits. He 
used, moreover, to constantly interfere, and I have had proposals for us to 
do mahajani for him, or to buy in estates in which it was an object for us to 
default as regards his share bennmi. This, I think, has been stopped, as tho 
estate consists of bits and shares, from shares of interest in mere tenancies to 
shares of taluks. Nothing for its benefit can be dono.” It was a mistaken piece 
of kindness on the part of the late Mr. Barua, while Officiating Collector, taking 
over tho management of this estate. I recollect succeeding him in' 1885 at 
Noakhali, and finding Government let in for carrying on a low money-lending 
and shop-keeping business with land, including fractional shares of raiyati 
holdings, &o., &c., and a shamefully false rent-roll. It seems to be but little 
better now. 

Mr. Oldham continues : “Worst of all is tho Courjon estate. Wo have had it 
now for over 20 years, and beyond somo paltry subscriptions have dono nothiug 
for tho tenantry, whilo wo have been rigorous rent receivers and enhancers. The 
largo amount of claims written off in my time showed in detail how frooly and 
carelessly certificates used to be issued. Tho excuse for this system is that it 
came to us with a debt of Rs. 1,25,000, which was fully cleared last year. This 
debt was absolutely personal, and had nothing to do with tho maintenance of 
tho estate or the tenantry. I represented at the samo time that at least one 
portion of the estate in which the operation was practicable at an estimated cost 
of Rs. 6,000 should undergo a survey and settlement. No reply has been yet 
received. In this estato the issue of certificates and the process of screwing 
up the rents, called by the manager applying tho prevailing rates, has to bo 
vigilantly watched, and the Collector is now fully alive to this. ” 
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93. I had knowledges of this estate also as Collector of Noakhali in 
188;)— 87. I think with Mr. Oldham that both it and Bhubanjoy Shaba’s estate 
might bo properly given up. 

TRAINING OF YOUNG CIVILIAN® IN SURVEY AND SETTLEMENT WORK. 

94. In Chittagong Mr. Stevenson -Moore, Joint- Magistrate and Deputy 
Collector, did some khanapuri near head-quarters, and visited tho settlement 
office to learn to extract areas. He also did some khanapuri in Sitakunda 
while he was in charge of tho mela there. In tho middle of March he accom- 
panied tho Director of Laud Records and Settlement Officers while they inspected 
the office of tho Assistant Settlement Officer at Fatikchnri. lie jvas out for 
12 days on survey and settlement work. Mr. Assistant Collector J. T. Rankin 
was out for four days and attended tho Assistant Settlement Officer’s camp at 
Nhila, where ho learnt the khanapuri and attestation work. Ho did the 
khanapuri of certain plots of lands and wrote out tho khasra and kliatian for 
them. Assistant Magistrate Mr. Kiran Chandra Do was out for 55 days. lie 
was employed in tho khanapuri of a village the khasra of which has nearly been 
completed. There were no young Civilians employed in Tippera and Noakhali. 

XIX. — EXCISE. 

95. From year to year the excise reveuuo fluctuates for causes -which at 
times are ascertained with tolerable accuracy and at others are somewhat 
unaccountable. For instance, in view of the gonoral distress in Tippera and 
Noakhali, no one would have expected an improvement in the revenue from excise ; 
and yet, contrary to all expectations, there was an incroaso of about Its. 7,000 in 
Tippera and of over Rs. 1,000 in Noakhali. The explanations given are more or 
less stereotyped and do not correctly elucidate the phenomenon. In Chittagong, 
which was to a great extent free from tho calamities that visited Tippera and 
Noakhali, tho revenue decreased by over Rs. 10,000. The introduction 
of contraband opium is the correct explanation of tho decrease of reveuuo 
under tho head opium. Rut there was not any considerable iucrease under 
any other heads. Country spirits, for instance, showed an improvement of 
Rs. 244 only, though the Assam- Bengal Railway coolies must have caused an 
increased demand for liquor. Increased duty on ganja accounts for increased 
revenue under that head in all the districts. Very little can be expected from 
tho now system of tari cxciso in this Division. In Chittagong the 
revenue doubled itself last yoar, but the original revenue was only about a 
thousand. Thore is no taste for tari here, and the revenue therefore cannot 
ever exceed a few thousand rupees. 

96. There was not much detection work done in the district. Tho police 
in Chittagong detected a man with seven seers of contraband opium. 

In Tippera five cases of smuggling of liquor and ganja from Hill Tippera 
wero detected. 


Revenue derived from sale of' stamps. 
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XX— STAMPS. 

07. Tho table annexed shows tlio fluctuations of revenue under this head 
with prominent details. Tlio falling off under judicial stamps in Tippera has 
not been suflioiently explained. It has been surmised that an accumulation of 
these stamps remaining in the vendor’s hands at the end of the previous year 
told prejudicially upon the sale of court-fees during the year under report. 
This explanation is admittedly a grfess, and the matter requires further enquiry. 

In Noakhali the decrease in tlio sale of non-judicial stamps is said to have 
been the result of a falling off in the number of porpctual and other leases and 
bonds executed on account of the general destitution of the people after the 
cyclone and bad harvests, while the very same cause is said to have stimulated 
the sale of court-fee stamps, owing to the institution of a larger number of 
rent suits caused by the raiyats’ impecuniosity. 

The increase in Chittagong only' followed the previous normal course of 
development of this branch of revenue. 

98. There were 25 prosecutions under the Stamp Law, against 20 the year 
before. Of these 14 took place in Tippera- It appears that intentional evasions 
are not always followed bv prosecutions. Civil courts impounded 928 
documents against 784 in 1892-98, and revenue officers 2,577 against 1,985 the 
year before. These figures indicate probably more careful scrutiny on the 
part of Government officers than any increase in disregard of the stamp laws 
by the people.

XXI.— INCOME-TAX. 

99. The administrative details of tho tax are given below. 

The receipts increased by Rs. 5,557, all tho districts contributing, but chiefly 
Tippera. The increase was chiefly under the head “ Tax on salaries, ” due to 
the number of employes on tho Assam-llengal Railway. The number of 
assessocs in consequence increased from 5,104 to 5,222. This will he tempo- 
rary. The development of revenue from other sources of income was retard 
by short crops everywhere, floods in Tippera, and the cyclone in Noakhali. 

The number of objections dropped from 499 to 422, Noakhali showing 
bud results in this respect. One hundred and fifty-one of these objections were 
successful. Fewer warrants had to l»e issued everywhere except at Noakhali, 
where the distress caused by the damage done by tho cyclone resulted in 
mm-puymont in time. 

There was only the small balance of Rs. 350 outstanding under all hcaj,ls 
against a gross collection of 11s. 1,02,024. The tax was for the most part 
assessed and collected without friction or annoyance. 


XXII. — MONETARY ARRANGEMENTS. 

100. Monetary transactions were carried on by means of money-orders, 
currency notes, remittance transfer receipts, supply bills and cash. Ilundis 
are very rarely used. The Chittagong Treasury received currency notes worth 
Rs. 3,51,525, and with the balance in hand at the beginning of the year issued 
Rs. 8,54,630 worth. In Tippera the receipts and issues were Rs. 2,42,750 and 
Rs. 2,48,230. In Noakhali the transactions in notes were limited. 

The Chittagong Treasury did not receive any remittance from any 
treasury during the year, and it had to remit Rs. 7,00,000 to Akyab. It issued 
to the public Rs. 48,802 worth of small silver coins, and Rs. 14,211 worth of 
copper coins, and it paid Rs. 50,000 on supply bills and telegraphic money-orders 
and Rs. 40,481-15-11 on remittance transfer receipts. 

These details show the comparative magnitude of monetary operations in 
Chittagong. 

Tho Tippera Treasury received over forty-threo lakhs and disbursed about 
tho same amount. Tho receipts in Noakhali were over twenty-seven lakhs, and 
over thirteen lakhs were remitted to Dacca. Supply bills for Rs. 1,35,900 were 
issued there chiefly to tho llhuluah zamindars. Tho limit of the amount 
having been raised from Rs. 600 to Rs. 2,000, it is reported traders do not 
generally come forward for theso bills. The demand for half pice still continues 
there. 
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XXIII. — RAILWAYS AND OTHER PUBLIC WORKS. 

101. I quoto the following from Mr. Oldham’s noto: — “ The bank is three 
parts finished. Tho Engineers are sanguine that if all goes well the pormanent- 
wav, except for tho two big bridges, will bo finished in this Division by the 
ena of next working season.” 

There was a serious riot in Tippcra in July, due to tho Railway taking 
up homestead lands. In that district those lands are so scarce that a good 
deal of hardship has been caused by this. Tho Agent has been very considerate, 
and has given way and diverted wherever it was possiblo for him to do so. 
In other places, particularly in Noaklmli, disturbances have also boon threatened 
and were averted by tho tact and patience of the Executive Engineer, 
Mr. Broungcr. Tho chief cause was delay in paying compensation, and it 
arose from the zamindar’s reluctance to come to terms and the impossibility 
meamvhilo of making them with tho tenants, who in Maharaja Durga Charan 
Law’s estates have all permanent leases. 

In Tippora there was an uneasy feeling that sufficient waterway had 
not been provided by tho Railway Company for tho flow of the surface 
drainage across the line. At places the raiyats would, it came to tho Magistrate’s 
cars, if tho necessity should arise, cut a passago for tho flood water through 
tho embankment. Professional opinion, however, was obtained that there was 
no ground for anxiety, and nothing further lias boen heard about the matter. 

102. As regards the commercial prospects of the line, Mr. Oldham says 
that ho does not hesitate to record that his viows are the same as thoso 
expressed by Mr. Cotton in 1884, in contrast with the sanguine viows taken 
by tho Bengal Government., and subsequently by his predecessor. Mr. Cotton’s 
alternative of steamer communication with Narayanganj, ho says, is not practic- 
able. Tho Navigation Companies havo tried it again and again, and are not 
able to devise a steamer of any size which would at the same time bo fit for the 
sea passage and have a draught light enough for the river channels. 

103. In Chittagong a ballast train has already begun to run about four 
miles of the way, and will, it is said, run about 24 miles in a few months. 
The construction of houses for the railway officials and of worskops has 
begun. The railway officials’ quarters will add a small suburb to Chittagong. 

Tho construction of the road was delayed owing to very heavy and 
continued rain dining the first week of March. The work of land acquisition 
wus also tardy owing to various causes. Tho land along the Karnafuli for 
tho Port lino being covered with houses, has taken the Deputy Collector a long 
time, and the delay was causing the Railway Company loss and inconvenience, 
which gavo rise to growing impatience at the end of March. 

104. The only public buildings of importance completed during the year 
were the District Board's office and the Faizanessa Hospital at Comilla. Sovoral 
of tho thatched court-houses in Noaklmli which had been blown down during the 
cyclouo, wore reconstructed. 


XXIV .— OO M A I UNICATIONS. 

105. Very little was done in extending road communication during the 
year, except in the way of making petty village roads. The resources of tho 
local bodies wero directed chielly to the maintenance, metalling, and bridging 
of existing roads, and the making of masonry causeways. 

In Chittagong throe costly bridges wore put up on three important roads, 
and two wooden bridges in Noaklmli. Three miles of the important road 
from Chittagong to Uangamati near tho boundary of tho Ilill Tracts had been 
almost wholly neglected, and the omission caused much dissatisfaction, especially 
as tho other portions of tho road had been kept in oxcollent order and tho 
gap noar tho Hill Tracts broke the continuity of an otherwise excellent lino 
of communication. It was ruled during the year that the Arakan authorities 
should pay the Chittagong District Board one-fourth of tho income of the 
Ukliia and Mangdo ferries for the maintenance of the roads leading to them 
from tho Chittagong side. 

In Tippera the daily steamer service between Daudkandi and Narayan- 
ganj was given up in August last, and a lino between Maniknagar and 
Brahmanbaria was started in its place, and the daily cart service between 
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Comilla and Daudkandi was in consequence transferred to the new line. I he 
steamer service between Noakhali and Bansal was maintained thrice weekly, 
the District Board paying the Steamer Company a monthly sulmdy of Rs. 200. 
Communication by steamer with the islands el Hatiya and of Sandwip off the 
Noakhali coast has not yet been established for want of funds. It is much 

needed. Tinnora nothing was done in the way of planting new trees, 

1 1 and it cost Rs. 1,704 to maintain the trees already 

Planting of trees on road-sidcs. pj an f, e d. 

In Noakhali about threo miies’of road were planted with new trees, some 
of the plants being brought from the Botanic Garden at Sibpur. Rupees 917 
were spent on this, and Rs. 1,196 on the maintenance of trees already planted. 
The cyclone did considerable damage to the trees along the roads everywhere. 
In Chittagong the maintenance of old trees cost Rs. 1,22 T, and there 

was no new plantation. 

XXV.-WOKKlNCr OF THE LODGINCt-HOUSE ACT. 

107 This Act is in force only at Sitakund in Chittagong. Owing to 
the weather the attendance at the mela last year was below the average. 
Tbo usual arrangements woro made by tlie Magistrate, and there was no cause 
for complaint for houso room or sanitary precautions. 1 ho improvement ot 
the water-supply of the place is still receiving attention It is proposed to 
start a dispensary thcro with an Assistant Surgeon, who will then be available 
as Health Officer during the mela. There was only one case of cholera among 
the pilgrims last year. 

The fund at the close of the year stood at 11s. 6,53 1-6-4. 


XXVI.— EDUCATION. 

108 Some of the prominent details in connection with this department 
are that over four lakhs were spent on education, 5,379 schools were maintained, 
135 (J70 minils wore taught lust year. The decrease of over a thousand 
schools ’is due 1 chiefly to tlio exclusion from the Noakhali return of the 
Musalman schools known as maktabs, which numbered 1,054 in 1892-93. 

Tippora as reported in previous years, still takes tlio lead. More than 
half the number of schools in tlio Division is maintained there, and about 
two laklis of rupees aro expended there on education. The District Board gives 
liberal aid, expending over Rs. 30,000, against Rs. 26,201 spent in Noakhali, 
and only Rs, 14,846 in Chittagong. On primary education Tipper a spends 
n limit Rs 23,000, against only Rs. 5,155 devoted by the Chittagong District 

Board to ‘an object of such great importance. ..... . __ . . . 

Noakhali in this respect is by no means behind hand. Tlio District 
Board there very liberally spent over Rs. 21,000 on primary education. 
The percentage of boys of school-going ago receiving, education is“ 43-1 for 
the Division, Tippora being represented by 40*5, Noakhali bv 43*2, Cliittag

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109, Coming now to details, it appears that m lippera one additional 
hiffh English school was started at Sarail and some of the middle class 
English schools were reduced to vernacular schools. There was thus four English 
schools of the middle class less than three vernacular schools more. 

Tho zila school, it is reported, maintains its reputation, though its 
success at tho last two Entrance examinations was not so brilliant as a previous 
vear The Victoria School, a private institution, is becoming its rival. 
y The middle class schools, it is reported, were not veiy successful during 
the yoar The floods compelled many of the schools to close shortly before 

the annual examinations, and the results wore not satisfactory. 

The floods and high prices aro reported to have affected prejudicially 
the primary schools, causing a decrease of 317 schools with 8,070 pupils. 
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Each upper primary school had on an averago 35 pupils costing Rs. 1 12 
per year, Rs. 39 of which was borne by public funds. The lower primaries 
are subsidized by rewards given on results. The allotment, however, being 
exceeded by the rate, had to bo reduced to 2 annas in the rupee. Each ‘lower 
primary hud on an average 2Q‘5 pupils costing Rs. 49 per year, of which 
Rs. 6 was paid from public funds. The results of examinations were not very 
successful. 

Female education is represented by the Faizuncssa High Class Girls’ School 
at Camilla. Thero was a noticeable reduction in this branch of education, 
resulting in a decrease of 5(5 schools with about 200 pupils. Still 0,447 girls 
received instruction during the year. Three girls passed the upper primary, one 
carrying away a scholarship, while 22 passed the lower primary, of whom one 
was a Muhammadan, five getting scholarships. 

Tho building of the Elliott Artizan School was completed at a cost of 
Rs. 3,103, tho Maharaja of Hill Tippcra and Maharaj Kumar Bonoy Krishna 
of Calcutta bearing moro than half tho charges. There were 29 pupils against 

34 tho year before, 5 of whom received certificates of proficiency. 

lit). In Noakliali tho number of high schools remained stationary. 
Middle English schools increased from 8 to 11, and middle vernacular from 
37 to 38. A great fulling oft' is observable in tho lower primary schools, 
tho number dropping from 1,225 to 1,185. It is reported that the high prices cf 
food aud tho cyclone of October last are answerable for this. The children of 
tho poorer classes were detained for work, and several of tho pupils and 
gurus died of cholera that followed the cyclone. 

The zilla school at the last entrance examination passed 11 out of 12 
candidates sent up, and tho Private .Jubilee School 7 out of 10. 

The results of the middle English and vernacular schools are fairly good; 
36 and 88 passed respectively out of 45 and 1 14 sent up. 

The number of pupils on an average at the upper primary schools was 

35 and 21 at the lower. They were maintained by monthly stipends and 
rowaids givou on results. Tho percentage of success at the examination was 
65*8 for the upper and 48‘5 for the lower pijmary schools. 

Tho number of girls’ schools fell from 59 to 48 during the year, and only 
3,657 girls received instruction against 5,441 the year before. Ouo girl passed 
the upper primary examination and six the lower. The District Board have 
granted two scholarships to tho girls for tho encouragement of other girls to 
qualify. 

The technical school at Noakliali shown in tho return lias been closed 
from the beginning of the current year. The average attendance was only two 
or three. The Board very rightly closed tho school, and have instead awarded 
two scholarships of Rs. 10 each, tenable at the Sibpur Engineering (Jell ego for five 
years by two natives of tho district. Muhammadan education in this district 
is progressing favourably. It is doubtful whether tho Koran schools, which 
have increased from 1,054 to 1,110, impart any* education in tho sonse in which 
tho word is generally understood. But the results in tho recognized schools 
indicate gradual improvement. It is reported that tlireo-fourths of tho pupils 
of the Division uro Muhammadans. Out of 83 who passed tho middle 
vernacular examination, 33 aro Muhammadans. Their number at tho upper 
and lower primary examinations was 74 and 333 respectively, out of 245 and 
607 passed. 

Thoro was a proposal to encourage Sanskrit loaming in Noakliali by 
subsidizing tols. This w 7 as nogatived by Mr. Oldham, on the ground that 
tho encouragement of tho study of Sanskrit in a purely Muhammadan district 
would have been a misuse of tho public money. 

111. In Chittagong thoro w r as no fluctuation in tho number of high and 
middle class schools. But the success of their pupils at tHo examinations was 
far from creditable. Out of 93 candidates at the entrance examination, 
only 24 passed, and out of 242 who appeared at the middle scholarship 
examination, only 134 passed. Primary education, howover, is gaining ground, 
and is being gradually diffused moro widely. Thero was an increase of 
108 to the number of schools. But still oven this is very much behind 
Tippcra. Tho system of maintaining these schools is the same as in the other 
districts. 
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One thousand four hundred and thirty-oiglit pupils went up for the 
examination and 733 passed. 

Female education also shows a slight improvement. Thirty-ono against 
25 schools the year before were maintained, and 2,528 girls were taught. 
Twenty-two girls passed the prescribed examination. The special schools in the 
district are the Normal School for training vernacular teachers, three 
guru-training schools, and six Madrassas. Two of the last arc maintained by 
Government, one at Chittagong and tho other at Cox’s Bazar. 

The proposal for closing tho Normal School has been negatived, and a now 
site for tho Collogo Boarding School has been sanctioned. The superannuation 
of tho Superintendent of the Chittagong Madrassa camo prominently to notice 
during tho year, and my predecessor, as President of the Madrassa ( Vnnmitteo, 
had many occasions for dissatisfaction, and has loft the following record: — 

“The unsatisfactory stato of tho Chittagong Madrassa has been under 
notice for some time, and I had begun communication with the Director of 
Public Instruction about it, and to suggest that tho Superintendent, who is 
considerably past 55, should be superannuated. This is the opinion of the 
Muhammadan community, and 1 have had much evidonce of his inability to 
carry on his duties. His health is bad. The institution recently lias been far 
from successful. Though the Commissioner is J ’resident of the Local Com- 
mittee, he, on it, can exorcise practically no control, and 1 cannot recall an 
instance in which the Committee’s recommendations have been followed.’’ 

The following details show tho stato of Muhammadan education in the 
district. Tho percentage of pupils of this class is 58. Three of thorn passed the 
entrance examination, 19 middle, 39 upper primary, and 180 lower primary 
examinations. In my report I havo not included the Koran and other indige- 
nous schools which swarm in tho district, not so much to provide secular 
as religious instruction. 


XXVII.— DISPENSARIES AND HOSPITALS. 

112. Tippcra under tho initiative taken by Mr. Greer still takes the lead 
in this department. Tho District Board there spent 7*4 per cent, of its income 
in maintaining those good institutions, while Noakahli and Chittagong devoted 
only 2’8 per cent, to this purpose. There has been an awakening, however. 
Noakhali and Chittagong have each started a now dispensary, tho former after 
tho close of tho year, and in tho latter it is proposed to start two more. 

In Tippera 4‘8 per cent, of tho population obtained relief, while the 
percentage for Noakhali and Chittagong was 1*9 and 2'9 respectively. 

In Chittagong there was much opposition to tho scheme for erecting a 
central hospital on tiro Rangmahal Hill from funds partly contributed by tho 
municipality and by the District Bear'd. The rate-payers and others impugned 
the wisdom of the proposal on the score of reckless extravagance, and sent up 
memorials against it to Government. After enquiry ns to the objections raised, 
tho schomo has boon sanctioned, and it only remains for tho estimates and plans 
to be sanctioned to begin tho work. In Tippera tho F aizunnessa Hospital has been 
completed and furnished, and will shortly be in working order. 

Sixteen dispensaries were maintained in the year in Tippera, 13 of those 
receiving support from the District Board. Tho Comilla and tho subdivisional 
dispensaries receivo indoor patients. Tho number treated, however, is com- 
paratively small, being only 351 out of a total number of 80,057 patients. 

The Chandpur dispensary received over Us. 400 private subscription for 
its support, against only Rs. 10 tho year before. 

113. In Noakhali tho dispensary at Fenny began to receive indoor patients 
during the year. Both the Fenny and tho JTarispur dispensaries were badly 
damaged by the eyclono, and there was considerable expenditure on repairs. 
The Hatia dispensary is gaining in popularity, standing second in the district, 
while the Dalai Bazar dispensary, maintained entirely by private charity, is 
deteriorating. This is to be regretted. 

114. The Chittagong District Board liberally subsidizes six dispensaries, 
which are reported to be voxy popular. 

The Maghs, who are averse to the English method of treatment, are said to 
be getting over their prejudice and to have attended the Cox’s Bazar dispensary 
in larger numbers than before. 
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XXVIII. — LIBRARIES.’ 

115. Tho Birehandra Public Library at Comilla is the only institution 
of tho kind in this Division. It is administered by a managing committee of 
which tho District Magistrate is the Chairman. It is maintained by subscrip- 
tions, and lias got a reserve fund of- Rs. 2,000. 


XXIX.— MUSEUMS. 

116. There are no museums in this Division. 


XXX.— LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT INSTITUTIONS. 

117. An election of Municipal Commissioners took place in all the districts 
during tho year, and was attended with much interest everywhere, and with 
some excitement at Brahmanbaria. There is not much to be added to tho 
remarks made in previous reports as regards the working of municipal bodies. 
So far as their means allowed, and according to their lights, they have tried to 
do useful work. In Chittagong they have asked for a loan of Ks. 45,000 to 
erect a commodious public hospital on a salubrious site in the town, conjointly 
with tho District Boards, the Port Commissioners also contributing. 

In Tippcra they propose to undertake an extensive drainage scheme, which 
will cost about Rs. 50,000. Noaklmli, with its small income of about Rs. 5,000, 
spent about Rs. 8,000 on improving tho sanitation of the town. But, as maybe 
supposed, there is still much to be done. Tho scavenging and conservancy of 
the towns require considerable improvement. Commenting on the defective 
drainage of tho town, the Magistrate of Noaklmli writes: — “I must say the 
Municipal Commissioners have not tho courage of their convictions, and do not 
choose to risk unpopularity by enhancing tho incidence of taxation.” This 
remark applies with more or less qualification to mauy other municipalities 
besides that of Noaklmli. 

Tho survey of Chittagong Municipality was completed during the year 
by tho Settlement Officer, and tho question of apportionment of tho expendi- 
ture is under discussion. My predecessor, Mr. Oldham, inspected the Chitta- 
gong Municipal Office, and was ablo to submit a satisfactory account to 
Government. 

118. The District and the Local Boards continue to maintain their reputa- 

r,. . • . , tion. They have worked satisfactorily, but have 

failed to carry out tho wishes of Government in 
somo matters. The District Engineers, notwithstanding tho strain put on 
them by the transfer of the Public Works charge, have generally done good 
service; but in Chittagong Mr. Oldham says a portion of an important provincial 
road was neglected. The following table shows the prominent details of District 
Board administration : —

The high percentage of establishment oharges is a feature calling for tho 
attention of the Chittagong District Board. Tippera is comparatively the most 
economical, though it spends most liberally on education and the modical 
needs of the district. Chittagong has .begun to try to follow its example, but 
(it must be said) at a long distance behind. 
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XXXI— EMPLOYMENT OP MUHAMMADANS. 

1 19. Appended statement XXXII gives details of the distribution of 

Muhammadan officers and menials in the different offices. The matter of 
giving them due encouragement has not been lost sight of. The Collector of 
Tippera writes that competent Muhammadan candidates are not always forth- 
coming. * 

XXXII.— TOST OFFICE AND TELEGRAPH. 

120. As usual, these institutions enjoyed the unbounded confidence of 
the public. The development of the banking business of the Postal Depart- 
ment may be estimated from the fact that in a small district like Noakhali 
money -qr tiers covering Rs 1 1,02,301 were issued during the year.

XXXIII.— ZAMINDARI DAK. 

121. The Postal Department has the sole management of this department, 
and there was no change in the year under report. 

122. The important fairs in the Division are the Sitakund fair, held in 

February on the occasion of the Shivaratri festival ; 
the Mahamuni fair, where the hill people come in 

numbers, held in April ; and the Panchpukuria fair held in October in the district 
of Tippera. The last has usually the largest gathering of about 10,000 people. 
All of them passed off well, without any outbreak of disease or any outrageous 
crime being committed. 

123. The figures showing the administration of the pounds are given 

below. There was a falling off in revenue m all 
oun “* the districts, but chiefly in Tippera, where, owing 

to a heavy mortality among cattle after the floods, a large amount had to be 
remitted. 

In Noahali, however, which suffered from the effects of inundation and the 
cyclone of October as well, the decrease is almost inappreciable, and it is 
reported that the percentage of collection of rent was above 98. 

In Chittagong some petty pounds had to be closed, and the revenue 
decreased.

XXXIV.— SOCIAL. AND POLITICAL INSTITUTIONS. 

124. The political institutions aro those reported last year. In Chitta- 
gong the United Schools Athletic Institution was started during the year to 
create and improve a taste for physical exercise among students. Foot-ball 
is the game it patronizes most. Exciting tournaments were held between the 
students of the different schools in the town, and the prizes were given away 
by my predecessor, Mr. Oldham. The Purity Association held one or two 
meetings to discuss temperance subjects. 

The Islam Association in Chittagong met once to welcome two maul vis 
who had been converted from Christianity. 

In Tippeia the People’s Association met once to protest against the pro- 
posed transfer of the Chittagong Division to Assam. These are the only 
outward signs of life the associations exhibited during the year. They did 
not exhibit much energy or enthusiasm. 

The Oldham Institute and a similar institution in Tippera, are a sort 
of club intended to offer recreation in the shape of games ana light reading to 
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^native gentlemen after the (lay’s work is done, and in this they have been 
successful and are approciated. 


STATE OP PUBLIC PEELING AND THE PUBLIC PRESS, 

1 25. Public feeling, that is, fueling common to any largo section of native 
society, hardly exists. 

Politics proper are seldom discussed or criticized, but local topics some- 
times create a temporary agitation. The proposal to transf r this Division to 
Assam, though only a small part of the population realized what it meant, 
began to cause a ferment of objection which, however, the shelving of the 
project for the y resent brought to an end. 

The survey and settlement operations going on in Chittagong have ceased 
to excite any lively interest. They have come to be taken as a matter of 
corn se. 

The proposal to erect a central hospital on the Rungmahal Hill, evoked 
some discussion and one or two memorials to Government protesting aguinst 
the municipality raising money on loan for the project. 

In Tippera an increase in the amount of the chaukidnri tax and the 
question of providing sufficient waterway iu constructing the Assam-Bengal 
Railway, created son e local dissatisfaction . The lattter, on the Collector’s 
report, I brought to the notice of Government ' with the result that the Consulting 
Engineer for State Railways for Assam declared that the waterway provided 
would be ample. 

In Noakhali arm-to-arm vaccination and the realization of the vaccination 
foes — the latter especially — was opposed with some obstinacy by the orthodox 
Ferazis of the district. The Deputy Sanitary Commissioner proposed to me 
to get the Government to make vaccination compulsory ; but I declined, until 
it was shown that all other method 3 had been tried in vain. 

The remarks in last year’s report of my predecessor, Mr. Oldham, on the 
stato of the relations of the people of this Division with the Agents of Govern- 
ment, may again be referred to. The Chittagong district exhibits the charac- 
teristics described most strongly, owing perhaps t > some degree to the large 
number of small land-owners. Peasant prupri worship is to bo found in the 
Cliittagong district widespread. 

The mass of the middle and lower classes of Noakhali ore Fcrazi Musal- 
mans, and morally furnish a striking res mblance to the Pharisees of Judea in 
the first half of the first century. 

In Brahmanbaria a B6ngali newspaper ca'lod Ush<t was started daring 
tho year. It gives tho local nows an l discusses social and religious mutters. 
The & 'ansodhini in Chittagong appears by fits and starts, and carries no 
weight whatever in public estimation. Calcutta papers freely circulate in 
the Division. Those most in favour are tho Bang aba* i and the Sanjivuni. 

XXXV.— SUBORDINATE EXECUTIVE ESTABLISHMENT AND CHARACTER OP 

OFFICERS, 

126. The information has been given in t’ e prescribe! statement. 

XXXVI.— CONDUCT OF ZAMINDARS. 

\27. In Tippera some of tho absentee zamindars gave trouble, and a 
special police force had to bo quartered to keep tbe peace in certain localities 
on their estates. The Maharaja of Hill Tippera, the Dacca Nawabs, and the 
zamindar of Ganga Mandtl, Maharaj Kumar Banoy Krishna Dev Bahadnr, gave 
liberally to meet the distress caused by the floods of August last, and the 
acknowledgments of Government were notified in the official Gazette Nawab 
Faizunnessx Saheba of Tippera has maintained her reputation as a liberal and 
public spirited lady. In Noakhali the great zamindars are absentees, and their 
relations with their tenants were not always satisfactory. About the local 
landholders the Collector writes: “As a class they are extremely uneducated 
and unenlightened. They do not display the least public spirit, and are perfectly 
indifferent to tho well-being of the district.” ■ 
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XXXVII. — GENERAL BEMAEKS. 

128. Damage to crops by flood and storms caused a full from the usual 
standard of prosperity among the masses. Rice, instead of being available for 
export, had to bo imported, a good deal coming from Burma. Prices of food* 
grains wore high, and there was a fall in export of country produce from 
Chittagong. 

Clime generally decreased excepting in Noakhali, where petty thefts 
increased considerably, owing to the scarcity prevailing. Progress was made 
but slowly in the construction of the Assam- Bengal liailwiy. 

A redistribution of tho police force was made to cany out the investi- 
gating centre system. Tlio amondod Village Chaukidari Act seems to promise 
good remits. The Chaukidari Keward Fund was sturtod in all the regulation 
distiicts. Honorary Magistrates did a large amount of work in court satis- 
facto ily. The revenue was collected with fair punctuality, the losses of the 
raiyats considered. The sale law was onforced with moderation. The survey 
an.t settlement in Chittagong made good progress towards completion. The 
income tax receipts increased owing to the tax paid by employes of the Assarn- 
llengal Railway. The municipal elections took place quietly. 

Having taken charge of the Division at the end of February, I have not 
been able to report from personal experience. 


XXXVIII.— POLITICAL SECTION. 

129. The political charge of the Commissioner of this Division comprised 
the South Lushai Hills, Chittagong Hill Tracts, and Hill Tippora. 

I. -THE SOUTH LUSHAI HILLS. 

A separate report on the administration of the South Lushai Hills has been 
submitted, and it will suffice to say hero that p ace prevailed throughout ihe 
district and tho full amount of tribute due was collected without much difficulty 
and that expenditure was reduced considerably. To effect further economy 
a civil police forco 86 strong for Demagri was started, and a contract was 
entered into for the transport of rations to Lungleh and beyond. 'The heavy 
rainfall of 1893 injured the Barkal tramway, and it was not put in proper order 
again till December, which delayed transport of rations at that point, and 
unusual and severe rain and storm in tho fiist week in March seriously delayed 
the transport of rations from Demagri to Lungleh, and caused much loss to the 
contractor. During the year tlure was b.oaclnd a proposal to transfer the 
South Lushai Hills to Assam, but this, for financial considerations, was put off 
till by the completion of tho Assam-Bengal Railway through communication 
should be established between Assam and Chittagong, aud this whole Division 
be annexed to the Chief Comraisdonership. Other notable occurrences of the 
year were the capture of the absconding recalcitrant Chief Longeheyva and the 
capture and deportation to the Chittagong Jail of the Lushai Chieftaincss Ropui 
Li< ni and of her son Lalthuama, thus eradicating two possible sources of distur* 
banco in the future. A number of Lushais were a’lowod to visit Do, u a. mi, and 
some went as far as liangamati to trade under passes granted by the Superin- 
tendent. Enquiry brought to light tho fact that mismanagement lias brought 
to an end ilie supply of caoutchouc from the Lushai Hills. 

II.— THE CHITTAGONG HILL TBACTS. 

130. In previous reports the peculiar character of the administration of 
this hilly tract, the nature and habits of tho people, their institutions, and tho 
resources of t his portion of my charge, have been described. The present report 
records tho progress that has been made in the development of the country 
and its people by the gradual extension of the operation of the rules of 1892. 

Mrf C. S. Murray, C.I.K., was in charge from April to June and again 
from the 8th November to the close of the year, Mr. Cave-Browne, Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, acting for him in the interval in addition to his own 
dutLs as Assistant in charge of the Bohmong’s Circle. 
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The iormor was on tour for 84 days, inspecting police-stations, schools, 
dispensaries, the Bohmong’s circle office, holding conference with the local 
Chiefs, and' explaining to them the new mauza system, and examining the 
progress of plough cultivation and tho new jamabandis. Mr. Cave -Browne 
was out for 101 days visiting plough lots, making assessments and collections 
in the mauzas, holding sales of sun-grass, Qurjau kholas and fishery lots, and 
inspecting police stations in his jurisdiction. . 

131. The rainfall was very heavy both in the beginning and towards the 

_ clo e of the year, and its effect upon the crops was 

Weather an crops. very injurious. The outturn of {Middy, cotton, 

oilseeds, and sugarcane was consequently scanty; that of tea was very much the 
same as in 1892-93. Scarcity was felt as the year was clos ng in, and applica- 
tions for relief wore received from different quarters, which the local Chiefs were 
told to deal with. It w»s proposed to the men to go and work as coolies in the 
South Lusliai Hills, but to this they wouid not consent, being naturally averse to 
leave their jooms and subject themselves to methodical labour. Considerable 
damage to crops was done in the Bohmong’s circle by wild elephants. 

132. Nomads as tho hillmen aie by naturo, marriage, search for joom 

. .... land, desire to join friends and relatives as well as 

immigration an immigration. -yoid debts and liabilities, are the principal causes 

of emigration. 

Thoro was much less emigration during the year to Arakan, Hill Tippera, 
and Chittagong than in 1892-93. There were also, as usual, inter-tribal move- 
ments. The grass farms or “ san kholas ” aro said to have been injured by 
neglect on the part of tho lessees by tho year. I have directed their letting for 
terms of throe years as an experiment to remedy this. 

133. Notwithstanding short crops, tho price of food-grains was com- 

. , , , , , , parativcly lower, owing to increased import from 

lnces oo an ur. Arakan. But the hill people, as their own crops 
had failed, had not the money to buy imported food, and therefore suffered to 
some extent. They rely on their rice crop for food, and on the sale of their 
cotton for the purenaso of luxuries. There is no local skilled labour, and even 


hired 


cooly labour has as a rule to bo imported. 

134. The principal imports are piece-goods, rice and paddy, salt and dried- 

m , , fish, and the exports are paddy, tobacco, and cotton. 

Trad. »nd commerce. a Jd gar j an oil have ceased to bo 

articles of export. Owing to tho exhaustion of the supply, the Lushais do not 
bring india-rubber to the Damagri bazar as before, and the extensive use of 
kerosine oil and the indiscriminate felling of garjan trees for timber have 
greatly reduced the production of garjan oil. It is noticeable that there 
w»s a larger importation of piece-goods than in 1892-93, which Mr. Murray 
ascribes partly to a growing taste for fo e’gn manufactures and partly to 
the failure of tho indigenous cotton from which the hill women weave the 
clothes worn by their families. For reasons stated above, the import of paddy 
and rice was almost double and the export much less than in 1892-93, and 
the oxport of tobacco, cotton, mustard, and til seods fell considerably owing to 
the same cause. 

13a. Justice is administered to some extent by the Government officers, 
. ..... . but for the most part according to tho tribal custom

Tho civil suits were chiefly for damage done to “sankholas” by stray 
cattle, the recovery of loans and of joom rent. There was not much of crime 
among the hill people. There was not a single case beyond the powers of a 
Magistrate during the calendar year 1893. 

130. As there is not much crime in these parts, the work of the police 

does not call for much notice. They failed to de- 
Po tee ‘ tect the perpetrators of the few burglaries which 

took place in the bazar. Mr. Oldham contemplated organising a body of 
village watchmen to be remunerated by a grant of service land. At present the 
arrangements for seeming a knowledge of what goes on in the interior are 
defective, but it is probable that a chakran chaukidar would be entirely under 
the influence of his headman. Meantime oriuinal absconders can hide in 
comparative safety. 
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137. Under India Government order No. 413, dated 20th January 

' 1894, received -with Bengal Government No. 

Shed operations. 688For., dated 6th February 1894, the Superin- 

tendent of Kheddas has been requested to keep the Commissioner of Chitta- 
gong informed of the results of his operations in the Hills. Formerly this 
was not done. But as cultivation spreads and the country gets more settled, 
it is necessary that local officers should be more and more associated with these 
operations. The ravages by wild elephants to crops in the southern portion of 
the Bohmong’s circle have been already mentioned above. The people 
there- are unwilling to carry on plough cultivation unless they are better pro- 
tected. 

138. The year is reported to have beon a healthy one. The returns of 

the Rangamati and Bandarban hospitals were 
Public licalt . comparatively favourable. As usual, there were 

mala rial fever, sporadic cases of cholera, and a few cases of small-pox. 
Vaccination operations resulted in 16,962 cases, of which 9,849 were successful. 

139. There wero altogether 36 schools, including three girls’ schools, and 

611 pupils, against 43 schools and 721 pupils in 
Education. 1892-93. The falling off is said to be due partly to 

the movements among tho tribes and partly to want of sufficient grant-in-aids to 
primary schools. There was ono school on the average for every 150 square 
milos, and one boy was taught to overy 15 and one girl to every 139 of children 
of tho school-going ago. The total cost of primary education was Rs. 2,536, 
Rs. 2,388 of which was contributed by the Provincial revenues. In education 
tlio Cliakmas tako tlio lead; 240 of them are at school against 127 Tippcras, 
115 Maghs, 10 Tonchengyas, 12 Mros, 3 Reangs, and 3 Kukis. Tho Ranga- 
mati High School achioved some success at the last Entrance examination. 
For the first time last year boys from that school were sent up. Four went up 
and two passed. One of them is the young Chakina Chief, Kumar Bhuban 
Mohan Ray. This must bo considered an event not only in tho history of the 
tribe, but of tho Hill Tracts. The mode of his further education is under the 
consideration of Government. A Chakma girl also passed the lower primary 
scholarship examination from tho Rangamati School. These are significant 
indications. There was some correspondence last year as to the language 
which should be taught in the pi’imary schools. Because tlie population in the 
Hill Tracts is altogether a mixed one, though tho general leaning is towards 
Bengali manners and customs, local opinion was for adopting the Bengali 
language. 

140. The only estate of the minor under Government management was 

that of the Chakma Chief managed by Dowan 
Wards’ and attached estates. Kriahto Chandra. The Mong Chief, Neuprusain, 

having come of age, was formally installed as the Chief of his circle at a Darbar 
hold at Rangamati in May 1893. To assist him in tho management of his 
property, Babu Purno Chandra Das, tho late Manager, was lent to" him for a 
year. The management, as in previous year, was satisfactory. 

141. Tho C hakma Chiefs aro minors, and tho Mong Chief has just begun 

to exorcise bis powers. Their managers worked 
Conduct of Chiefs. satisfactorily. 

The Bohmong caused dissatisfaction among his people by large calls on 
them for labour, money and produco, which he made by way of feudal service, 
or 1 beyar? Those demands wero made most heavily from those who, while 
living in the area forming tho klias mahal, escaped, while that system existed, 
their tribal contributions. As reported before, the remedy for tho malcontents 
is to move off to another circle or to tho South Lushai Hills. 

142. Under the rules of July 1892, tho fiscal divisions in tho Hill Tracts 

aro the three circles of the Bohmong, Chakma 

Land revenue system. and the Mong Chiefs, tho taluks in 33 blocks, and 

the mauzas. which the Hill T racts officers are forming with the headmen, sorvico 
lands, and plough cultivation. 

The number of mauzas has increased from 61 in 1892-93 to 113 in 1894. 
For most of these new mauzas headmen were appointed and service lands 
allotted them. It will bo seen from tho Statements A, B and C appended that 
exactly 50 acres of .service lands could not bo allotted in every case, possibly 
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from a misunderstanding of thq expression “ best arable land” used in Rule XIII. 
It was explained to the Hill Tracts officers by my predecessor that much land 
now lying waste would, if brought under cultivation, be very good arable land, 
and might therefore bo demarcated as service lands. It has been proposed -also 
to allot pasture as service lands where arable land was not available. 

The mauzas hitherto found are reported to vary in area from 1^ to 20 
square miles, in compact blocks capable of being enclosod in a ring-fence. 

The jamabandios were in most cases drawn up in the presence of Govern- 
ment officers. 

Two taluk dewans wore appointed in the Along Chief’s circle within the 
year, the Chief himself olfering to be one of them. No othor taluk- dewans 
were appointed. 

The land revenue of the llill Tracts falls undor the heads of plough culti- 
vation, bazar rent, san and gar j an kholu rent, joom rent, and miscellaneous, viz., 
fisheries, &c. The increaso of plough cultivation is shown by the fact that tho 
acreage increased from 0,427 acres in 1892-90 to 7,G72 in the year under report, 
and the revenue demand from Its. 3,270 in 1891-92 to Rs. 8,251 in 1892-93 and 
Its. 8,943 in 1893-94. Tho largest increase was in the Along circle. 

Tho majority of the plough holdings were examined, and jamabandies 
were revised in several cases, surplus land being charged ; and an attempt was 
made in every case to get the acquiescence of the parties affected. 

Receipts from bazar rents are insignificant. 

The sankhola demand fell in the Clmkma and Bohmong’s circles ; partly 
for want of proper weeding, some of them became less productive, and partly 
because in 1892-93 tho prices were forced up by extravagant bidding. 
Tho joom rent paid by the Chiefs is to some extent stationary. It is in 
contemplation, however, to raiso the Chakrna Chief’s revenue. 

The collection of the revenue is mado partly by headmen and chiefs, and 
partly by Government officers. It was collected fully and punctually. ’There 
was a balance of Rs. 505, under head Land Revenue Rs. 203, miscellaneous 
Rs. 43G. Tho former has since been realised. 


The Assistant Commissioner reports that the jooming area in most places 
has boon so exhausted that the hill people have shown a perceptible tendency 
to scttlo down to plough cultivation. A decrease in the Chief’s income and 
the increaso of assessment work may therefore be anticipated. 

143. Tho Deputy Commissioner’s oflieo at Rangamati, to which tho 


General remarks. 


Assistant Commissioner had succeeded, was burnt 
down, with all its records, books and furniture, on 


tho early morning of tho 5th Alay last. Mr. Oldham says: “No clue to the 
cause of the fire has been obtained, though Rs. 500 reward was offered. I am 


still disposed to regard it as a blow aimed at the new settlement by some or one 
of those Cliakma Dewans, whose unlawful human taluks (of capitation tax) the 
settlement is discovering and destroying. 

“ On the whole I regard this fire as a benefit. The loss causod by it was 
estimated at Rs. 17,000. All the accommodation, furniture, and books required 
were replaced at a cost of loss than Rs. 1,000, while the Rs. 500 or so a year 
which the maintenance of the old building cost is saved. The fire destroyed 
an unarranged mass of tho most useless and profitless records and discussions 
and tabulations and statistics which I have ever seen, and so far from imped- 
ing the now settlements, has cleared the ground for tho operations. The Police 
Office, in which the real history of the Hill Tracts is preserved, was not injured, 
nor was tho treasury. 


“ I took advantage of this occurrence to entirely recast the registers and 
forms in use in the Hill Tracts. This turned out to bo a much lioavier task 


than I expected, as I had to do it absolutely single-handed, and it is not yet 
finished, though very nearly so. The object was to make the forms more 
effective, to simplify them and diminsh thoir numbor (for which there was 
much room), and to adopt tho Bengal printed forms, whether Government, 
Board of Revenue, or High Court’s, when applicable, and for this, too, there was 
a good deal of room. The registers of all kinds have been cut down from over 
100 to 36 in number. In my last report I was mistaken in saying that the 
word sarbarakar had not been used for 20 years as the proper official title of 
tho Chiefs in their fiscal positions. It was used by tho Bengal Government in 
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1884 in a printed letter received by Mr. Cotton when Commissioner. 
The letter was to lay down the position of tho Ghakma Cliief (who had boon 
giving much trouble) as regards the supply of labour. It was again used by 
Sir. Lyall in February 1886, when ho declared in Darbar the present minor 
Bhubon Mohan to have succeeded to tho sarbarakarship, and he describes his 
having done so in his report for ,that year. It was of course tho term used by 
me when I installed the Mong Chief Neuprasain last May. It is of tho 
greatest importance (5 adliero to the use of this term, and to reaffirm periodically 
the exact fiscal position of the Chiefs, and that their only right in lands is as 
tenants under Government, who have been let into lands for plough cultivation, 
and that they can nevor occupy tho position in tho Hill Tracts of talukdars, still 
loss of zamindars. It is to bo romombeved that their claims to such a position 
are actively fosterod by their superior clansmen like tho Chakmu Dewans. who, 
if their Chiefs were acknowledged to be zamindars, would themselves easily 
become talukdars.” 

The development of plough cultivation seems to portend the cessation of 
jhooming in tho near futuro. Tho now rulos and system of land revenue 
workod satisfactorily. Local opposition seems to have died out. The only 
dissatisfaction apparent was on the part of lessees of land to whom the ajiti- 
subletting clause of the rules of 1892 was applied with retrospective effect, with 
tho result that their leases were cancelled, their improvements confiscated, and 
their lands lot on enhanced rents to actual cultivators. Some of these giants 
had been made to influential hillmon or Bengalis of the plains, and the 
application to such leases with retrospective effect of the anti-subletting clause 
of tho rules of 1892 seemed to me inequitable. The previous rules forbade 
transfers except of the entire grant and with registration in the Deputy Com- 
missioner’s oilice. Transfer, however, I take it, cannot be held to include 
sublotting. 

III.-HILL TIPPERA.. 

144. I have not got much information to give about Hill Tippora. 
Personally I do not know much as yet about the country, and I am waiting for 
the report of the Political Agent. lie has given me a very brief note, saying 
that the administration of the State during the year was uneventful. ‘Tho 
existing arrangement under which the business of the State is carried on 
by tho Jubraj and tho Bara Thakur under the supervision of the Maharaja, 
appears to have worked smoothly and satisfactorily on the whole. More use 
is now made of the nativo element in administering the country, though very 
little change has been made in the goneral lines on which the administration 
is carried on. The Jubraj and the Bara Thakur met the Commissioner of the 
Division at Comilla in July 1893, the Maharaja being, it is said, unable to come 
personally owing to a death in his family and to bad health. 
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AMENDMENT OP THE BENGAL MUNICIPAL ACT III OP 1884.

At page 15 of Part III of tho Calcutta Gazette of the 15th August 1894, 
it is ann ounced that His Excellency the Governor-General in Council has 
signified his assent to tho Bill to consolidate and amend tho law relating to 
municipalities in Bengal, which was passed by the Bengal Legislative Council 
on the 28th April 1894. The Bill is printed in full in the Gazette of tho same 
date; but, in order to draw attention to the alterations and additions which have 
Been effected, a special set of copies has Boon printed, which I am now 
directed to forward to you for information and for communication to the officers 
subordinate to you, showing in italics tho new matter added By Act IV of 1894 
and indicating By the method of Black underlines tho passages in the old Act 
which have been omitted or altered. I. am also to invite your attention to the 
following observations on the chief points in tho new Act. 

2. Tho sections of the Bill naturally divide themselves into two groups, 
viz. (a) those which moke administrative changes of a more or less important 
character ; and (b) those which are merely corrective, which repair omissions, 
give effect to tho decisions of tho Law Courts, recast tho wording of old 
sections, and repeal tlroso which are no longer necessary. The latter form, of 
course, far the larger group, But they need little notice, as for the most part they 
explain themselves. 

3. The matters on which Government, on Behalf of the rate-payers or for 
llic Bottor administration of the country, has felt itself obliged to assume larger 
powers than it possessed before arc few in number, and in each case careful 
safeguards ai’e providod. First comes tho power taken in sections 9 and 9 A 
to disestablish a municipality, or to alter its boundaries when it no longer fulfils 
tho conditions which originally justified its creation ; then follow the power to 
appoint Commissioners cx-officio section 14), the power given to Commissioners 
of Divisions to remove Commissioners (section 20), tho delegation to Commis- 
sioners of Divisions of certain of the smaller powers of Government (section 
29A); tho appointment of a special Auditor when the accounts are in confusion 
(section 82 ; and, lastly, tho power to appoint an assessor when it has Been 
provod tlmt tho affairs of the municipality require it, and when the Commis- 
sioners will not movo of thomselvos (section 111 A). 

4. On tho other hand, the powers and responsibilities of the Commis- 
sioners havo been advanced in many ways. Thoy will now bo able to order a 
survey (section 223A), and to organise a fire-brigade (sections 349A and B). 
Their financial powers are increased by the provision that the Commissioner of 
tho Division shall not finally pass orders on their Budgets till they have had an 
opportunity of replying to his criticisms (section 70), and their incomo may be 
considerably developed in several ways ; the maximum of the water-rate is 
increased to 7| instead of 0 per cent, (sections 80 and 279) ; they may levy in 
tho same municipality both the tax on persons and tho rate on holdings (sec- 
tion 84); arable lands are no longer exempt from assessment whore the 
personal tax is in forco (section 87) ; property in thoir temporary possession 
may bo turned to pecuniary advantage (section 200) ; licenses may be issued 
at burning-ghats and burial grounds (section 200 A), and tho latrine rate may 
be levied from vacant holdings (section 322). Not loss important than their 
increased financial powers are the larger powers of administrative control 
now confided to Municipal Commissioners. Thoy may control the water- 
supply where its purity is suspected, even when private rights are affected 
(sections 199- 199 A); they will exercise larger powers over ruined and 
dangerous houses, walls ana trees (sections 208, 210, 210A); their powers in 
regard to building regulations may bo greatly increased at their option (sec-

tioriB 237 t6 342), and they Have been enabled to frame wider bye-laws and to 
ebdct rules of business for their own guidance (sections 350, 350A and 351 A). 

5. Turning next to themo'st important sections of the Bill in detail, I am 
to direct your attention in the first place to sections 9, 9A and 9B of the 
Act. Under the old law a place which had once been made a municipality, 
however little if might be entitled to claim municipal government, could be 
removed from that category, or could have its limits varied, only upon the 
recommendation of the Commissioners at a meeting, a courso which for 
obvious reasons was very seldom adopted : the new law does not take from 
the Commissioners this power • of recommendation, but provides that, where 
the conditions laid down in section 10 as to amount or density or character 
of population no longer exist, the Lieutenant-Governor, after affording full 
opportunity for objections to be made, may exercise in this respect, without 
recommendation from the Municipal Commissioners, the powers* which ordi- 
narily he would only use upon the recommendations of that body. 

6. Section 14 of the Act as amended provides that the appointed Com- 
missioners may bo appointed either by name or by official designation. The 
object of this provision is to avoid the inconvenience which sometimes occurs 
when an official is transferred who has been appointed by name only. As 
vacancies take place among the appointed Commissioners of municipalities 
in your division, it is for you to consider in each case whether the new 
nominee should be appointed by mame or by his official designation. This 
change of principle involves petty changes in sections 17 and 23 of tho Act. 

7. By the amendment of section 1 5 of tho Act, an important provision is 
added which enables Government to lay down by rule the authority who 
shall decide all election disputes under the Act Tho .question of amend- 
ing tho olection rules is still under discussion, and orders on this point will issue 
hereafter. A proviso at tho end of tho section safeguards such jurisdiction as 
the Civil Courts may now be deemed to have in respect of these disputes. 
The franchise is extended by the same section to a class of persons whose 
exclusion hitherto has been felt to bo anomalous, viz., those who, being in 
receipt of a monthly salary of Rs. 50 or more, which implies intelligence and 
education, have yet had no vote because they were not independent rate- 
payers. Tho number of voters added to the list by this section will not bo 
large, but they should all be citizens of weight and importance. A new clause 
added to this section also declares what shall be included in the town rates — a 
point which has not hitherto been decided. 

8. Section 20 of the Act has been recast so as to enact clearly on what 
grounds a Municipal Commissioner may be removed, and who shall pass the 
order for his removal. 

9. Section 23 of the amended Act gives to tho Local- Government power 
to appoint tho Chairman of a municipality entered in Schedule II by name 
ot by official designation. In clauso 2 of this section it is made quite clear that 
when the Commissioners of a municipality in Schedule 1 have once asked 
Government to appoint a. Chairman, they do not thereby permanently surrender 
their right of election, but are entitled to exercise it on the occurrence of any 
future vacancy in tho post of Chairman. 

10. Tho alterations in section 26 of tho Act enable a Chairman whose 
term of office under tho Act would ordinarily have expired to carry on his 
duties till a proper and effective meeting is convened to elect his successor 
of ask' Government to appoint him. By the same section the old body of the 
Cdnbmissioners will continue in office until the first meeting of their successors. 
Section 26A provides’ for certain subsidiary but necessary formalities in the 
same connection! By section 26B leave may be given to a Chairman or Vice- 
Chairman, and an omission in the present Act, which has not infrequently 
COtised' inconvenience, is thus repaired. As a corollary, section 28 authorises 
the gftnt of leave allowances to these officers when they are in tho receipt of 
sfclary. Section 1 27 A defines clearly the procedure to be followed when a 
Chairman, Vice-Chairtnap or Commissioner desires to resign. 

11. By- section 29 A ceirtain minor powers, which have hitherto been 
exercised by Government, may now be delegated to the Commissioner of the 
BiviSibri. * 

12. Two important alterations have been made in section 3t). One bas 
reference to the ruling of the Calcutta High Court in the Chairman of the Naihaty 
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Municipality vs. Kiehori Lai Goss ami, I. L. R., 13 Calc, 38, and Modhu Sudan 
Kwndu vs. Promoda Nath Roy, I. L. R., 20 Calc., 732, where it was pointed out 
that the absolute property in the soil of a road was not vested in the Commis- 
sioners. This will no longer be the case. The object of the other alter- 
ation is to provide that a road, bridge, or drain need not be entirely excluded 
from the provisions of this Act, but only from the operation of certain specified 
sections. 

13. Tho important provisions of the new sections 37A to 37M were very 

carefully framed by tho Scle6t Committee before they were accepted by 
Council, and the Lieutonant-Governor trusts that they will receive at the hands 
of local authorities the same careful consideration. It is hoped that recourse 
will be fully and frequently had to these sections in the larger municipalities 
which have not yet been provided with a wholesome water-supply, and that they 
will facilitate -the execution of a much-needed reform with the least possible 
risk of discord or extravagance. It will be noticed first that compulsion will not 
be employed by Government, except in the last resort (section 37K), and not 
until the local authorities have had ample opportunity afforded them of taking 
action spontaneously, and, socondly, that even then the representations of 
a substantial and undisputed majority will suffice to procure the abandonment 
of the.scheme. n 

14. Section 59 requires tho consent of Government to the ad interim 
election of a Chairman, and section 6GA provides for the settlement of disputes 
between a municipality and its external neighbours, such as another municipality 
or tho District Board. 

15. Some additions have been made to sections 68 and 69 of the Act, 
which allow the municipal fund to bo expended on the maintenance of 
Municipal Benches and on the payment of an officer who may be specially 
deputed to reviso their accounts. 

16. Section 76 of the Act is more remarkable for what it omits than for 
what it enacts. An effort was mado when the Bill was passing through Council 
to confine the supervision of the Commissioner of’ the Division to tho major 
heads only of the annual budget estimate, and the refusal of the Council to 
accept this proposal has been commented upon with some acerbity. It has been 
alleged that Government insisted on a retrograde step which deprived Municipal 
Commissioners of a privilege they already possessed. Tho exact contrary is 
tho case : the Commissioner of the Division has been invested with no new 
powers, but on tho contrary an important, though reasonable, concession has been 
made in tho provision that the Commissioner can no longer alter a municipal 
budget without affording the Commissioners an opportunity of considering and 
replying to any modifications which he may think desirable in their estimates. 

17. Section 82 of the Act has been recast so as to provide for the appoint- 
ment of a special officer *to examine and report upon the accounts of a 
municipality whenever the yearly audit has shown that the accounts are in 
great confusion and the Municipal Commissioners, after due notice, have failed 

* to set them straight. 

18. Two important changes in the law on municipal taxation have been 
introduced in sections 85 and 86 of the Act. Both the tax on holdings and the 
personal tax may now be levied in the same municipality provided that 
both are not levied fh the same ward. But where a municipality is not 
divided into wards, it must be considered as consisting of one ward only, 
and both these taxes cannot, therefore, be in force there at the same time. By 
the second section quoted tho maximum percentage for water-rate has been 
raised from 6£ and 5 to 7£ and 6 respectively. In section 87 of the Act it is 
now provided that in assessing the personal tax arable lands held by the assessee 
may bo taken into account, but not any public burial ground or burning ghat. 
It was understood by the Council that, as a matter of fact, Municipal Commis- 
sioners when assessing a man’s means and income are unable to leave out of 
consideration the income he derives from arable land, and it was deemed 
advisable to sanction this practice by legal enactment. Moreover, it was pointed 
out that, in the absence of such a provision, arable land within th$ boundaries 
of a municipality escaped taxation altogether.* 

19. As regards the rate on the value of holdings, some changes have been 
made in sections 97, 98 and 99 of the Act which explain fbemselve?. « 
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20. A new section, 111A, deals with the appointment of an assessor of 
municipal taxes — a question which has probably given rise to more discussion 
than any other embodied in the Bill. The provisions of the section as they now 
s tands have beon very carefully considered, and a power, the want of which has 
sometimes been very acutely felt, has been placed in the hands of Government 
with the minimum of inconvenience and tho greatest possible regard- to the 
dignity of Municipal Commissioners. The authority now conferred will, in 
fact, be exercised only when the necessity for action admits of no question, 
and it may be hopod that the very existence of this power in the statute book 
will make its exercise unnecessary. 

21. /The importance of the alteration in section 116 should not be over-

the margin, section 116 now provides that the decision of the Commissioners 
or of a Committee appointed by them under soct on 114 shall be final only as 
regards the amount of assessment or rating : tho larger question of liability to 
be assessed or rated will now be left to the decision of the Civil Courts. 

22. In section 121 an important proviso has been addod on tho subject 
of distrained property, and the addition to soction 125 provides a punishment 
for the breach of the orders in the earlier rfert of tho section. Similarly, the 
addition of sections 141 A and 147A is intended to correct what is an omission 
in the old law, and the same may be said of tho addition of the word “ sewage” 


in section 187 of the Act. 

23. Important additions have been made to the sections which deal with 
the control of bathing and washing places, wells and tanks. In the first place, 
in soction 199 wells have been brought under the control of Commissioners to 
tho same extent as other sources for the supply of water for drinking and 
c ulinar y purposes, and secondly, the last clause of that section has been re- 
written so as to define with greater precision the powers of Municipal Commis- 
sioners in respect of the private portion of any water-course which forms 
part of the public water supply. Section 199A gives to tho Commissioners 
the power of prohibiting the use of unwholesome water, the absence of 
which powor has often been extremely inconvenient, and tho Lieutenant- 
Governor hopes that it will be freely exercised. It will now be possible for. 
municipalities to close a source of water-supply which may be suspected, and to 
main tain this prohibition until the purity and wholesomonoss of tho water is 
established by chemical analysis in accordance with the rules laid down in the 
Sanitary Commissioner’s circular No. 342 of the 25th June 1894. The reference 
may be made by the Commissioners, but would ordinarily be made by the person 
aggrieved by tlio closing of the well or tank* 

24. By section 200 as now enacted, when an unwholesome tank or other 
source of water-supply has to bo put in order, tho Commissioners may call upon 
the owner or occupier to do one of three things, z.e., either to re-excavate, fill up, 
or cleanso the place to their satisfaction. If the owner or occupior does none 
of these things, the Commissioners may do any one of them for him, and by 
tho clauso now added, if they re-excavate or fill up, they may retain possession 
of the property and turn it to profitable account until tho expenses thereby 
incurrod have been realised. The Commissioners are not entitled by tho law 
to dictate to the owner which of the three courses opon to him he is to pursue. 

25. Section 208 has been rewritten so as to give the Commissioners power 

in respect of trees, hedges, &c., which are likely to cause damage or obstruc- 
tion, or to foul the water of any well or tank. _ _ 

26. The powers of the Commissioners in regard to buildings in a danger- 
ous state have been a good deal extended in sections 210 and 2 10 A, and these 
sections should be carefully npted. The Commissioners can now interfere to 
protect the inmates of a building against the consequences of their own apathy 
or neglect. The Lieutenant-Governor has no doubt that the good sense of the 
local authorities throughout the province will prevent the powers now given from 
being misused to the annoyance of individuals. 

27. Thb penal provisions of section 217 have been extended to section 
199 A; those of section 218 to sections 206 and 207 ; and those of section 219 
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to section 21'6A;' and persons in fringing the provisions of those sections cate now 
be punished for so doing. 

28. The addition to section 220 should be noted. It is aoW formally 
declared by law that whereVor the whole of the- provisions of any one of the 
Parts VII, VIII or IX of the Act of 1876 were^ in force when Act III of 1884 
became law, the whole of each of the corresponding Parts VI, XI or X of this 
Act shall be considered to have been in force. This provision was necessary in 
order to remove doubt as to the continued application of these Parts. Where 
only a portion of the provisions of any one of Parts VI I, VIII and IX of the 
Act of 1876 was in force when Act III (13. C.) of '1884 became law, its continuance 
was secured by the provision, of section 1 of Act III of 1884, as further explain- 
ed by the additions mado to section 2 by the presont amending Aot IV of 
1894. The result is that all notifications or orders passed, and all rules made 
under Act V of 1876, are still in force, ‘unless expressly rescinded, even although 
the numbered the Parts or sections quoted in them may have beon altered. 

29. By section 223 A of the Act power has been given to make a survey, 
the cost of which is chargeable to tho municipal fund under section 69 (9), 

30. The sections which refer to building regulations (sections 236-244 
of the Act) havo boon considerably expanded and should be carefully perused. 
The provisions of section 241 are suitable only- to largo municipalities, which 
include many masonry buildings^ and while all the remaining sections of this 
group camo into force on tho passing of this Act in every municipality in which 
tile corresponding sections of Act III of 1884 were in force at the time, it 
will be observed that the provisions of section 241 are expressly exempted 
from the operation of this general rule, and that this section will not tako 
effect in a municipality until it has been specially extended thereto at the 
request of tho Commissioners at a meeting. 

31. Somo small alterations have been made in the sections relating to 
burial and burning grounds, and it is believed that some income might be 
derived from tho licensos which may' now be granted under section 260A. 
These receipts might well be devoted to tho improvement of these placos which 
are often allowed to remain in very bad order. 

32. Three important additions have boen made to tlie provisions of 
sections 261 and 262, which deal witli certain offensive or dangerous trades 
or occupations. Places for tho storage of rags or bones or both have been 
added to the list of those for the use of which a license is necessary, and the 
last clause of the section has been so rewritten as to safeguard, as far as possible, 
persons following any one of the specified trades or occupations from having to 
pay unreasonable and unsuitable fees for the privilege. It is important to 
note that in future no fees can be levied under this section until the scale has 
been approved by the Commissioner of tho Division. No time should, thereforo, 
be lost in submitting tl\p scale for sanction. Lastly, section 262A-, empowors 
the Commissioners to prohibit the burning of bricks, etc., for private purposes 
within defined limits. Under section 263, as now amended, any person who 
keeps even one horse or pony or one head of cattle for the purpose of trade 
or business may b% required to take out a license. The object of this change 
is not to raise an income from the pool', but tb bring under control all the 
places where such animals are kept. 

33. The additions in the penal sections — 270, 271, and 273 — merely give 
effect to provisions in other parts of the Act. 

34; The alterations in Part VII of tho Aot, which deals with water-supply, 
are the outcomo of prolonged and elaborate discussion. The maximum amount 
of the water-rate has been raised from 5 and 6-£ per cent, to 6 and 7£ per cent, 
respectively. Tho principle on which it is to be calculated is carefully defined; 
and a fair share of the cost of collection and of general supervision has been 
made a legitimate charge against the fund : lands used exclusively for agricul- 
tural purposes are exempted from assessment, and power is left to the Commis- 
sioners to make special arrangements for the supply of water to persons beyond 
the limit up to which a water-rate can be levied. 

35. A new section has been added (section 318A) making the lighting 
rates into a separate fund and defining how they may be expended. 

36. Important changes have also beren made in Part LX which deals 1 with 
V cleansing of private privies and c efts spools. It is now clearly laid down 
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that this Part does not deal with public latrines, which should be provided 
under section 186 as part of the general scheme of conservancy in the town, 
but with the cleansing of private privies and cess-pools only. It was at one 
time proposed to substitute for the existing rate a scale cf fogs for service 
rendered, but after the fullest consideration the proposal was abandoned and tlie 
existing arrangements maintained. . Cess-pools have been brought within the scope 
of this Part, as it appears that in some cases it was difficult to distinguish 
between a cess-pool and a privy. No privy rato will bo assessod on a holding 
which does not contain a dwelling-house (section 321), nor on certain public 
buildings (section 334 A), nor will it be levied from a shop-keeper twice over 
(section 3^2). Lastly, remissions or refunds will be allowed for vacant 
holdings. The effect of these changes ought to be to lighten the foes chargod 
under this Part to tho poorer residents of the municipality. 

37. The effect of the additions mado to section 339 in Part X 
(regulation of markets) is to protect 4ho proprietors of old markets from 
ar&trary treatment. The section compels Commissioners to renew year by 
year licenses for markets lawfully established at the time of tho extension 
of this Part to the municipality, so long as the Chairman continues to give 
year by year the certificate -required by section 340 that the land is fit for 
use as a market for the sale of provisions. * When a market is established after 
the extension of this Part to the municipality, no such compulsion exists, and 
the Commissioners may give or withhold the license as they please. 

38. Part XI-A is entirely new and empowers Municipal Commissioners to 
make arrangements for tho extinction and prevention of lire. The cost of these 
arrangements is declared to bo a legitimate charge upon the municipal fund 
by section 69(8) 

39. It has been found that the wording of section 350 of Act III of 1884 
was not sufficiently specific, and that, as a matter of fact, many bye-laws have 
been made from time to time, and have been accopted by Government which 
do not, strictly speaking, fall within the scope of the section as it formerly 
stood : Tho wording has, therefore, been recast, and the matters in regard to 
which bye-laws may properly be made have been more clearly defined. At 
the same time an opportunity has been taken in section 350A to give to hill 
municipalities more stringent powers over private owners of land as regards 
cutting down timber and excavation of builaing sites. A new section (351 A) 
has been added, empowering the Commissioners of all municipalities to 
make rules for tho conduct of business in the same way as District and 
Local Boards have been empowered under Act III (B. C.) of 1885.. The 
Lieutenant-Governor proposes to circulate for adoption by Municipal Commis- 
sioners a sot of model bye-laws and one of model rules of business. Meanwhile 
the bye-laws which have already beon passed by each municipality and con- 
firmed by Government will continue in force until repealed or altered in the 
proper manner. Power has been taken by the Lieutenant-Governor to cancel 
any bye-law which he has sanctioned : an omission in the former law, which 
can only have been due to oversight. 

40. The last section to which it is necessary to refer is 365, which now 
extends to offences against bye-laws as well as those against tho Act itsolf, and 
allows certain selected servants of a municipality to exercise the powers of a 
police officer under the section.

Read — 

The Report of the Board of Revenue ' on the financial results of tho Administration of 
the Inoome-tax for the year 1893-94. 

Tho principal administrative change in the working of the Income-tax A it 
during tho year was tho appointment of a whole-time officer as Collector of 
the tax for Calcutta, in the place of an officer who also discharged the duties of 
another office. Tho system under which the pay of assessors is personal, not 
local, so that they can be promoted without transfer, is reported to havo worked 
well, but occasional transfers are advantageous, and can be made under the rules. 
The amalgamation under a singlo assessor of the district of Hobghly with Howrah, 
of Bankura with Birbhum, and of Manbhum with Singhbhum, is reported not 
to have been successful. If this result is confirmed by further experience, the 
Government will be prepared to reconsider the arrangement, on tho receipt of a 
special report from the Board. Tho scalo of the clerical and assessing establish- 
ments was revised, in accordance with a suggestion of the Government, and made 
more elastic and commensurate- with the work done, the schemo resulting in 
an immediate saving of Ks. 2,004 per annum, and a further gradual saving of 
Rs. 2,640 per annum.

The net rovenue shows an increase of Rs. 1,26,986, or 3 per cent., against 
a decrease of 1*8 per cent, in the preceding year. Including advance payments 
and excess collections, and making allowance for various adjustments, the actual 
recoipts at the close of the year amounted to Rs. 43,48,453, against-Rs. 42,25,366 
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in the previous year. The receipts on account of tho current demand for 1893-94 
amounted to Its. 42,27,219, which is its. 1,40,792 in excess of similar receipts 
in the previous year. • 

The increase in tho final demand occurred in every district, except 
Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Khulna, Darjeeling, Mymensingh, Cuttack, and 
Singhbhum, and is attributed to fresh and enhanced assessments resulting from 
more careful and systematic enquiries on the part o^ the assessing officers. 
In Howrah tho decrease was insignificant, and in Mymensingh it amounted to 
only one per ceift. of the former demand. In the 24-I J arganas, however, the 
percentage was 9*6, in Cuttack 6:8, in Singhbhum 6’2, in Darjooling 4‘6, and in 
Khulna 3'7. Vaiious causes are alleged for tho largo decline in the 24-Parganas, 
but the Lioutenant-Govemor is not disposed to accept the explanation without 
reserve. Failure of crops in Khulna, decline of trade in Cuttack, and an 
outbreak of rinderpest affecting the incomes of cart-owners and dairy farmers, 
and the removal of a number of contractors on the completion of certain large 
works, in Darjeeling, are assigned as the causes of the decrease in thoso districts. 
In Singhbhum it is probable, as the Board think, that the reduction is due 
mainly to the negligence of the assessors. The Board mention that Mr. Lyall, 
while inspecting tho Puri Incomotax Office, found that the grouud-rents liable 
to taxation had not been taxed, and that, as the result of this discovery, ground- 
ronts in municipal areas have since been brought under assessment in all the 
districts in Orissa. 

3. Demand , collections and balances .- —The following statement shows the 
original demand, the revised demand, and tho percentage of collections from 
assessees exclusive of Government servants: —

The outstanding balance at the closo of the year, including penalties, &c., 
aggrogated Its. 2,66,987, against Rs. 2,48,747 in 1892-93. Of this balance, 
Rs. 60,742 are reported to be good and under realization, Rs. 1,19,464 
doubtful, and Rs. 86,781 bad and irrecoverable. 

4. The only districts which succeeded in collecting tho entire demand 
within tho year were Balasoro and Puri. In the following districts the 
collections on account of tho current and arrear demand, including penalties, 
Ac., were below 95 per cent.

With the exception of Manbhum, ITooghly, and Birbhum, the same districts 
failed to attain the prescribed standard in 1892. In Gaya, Ilooghly, Calcutta, 
the 24-Parganas, Singhbhum, and Birbhum, the collections of the current 
demand of the tax also fell short of the standard in tho past year, and the 
explanations furnished are generally unsatisfactory. The Lieutenant-Governor 
must again impress on the officers concerned tho importance of energy and 
promptitude in both the assessment and tho collection of the tax, and lie will 
look for evidence of marked improvement in the next roport. The large 
outstanding balances are attributed in Birbhum and Calcutta to tho completion 
of the assessments towards the end of the year, but it is not explained why 
such delay occurred. It is obviously essential to success in collecting tl> 
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largest possible percentage of the tax within the year that tho assessments 
should be concluded two or throe months beforo the close of the year, and 
every effort should be .made to achieve this result. 

5. Assessments . — Tho number of assessors employed during the y» ar was 
reduced from 52 to 49 in consequenco of tho amalgamation of certain districts 
alroady referred to. Tho assessors visited* 70,992 villages and 542 stroets in 
Calcutta, against 78,44J and 512 stroets in Calcutta in tho previous year. Tho 
decrease in the number of villages appears to be mainly due to the fact that 
previously in some districts villages which were not actually visited, but 
regarding which enquiries wore made in their neighbourhood, wore returned 
as visited, and villages visited by both the Deputy Collector and the Assessor 
were shown twice. The Board have rightly issued orders stoppiug this practice. 
Tho general explanation of the local oflieers in rogavd to tlio cases whore the 
visits to villages wore really fewer than in the previous year is that more attention 
was given to towns and villages which were known or believed to contain persons 
liable to taxation. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees that this is tho sound 
principle, and that time should not be spent in visiting small and purely agri- 
cultural villages which can bo better employed in making more careful 
assessment elsewhere. Enquiries must, however, be oxtendod to all villages in 
which any likelihood oxists of tho discovery of now assossees. 

6. The number of persons finally assessed was 105, 47G, against 103,894 
in 1892-93, the percentage of exemption (2-1) being tho ‘same as in tho previous 
years. Calcutta also partly recovered its position with an increaso of 248, against 
a decrease of 516 in the preceding year. A few districts show a reduction, 
but nowhere exceeding 90, savo in the 24-Parganas, where the number was 
487. This large decroaso is attributed to depression in somo trades and closure 
of business, but it appears partly duo to want of enorgy on the part of the 
establishment.

The percentage of objections to assessment was again highest in Gaya 
(31*6) and Puri (23). Tho percentage of successful objections exceeded 50 in 
tho 24-Parganas (04*8), Darjeeling (02), Purnea (61*9), Khulna (53*8), and 
Calcutta (52'6). Those percentages are not croditablo to tho officers against 
whoso assessments the objections were preferred. A^fter full allowance for the 
difficulty of estimating profits in the absence of ’accounts, it is clear that tho 
assessments wero hasty and injudicious in many cases. Closor and more 
constant supervision should bo exercised over the work of the assessors while 
the assessments are being revisod. 

8. Incidence of the tax . — Excluding tho tax on intorcst of Government 
securities and the salaries of officials, tho average incidence of the tax on tho 
whole population of tho province was Ke. 1 to every 18*4 persons, against 
19-2 in tho previous year. Without Calcutta, the averago was Re. 1 to every 
35*7 inhabitants, against Re. .1 to every 36-9 inhabitants in 1892-93. Darjeel- 
ing again shows tlio highest mufassal averago (Ro. 1 to every five persons) 
and Cuttack the lowest (lie. 1 to every 82 persons). In Calcutta tho average 
incidence wub Re. 1 to every *4 persons, and one person in every 39 persons 
was ussossed to the tax, tho proportion for tho whole of Bengal bein'* 1 m 674 
against 1 m 684 in the nrevious vear. b , 
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9. ho following statement illustrates the distribution of the tax between 
Calcutta and tho rest of tlio province under the present Act and under former 
Income-tax and Licenso Acts : —

The figures show a gradual increase in collections in both Calcutta and the 
districts since 1887-88, Calcutta contributing in the past year 47.8 per cent, 
of tho whole. The percentage of the final on the original demand and of 
objections on the total number of persons assessed has also steadily improved, 
with a slight falling off in the year under review, indicating gradual im- 
provement in tho working of the law. 

10. Coercive measures . — Tho coercive measures which had to be taken for 
the realization of tho tax are shown in tho following statement: —

In the majority of cases payment is made on the issue of the warrants, 
while in tho romaiuder distraint suffices and sales are rare. Wilful recusancy 
doubtless accounts for a large proportion of the warrants, but the number in 
some districts is excessive. The Collectors should give attention to the matter. 
Earlier completion of tho assessments would obviate tlio issue of coercive 
process, which is often found necessary towards the close of the year. 

The proportion of warrants issued on the number of persons assessed was 
above 10 por cent, in the districts of Singh bhum, Jessore, Khulna, Muzaflarpur, 
Noakhali, Gaya, and Jalpaiguri. The first four districts showed a high percentage 
in 1892-93 also. In eight districts no sales took place, while they were most 
numerous in Jessore, Raugpur, and Khulna. In Calcutta distress wanaots were 
issued in 1,499 cases, but in one case only was sale found necessary. 

11. The amount of tax collected under section 9 (2) of tho Income-tax 
Act, which permits private employers to undertake the collection of tlx.* 
tax from their employes on receipt of a commission from the Government) 
was Rs. 2,06,584, agaiust Rs. 2,47,918 in the previous year. The number 
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of companies, &c., who undertook to collect the tax again fell from 324 
to 307. The Board are inclined to recommend an increase of the commis- 
sion allowed, in order to offer greater inducement to companies and other 
employers to enter into agreements with the Government. The present rate of 
commission doos not appoar to. the Lieutenant-Governor inadequate for the 
small trouble imposed, but he will be prepared to consider any proposals, which 
the Board may desire to submit. This special provision of the law cannot be 
expected to work with advantage whero the number of employes liable to 
taxation is very small. With a large number of such employes the commission 
offorod is remunerative to the employer, and also repays tno Government by the 
amount of reliof given to the collecting establishment. 

12. Expenditure. —The expenditure incurred in the working of the tax 
fell from Rs. 1,80,171 in 1892-93 to Rs. 1,76,272. In view of tho increased 
collections and the appointment of a whole-time officor as Collector of Calcutta, 
the decrease is very satisfactory. 

13. The system of payment by money-order continues to gain in popula- 
rity. Only one case of embezzlement of a very trifling character was discovered 
during the year. Tho Board devote a paragraph (52) to ovasions of the stamp 
law detected by income-tax assessors. The information is useful to the Stamp 
Department, and should be regularly furnished to that Department for the 
annual report. Its inclusion in the present report may be dispensed with in 
future. 

14. The names of the Deputy Collectors specially reported by the Board as 
having done good sorvico will be communicated to the Appointment Depart- 
ment. The remarks regarding the unsatisfactory work of some officers will 
not, the Lieutenant-Governor trusts, bo ineffectual. Tho principle of kooping 
a Deputy Collector in exclusive charge of Excise and Income-tax has been 
definitely laid down for all districts except the few in tho third class, in 
which the work is not sufficient for a whole-timo officer. In those cases the 
Collector should not place the Deputy Collector in eharge of duties which 
entirely preclude travelling for excise and income-tax purposes. 

15. Popular foeling in regard to the tax remains tho same. It is greatly 
disliked, and efforts to evade it by a variety of devices are still common among 
certain classos of assossees. 

16. The thanks of Government are due to the Board for their supervision 
of the collection of the tax during the year.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m., SATUR- 
DAY, THE 25th OF AUGUST 1894. 

During the previous week a barometric depression had passed through Bmgal, 
moving in a west-north-westerly direction, but without intensifying in any way. It had 
then advanced to near Nowgong,, and on the last day of the week it was rapidly filling up, 
bo that on the 19th or the first day of theT present week it had practically ceased to exist. 
In the rear of the feeble depression, however, a steady atid fairly strong monsoon ourrent 
was blowing, and hence at the close of the past week the monsoon conditions wero fairly 
strongly developed over Bengal. On. the 19th or the first day of the present week pressuro was 
rising Blowly, but it was still comparatively low in West Bengal and Chota Nagpur, where 
thore was a tendency for a feeble low •pressure area to he produced. Ordinary monsoon winds 
however, continued to flow in over the province, and rainfall was fairly general except over parts 
of Bihar and Oris9a. On the 20th pressure had fallen slowly in South Bengal and Orissa, 
while elsewhere it had risen, and henpe the tendency to the formation of a depression was 
somewhat more raarkod, while there was also a feeble tendency for winds to circulate round 
the low pressure. Ou the 21st pressure rose briskly over the whole province, the inorcase 
usually equalling from 0*07 inch to 0*00 inch ; the very feeble depression in the south-west of 
the proviuce quite disappeared, and pressure also became iu excess by small amounts at 
practically all stations. This increase of pressuro continued ou the 22nd, the rise at the 
south-eastern stations equalling 0'08 inch, and pressure hence became above the normal by 
rather large amounts, the excess being larger than a tenth of an inch at a few of the south- 
eastern stations. On the 23rd the increase of pressure had continued at all except a few of 
the north-eastern and eastern stations, »nd pressure was more largely in excess than on the 
23rd. On the 24th the pressure changes were small, and the general pressure distribution 
was practically unaltered, while on the :45th, or the last day of the week, a small increase in 
pressure had again occurred, and pressure was therefore very considerably above the norma), 
the excess ranging up to more than a tenth of an inch at many stations. 

Tho pressure changes therefore during the greater part of the week have been towards 
the establishment of a pressure distribution which is decidedly unfavourable for the free flow 
of the monsoon current over Bengal. For the greater part of the week, however, notwith- 
standing the adverse pressure conditions, the monsoon current has continued to give good 
general rain over almost the whole province, and on the last day or two particularly heavy 
rain was received at the eastern and northern stations. There were, however, at the close of 
the week very distiuct indications of the falling off in strength of the current, and winds at 
the inland stations had become very light, though at the head of the Hay modoratc monsoon 
winds were blowing. The pressure and other conditions, however, which obtained over 
Bengal at the closo of the weok, wero those which usually precede a short break in the rains. 

Pressure . — Owing to the large increase of pressure during the seoond half of the 
week, and to the establishment of the high pressure area, the mean pressure for the week 
has been in very considerable excess. This excess has been largest in the south and cast 
of the province, where it has equalled about O'OS* and 0*04", while it has been smallest in 
the extreme west of the province, whero it has equalled about 0*02". In Assam the jneau 
•pressure lias been about 0'03" above the normal. 

Temperature . — Owing to the fairly abundant rainfall during the week, the mean tempera- 
ture has generally been decidedly below the normal, and the defect for the whole province 
has averaged 1*3°. The largest defects have been registered in East Bengal, where they have 
slightly exceeded two degrees, while in South-West Bengal, North Bengal and Bihar they 
have equalled abont a degree and-a-half. „ 

In Assam the general defect for the week has equalled about 2°. 

Rainfall . — Very heavy raiu has been received in East Bengal, the stations in which 
have averaged nearly seven inches during the week or a fall twice a» large as usual. In 
North Bengal an average fall of four and a half inches is reported, or nearly two inches more 
than usual, aud in Bihar an average of nearly four inches has beou received, or more than an 
inch in excess. Falls of rathor more than three inches have been recorded in South-Wost 
Bengal and Cnota Nagpur equal to about the usual amount, while Orissa has recoived rather 
less than two inches, or about thirty per cent. Ies9 than usual. 

Expressed as percentages of tho normal rainfall, the actual falls during the week have 
equalled the following amounts : — South-West Bengal 112 por cent., North Bengal 171 por 
cent., East Bengal 203 per cent., Bihar 154 per cent., Orissa 69 per cent., aud Ohotu Nag- 
' pnr 95 per cent. Taking each Division to have an equal valuo in tho calculation, the 
rainfall of Bengul for the week has equalled 134 per cent, of the normal fall. 

Iu the case of the smaller districts exceedingly heavy fa IN have been received iu the 
districts of Burdwan, Midnapur, Murshidabad, Kajshahi, Jalpaiguri, Dacoa, Mytncusiugh, 
Faridpur, Tippers, Noakhali, Saran, Champaran, Darbhanga aud Sonthal Parganas. On 
the other hand the falls have been comparatively light in B&nkura, Hooghly, Howrah, 
Calcutta, Nadia, Cuttack, Balasore and Puri.
